Great  Northern  Railway,  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste,  Marie 
Railway,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  and  the  Chicago 
&  Northwestern  Railway.

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The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  to  the  people  of  North 
Dakota,  the  business  interests  of  the  state  and  for  railway 
property. 

The  yield  of  crops,  though  not  as  great  as  desired,  has  been  of 
fair  average,  tinding  prompt  outlet  and  an  active  market. 

Railway  equipment  has  been  ample  for  the  transportation  of  the 
products  of  the  state,  and  there  has  been  cause  for  little  if  any 
complaint  on  account  of  failure  to  get  cars  for  shipment  when 
ready  for  market. 

FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER  RATES. 

All  through  the  period  of  depression  freight  and  passenger 
rates,  especially  on  local  business  within  the  state,  have  been 
maintained  by  the  railway  companies  to  the  detriment  of  the 
shippers  of  the  state. 

A  general  demand  existing  within  the  state  for  a  rate  adjustment 
on  a  more  equitable  basis  for  the  i^roducers  and  shippers  than  that 
afforded  by  the  railway  companies,  it  was  decided  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  Railroads  to  take  up  the  matter  for  investigatichi 
with  a  view  to  adjusting  such  rates  on  a  just  and  reasonable  basis. 
With  this  end  in  view  the  following  notice  was  served  on  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company,  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Railway 
Company,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany, and   the   Chicago   &   Northwestern   Railway   Company,  as 

required  by  law.

Gentlemen:  It  having  been  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
undersigned  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  that  the 
tariffs  of  freight  rates  on  grain,  merchandise,  coal,  wood,  live  stock,  wool  and 
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other  products  of  North  Dakota,  also  passenger  rates,  according  to  the  schedules 
of  such  rates  now  in  force  and  published  by  said  railway  company  and  now  on 
file  in  the  office  of  said  Commissioners  of  Railroads,  are  wholly  unequal  and 
unreasonable; 

Therefore,  you  are  hereby  notified  tliat  the  undersigned  Commissioners  of 
Railroads  will,  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1897,  at  the  hour  of  i  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  said  day,  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Railroads  in  the 
capitol  at  Bismarck,  North  Dakota,  proceed  to  fix  and  determine  such  freight  and 
passenger  rates,  and  you  are  hereby  further  notified  that  said  Commissioners  of 
Railroads  will  at  said  time  and  place  afford  to  you  an  opportifnity  to  make  any 
explanation  or  showing,  if  you  so  desire,  or  to  furnish  any  explanation  to  said 
commissioners  on  the  subject  of  determining  and  fixing  such  rates.

Representatives  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  and  the  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul 
&  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Railway  Company  responded  to  this  notice  and 
were  present  at  the  hearing  March  1,  1897,  at  Bismarck. 

This  meeting  resulted  in  the  railway  representatives  refusing  to 
consider  any  reductions  in  rates.  The  meeting  was  adjourned 
subject  to  call  of  chairman. 

In  the  meantime,  the  matter  was  deferred  pending  the  effect  of 
legislation  under  consideration  by  the  legislative  assembly  then  in 
session.  The  legislation  here  referred  to,  known  as  House  Bill  No. 
121,  culminated  in  the  enactment  of  the  following  law,  being 
Chapter  115,  Laws  of  North  Dakota  for  1897,  which  is  given  in 
fyll  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report. 

In  compliance  with  this  law.  Section  29,  the  Commissioners  of 
Railroads  proceeded  according  to  law,  and  on  April  15,  1897, 
served  the  following  notice  on  railway  companies  operating  within 
the  state  of  North  Dakota:

Cjentlemen:  It  having  been  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
undersigned  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  that  the 
tariffs  of  freight  rates  on  grain,  merchandise,  coal,  live  stock,  and  other  products 
of  North  Dakota,  also  passenger  rates,  according  to  the  schedule  of  such  rates 
now  in  force  and  published  by  said  railway  company  and  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  said  Commissioners  of  Railroads,  are  wholly  unequal  and  unreasonable; 
therefore,  you  are  hereby  notified  that  the  undersigned  Commissioners  of  Rail- 
roads will,  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1897,  ^^  the  hour  of  one  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon of  said  day,  at  the  Hotel  Northern  in  the  city  of  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  pro- 
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ceed  to  fix  and  determine  maximum  freight  rates  and  classifications  and  passen- 
ger rates;  and  you  are  hereby  further  notified  that  said  Commissioners  of  Rail- 
roads will  at  said  time  and  place  afford  to  you  an  opportunity  to  make  any  ex- 
planation or  showing,  if  you  so  desire,  or  to  furnish  any  explanation  to  said  Com- 
missioners on  the  suljject  of  determining  and  fixing  such  rates  and  classifications.

To  the  Honorable  Railway  Commission^  Bismarck^  N,  D. : 

Gentlemen:  Referring  to  the  meeting  to  be  held  at  Grand  Forks  on  the 
27th  inst.,  wherein  the  question  of  making  what  is  practically  a  horizontal  reduc- 
tion in  rates  in  Dakota  will  come  before  your  honorable  body,  permit  me  to  call 
attention  to  some  things  which  in  my  opinion  should  be  taken  into  consideration 
before  a  rate  is  made  that  will  prove  disastrous  to  the  railways. 

We  must  take  the  broad  ground  that  the  present  railways  (and  more)  are  a 
positive  necessity  to  the  development  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota;  without 
lateral  extensions  and  other  railways  in  Dakota  that  state  will  retrograde  instead 
of  advancing,  and  the  immigration  that  would  ordinarily  come  to  it  will  be 
diverted  to  other  parts  of  the  Union. 

There  are  local  surroundings  governing  the  rate  situation  in  every  com- 
munity which  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  when  they  are  lost  sight  of,  and 
precedents  that  justly  govern  in  other  communities  are  brought  to  bear  upon 
commodities  which  exist  under  wholly  different  circumstances,  the  result  is  a 
misfit  and  injustice.  A  rate  that  would  be  eminently  fair  and  lucrative  in 
some  states  would  be  the  extreme  opposite  in  others,  and  would,  if  applied, 
amount  to  a  practical  confiscation  of  the  railway  properties  involved,  and  in  the 
end  would  revert  injuriously  to  the  cominunities  traversed  by  them. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  writer  it  is  quite  as  essential  that  a  railway  should  be 
on  a  sound  financial  footing  as  that  any  business  should  be,  and  we  have  yet  to 
see  a  prosperous  community  served  by  bankrupt  railways. 

The  states  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  some  others  have  recognized 
difference  in  local  surroundings  in  fixing  rates  and  have  allowed  a  differential 
rate  on  branches  of  the  same  railway  and  different  railways  in  the  same  state,  the 
rate  fabric  being  founded  on  the  local  conditions. 

In  the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan  railway  fares  of  five  cents  per  mile  and 
freight  rates  in  proportion  have  been  permitted,  while  in  the  lower  peninsula  a 
passenger  rate  of  two  cents  and  much  lesser  freight  rates  per  mile  have  been 
obtained.  I  mention  this  to  show  }  ou  that  an  action  of  this  character  on  your 
part  would  not  be  without  precedent. 
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A  rate  that  was  fair  on  some  portions  of  tlie  Great  Northern  Railway  might 
be  unfair  on  some  other  portions,  and  might  be  wholly  unfair  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway;  or  a  rate  that  was  fair  and  equitable  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  Railway  might  be  wholly  unfair  and  without  equity  on  the  line  of  the 
Soo  Railway. 

I  think  tariffs  based  on  the  earnings  of  railway  properties  per  mile  should 
be  made,  and  when  the  earnings  power  of  the  railway  warrants,  should  their 
owners  be  unwilling  to  reduce  the  rate,  there  is  a  way  provided  for  its  reduction. 
The  state  has  undoubted  power  to  make  rates,  and  having  that  power  it  should 
move  with  caution,  being  careful  to  do  no  injustice. 

A  horizontal  reduction  in  rates  will  throttle  new  railway  building  and 
extensions  of  railways  now  built  in  Dakota  for  an  indefinite  period.  The  great- 
est need  in  North  Dakota  at  the  present  time,  to  my  mind,  is  immigration.  The 
competition  in  agriculture  is  perhaps  as  severe  as  competition  in  other  branches 
of  industry  and  in  my  opinion  you  will  find  it  an  impossibility  to  develop  the 
state,  outside  of  a  certain  distance  from  the  railways,  when  by  a  reduction  in 
rates  you  make  future  railway  building  an  impo^ibility.  The  money  to  make 
railway  extensions  must  be  obtained  from  the  sale  of  bonds,  and  capital  will  not 
go  into  a  country  where  rates  are  such  as  to  preclude  a  fair  interest  on  it  being 
earned.  The  distance  a  farmer  can  afford  to  haul  his  product  to  a  market  and 
live  is  not  an  intricate  problem.  It  can  be  figured  very  easily  and  readily  by  one 
who  is  at  all  conversant  with  the  circumstances.  At  the  extreme  of  that'distance 
you  have  practically  a  dead  line,  beyond  which  no  development  can  be  made. 
Therefore,  a  policy  that  will  force  the  railroads  of  North  Dakota  to  relinquish 
the  idea  of  extensions  or  lateral  feeders,  reacts  upon  the  whole  state,  and  as  I 
have  said  to  your  honorable  body  orally  and  previously  in  this  letter  the  ultimate 
result  will  be  a  set-back  to  Dakota.  Other  states  will  advance,  while  Dakota 
^will  stand  still  or  retrograde. 

The  people  of  Dakota  and  the  railways  are  to  all  intents  in  partnership 
Each  must  bear  a  proportion  of  the  burden.  Upon  the  success  of  one  depends 
the  success  of  the  other,  their  interests  being  thoroughly  interlocked;  and  I  can- 
not too  strongly  urge  upon  your  honorable  body  to  disregard  perhaps  a  sentiment 
which  we^hink  perhaps  is  not  the  better  sentiment  of  the  community.  Do  not 
mistake  a  superficial  sentiment  or  what  might  be  termed  a  frothy  sentiment  the 
real  article.  It  would  appear  that  you  would  be  justified  for  the  time  in  setting 
your  face  against  the  reduction,  and  trust  that  the  wisdom  of  your  course  may 
become  apparent  to  those  who  are  now  violently  advocating  it. 

In  presenting  what  seems  to  me  to  be  tlie  facts  in  the  case  I  have  not 
endeavored  to  frame  an  elaborate  argument;  but  each  statement  I  have  made  I 
think  will  stand  the  test  of  time.  In  common  with  other  interests,  railways  have 
been  anticipating  better  times,  and  to  be  met  at  the  outset  by  such  a  sweeping 
rcductipn  as  is  in  contemplation  is  not  only  discouraging  but  unjust.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  North  Dakota, 
held  at  the  Hotel  Northern  in  the  city  and  county  of  Grand  Forks, 
N.  D.,  at  2  p.  m.  on  Tuesday,  April  27,  1897,  those  present  besides 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  were  representatives  of  the  railroads, 
and  Business  Men's  Union  et  al.  The  following  proceedings  were 
had: 

George  H.  Keyes,  Chairman:  As  you  know,  the  last  legislature 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  imposed  on  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners the  duty  of  making  a  schedule  of  the  maximum  rates  for 
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the  railroads  of  North  Dakota,  and  you  have  been  invited  here  to- 
day for  the  purpose  of  letting  us  have  the  benefit  of  your  knowl- 
edge in  rate  making.  There  have  been  two  or  three  rate  sheets 
prepared,  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  parties  interested,  for 
their  investigation  and  consideration  and  we  would  like  to  hear 
now  anything  that  any  of  the  representatives  of  the  railroads  and 
Business  Men's  Union  or  the  shippers  of  the  state  or  any  one  else 
has  to  offer. 

Mr.  Phelan,  Secretary:  We  have  a  rate  sheet  here.  Qriginally 
it  is  based  on  the  Iowa  tariff  and  the  basis  is  increasing  from  ten 
to  seventy  per  cent  for  North  Dakota.  Another  is  practically  the 
distance  tariff  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  road  in  Min- 
nesota; it^  is  a  verbatim  Copy  excei^t  that  it  is  divided  into  shorter 
distances  and  changes  the  rates  on  carload  lots  on  grain,  live  stock, 
lumber,  salt,  lime,  cement  and  so  on. 

Mr.  Newman,  Second  Vice  President  of  the  Great  Northern  road: 
If  there  are  any  complaints,  complaints  as  they  now  exist,  we  would 
be  very  glad  and  willing  to  hear  and  to  know  what  are  the  com- 
plaints, and  also  to  give  us  an  opi)ortunity  to  agree  upon  the  fig- 
ures, if  we  can,  that  the  commission  purpose  to  submit  to  us  and 
we  would  like  an  opportunity  of  seeing  those  figures.  I  under- 
stand you  have  been  considering  two  propositions  and  that  the 
board  has  not  yet  deterryiaed  on  which  of  those  two  propositions 
are  to  be  used. 

Mr.  Keyes:     No  sir. 

Mr.  Newman:     Is  there  any  comi)laint  of  the  rates  as  they  exist? 

Mr.  Keyes:    Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Newman:  Will  some  gentleman  here  please  give  us  the 
complaints  of  the  rates  as  now  existing  and  give  us  an  opportunity 
of  hearing  their  reasons  of  the  compliaints. 

Mr.  Keyes:  There  are  representatives  of  both  Grand  Forks  and 
Fargo  here. 

Mr.  Davis:  We  have  already,  Mr.  Chairman,  a  complaint  in 
your  hands  as  regards  the  rates  from  Minot  easterly  over  the 
Great  Northern  road.  We  find  that  we  cannot  sell  our  product  in 
the  Ked  River  Valley  and  in  Grand  Forks  in  spite  of  the  reduction 
in  rates  of  the  Great  Northern  bein^  less  than  one  year  ago  at  this 
time  and  we  ask  for  a  further  reduction  in  those  rates  so  that  we 
can  be  enabled  to  come  in  here  in  competition  with  the  eastern 
coal.  We  think  that  the  rate  on  lignite  from  Minot  discriminate 
against  our  competing  with  eastern  coal  and  we  ask  that  it  be  fixed 
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SO  that  we  be  put  on  the  same  basis  with  eastern  coal.     Our  com- 
plaint you  now  have  in  your  hands  and  that  complaint  goes  into, 
some  details.     We  made  quite  an  argument  on  the  situation  and  I 
do  not  know  as  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  go  into  it  any  further  now. 

Mr.  Phelan,  Secretary:  1  would  say  in  reference  to  the  coal 
rates  in  North  Dakota  that  the  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  the 
legislature,  instructing  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  enforce  the 
code  rate,  so  that  it  seems  to  me  in  regard  to  the  coal  we  have  no 
option  in  the  matter  except  to  enforce  that  rate. 

Mr.  Grover:     The  law  fixes  that. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  reduction  in  eastern  coal  is  the  one  that 
affects  the  lignite.  The  railroad  companies,  about  four  or  five 
months  ago,  in  order  to  get  coal  into  this  section,  made  a  great 
reduction  in  soft  coal,  as  I  understand  this  gentleman's  remarks 
that  it  afiPects  the  lignite  coal. 

Mr.  Davis:  One  year  ago  the  Great  Northern  made  a  reduction 
of  lignite  rates  and  that  benefited  our  business  materially  down 
as  far  as  Larimore  on  the  line  of  the  Great  Northern,  but  still  the 
new  tariff  used  still  prohibited  our  getting  to  Grand  Forks  and  the 
Red  River  Valley;  later  on  the  new  tariff  was  made  on  soft  coal 
from  the  eastern  points  which  largely  nullified  the  concessions 
made  on  lignite  and  we  claim  the  lignite  rate  is  not  what  it  should 
be  and  it  is  not  as  liberal  a  tariff  as  on  Eastern  coal,  either  before 
or  after  the  new  tariff  was  made. 

Mr.  Keyes:  The  rate  made  by  the  Great  Northern  on  coal  was 
not  as  low  as  the  code  rate,  was  it? 

A.     No  sir. 

Mr.  Grover:  As  far  as  I  remember  the  code  rate  is  about  seven- 
eighths  and  we  put  on  the  rate  of  one  cent. 

Mr.  Newman:  Did  I  understand  you,  Mr.  Davis,  that  the  rate 
on  lignite  is  not  as  low  as  coal  from  the  east? 

A.     No  sir. 

Q.     For  similar  distance  "^ 

A.  No  sir.  For  instance,  if  the  rate  from  Duluth  to  Grand 
Forks  is  two  dollars  and  a  half  at  the  present  rate  on  soft  coal  and 
the  distance,  I  think,  is  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  miles  and  the 
rate  on  lignite  from  Minot  to  Grand  Forks,  a  distance  of  two  hun- 
dred and  seven  miles,  is  two  dollars,  the  rate  on  lignite  is  a  rate 
for  that  distance  of  96.100  cents  per  ton  per  mile  and  the  other 
is  a  rate  of  65.100  cents  per  mile;  anyway,  the  lignite  is  96.100 
cents  per  ton  per  mile. 
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Mr.  Ph elan:  The  eastern  rate  on  soft  coal  is  about 'equivalent 
to  the  code  rate? 

A.     Yes  sir. 

Mr.  Newman :  How  does  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  and 
two  hundred  miles  compare? 

A.     I  have  not  made  any. 

Q.  You  have  only  made  the  comparison  of  the  one  distance 
where  an  exceedingly  low  rate  is  made  on  soft  coal  for  the  ex- 
tremely northern  portion  of  the  state  and  where  wood  is  about  as 
high  as  any  other  poi*tion  of  the  state.  In  bringing  coal  in  here 
from  the  east  in  full  loaded  cars  they  take  the  cars  back  loaded 
while  in  bringing  coal  in  from  the  west  there  is  an  empty  mileage 
for  one  direction.  . 

Mr.  Davis:  I  have  the  records  here  for  shipments  for  several 
months  last  season. 

Mr.  Phelan:  Your  complaint  gives  evidence  that  a  lot  of  the 
"Soo  Line"  cars  were  delivered  to  the  Great  Northern  loaded  with 
coal,  showing  that  quite  a  percentage  of  the  "Soo  Line"  cars  went 
to  the  Great  Northern  loaded  back  so  that  in  a  large  number  of 
"Soo  Line"  cars  on  that  basis  were  utilized. 

Mr.  Newm^m:  The  empty  cars  hauled  would  have  to  be  paid 
for  to  the  "Soo  Line"  by  the  Great  Northern  after  delivering  to 
North  Dakota  points  and  other  points.  It  will  not  follow  the 
principle  of  hauling  back  to  the  point  of  receiving  and  in  the 
absence  of  commission  from  the  rate  that  rule  is  always  followed. 

Mr.  Davis:  As  a  matter  of  fact  nearly  all  of  our  coal  consigned 
to  Great  Northern  points  was  loaded  in  *'Soo"  cars;  the  Great 
Northern  would  not  furnish  us  empty  cars  and  the  "Soo"  car 
records  show  that  45  per  cent  went  in  cars  delivered  to  the  Great 
Northern  loaded  with  lignite  at  Minot  were  returned  to  the  "Soo" 
at  Minot,  and  55  per  cent  remained  delivered  at  other  junction 
points  which  were  more  distant  from  Minot  on  the  Great  Northern, 
which  goes  to  prove  that  the  cars  as  soon  as  empty  were  loaded  by 
the  Great  Northern  to  other  points 

Mr.  Newman:     We  had  to  pay  mileage  on  the  "Soo  Line"  cars. 

Mr.  Davis:  The  Great  Northern  preferred  to  i^ay  mileage  in 
that  case. 

Mr.  Newman:  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  to  maintain  the  busi- 
ness from  a  section  where  this  lignite  is  produced  being  eastbound, 
going  in  the  same  direction  that  the  grain  is  going  and  there  must 
certainly  be  an  empty  mileage  one  way. 
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Mr.  Davis:  The  records  show  whether  there  is  or  not.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  our  coal  is  shipped  to  grain  shipping  points  and  it 
does  not  go  a  very  long  distance ;  it  does  not  go  through  a  grain 
growing  district  and  be  delivered  at  points  east  of  there,  but  it  is 
delivered  on  the  Great  Northern  where  there  are  loads  of  grain 
waiting  to  be  shipped  out  as  soon  as  the  cars  are  discharged  of 
their  coal. 

Mr.  Newman:  You  do  not  think  the  *'Soo"  would  like  to  have 
the  cars  loaded  with  grain  and  sent  to  Minneapolis  and  Duluth 
and  transferred  to  other  points  and  the  "Soo"  be  obliged  to  haul 
the  cars  back  empty  to  Minot  again;  you  don't  think  they  would 
like  that  very  long,  do  you?  We  can't  get  over  the  fact  that  in 
handling  that  business,  just  as  in  handling  grain,  we  have  got 
empty  mileage  one  way. 

Mr.  Davis:  But  the  facts  go  further  than  your  theory  does. 
You  can't  get  away  from  the  facts. 

Mr.  Grover:  There  must  be  a  penalty  somewhere,  There  is  no 
railroad  that  would  haul  empty  cars  to  Minot  and  turn  them  over 
to  competitors  and  then  repeat  the  dose.  There  must  be  pap 
somewhere  or  else  Mr.  Underwood  is  subject  to  more  criticism 
than  he  usually  is  in  a  thing  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Davis:  I  don't  think  you  did  in  that  case.  I  think  the 
Great  Northern  people  were  the  very  ones  to  have  the  cars  come 
down  to  get  a  chance  to  load  them  with  wheat.  Any  man  who 
ships  wheat  from  any  of  those  points  knows  that  to  be  a  fact. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  rate  has  been  fixed  by  the  state  and  the 
commissioners  cannot  do  otherwise  than  be  governed  by  that. 

Mr.  Keyes:     I  don't  see  how  w^e  can. 

Mr.  Newman:  We  did  make  a  very  low  tariff  to  North  Dakota 
on  soft  coal  and  we  thought  we  were  conferring  a  favor  on  the 
people  pf  the  state  as  well  as  serving  our  best  interests  in  putting 
coal  in  at  those  rates. 

Mr.  Keyes:  We  might  hear  from  some  of  the  jobbers  in  regard 
to  merchandise  rates. 

Mr.  Phelan:  The  question  is  as  to  the  best  basis  to  adopt  for 
merchandise  tariff,  whether  to  take  the  Milwaukee  tariff  as  used  in 
Minnesota,  the  tariff  as  constructed  on  the  Iowa  tariff,  increasing 
the  low^a  rates  possibly  70  per  cent  for  North  Dakota,  w^iich  is  a 
reduction  of  10  per  cent  on  the  present  rates  in  North  Dakota,  or 
take  the  freight  tariff  on  the  distances  from  St.  Paul.     These  are 
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the  three  to  be  considered  and  determined  which  shall  form  a  basis 
for  the  freight  tariff  of  North  Dakota.       » 

Mr.  J.  M.  Hannaford:  I  would  like  to  ask  the  commissioners  if 
they  have  reached  the  point  that  it  is  official  statement  that  one  of 
those  three  schedules  they  will  approve? 

Mr.  Keyes:    I  can't  say  we  have. 

Mr.  Hannafonl:     Must  it  be  one  of  these  three  tariffs? 

Mr.  Phelan :  I  said  to  take  one  of  these  three  for  a  basis.  The^ 
meeting  is  for  the  purpose  of  determining  what  the  tariff  shall  be 
after  listening  to  the  discussion  from  the  different  points. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  notice  one  in  connection  with  the  second 
proposition.  I  would  like  to  ask  for  a  little  information  in  connec- 
tion with,  and  that  is,  are  the  merchandise  rates  on  the  Milwaukee 
tariff  supposed  to  be  the  proper  rates  for  North  Dakota  and  none 
of  the  carload  rates,  the  carload  rates  on  the  freight  is  a  much 
lower  basis? 

Mr.  Phelan:  The  idea  of  the  jobbers  is  to  get  carload  rates  that 
would  work  in  North  Dakota,  in  and  out. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  There  are  no  carload  rates  in  North  Dakota 
that  make  or  cut  any  figure.  *  I  would  like  to  make  the  acquaint^ 
ance  of  a  jobber  who  is  jobbing  from  Fargo  and  in  North  Dakota 
to  a  local  point  in  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  E.  S.  Lycan:  My  views  of  the  jobbing  proposition  don't 
exactly  concur  with  some  of  the  railroad  people  with  whom  I  have 
talked.  My  views  on  the  jobbing  proposition  would  be  that  the 
people  here,  the  same  as  in  St.  Paul  or  any  terminal,  that  is  the 
distance  or  rate  from  here  to  Chicago  on  fifth  class  matter  would 
be  fifty-six  cents,  the  rate  from  Chicago  to  St.  Paul  twenty  cents, 
the  rate  from  St.  Paul  here  thirty-six  cents,  making  a  total  of  fifty- 
six  cents,  carloads  being  the  same  as  through  carload  rates. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     That  is  what  our  tariffs  are  adjusted  to  do. 

Mr.  Lycan:  No,  it  is  not;  they  are  not  adjusted  on  any  particu- 
lar principle,  or  on  any  particular  proposition,  they  are  adjusted  as 
a  compromise  between  fifth  class  in  and  fotfrth  class  out  and  fifth 
class  in  and  fifth  class  out. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  think  I  follow  you;  you  say  on  rates 
over  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  from  St.  Paul  to  Fargo  or  Grand 
Forks  are  not  the  same  as  locals  to  St.  Paul? 

Mr.  Lycan:     They  are  the  same. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  That  is  the  condition  of  the  rates  today,  is  it 
not? 
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Mr.  Lycan:  Yes,  that  is;  but  we  find  that  our  distances,  where 
we  are  going  to  Devils  I^ke  we  have  a  fifth  class  in  and  a  fourth 
class  out  instead  of  a  fifth  class  in  and  a  fifth  class  out. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  follow  you  yet.  The  classification 
used  west  of  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  is  the  same  as  east  of  Fargo 
and  Grand  Forks. 

Mr.  Lycan:  I  am  not  speaking  about  the  classification,  I  am 
speaking  about  the  rates. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  You  saying  you  have  a  fifth  class  in  and  a 
fourth  class  out  is  a  mistake,  you  have  the  fifth  class  in  and  the 
fifth  class  out,  the  same  rate  from  St.  Paul  and  Devils  Lake  is  the 
same  as  the  rate  from  Grand  Forks  and  the  carload  rate  to  Fargo 
is  less  than  the  carload  rate  to  Grand  Forks  and  the  carload  rate 
to  Devils  Lake. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  rate  from  St.  Paul  to  Grand  Forks  and 
places  on  the  road  from  Grand  Forks  to  Devils  Lake  should  not 
exceed  the  through  rate  from  St.  Paul  to  Devils  Lake. 

Mr.  Phelan:     Fargo  has  got  that  advantage. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  You  might  have  no  basis  of  rates.  Of  course 
if  that  it  a  good  argument  for  Fargo  it  is.  good  from  Casselton, 
Wheatland  and  Jamestown  and  places  on  the  road  to  Bismarck  to 
have  a  rate  from  those  places.  The  first  station  east  of  Fargo, 
Moorhead,  would  have  its  advantage  over  Fargo  and  as  you  went 
east  the  places  there  would  have  the  advantage.  The  only  reason 
it  is  done  from  St.  Paul  is  the  reason  that  the  railroad  property 
east  of  St.  Paul  is  owned  by  different  people  than  the  properties 
west. 

Mr.  Newman :  And  that  rate  should  be  applied  as  well  to  freight 
from  the  east  to  Grand  Forks. 

Mr.  Lycan :  How  is  it  classed  from  New  York  to  Buffalo  and 
from  Buffalo  to  Duluth  and  from  Duluth  to  Grand  Forks? 

Mr.  Newman:  You  would  increase  your  rates  very  largely. 
The  rate  from  New  York  to  Grand  Forks  is  not  as  much  as  the 
sum  of  the  locals;  that  is  brought  about  by  joint  tariffs  and  by  the 
longer  hauls,  you  have  got  the  rates  per  mile  to  be  reduced.  The 
western  country  could  not  exist  on  any  other.  For  instance,  the 
grain  rates  are  nearly  as  low  from  the  center  of  Iowa  as  from  Ohio 
and  that  is  the  basis  that  has  been  the  means  of  building  np  the 
western  country.  I  don't  think  you  can  find  any  tariff  from  any 
Atlantic  seaboard  state  through  to  Grand  Forks  that  is  based  on 
the  sum  of  the  locals. 
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Take  the  rate'  from  Chicago  to  the  end  of  the  lines  leading  from 
Chicago  to  the  northwest,  the  Chicago-Milwaukee,  the  North- 
western and  the  Great  Western,  they  make  the  rates  to  St.  Paul, 
but  you  take  your  proposition  is  to  go  to  intermediate  points  of  the  ' 
Great  Northern  and  Northern  Pacific  and  make  a  rate  the  same  as 
a  through  rate.  Take  the  rate  from  Chicago  to  St.  Paul,  or 
between  Chicago  and  St.  Paul.  If  the  rates  were  made  to  inter- 
sectional  points  from  there  to  St.  Paul  you  would  be  paying  at 
least  50  per  cent  more  for  your  goods  that  come  from  Chicago  to 
St.  Paul.  The  rate  on  intersectional  points  is  as  high  as  the  rate 
to  St.  Paul.  The  rate  to  LaCrosse  is  the  same  as  from  Chicago  to 
St.  Paul. 

Mr.  Lycan:  On  some  points  out  of  here  the  fifth  class  in  and 
the  fourth  class  out  is  more  than  the  fourth  class  from  St.  Paul. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  know  whether  you  refer  to  points  on 
the  Great  Northern  or  not.  Now  that  would  be  so  in  every 
instance  if  you  take  fifth  class  rate  from  St.  Paul  to  Grand  Forks 
and  fourth  class  to  the  nearby  points;  that  the' fifth  class  rate 
from  St.  Paul  to  Grafton,  and  the  fourth  class  rate  from  Grafton 
to  Pembina  it  would  be  more  than  fourth  class  rate  through. 

Mr  Lycan:  How  would  you  make  it  possible  for  people  to 
establish  jobbing  points? 

Mr  Hannaford:  "We  put  in  distributing  tariffs  which  the 
jobbing  interests  claim  was  going  to  give  them  i^rotection  very 
clearly  and  the  rates  have  not  been  changed  since  that  time. 
What  was  correct  then  is  correct  today. 

Mr.  Lycan:     Some  i)oints  have  been  left  uncovered,  you  know. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  jobbing  centers  will  build  up  in  all  sections 
of  the  country  from  the  fact  that  the  smaller  dealers  cannot  get 
credit  long  distances  from  their  place  of  business.  That  was  the 
case  of  Omaha,  which  is  a  large  jobbing  center.  The  rates  from 
Chicago  or  New  York  to  a  point  fifty  miles  west  of  Omaha  are  only 
2  or  5  per  cent  a  hundrd  higher  than  at  Omaha,  while  the  jobbing 
rates  are  1  to  2  per  cent,  yet  Omaha,  has  got  practically  the 
absolute  control  of  that.  Go  further  down,  to  Kansas  City, 
and  the  same  conditions  apply.  It  is  natural  all  through  the 
country.  You  find  it  everywhere  that  every  two  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  or  such  a  matter  it  will  be  built  up.  So  you  wall  find  it 
west^of  you.  Somebody  will  start  in  the  jobbing  business  there 
as  the  country  becomes  more  densely  populated.     Your  territory 
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will  be  more  limited  as  to  distance  but  you  wiH  have  so  many 
more  people  that  you  will  scarcely  notice  the  difference. 

This  whole  country  has  been  built  up  that  way.  I  can  remem- 
ber that  the  centers  were  back  in  Detroit  and  Cleveland  and  when 
the  country  grew  up  in  the  west  jobbing  centers  grew  up. 

Mr.  Lycan:  You  can  make  it  by  joint  rates.  They  would  not 
have  built  up  if  the  old  rates  had  been  maintained.  St.  taul 
would  never  have  gotten  the  prestage  from  Chicago  if  it  hadn't 
had  special  rates  put  in  and  the  distributing  rates  put  in. 

Mr.  Newman:  St.  Paul  has,  I  think,  always  paid  the  full  local 
rate  from  Chicago  to  St.  Paul  and  it  has  the  advantage  from  the 
transportation  from  there  west  and  has  helped  to  build  up  that 
place  and  enabled  St.  Paul  to  get  rates  from  the  east  a  little  higher 
than  shippers'  rates.  The  rates  of  fourth  to  fifth  class  rate  is  only 
five  cents  higher  than  the  Chicago  rate.  These  tariffs  have  been 
put  in  here  (I  was  not  in  this  territory  when  they  were  put  in 
first)  but  these  tariffs  have  been  put  in  here  and  they  work  well 
for  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks,  do  they  not,  enabling  you  people  to 
build  up  a  very  large  distributing  business? 

Mr.  Lycan:  Yes,  they  have  helped.  The  records  of  some  of 
the  rates  put  out  of  here,  the  majority  of  them,  the  reduction  of 
the  bigger  one,  while  it  was  satisfactory  at  the  Jime  it  was  not 
supposed  by  either  of  the  railroad  companies  or  individuals  that 
they  were  to  be  permanent. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  think  you  would  be  justified  in  asking  the 
change  if  the  rates  had  been  changed  in  the  meantime,  but  they 
are  exactly  the  same  as  when  these  rates  were  put  in,  the  con- 
ditions have  not  changed  any,  except  the  jobbing  interests  have 
continued  to  grow  all  of  the  time. 

Thomas  Kleinogel:  Take  the  same  rate  twenty-five  miles  out 
of  Grand  Forks  and  compare  it  with  twenty-five  miles  out  of  St. 
Paul  and  there  is  a  vast  difference. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  That  may  be  true.  You  may  take  the  same 
rate  twenty-five  miles  out  of  St.  Paul  and  compare  it  with  the  rate 
of  twenty-five  miles  out  of  New  York;  another,  take  the  rate  for 
two  hundred  miles  out  of  Fargo  and  two  hundred  miles  out  of  St. 
Paul  and  there  is  a  difference. 

3Ir.  Newman:  You  must  recognize  that  in  a  state  where  there 
is  such  limited  business  on  account  of  the  small  population  that 
the  carrier  must  necessarily  have  higher  rates. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     It  is  true  that  the  wheat  rate  from  Wahpeton 
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to  Minneapolis  or  Duluth  is  fourteen  cents,  the  same  distance  from 
Far^o  to  Minneapolis  or  Duluth  is  16 J  cents,  why  is  this? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  That  does  not  aflfect  the  statement,  but  it  is  a 
statement  that  I  take  great  pleasure  in  explaining  to  you.  The 
distance  from  Wahpeton  to  Minneapolis  and  the  distance  from 
Fargo  to  Minneapolis  are  not  the  same  by  any  means.  The  short 
line  through,  I  think  it  is  the  Great  Northern. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  miles  from  Fargo. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No,  it  is  two  hundred  and  forty  miles  from 
Fargo,  I  think,  and  the  short  line  from  Wahpeton  is  the  Soo.  The 
rate  is  not  any  less  from  Wahpeton  because  the  Northern  Pacific 
or  the  Great  Northern  want  to  make  it  so,  it  is  because  of  compe- 
tition with  the  short  line  with  the  business  or  the  business  being 
done  by  the  company,  the  short  line  company. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:    Compare  Neche  with  Devils  Lake. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  am  not  familiar  with  those  points.  It  is 
eighteen  cents  from  Neche . 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     Yes,  and  22  cents  from  Devils  Lake. 

Mr.  Newman:  All  the  rates  you  appear  to  be  discussing  are 
interstate  rates;  what  we  understood  was  to  be  discussed  are  rates 
within  the  state. 

Mr.  Phelan:  Those  rates  you  are  discussing  are  from  Wahpe- 
ton, Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  within  Minnesota,  to  Minneapolis  or 
Duluth. 

Mr.  Newman:  Do  you  know  of  any  points  in  North  Dakota 
other  than  wheat,  moving  on  known  transit  rates? 

Mr.  Phelan :     Very  little  that  I  know  of. 
.    Mr.  Hannaford:    It  is  not  a  tariflf  sheet  to  do  the  business  but 
only  one  to  hang  on  the  wall. 

Mr.  Phelan:  No,  it  is  a  matter  that  the  commissioners  are 
required  to  establish  by  law,  to  declare  to  be  a  reasonable  tariff  by 
law,  to  govern  in  North  Dakota;  that  is  the  principle  that  is  actu- 
ating the  commissioners. 

Mr.  Newman:  I  feel  quite  sure  under  those  conditions  you 
would  not  want  to  make  a  tariff  in  North  Dakota  for  its  use  in 
other  states. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  If  you  can  afford  to  haul  wheat  from  Wahpeton 
for  14  cents  why  can't  you  afford  to  haul  from  Fargo  for  that? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  can't  afford  to  haul  it  any  more  than  a 
business  man  can  afford  to  sell  his  goods  for  5  per  cent  profit;  it 
is  purely  a  business  proposition. 
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Mr. <    If  I  Can't  afford  to  sell  for  that,  and  that  is  a  fact, 

it  is  a  loss  for  me  to  sell  goods  for  5  per  cent;  it  is  better  not  to 
sell  them;  I  prefer  not  to  sell  them. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     It  is  merely  commercial  law. 

Mr. :    The  question  of  Neche  and  Devils  Lake,  where  is 

the  competition  there. 

Mr.  Keyes:  The  merchandise  tariff  is  the  first  to  be  settled;  we 
wander  off  to  something  else.   Mr.  Ebehart,  what  have  you  to  say? 

Mr.  Ebehart:  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  and  my  business  is 
concerned,  I  want  a  joint  tariff  so  we  can  shijD  small  lots  anywhere 
in  the  state  at  through  tariff.  They  tell  me  they  have  to  form  a 
basis  of  tariff  before  they  can  expect  that,  so  at  this  time  I  ain't 
got  much  to  say. 

Mr.  Keppler:  I  am  in  favor  of  the  typewritten  tariff,  the  Mil- 
waukee tariff  that  exists  in  Minnesota. 

John  F.  Cowan,  (Attorney  General  of  North  Dakota):  I  think 
the  question  should  be  discussed  by  the  railroad  men  on  the  one 
side  and  the  jobbers  and  shippers  on  the  other  and  the  question 
would  be  as  to  whether  there  is  any  demand  for  a  reduction  of 
freight  rates,  and  if  there  is  such  a  demand,  how  much  can  be 
granted. 

If  there  is  no  demand' for  any  reduction  of  rates  there  is  no  use 
discussing  this  matter,  and  if  there  is  a  demand  it  is  a  question 
between  both  parties,  both  sides,  how  much  in  fairness  can  be 
granted,  if  any.     It  seems  to  me  they  ought  to  discuss  the  points. 

Mr.  Phelan:     There  i^  no  other  purpose  for  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Newman :  So  far  as  we  can  understand*  there  is  only  one 
complaint  and  that  is  the  one  by  Mr.  Davis,  in  regard  to  lignite,, 
and  if  there  are  any  more  let  us  hear  what  it  is  or  what  they  are  so 
we  can  hear  what  the  grounds  for  the  complaint  or  complaints  are. 
Mr.  Davis  njakes  the  complaint  that  lignite  rates  are  too  high.  The 
other  gentlemen,  so  far  as  I  understand,  have  expressed  them- 
selves that  the  rates  are  themselves  too  high. 

Mr.  Cowan:  There  is  no  use  of  us  feeling  around  on  the 
proposition.  I  will  say  that  it  is  stated  from  one  end  to  the  other  of 
the  state,  in  every  class  and  walk  of  life  and  among  every  class 
that  are  shipping  over  the  roads,  that  the  rates  are  infernally  high, 
freight  rates.  I  am  satisfied  that  some  of  the  representatives  of 
the  companies  understand  that  as  well  as  I  do.  As  I  stated  there 
is  a  regular  demand  all  over  the  state — I  do  not  pretend  to  kiiow^ 
for  one  moment  whether  true  or  not,  but  it  is  stated.     I  think  the 
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object  of  this  meeting  should  be  to  ascertain  if  there  is  any 
ground  for  that  and  act  accordingly,  and  if  there  is  no  ground  for 
-it  these  commissioners  should  not  do  anything  in  fixing  the  rates. 
If  there  is  any  cause  for  that  complaint,  and  if  good  cause  cannot 
be  shown  there  cannot  be  any  reduction.  I  know  the  rate  from 
Devils  Lake  and  Neche.  I  have  had  that  thrown  at  me  a  hundred 
times  since  I  have  occupied  my  present  position — that  we  have  to 
pay  three  or  four  cents  more  a  bushel  for  wheat  from  Devils  Lake 
than  from  Neche.  If  we  can  find  out  by  this  meeting  that  there 
•are  no  grounds  for  any  change  we  can  go  home  and  explain  that 
and  show  them  the  reason,  and  that  would  settle  it,  but  if  we  can't, 
they  won't  listen  to  any  excuse. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  There  is  no  question  been  asked  the  Northern 
Pacific  where  I  have  not  explained  it  to  them.  Why  the  rates 
from  Fargo  to  Minneapolis  are  higher  than  Wahpeton  there  is  a 
reason  that  any  reasonable  business  man  should  meet  today,  is  a 
good  one,  the  one  he  applies  to  his  own  business. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  How  much  larger  perc^ntege  would  you  figure 
the  reasonable  rate  for  the  same  distance  from  Fargo  that  you 
would  say  from  St.  Paul;  how  much  larger  per  cent  for  twenty- 
five  miles  should  you  have  for  shipping  goods  out  of  Fargo  and 
Grand  Forks  than  out  of  St.  Paul? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  can't  answer  that  on  the  percentage  basis. 
I  will  say  the  tariffs  that  exist  from  Fargo  and  from  St.  Paul  were 
made  after  the  most  careful  study  of  it  and  by  the  commissioners 
and  railroad  men  and  people  connected  with  it.  We  thought  it 
was  as  fair  as  coilld  be;  we  have  got  to  get  a  certain  percentage 
out  of  the  people  of  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  How  much  more  business  does  the  Milwaukee 
road  do  out  of  Winona  than  the  Northern  Pacific  out  of  Fargo? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  have  not  the  remotest  idea.  I  was  only  in 
Winona  once,  and  then  I  went  to  a  base  ball  match. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  You  would  not  know  what  the  increase  of  per 
centage  would  be  out  of  Fargo  or  what  they  should  be  out  of 
Winona  on  the  Milwaukee? 

Mr.  Newman:  In  distributing  out  of  Winona  they  have  to  go 
fifty  or  sixty  miles  west  to  a  distributing  point  and  they  carry  that 
rate  right  into  that  station.  In  distributing  the  Northwestern  has 
to  make  an  exceedingly  low  rate. 

Mr.  Wiley:  The  complaint  has  come  to  the  business  men  of  the 
state  and  the  farmers  think  there  should  be  a  re-adjustment  of 
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rates.  The  business  of  the  state  increases  year  by  year  and  as  that 
business  increases  they  can  give  us  lower  rates.  We  have  not  had 
a  re-adjustment  of  the  rates  on  grain  out  of  the  state  for  several 
years  and  that  business  has  increased  very  largely.  The  business 
can't  increase  unless  the  farmers  are  prosperous.  The  farmers, 
with  the  low  price  of  wheat,  find  they  can't  live  and  pay  the  rates 
they  have  been  paying  and  for  that  reason  they  think  there  should 
be  a  re-adjustment  along  that  line.  The  only  complaints  that  have 
come  to  the  Business  Men's  Union  is  that  there  should  be  a 
re-classification  of  goods.  For  instance,  cotton  goods  that  we  pay, 
the  same  rates  on  from  St.  Paul  that  we  do  on  silks,  where  from 
eastern  points  the  rates  are  different  on  that  class  of  goods.  Then 
this  question  has  always*  been  suggested:  Why  can't  we  get  car- 
load rates  on  a  car  load  of  goods.  When  a  mixed  lot  of  merchan- 
dise from  St.  Paul,  and  the  merchants  frequently  buy  more,  but 
they  must  pay  local  freight  on  everything  even  though  they  have 
more  than  a  carload  of  goods  and  we  wonder  why  that  is  so. 

Mr.  Newman:  We  go  on  the  same  principle  that  you  do,  that 
you  practically  buy  from  the  jobbers  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Hannaford :  You  say  that  the  railroad  companies'  business 
has  increased.  The  Northern  Pacific  company  did  in  1892  the 
biggest  business  it  has  ever  done,  and  never  since  that  has  it  come 
anywhere  "near  making  the  same  figure. 

Mr.  Wiley:  The  crops  have  not  been  very  good  for  the  last  four 
or  five  years. 

Mr.  Newman:  Mr.  Wiley;  Let  me  explain  one  thing  on  cotton 
goods;  here  the  freight  comes  as  first  class  the  same  as  any  other 
class  of  dry  goods  because  there  are  many  articles  in  dry  goods, 
but  the  reason  the  reduction  to  third  class  on  the  eastern  lines  is 
the  competition  of  the  mills  of  New  England  had  to  go  south  to 
get  the  raw  cotton  and  ship  it  to  their  mills  and  then  west  in  com- 
petition with  the  southern  states  shipping  direct.  That  is  simply 
a  competition  on  the  commodity  being  manufactured  in  two  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  country  and  that  is  the  reason  the  eastern  roads 
charge  third  class  and  the  western  first  class.  I  think  we  can  show 
you  the  classification  that  we  carry  freight  much  lower  than  the 
eastern  lines  and  on  commodities,  I  think  from  forty  to  fifty  of 
them,  grown  largely  in  our  country. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Is  it  not  that  the  high  tariflf  is  on  dry  goods, 
if  you  please  to  put  it,  that  we  should  have  to  put  it  on  dry  goods; 
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it  is  very  good  in  figuring  in  the  difiference  in  the  cost  of  a  calico 
gown  and  a  silk  dress. 

Mr.  Wiley:  Take  ticking,  for  instance;  you  can  make  almost  a 
cent  a  yard  in  the  difference  in  the  rates  on  that. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  stated  the  difference  between  first  and  third 
class  from  St.  Paul  to  Grand  Forks  is  a  difference  between  59  cents 
and  90  cents,  or  ^1  cents,  on  the  hundred  pounds,  and  on  cotton 
goods  would  scatter  out  pretty  thick  to  the  yard. 

Mr.  Wiley :  The  ticking  would  weigh  almost  one  pound  to  the 
yard;  it  runs  from  six  to  fifteen  ounces,  and  in  sheeting  and  ticking 
it  makes  quite  a  little  difference,  so  when  we  can't  come  in  compe- 
tition along  those  lines  with  points  further  east.  They  can  sell  the 
goods  at  prices  that  we  pay  for  them  to  make  the  same  money  on 
them. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     They  have  got  to  pay  the  same  rates  from  St. 
Paul  you  do.     In  making  your  profit,  in  taxing  up  your  prpfit  you 
make  it  on  the  very  same  rate  you  do  on  your  other  goods. 
,   Mr.  Wiley:     We  usually  add  the  freight  and  make  the  profit  on 
the  cost  of  the  goods. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  You  get  out  a  little  further  wast  where  the 
rates  are  a  little  higher  you  make  the  profit  of  15  to  20  per  cent. 

Mr.  Wiley:     We  used  to  do  that,  but  those  times  are  gone. 

Mr.  Hannaford:    That  is  competition  among  yourselves. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  Why  is  it  the  rates  from  St.  Paul  on  first  class 
is  57  cents  and  the  same  distance  out  of  Fargo  and  out  of  Grand 
Forks  the  first  class  rate  is  63  cents;  fourth  class  rate  for  the  same 
distance  out  of  Grand  Forks  is  32  cents  and  out  of  St.  Paul  is  27 
cents;  that  is  a  difference  of  5  cents  a  hundred?  In  the  fifth  class 
there  is  a  difference  of  10  cents  a  hundred;  the  rate  from  St.  Paul 
for  the  same  distance  is  21  cents  and  the  same  distance  in  North 
Dakota  is  31  cents. 

Mr.  Newman :  That  is  not  figured  on  the  distance  at  all.  We 
will  take  this  case  down  in  your  own  territory.  From  Fargo  to 
Casselton  is  a  short  distance.  The  Great  Northern  applies  its  dis- 
tance tariff  to  a  station  ten  miles  north  of  Casselton  and  ten  miles 
south,  for  it  has  got  to  come  around  the  triangle  to  reach  it,  for 
the  farmers  will  go  from  their  own  station  to  Casselton  the  distance 
to  do  business,  and  we  make  the  rate  to  get  the  business. 

Mr.  Lycan :  Is  not  the  rate  out  of  St.  Paul  based  on  the  mile- 
age? 

A.    No. 
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Mr.  Lycan:  How  do  they  then  determine  what  the  rates  will 
apply  at  these  ix)intsy 

Mr.  Newman:  Circumstances  which  from  time  to  time  prob- 
ably govern  those  rates  to  meet  their  rates,  the  same  as  the  Omaha 
and  Milwaukee. 

Mr.  Lycan :  Suppose  the  Great  Northern  people  should  build  a 
branch  from  Fargo  west,  they  would  have  to  have  a  basis  to  work 
on? 

Mr.  Newman:  The  distance  tariff  is  applied  jointly  in  your 
Grand  Forks  and  Fargo  distributing  rates  and  not  based  on  the 
distance  tarifif,  but  it  is  based  on  a  compromise  with  your  business 
men  and  the  railroad  men.  The  fourth  class  in  is  but  little  dif- 
ferent except  as  he  paid  such  cost  of  double  handling  them,  so  the 
comparison  of  those  tariffs  won't  show  anything  at  all. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  It  won't  show  that  any  more  than  to  apply 
the  same  rule  of  custom.  You  don't  get  the  same  percentage  of 
profit  on  all  goods,  you  know.  You  started  out  to  do  that,  so  we 
started  to  make  a  distance  tariff  on  everything  and  the  conditions 
and  circumstances  brought  forward  from  it  changed  some  features 
of  it. 

Mr.  Lycan:  You  may  change  the  feature  but  not  any  other 
tariff. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No;  if  we  did  ihe  tariff  would  stand  relatively 
as  it  did  on  the  start,  and  that  won't  suit.  We  would  have  to 
change  every  rate  on  the  road  of  4,500  miles  of  road,  which  we 
don't  see  how  we  can  do. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  These  two  points  I  speak  of.  Nelson,  on  the 
Fergus  Falls  division  of  the  Great  Northern  road,  and  Crystal,  on 
the  Northern  division  of  the  Great  Northern  road,  are  neither  one, 
as  I  understand  it,  competitive  points;  they  are  both  strictly  local 
points. 

Mr.  Newman:  There  is  only  one  point  on  the  Great  Northern 
where  stations  are  four  miles  apart,  one  on  one  side  of  the  river 
and  the  other  one  the  other  side  of  the  river,  equal  distance  from 
St.  Paul,  yet  there  is  a  difference  of  from  two  to  five  cents  in  rates. 
One  division  of  the  road  the  rates  are  made  by  state  rates  and  the 
other  the  distance  tariff. 

You  get  as  much  as  you  can  and  for  as  little  as  possible.  When 
the  shorter  lines  come  in  you  have  to  meet  those  rates,  there  ain't 
any  question  about  that.  Just  as  I  explained  to  you  a  little  while 
ago,  in  regard  to  the  rates  at  or  near  Casselton,  the  farmers  in  that 
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section  of  the  country  put  their  grain  in  a  wagon  and  take  it  to 
Casselton  and  the  result  is  that  Casselton  gets  the  business. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  Fergus  Falls  is  180  miles  from  St.  Paul  and 
Churchs  Ferry  is  186  miles  from  Fargo.  Your  fourth  class  rate 
from  St.  Paul  to  Fergus  Falls  is  33  cents  and  from  Fargo  to  Churchs 
Ferry  is  38  cents.  The  fifth  class  rate  from  St.  Paul  to  Fergus 
Falls  is  26  cents  and  from  Fargo  to  Churchs  Fen*y  is  26  cents. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     Have  you  any  fifth  class  rates  in  carload  lots? 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  think  there  would  be  if  the  rates  were  such  as 
we  could  ship.  If  the  rates  were  the  same  practically  we  could 
bring  the  bulk  to  Fargo  and  reload  carloads  for  many  points,  • 
which  we  can't  do  at  the  present  time  with  a  discrimination  of  10 
cents  a  hundred.  The  same  thing  applies  to  Grand  Forks.  They 
would  be  glad  to  ship  out  and  reload  carloads  from  Fargo  and 
Grand  Forks  if  they  could  do  it. 

Mr.  Lycan :  If  today  we  want  to  ship  west  of  here  on  the  Great 
Northern  we  have  to  ship  them  direct.  We  ship  certain  number 
of  carloads.  We  ship  oatmeal  to  Devils  Lake.  We  ship  from 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  to  Devils  Lake. 

Mr.  Newman:  So  the  people  of  Chicago,  they  would  have  to^ 
make  shipments  direct  in  carload  lots. 

Mr.  Lycan:    St.  Paul  jobbers  don't  have  to  do  that. 

Mr.  Newman:  After  the  charges  for  loading  and  unloading 
were  paid  they  might  as  well  in  the  first  place  ship  to  the  party. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  St.  Paul  jobbers  had  to  ship  in  carload  lots 
from  Pittsburg  through. 

Mr.  Newman:  Still,  when  St.  Paul  has  got  the  expenses  of 
storage  paid  and  the  expenses  of  reloading  into  cars  it  would  shut 
that'  out  all  over  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Lycan:  That  is  not  a  fact,  because  they  do  it.  They 
remodel  the  specifications  of  the  car  and  reship  it. 

Mr.  Newman:     On  whgt  class  of  goods? 

A.     Syrups  and  oatmeal. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  That  is  where  they  bring  a  car  of  tomatoes 
from  one  place  and  a  car  of  peaches  from  another  and  when  in 
St.  Paul  they  take  out  a  few  peaches  and  load  in  the  tomatoes  and 
reship  as  canned  goods  and  make  it  fourth  or  fifth  class  goods. 
That  is  carrying  it  to  the  extreme  to  allow  a  merchant  who  wants  a 
carload  of  freight  of  ten  tons  to  bring  everything  and  put  it  in  a 
car  and  send  it  that  way, 

Mr.  Lycan:     You  are  getting  outside  of  the  classification. 
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Mr.  Hannaford:  I  am  not  replying  to  anything  that  has  not 
been  raised  here. 

Mr.  Lyean:  But  confine  yourself  to  the  classification;  that  will 
not  apply.  For  instance,  if  we  want  to  bring  a  car  of  syrups  from 
Davenport,  Iowa,  here  and  load  in,  say,  twenty  barrels  of  New 
Orleans  molasses  and  load  it  in  here  and  ship  it  to  Minot  as  syrup 
or  molasses,  which  ever  v  e  want  to,  and  bill  it  as  such. 

Mr.  Newman:  Is  there  anybody  at  Minot  that  takes  a  carload 
of  syrups? 

Mr.  Lycan:  Yes,  sir.  We  are  trying  to  get  an  out  rate  from 
this  point  and  from  Fargo  that  will  compare  with  the  one  in  effect 
now  from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  for  the  same  dis- 
tance; and  at  a  rate  in  less  than  carload  lots  that  will  compare 
with  the  local  from  St.  Paul  for  the  same  distance. 

Mr.  Hannaford :  If  the  in-rate  in  car  loads  is  reduced,  which, 
of  course,  our  friends  here  don't  claim  to  control  unless  by  com- 
parison, and  the  out-rate  is  reduced,  do  you  suppose  the  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis  jobbers  are  going  to  sit  by  and  say  nothing  if  he 
can  come  into  court  or  the  interstate  commission  and  show  there 
is  no  other  local  station  in  the  United  States  on  that  basis?  Don't 
you  suppose  he  can  carry  his  point  pretty  well?  I  know  of  no 
place  in  the  world — and  I  speak  that  honestly — no  place  where  the 
rates  are  adjusted  in  that  way  to  any  local  point,  where  you  can 
get  a  carload  rate  in  and  less  than  a  carload  rate  out  and  not  exceed 
the  rates — the  carload  rates— from  the  point  in  and  finally  to  the 
point  of  destination.  It  may  be  that  carload  rates  in  at  Fargo  are 
less  than  that  out  to  Wahpeton,  but  I  think  not,  however.  I  know 
there  are  some  places  across  the  Missouri  river,  because  St.  Paul 
merchants  have  complaint  of  that. 

Mr. :     What  complaint  did  the  St.  Paul  merchants  make? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  know  where  he  could  really  complain, 
for  it  was  never  to  pay  for  handling  it  by  the  railroad  company, 
but  the  railroad  company  could  complain  most  bitterly.  They 
can't  adjust  all  of  these  rates  to  build  up  the  jobbing  interests  at 
each  and  every  place. 

Mr. :     But  you  would  be  giving   the   St.  Paul  jobber  the 

best  of  it  over  Grand  Forks  and  Fargo. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  But  we  would  do  a  great  deal  more  work  for 
the  Fargo  or  Grand  Forks  jobber  than  for  the  vSt.  Paul  man.  We 
would  have  to  set  in  his  car  for  less  than  a  carload.  Where  it 
comes  down  in  St.  Paul  and  we  are  not  compelled  to  handle  it. 
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comes  down  in  ten  and  twenty  carloads  a  day  and  the  oars  are 
loaded  in  full. 

Mr.  Lycan:     Is  it  not  loaded  or  handled  by  you? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  don't  have  to;  the  eastern  road  takes  care 
of  that.  We  have  to  unload  all  of  your  local  stuflF  at  a  point 
where  it  costs  more  to  do  it  than  at  St.  Paul. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  average  car  in  less  than  carload  rates  is  not 
As  much  as  if  they  were  full,  a  great  deal  more  volume  of  business. 

Mr.  Lycan:     How  much  does  it  cost? 

Mr.  Newman:     It  is  pretty  hard  to  tell  how  much. 

Mr.  Lycan:     Do  you  say  it  costs  any  more? 

Mr.  Newman:  Yes  no  question  about  that.  I  think  you  will 
admit  in  your  mode  of  distributing  will  not  average  more  than 
5,000  or  6,000  pounds,  but  out  of  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis,  10,000 
or  12,000  in  a  car;  that  is,  we  have  to  carry  two  cars  for  you,  and 
as  for  them  one  car  will  carry  the  same  amount  of  freight.  Busi- 
ness is  not  great  enough  to  load  a  car  for  any  one  station  and  the 
carrier  has  got  to  go  to  greater  expense,  because  he  can't  get  the 
same  amount  in  a  car.  At  St.  Paul  it  is  very  much  worse  than  at 
Chicago.  In  Chicago  they  can  load  a  larger  amount  than  we  can. 
I  expect  the  business  out  of  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  the  freight 
would  not  average  8,000  pounds  to  the  car  for  six  months  out  of 
the  year,  and  I  don't  think  it  wotild  average  that  much. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Take  it  especially  at  Fargo.  We  have  to  send 
a  car  down  the  Fargo  Southwestern  and  a  car  out  on  the  main  line 
and  sometimes  we  can't  load  it  all  in  one  car,  for  we  have  branches 
all  out  through  there,  and  if  we  don't,  we  have  to  delay  it  a  great 
deal. 

Mr.  Phelan:  ,  Don't  the  car  loaded  with  local  come  into  Fargo 
from  St.  Paul  and  be  distributed  from  there;  starting  to  distribut- 
ing the  loads  into  otlier  brahches  from  there? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No,  we  consolidate  at  Fargo;  we  have  a  car 
partly  empty,  we  take  that  out. 

Mr.  Phelan:  Any  freight  loaded  there  to  a  local  point  they 
would  naturally  put  into  the  same  ear. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  If  it  is  load  enough.  I  think  we  have  a  plat- 
form in  the  yard  there  to  save  switching. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  The  Southwestern  points,  freight  for  those 
points  are  frequently  loaded  out  of  the  car  that  comes  in  on  No. 
53,  I  think.  Freight  for  the  Southwestern  points  is  loaded  into 
those  cars  and  goes  out  the  next  morning. 
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Mr.  Hannaford:  It  goes  to  show  we  are  doing  the  very  best  we 
can  for  you  all  of  the  time. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  We  want  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Great 
Northern  companies  to  make  all  the  money  they  are  justly  entitled 
to  and  we  want  them  to  make  100  cents  for  every  dollar  they  earn, 
and  I  want  to. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  will,  to  the  extent  of  my  guarantee,  and  that 
is  good,  I  will  agree  to  reduce  the  rates  when  we  pay  five  and  tout 
and  three  per  cent  on  the  new  capitalization  and  that  is  all. we  ask 
is  to  get  that  low  rate  of  interest. 

Mr.  Grant:  I  bought  some  goods  last  fall  and  I  can't  invoice 
them  as  much  as  I  paid  then  and  we  have  to  stand  the  shrinkage 
as  well  as  anybody  else;  you  want  to  pay  interest  on  the  same  cap- 
ital as  you  started  with. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No,  less  capital  and  a  very  much  less  rate  of 
interest. 

Mr.  Grant:  In  Grand  Forks  and  Fargo  the  jobbers  can't  go  out 
in  their  territory  and  make  prices  that  will  compare  favorably  with 
the  prices  that  the  eastern  competitive  points  can,  freight  added^ 
and  he  has  no  excuse  for  being  in  existence;  he  can't  go  out  and 
sell  his  goods  on  facts  and  figures,  and  as  long  as  we  can't  do  that 
we  can't  be  successful. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Should  we  be  asked  to  make  that  possible? 
Did  not  those  conditions  exist  before  you  went  into  the  jobbing 
business  ?  Didn't  you  go  into  the  jobbing  business  with  those 
conditions  staring  you  right  in  the  face  ? 

We  adjust  our  tariffs,  not  to  build  up  the  jobbing  business,  but 
to  serve  the  customers  and  develop  the  country  as  well  as  our  land 
grant  and  get  a  fair  return  on  the  capital  invested.  Nobody 
believes  that  the  builders  of  the  Great  Northern  and  the  Northern 
Pacific  companies  or  the  present  owners  built  these  roads  except 
to  get  a  return  on  the  money  invested  in  them. 

Mr.  Ebehard:     Is  it  not  more  to  your  interest  to  do  it  today  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  The  more  people  we  can  get  into  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  and  pay  tribute  to  our  road  the  better  it  is  for 
our  roads. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     The  longer  the  haul  the  better  it  is  for  you  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     Not  necessarily. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     Then  the  shorter  the  haul  the  better  the  price  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Not  necessarily;  no.  After  studying  the 
thing    for    thirty    years  I    find    you    have  got    to    place    about 
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BO  much  money,  you  have  got  to  place  it  on  the  bond  basis. 
Since  I  have  been  with  the  Northern  Pacific  and  as  long  as 
I  have  been  with  them,  we  have  been  ini  bankruptcy  three  times. 
Since  September  I  believe  they  have  paid  2  per  cent  on  their 
bonds  and  no  dividends  have  been  paid  on  the  stock  and  never 
have  paid  anything  but  a  little  over  4  per  cent  on  their  stock  since 
the  money  was  put  into  the  business. 

Mr.  Cowan :     Four  per  cent  per  annum  ? 

Mr.  Hannaforfl:  Not  at  all.  They  had  to  pay  a  $20  assessment 
last  September  and  they  didn't  get  anything.  The  poor  stock- 
holder  has  got  about  $15  out  of  it  since  the  commencement  of  the 
building  of  the  road. 

Mr.  LycanT    Maybe  your  system  is  not  right. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Possibly  it  is.  I  am  willing  to  state  that  I 
have  done  the  best  I  could.  I  have  been  with  them  twenty-five  years 
and  I  have  had  a  large  chance  to  study  this  thing  and  have  learned 
and  tried  to  deal  fairly  with  all  the  patrons  and  all  interested  all  along 
the  road,  and  at  the  same  time  tried  to  obtain  a  return  for  the 
people  that  put  the  money  in  and  who  hired  me.  You  can't  get 
money  to  build  a  road  in  the  Rocky  mountains  by  just  asking  a 
man  to  put  his  money  in  there. 

I  don't  believe  you  gentlemen  would  invest  money  unless  you 
would  be  pretty  sure  you  would  get  some  return.  J  don't  like  to 
have  this  question  considered  as  though  the  railroad  company 
were  trying  to  get  the  best  of  the  people  because  we  can't  prosper 
or  get  along  unless  the  people  along  the  line  are^making  money 
also  and  prospering;  neither  can  you  prosper  without  the  benefit 
of  a  road  in  your  midst  and  if  wo  can't  get  any  money  we  can't 
give  any  service;  if  we  can't  give  good  service  and  at  any  rate  last 
only  a  little  while,  not  as  long  as  we  used  to,  because  we  have  better 
business  men  hold  of  the  property.  It  is  no  such  investment  as  a 
banking  institution  and  financial  institutions.  The  poor  honest 
man  who  put  his  money  in  and  exi)ected  to  get  his  money  out  or 
get  a  return,  has  been  squeezed  out;  he  could  not  pay  his  assess- 
ment after  getting  only  4  per  cent  for  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  We  all  realize  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  for 
you  to  make  money  on  your  investment  and  the  same  fact  exists 
in  regard  to  ourselves.  The  question  is  this:  How  much  more 
money  is  it  worth  to  you  to  haul  the  same  amount  of  freight  from 
points  in  North  Dakota  than  it  is  to  haul  the  same  amount  of 
freight  from  points  in  Minnesota? 
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Mr.  Hannaford:  We  get  very  much  less  traffic  in  the  first  place 
and  I  suppose  our  local  business  in  Minnesota  is  twenty-five  times 
as  great  as  it  is  in  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Cowan:     Per  mile? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  For  the  mileage  in  the  state.  I  have  not  fig- 
ured it  down  at  the  rate  per  mile. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     Does  your  report  show  that  in  the  two  states? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Yes,  your  commission  can  turn  to  the  reports 
for  the  two  states;  the  figures  are  there  in  any  year  in  the  last  four 
or  five  years  and  will  show  it. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  Your  business  is  about  twenty-five  times  greater 
in  Minnesota  than  in  Dakota? 

Mr.  Hannaford:    Yes,  our  local  business. 

Mr.  Phelan:  That  is  for  the  business  originating  and  ending  in 
either  state? 

Mr.  Hannaford :  Yes,  certainly.  If  it  was  not  for  the  business 
that  passed  through  Dakota  we  would  not  have  left  Minnesota  I 
presume.  I  never  give  it  special  thought  showing  the  difference 
between  the  branches  and  the  main  line,  but  it  is  consolidated 
under  one  basis  now.  The  owners  of  the  branch  lines  in  Septem- 
ber in  the  reorganization  said  to  the  main  line,  "Grive  us  what  you 
can  and  take  them."  They  were  independent  roads  and  secured 
by  independent  capitalization,  and  some  of  them  didn't  make  their 
operating  expenses  and  none  of  them  ever  made  their  interest.  I 
think  there  may  be  some  particular  branches  that  did  it,  little 
ones,  but  as  a  'wjiole  they  never  did. 

Mr.  Ebehard:  There  is  a  feeling  in  the  state,  I  think,  among 
the  retail  dealers  that  the  rates  in  Dakota,  and  there  is  from  the 
local  jobbers  that  the  rates  are  higher  than  they  ought  to  be. 
There  is  also  a  feeling  among  the  jobbers  from  the  Twin  Cities 
the  same,  but  I  don't  know  as  there  is  and  I  don't  know  as  that  is 
a  matter  we  are  as  much  concerned  in.  But  what  we  jobbers  are 
more  interested  in  is  as  to  whether  or  not  the  rates  existing  are 
such  as  to  put  us  on  an  equal  basis  with  jobbers  from  the  eastern 
points. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  It  is  not  whether  the  rates  are  fair  or  not  but 
what  effect  they  have  upon  you  ? 

Mr.  Ebehard:  Yes,  if  it  costs  you  more  for  operating  in  North 
Dakota  than  it  does  in  Minnesota  you  would  want  to  charge  more 
for  hauling  the  same  distance,  both  in  passenger  and  freight  busi- 
ness. 
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Mr.  Phelan :  The  reports  for  operation  show  about  the  same  for 
North  Dakota,  I  think. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  The  rates  in  North  Dakota  are  the  same  as  in 
Minnesota,  and  58  per  cent  in  North  Dakota  compared  with  58 
per  cent  in  Minnesota  makes  it  very  much  higher  operating  in 
North  Dakota  than  in  Minnesota.  Mr.  Cowan  says  the  complaint 
is  very  general  that  the  rates  are  high.  Is  it  not  the  same  com- 
plaint we  hear  anywhere  in  regard  to  taxes  or  any  other  sums  we 
have  to  pay.  Now,  the  complaint  in  St.  Paul  has  been  very  old  in 
regard  to  taxes,  and  everybody  claims  they  are  paying  more  taxes 
than  they  ought  to,  but  nobody  has  been  able  to  make  any  very 
great  reforms  in  that  regard.  I  never  knew  a  man  to  voluntarily 
pay  a  cent  he  didn't  have  to. 

Mr.  Cowan :  We  want  to  satisfy  our  people  about  getting  the 
rates  reduced.  Can't  you  stand  a  cut  in  rates  and  still  make  a  fair 
percentage  on  your  investment? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  caii't  stand  a  cut  in  rates;  at  the  present 
rates  we  can't  pay  a  fair  return  on  our  investment. 

Mr.  Cowan:  Just  specify,  just  give  us  some  idea  about  what 
your  expenditures  are  on  carload  lots  so  as  to  make  anything  so 
that  we  can  show  to  our  people  that  you  are  not  exceeding  a  fair 
rate  of  interest  and  operating  expenses  upon  a  fair  investment  that 
you  claim  to  have  in  your  roads  by  reason  of  the  existing  present 
tariff  rates  and  then  we  have  got  the  whole  thing,  and  we  can 
place  it  before  them  so  that  they  can  see  that  it  is  fair,  and  there  will 
no  longer  be  any  dispute  between  the  people  of  North  Dakota  and 
the  railroad  companies  and  that  is  a  proposition  that  none  of  you 
people  can  object  to. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  have  tried  to  show  that;  it  does  not  seem 
to  me  that  any  argument  is  necessary. 

Mr.  Cowan :  Then  they  say  you  are  paying  on  an  investment  or 
capitalization  that  is  enormous,  beyond  anything  that  is  right  or 
fair. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     Do  they  know  that? 

Mr.  Cowan:  Now,  when  you  come  to  reason  with  them  they 
say  you  come  up  here  twice  a  year,  when  you  are  going  to  be 
assessed  and  then  in  regard  to  the  adjustment  of  the  freight  rates; 
your  rate  is  about  twenty  times  too  high  when  you  come  to  be 
assessed,  and  when  you  come  to  the  adjustment  of  rates  it  take& 
about  twenty  times  as  much  to  earn  a  dollar  with  and  you  prove 
it  both  ways  on  both  occasions. 
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Air.  Hannaford:  Is  it  not  the  same  condition  that  exists  with 
other  people  ?  Is  there  anybody  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota 
that  own  property  that  will  sell  it  unless  they  can  get  what  it  is 
worth  ? 

Mr.  Cowan :  They  admit,  and  they  can't  get  beyond  it,  that  the 
property  in  North  Dakota  is  assessed  for  about  one-half  of  what 
it  is  worth,  and  they  will  prove  it  by  your  statement  that  you  are 
assessed  only  about  one-twentieth. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  know  much  about  tax  matters,  but  I 
was  notified  once  or  twice  by  people  out  in  the  country  where  they 
had  no  road  and  where  they  were  wanting  a  road  and  they  were 
willing  to  waive  the  question  of  taxes  entirely  if  we  would  only 
build  our  road  through  there.  I  don't  believe  the  j^eople  of  North 
Dakota  are  any  exception  to  that  rule. 

AJ^r.  Cowan:  No,  I  believe  that;  but  these  are  matters  wo  have 
got  to  go  home  and  explain. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  They  figure  the  other  way;  they  figure  you 
have  got  us. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No,  there  is  no  one  here  today  that  will  believe 
that. 

Mr.  Cowan:  That  is  the  question,  and  we  want  to  meet  it  in 
fairness. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Ain't  you  trying  to  do  something  that  you 
can't  do  under  the  law  that  you  are  working  under  ?  Is  there  any 
complaint  ?  I  don't  understand  the  commission  expect  to  adjust 
rates. outside  of  North  Dakota;  if  they  do,  it  is  manifestly  unfair 
spirit  if  they  ask  us  to  come  here  and  to  talk  adjustment  of  mat- 
ters in  North  Dakota  and  try  to  make  tariffs  in  some  other  state 
where  they  are  not  complaining. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  What  is  the  percentage  you  should  have  ? 
What  is  the  greater  percentage  you  should  have  for  hauling  freight 
in  North  Dakota  than  you  should  have  for  hauling  the  same  freight 
in  Minnesota  ?  If  you  will  tell  us,  we  can  adjust  this  matter  in  a 
short  time. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  say  I  can't  answer  that  abstract  proposition, 
because  I  would  have  to  come  to  North  Dakota  and  point  it  out 
all  along. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  If  you  will  tell  us  what  greater  percentage  it 
should  be  to  carry  the  same  freight  in  North  Dakota  than  in  Min- 
nesota we  can  adjust  this  matter  very  readily. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     We  can't  make  the  tariff  on  a  percentage;  if 
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we   should   do   that,  the  loudest  howl  would   come   from   North 
Dakota. 

Mr.  Eberhard:  If  the  business  is  twenty-five  times  as  high  in 
Minnesota  as  it  is  in  North  Dakota  and  make  the  same  basis  in 
this  state  we  would  all  have  to  leave  the  country. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  think  so,  restricting  it  to  as  small  a  traffic;  I 
think  you  would  have  to  leave  the  country. 

Mr.^  Eberhard:     And  so  would  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  There  is  no  question  about  that.  Take  the 
Atchison  &  Santa  Fe  road;  they  have  a  large  strip  of  country 
where  they  do  not  do  $9  worth  of  business. 

Mr.  Eberhard:  Then  the  thing  -sums  itself  up  to  this,  to  make 
rates  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  where  we  can  live  and  do  busi- 
ness. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  have  tried  to  do  that.  If  there  is  any  case 
where  we  have  not  done  that,  we  would  be  very  glad  to  discuss 
that  with  the  merchants,  but  when  you  ask  the  commissioners  to 
come  in  here  and  fix  those  faults  and  fix  tariffs  that  fit  a  particu- 
lar station  like  Fargo  or  Grand  Forks,  it  is  not  fair.  You  admit 
yourself,  that  a  man  shipping  from  Bismarck  or  Dickinson  ought 
to  pay  more  than  a  man  who  ships  from  Fargo  or  who  ships  from 
an  equal  distance  from  that  west.  We  have  more  business  here' 
than  out  there,  and  if  you  are  to  make  a  tariff  to  fit  the  jobbing 
interest  from  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  and  then  give  the  local  busi- 
ness of  the  entire  state  that  benefit  of  those  rates,  as  a  business 
proposition  you  are  driving  from  you  what  you  really  want  your- 
self and  what  you  really  think  is  fair. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  think  we  are  willing  to  admit  that,  but  what 
will  we  do  with  them  out  west  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  'Let  them  pay  as  they  are;  you  have  got  the 
distributing  tariff  out  of  Grand  Forks  and  Fargo. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     But  the  other  fellows  are  roaring  like  the  devil. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  They  are  invited  to  come  here,  the  invitation 
by  the  commission  being  general  throughout  North  Dakota,  and 
the  only  man  outside  of  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks  is  the  man  that 
complained  about  the  lignite  business  on  the  Great  Northern. 

Mr.  Wiley:  The  complaints  that  have  come  to  our  Business 
Men's  Union  are  from  all  over  the  state,  and  as  Mr.  Cowan  stated, 
tbey  are  continually  howling,  and  howl  when  the  taxes  are  to  be 
paid  or  anything  else  is  questioned.  We  want  something  that  will 
induce  immigration  to  come  into  the  state.     The  question  we  had 
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thought  of  was  this,  can  the  rates,  particularly  the  produce  shipped 
out  of  the  state,  can  they  not  be  lowered  some  so  that  immigration 
can  be  induced  to  come  into  the  state  and  still  the  railroads  make 
as  much  money  as  at  the  present  rate? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  think  those  present  understand  the  efforts 
made  during  the  last  two  and  one-half  or  three  years  by  the  Great 
Northern;  the  Dunkards  for  instance.  •  I  don't  suppose  there  is  any 
one  here  who  would  complain  of  the  rates  made  to  get  the  Dunk- 
ards in  here.  I  suppose  most  of  you  know  they  were  brought  in 
here  practically  free,  their  goods,  cattle  and  everything  else. 

Mr.  Wiley:  We  thought  this  would  be  a  good  way  to  get  them 
in  here,  to  bring  them  in,  making  comparsions  with  other  states. 
They  say  they  can't  get  here  and  ^o  to  farming  and  make  a  living 
at  it. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  They  get  as  low  rates  on  their  produce  east  as 
from  other  places,  Kansas,  Nebraska  or  Iowa.  Iowa  raises  so  far 
as  the  railroads  are  concerned — I  don't  know,  I  won't  attempt  to 
give  any  figures  on  their  tonnage,  but  I  think  Mr.  Newman  can 
tell. 

Mr.  Newman :  I  don't  remember. 
•  Mr.  Hannaford:  Here  in  North  Dakota  we  get  the  full  business 
in  about  three  months  in  the  year.  If  we  could  get  our  Septem- 
ber, October  and  November  tonnage  during  the  twelve  months  I 
would  not  dare  to  come  here  and  look  the  business  men  in  the  face 
and  say  the  rates  are  fair  and  reasonable,  but  we  don't.  We  get 
our  business  and  make  the  money  two  or  three  months  in  the  year 
and  the  rest  of  the  time  have  hard  work  to  keep  alive. 

Mr.  Cowan :  There  is  not  any  difference  in  the  amount  of  wheat 
grown  and  shipped  in  Iowa  and  wheat  in  North  Dakota? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Yes,  I  believe  nearly  as  much  wheat  from 
Iowa  as  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Newman:     No,  not  much. 

Mr.  Lycan:  You  know  the  wheat  raised  there  is  much  lower 
grade  than  the  wheat  raised  in  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Newman:     The  wheat  here  is  a  higher  price. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  know  I  had  occasion  to  make  comparisons 
with  Kansas  and  North  Dakota  and  North  Dakota  had  tne  much 
the  better  of  it  about  shipping  wheat  to  destination,  to  the 
Atlantic  seaboard,  either  as  wheat  or  flour. 
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Mr.  Kleinogel :  Then  the  reason  is  that  the  wheat  rates  are  not 
practically  the  same  for  the  same  distance  of  this  state  is  on 
account  of  competition? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  think  this  is  so  in  every  case. 

Mr.  Cowan:  The];e  can't  be  so  between  the  two  rates  as  Neche 
and  Devils  Lake  where  there  is  a  difference  of  3  cents. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  It  is  so.  The  Northern  Pacific  has  got  about 
300  miles  of  rails  in  Manitoba.  The  Canadian  Pacific  has  got 
a  short  line  on  that  to  Port  Arthur,  on  Lake  Superior,  and  to  get 
one  single  bushel  of  that  wheat  we  are  compelled  to  meet  the  same 
rates  to  Duluth  as  they  make  to  Port  Arthur,  and  in  doing  that 
we  bring  it  down  so  that  this  country  and  all  the  people  get  the 
benefit  of  it 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  We  notice  that  your  rate  from  Grand  Forks  to 
Duluth  is  lower  than  from  Fargo,  and  it  is  lower  comparatively 
from  Neche  than  it  is  from  Grand  Forks. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Say  the  rate  from  Pembina  is  18  cents  and 
that  forces  the  Great  Northern  to  make  a  rate  of  19  cents  from 
Neche.  They  must  meet  the  rate  from  Pembina.  I  have  not  dis- 
cussed it  but  I  presume  that  is  the  reason  that  makes  it  less  from 
Neche  than  from  Devils  Lake,  the  competition  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific.     We  move  about  3,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  a  year  there. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  same  conditions  exist  all  over  the  country. 
Take  the  wheat  or  grain  from  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  and  is  it  as  low  or 
lower  than  from  western  Iowa?  You  go  into  almost  any  such  a  state 
and  you  find  the  same  conditions.  The  carrier  can't  avoid  that. 
You  take  it  in  the  state  of  Texas  and  I  think  they  have  the  best 
conditions  there  of  almost  any  state  in  the  Union.  It  ig  about  70,000 
miles  square  and  it  is  practically  on  the  basis  from  Chicago  to 
St.  Louis  only,  and  the  rates  have  existed  there  for  ton  or  fifteen 
years.  I  think  it  is  better  there  than  the  greater  part  of  the 
adjustpients  between  places,  all  alike  on  all  classes  of  freight. 
Seventy  per  c^nt  of  the  business  of  Texas  is  alike.  In  some  cases 
the  haul  is  600  miles  further  than  others. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     Is'that  due  to  competition  ? 

Mr.  Newman:  Yes,  out  on  one  line  of  country  coming  down 
from  the  north  and  those  in  the  middle  part  and  from  those  that 
reach  the  middle-southern  part  of  the  state,  each  meets  the  other's 
rates  and  I  think  that  condition  has  existed  for  twenty  years.  It 
may  have  been  changed  within  the  last  three  or  four  years.     I 
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traveled  in  that  state  for  fifteen  years  and  they  always  existed  up 
to  three  or  four  years  ago  and  I  think  it  is  the  same  now. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  It  does  seem  to  me  that  there  ought  to  be  some 
way  of  arriving  at  a  conclusion;  if  the  present  rates  are  unreason- 
able for  the  railroad  companies  we  surely  ought  to  be  for  us  com- 
pared with  other  rates  in  other  states,  and  if  'they  are  not  it  seems 
to  me  we  ought  to  be  able  to  arrive  at  some  conclusion.  My 
understanding  is  that  we  are  here  today  to  meet  the  representa- 
tives of  the  railroad  companies  and  to  get  at  this  matter  in  one 
way  or  another. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  do  not  want  to  be  considered  conceited  in 
this  matter,  but  I  d^  want  to  go  on  record  before  you  men  as  hav- 
ing tried  just  as  hard  ae  I  could  to  adjust  the  rates  in  North  Da- 
kota so  far  as  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  is  concerned  to  give 
them  as  low  rates  as  we  could  do  and  live,  considering  the  popula- 
tion and  cost  of  expenses,  etc.,  in  connection  with  this  rate  and 
of  operating  this  road,  and  I  believe  that  the  farmer  in  North 
Dakota  today  raising  wheat  has  got  just  as  favorable  rates  to 
market  as  any  wheat  raising  section  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  agree  with  you  with  the  exception  of  this 
discrepancy  I  have  been  at  before.  If  you  will  adjust  so  far  as  the 
wheat  traffic  is  concerned;  if  you  will  put  them  on  a  basis  with 
other  like  territory  then  I  will  say  that  the  rates  are  equal  or 
lower  (I  am  frmk  to  admit)  in  North  Dakota  than  in  any  adjoin- 
ing states,  but  there  are  different  localities  where  the  rates  are  not 
equal. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  have  to  publish  our  prices,  we  have  to  get 
those  out  where  every  man  living  in  North  Dakota  can  know  just 
what  any  other  man  pays  living  in  North  Dakota.  But,  is  it  fair 
when  John  Smith  comes  into  your  store  and  brings  in  some  lever- 
ago  which  he  can  bring  to  bear  and  compels  you  to  accommodate 
him  with  goods  a  little  loss  than  anybody  else  pays? 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  *Just  as  the  Mr.  Smith's  neighbor  has  to  go  in 
and  find  out  what  he  is  getting. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Have  I  not  explained  that  to  you  in  every 
case? 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     Should  we  go  to  explaining  it? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  showed  you  where  the  competition  is  now. 
If  there  is  any  place  in  North  Dakota  where  any  community  or 
custom,  or  our  rate  is  discriminated  against  where  competition 
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<loes  not  force  that  discrimination,  I  say  we  are  in  error  and  ought 
to  grant  it. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  The  fellow  that  has  not  got  this  competition 
naturally  asks  the  question,  if  they  can  afford  to  haul  Smith's  wheat 
for  15  cents  a  hundred  jbhe  same  distance  they  charged  me  17,  why 
can't  they  afford  to  haul  mine  the  same  distance  for  the  same  price? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  We  have  got  up  the  other  side,  as  I  said,  I 
think,  287  miles  of  road  in  Manitoba  and  a  large  part  of  it  is  in  a 
wheat-producing  country.  We  move  about  three  million  bushels  of 
wheat  there;  almost  every  year  from  two  to  three  millions  of  bushels 
of  wheat.  The  Canadian  Pacific  is  a  competitor  of  ours  through 
all  of  that  territory,  or  most  of  it.  We  haul  wheat  from  there,  and 
we  thought  we  should  be  paid  about  22  cents  a  bushel  for  it  from 
Brandon.  But  the  Canadian  Pacific  haul  to  Port  Arthur.  Do  you 
suppose  we  could  get  a  particle  of  profit  on  a  busl^el  of  wheat?  We 
have  to  cut  the  price.  If  I  thought  we  were  losing  by  hauling 
that  wheat  I  should  discontinue  it,  but  we  get  something,  and 
'every  dollar  we  make  there  net  on  that  business  makes  it  possible 
for  us  to  get  that  much  less  in  the  United  States  from  our  custom- 
ers in  this  state. 

Mr.  Cowan:  How  is  it  that  road  can  compete  with  you  in  that 
way? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  It  is  a  pretty  hard  question  for  me  to  answer. 
The  government  very  nearly  built  that  road.  The  Canadian  Pa- 
cific road  is  a  government  road;  it  is  built  across  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  as  a  political  measure  and  backed  not  only  by  the 
Canadian  government  but  by  the  British  government.  It  is  backed 
by  a  big  mail  contract;  they  built  that  road  that  they  call  the 
Superior  line,  built  it  and  gave  it  to  them.  They  said  this  is  not  a 
fit  country  to  buitd  a  road  through,  but  the  British  and  Canadian 
governments  said  they  must  have  a  road  through  there  and  they 
built  it,  as  I  said.  You  have  seen  they  have  sent  troops  through 
there  from  China  to  England  on  that  road.  They  are  enabled  to 
do  a  great  many  things  we  can't  do. 

Mr.  Cowan:     Does  it  pay? 

Mr.  Hannaford :  I  think  the  government  pays  a  large  portion 
of  it. 

Mr.  Cowan :  Does  not  that  portion  of  that  road  enable  it  to  pay 
a  percentage  on  its  investment? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  think  there  are  at  least  600  miles  that  cost 
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them  nothing;  it  was  built  and  given  to  them  and  then  guarantee- 
ing to  pay  3  per  cent. 

Mr.  Lycan:  You  do  not  assume  there  is  not  a  round  profit  in 
hauling  wheat  from  Neche  or  Pembina  over  your  road  to  Duluth 
at  the  prices  you  get? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  If  there  was  not  I  should  feel  it  my  duty  to 
discontinue. 

Mr.  Lycan:    The  wheat  traflSc  is  a  profit  to  you? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     Yes. 

Mr.  Lycan:  And  in  fact  the  Great  Northern  is  making  money 
at  19  cents  from  Neche  as  much  as  from  Devils  Lake  at  22  cents? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  guess  so. 

Mr.  Lycan:  What  percentage  of  your  business  in  North  Dakota 
is  wheat  business,  do  you  remember? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     No,  sir. 

Mr.  Phelan:  Fifty-two  per  cent  of  the  total  traffic  on  the  Great 
Northern  and  pretty  nearly  fifty  per  cent  on  the  Northern  Pacific. 

Mr.  Lycan:     Is  that  the  percentage  on  tonnage? 

Mr.  Phelan:     That  is  the  percentage  on  tonnage. 

Mr.  Cowan :  Are  we  to  understand  that  the  present  rates  and 
the  present  expense  of  operating,  that  the  companies  represented 
here  can't  made  any  reduction  of  those  rates  and  continue  to  pay  a 
fair  rate  of  interest  on  the  investment? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  should  say  that  any  material  reduction  can- 
not be  made. 

Mr.  Cowan :     Could  a  10  per  cent  reduction  be  made  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  don't  think  so. 

Mr.  Phelan :  What  would  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  reduction 
on  local  traffic  amount  to  on  merchandise? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  can't  say;  I  have  not  figured  it. 

Mr.  Lycan:  What  percentage  of  the  total  business  done  i& 
merchandise  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  The  total  amoui'tof  the  merchandise  business 
is  very  small. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  think  the  local  business,  merchandise  busi- 
ness done  in  the  state  is  only  4  or  5  per  cent  of  the  total  business 
of  the  state. 

Mr.  Phelan:  The  Northern  Pacific  47  9-10  per  cent.  Well,  it 
don't  give  merchandise  separate. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  don't  think  the  statistics  are  kept  in  that  way. 
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Mr.  Plielan:  The  Great  Northern  don't  give  it;  the  Northern 
Pacific  always  does  and  so  does  the  "Soo.'' 

Mr*  Hannaford:     It  is  not  local  business  in  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Phelan:     No. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  About  one-third  of  our  tonnage  in  North 
Dakota  is  lignite.     Look  what  that  is  based  on. 

Mr.  Phelan:  On  the  tonnage.  Live  stock  on  the  Northern 
Pacific  is  about  7  per  cent;  on  the  Great  Northern  only  about  2  or 
3  per  cent. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  You  know  we  have  a  large  shipping  point  at 
Dickinson,  and  a  great  deal  of  that  stock  is  stock  brought  from 
Montana  and  shipped  from  Dickinson,  and  in  these  statistics 
North  Dakota  would  get  the  profit  of  it. 

Mr.  Newman:  Nearly  all  of  the  items  seem  to  be  interstate 
tariffs.  It  is  not  for  tariffs  within  the  state  and  is  a  question  of 
relation  of  tariffs  with  other  states.  While  it  might  affect  one  to 
a  limited  extent,  apply  that  to  the  reduction  to  the  other  states 
and  see  what  reduction  would  be  where  the  business  is  so  much 
greater  than  here.  In  dealing  with  this  question  we  have  got  to 
consider  those  matters.  I  don't  think  it  is  the  intention  of  this 
commission  to  simply  put  down  the  rate  within  the  state  of.  North 
Dakota  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  rate  in  another  state.  This 
state  should  pay  its  fair  proportion  of  the  amount  for  operating 
the  lines,  and  in  considering  the  business  of  a  common  carrier  we 
have  got  to  take  all  the  states.  If  you  should  pay  a  very  little  rate 
in  North  Dakota  it  would  have  the  same  effect  as  had  in  Iowa.  It 
has  always  been  held  up  from  time  to  time  as  to  what  the  rates 
in  other  states  were  or  should  be.  You  are  familiar  with  the  fact 
that  very  little  business  is  done  in  Iowa  on  the  distance*  tariff  of 
that  state.  Others  are  not  affected  so  much  by  it,  except  the  effect 
.  it  has  in  making  the  rates  in  other  states.  The  business,  I  think, 
of  Iowa  is  80  per  cent  interstate.  Now,  we  don't  want  to  get  in  a 
similar  condition  in  North  Dakota.  I  don't  think  you  want  to 
make  a  serious  reduction  within' the  state  affect  the  rates  in  Mon- 
tana. Look  at  the  effect  it  will  have  in  adjoining  states.  All  the 
discussion  seems  to  be  on  interstate  rates.  Where  we  have  been 
discussing  the  rates  within  the  state,  so  far  as  I  have  heard,  only 
one  complaint  has  been  made  on  the  rates  within  the  state,  and 
that  is  by  Mr.  Davis,  on  the  lignite.  I  don't  think  there  is  any 
grain  moving  between  stations  in  this  state,  except  possibly  a  little 
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wheat  being  shipped  for  milling  purposes,   not  a  great  deal   of 
freight  moving  between  points  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  The  state  of  Iowa  is  very  dissimilar  to  that 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  They  have  a  very  large  population 
and  the  state  is  wonderfully  well  supplied  with  railroads.  They 
didn't  need  this  Iowa  tariff  until  pretty  well  through  with  building 
railroads  in  Iowa.  Take  a  map  of  Iowa  and  you  will  see  that  very 
nearly  every  section  in  it  is  well  supplied  with  roads  and  well 
patronized,  and  larger  towns  than  there  are  here. 

Mr.  Walton :  The  farmers  look  at  it  in  this  way.  The  farmers 
made  money  when  they  first  came  here,  from  1885  to  1892-3.  We 
have  suffered  a  reduction,  the  farmers  have,  and  they  think  the 
railroads  ought  to  make  some  concessions  in  grain  rates.  That  is 
the  talk  of  the  farmers  universally. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     There  is  not  any  one  in  this  state  that  claims 
the  same  rates  that  affect  Iowa  would  be  a  reasonable  rate  in  this 
state,  at  least  I  have  never  talked  with   any  one  of  them   that  . 
claimed  that. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No,  I  would  not  want  to  say  that  there  would 
not  be  any  one  in  this  state.  I  don't  think  any  fair  business  man 
would  do  that. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  don't  think  any  person  with  a  fair  business 
judgment  would  want  the  rates  of  Iowa  here,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  rates  of  40  to  70  per  cent  higher  than  Iowa  would  be 
good  in  this  state. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  How  does  your  population  compare  with  the 
population  of  Iowa,  not  40  to  50  per  cent  ? 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  think  it  would;  there  is  a  great  deal  more 
railroad  mileage.  I  think  the  population  of  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  Would  be  greater  compared  with  the  railroad  mileage  in 
the  state  of  North  Dakota  than  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  taking  the 
perc<?ntage  of  the  population  and  the  percentage  of  the  railroad 
mileage  in  the  two  states. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  The  population  of  the  state  of  Iowa  is  quite 
evenly  distributed  all  over  the  state  and  the  population  of  the 
state  of  North  Dakota  is  on  the  eastern  boundary  pretty  nearly. 

Mr.  Newanan :  What  percentage  of  the  traffic  of  that  state  is 
carried  on  the  Iowa  rates  ? 

Mr.  Phelan:  That  is  something  I  have  not  looked  up.  Mr. 
Newman  just  said  80  per  cent  was  interstate;  that  would  make 
20  per  cent  come  under  Iowa  rates. 
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Mr.  Newman :  I  was  at  a  meetins:  in  Des  Moines  about  three 
years  ago  where  the  full  rates  were  given  and  I  think  it  was  less 
than  26  per  cent,  I  know  it  was  less  than  27,  of  the  business  of  the' 
state  was  carried  on  under  state  rates. 

Mr.  Keyes:  You  understand  that  the  legislature  has  directed 
us  to  make  a  schedule  of  rates  and  that  we  have  got  to  make  one. 

Mr.  Newman :  We  feel  that  the  tariffs  that  exist  today  here  are 
reasonable  and  wo  hoiked  that  if  there  were  any  complaints  we 
would  hear  that  complaint  today  as  to  what  specific  complaint,  as 
to  where  they  were  uurea.sonable.  I  think  it  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  the  railroads  of  this  state  are  not  charging  unreasonable  rates. 

Mr.  Phelan:     I  think  the  complaints  have  been  specific  enough. 

Mr.  Newman:  It  is  in  every  state;  the  people  of  every  state  are 
complaining  as  Mr.  Hannaford  stated.  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  state 
in  the  union  they  are  not  generally  complaining  that  the  carriers 
are  charging  more  than  reasonable  rates  and  yet  you  take  the  bus- 
iness of  the  railroads  and  you  will  find  its  earnings  less  than  any 
other  business,  and  it  certainly  is  not  a  very  remunerative  busi- 
ness for  the  companies  in  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  understand  that  there  is  anything  in 
that  law  that  compels  or  orders  your  board  to  make  any  lower  rates 
than  are  in  effect  at  the  present  time  with  the  single  exception  of 
lignite.  I  don't  see  anything  else  for  you  to  do  except  publish  a 
lignite  tariff  and  we  have  got  to  adopt  it  or  else  take  it  into  the 
courts.  But  as  I  said,  it  seems  to  me  there  is  nothing  that  belongs 
to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  fix  the  rates  on  except  the  lig- 
,nite.  If  there  is,  then  the  questions  might  be  taken  one  at  a  time 
and  discussed,  and  it  would  be  certainly  more  fair  to  us  to  give  us 
an  opportunity  to  answer  any  questions  and  give  the  reasons  for 
the  existing  rates,  but  when  you  go  in  and  make  a  hasty  reductiou 
and  deal  with  all  tariffs,  you  give  the  rates  a  pretty  hard  blow  be- 
tween the  eyes.  I  recognize  the  lignite  situation,  and  I  don't  think 
there  is  anything  left  to  do  but  to  promulgate  your  tariff  in  accord- 
ance with  your  instructions  and  then  we  should  have  to  decide 
what  to  do  in  the  matter.  But  on  the  other  hand,  if  you  have  con- 
strued the  law,  I  would  be  glad  to  have  you  explain  or  show  us 
where,  if  you  can  adopt  the  western  classification.  I  understand 
all  the  states  have  adopted  it.  Then  you  could  adopt  the  other 
tariffs  and  we  can  have  time  to  consider  if  there  is  any  particular 
place  where  injustice  is  done.  I  agree  with  Mr.  Newman,  there 
are  no  complaints  here  as  to  local  rates  that  are  given  in  any  such 
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a  way  that  we  can  reply  to  them,  or  the  interstate  rate  taken  in 
connection  with  the  local  rates  to  secure  such  a  result. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  You  say,  Mr.  Hannaford,  we  have  no  local  rates, 
the  only  comparisons  we  can  make  in  this  state;  we  can  make  no 
comparisons  with  anything  but  interstate  rates;  that  we  have  no 
local  rates  in  the  state  that  we  can  make  any  comparison  with  at 
all? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  don't  understand  you. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  You  say  there  are  no  complaints  only  compared 
with  the  interstate  rates? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  say  we  have  no  local  standard  of  rates  to 
compare  with.  You  have  absolutely  the  same  local  rates  in  effect 
in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  so  far  as  the  rate  is  concerned, 
Wisconsin. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  We  can't  say  we  comp8ire  with  rates  out  of  St. 
Paul  and  Duluth  and  Minneapolis? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Those  are  terminal  rates;  they  were  practically 
made  by  yourselves  and  the  conditions  have  not  changed  since 
th  ey  were  made  except  that  you  made  a  little  more  money  and  are 
a  little  stronger  and  reach  out  a  little  further  for  business. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:     We  have  not  made  as  much  money  as  before. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  As  before;  probably  it  was  a  mistake  and  may- 
be we  can  agree  that  they  be  put  back  on  the  old  basis.  In  1892 
I  think,  the  Northern  Pacific  company  was  going  to  pay  dividends 
and  get  in  fine  shape,  but  we  lost  about  nine  millions  in  earnings 
in  eighteen  months. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  You  take  the  Milwaukee  rate  in  southern  Min- 
nesota, or  tariff,  and  from  a  local  point  is  about  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  22  per  cent  less  than  our  distributing  tariff  out  of  Fargo 
or  Grand  Forks;  that  is  the  Milwaukee,  the  Minnesota  distance 
tariff. 

Mr.  Newman:  That  is  a  tariff  on  the  business  between  Minne- 
sota and  Iowa  and  the  Milwaukee  road  is  competing  with  the 
Iowa  lines  and  have  to  carry  at  extremely  low  rates,  the  Iowa  dis- 
tance tariff,  and  made  this  tariff  conform  to  the  other  tariff  and 
this  tariff  was  used  between  points  in  Minnesota  and  Iowa. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  We  are  in  the  neighborhood  of  30  per  cent 
higher  than  the  Iowa  tariff. 

Mr.  Newman:  Yes,  take  the  two  and  compromise  it,  the  Mil- 
waukee railway  did  because  they  had  to  use  this  tariff  in  using 
the  rates  with  Iowa. 
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Mr.  Kleinogel:  The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway's 
interstate  tariff  is  only  about  15  per  cent  higher  than  the  Milwau- 
kee distance  tariff  and  about  15  per  cent  lower  than  points  between 
Minnesota  and  North  and  South  Dakota. 

Mr.  Wiley:  Would  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commissioners  of 
North  Dakota  have  the  same  effect  ? 

Mr.  Newman:  It  would  have  the  same  effect  as  Iowa  fixing  the 
rates  in  an  adjoining  state. 

Mr.  Wiley:     But  no  other  way? 

Mr.  Newman:  The  rate  in  Iowa  reaches  the  Missouri  river,  that 
being  the  dividing  line  between  the  eastern  and  western  roads. 

Mr.  Wiley:    It  would  not  have  the  same  effect  in  North  Dakota? 

Mr.  Newman :  It  will  have  its  effect.  You  don't  suppose  that 
railroad  companies  can  make  the  rates  voluntarily  in  North  Dakota 
very  much  lower  than  the  rates  in  Minnesota.  It  jumps  from  one 
side  of  the  hill  to  the  other. 

Mr.  Wiley:  Unless  it  would- in  some  way  lower  the  interstate 
commerce  rate,  I  don't  see  anything  the  commissioners  can  do  to 
stop  the  complaints  that  have  been  coming  from  other  states  be- 
cause they  complain  of  interstate  rates. 

Mr.  Newman:  I  think  the  only  question  is  the  lignite,  other 
than  interstate  rates. 

Mr.  Wiley :  I  don't  think  we  are  here  to  talk  anything  about 
that. 

Mr.  flannaf ord :  I  am  glad  to  see  the  discussion  take  this  course 
because  I  know  the  commission  will  give  it  very  serious  considera- 
tion. 

Mr.  Wiley:     Before  lowering  the  rates  of  North  Dakota  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     Before  lowering  the  rates  of  North  Dakota. 

Mr.  Wiley:  I  think  there  are  a  great  many  facts  that  should  be 
known  all  over  the  state  and  are  known  among  the  farmers  and 
business  men  that  have  given  the  matter  any  particular  thought 
for  they  understand  the  facts  under  which  the  railroad  companies 
have  been  operating. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  I  don't  think  there  is  any  reasonable  man  that 
would  ask  a  rate  that  would  be  unreasonable  to  the  railroads,  any 
more  than  they  would  ask  them  to  bo  unreasonable  with  them,  I 
think  they  are  reasonable,  and  that  they  want  the  railroad  compa- 
nies to  get  100  cents  for  every  dollar  they  earn. 

Mr.  Wiley :  We  all  recopjnize  that  fact  and  need  the  railroads  as 
much  as  they  need  us,  and  unless  they  can  make  a  'reduction  and 
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live,  we  have  not  any  business  here  today,  but  if  we  can  show  to 
the  companies  that  it  would  benefit  them  as  well  as  immigration  to 
the  state,  and  unless  something  of  that  kind  can  be  presented  to 
the  companies,  we  have  not,  as  a  Business  lien's  Union  we  have 
not  anything  to  do  here  today.  The  commissioners,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  are  to  fix  the  rates  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Under  the  law  there  is  only  one  thing  that 
they  can  do.  In  fixing  the  rates  outside  of  the  state  it  might  be 
very  disastrous  to  us.  Take  the  wheat  rate  that  is  before  the 
courts  in  Minnesota  attempting  to  reduce  the  wheat  rates  from 
Crookston  that  is  being  argued  and  all  the  facts  being  brought  out 
and  everything  is  being  done  on  both  sides  of  that  case  to  get  a 
fair  hearing  and  the  probabilities  are  that  the  immediate  effect  of 
the  result  of  that  case  would  not  help  you  in  making  lower  rates 
of  transportation  of  wheat  in  reaching  the  same  market. 

Mr.  Phelan:  (Reads  section  29  of  chapter  26  of  the  laws  of 
N.  D.,  1897.) 

Mr.  Jiewman:  The  claim  we  are  making  is  there  is  nothing  fur- 
ther to  show  that  the  rates  existing  today  are  not  unreasonable 
and  our  feeling  is  that  the  commissioners,  that  if  they  find  such  is 
the  case,  should  make  as  their  rates  the  rates  of  the  companies  of 
the  state  and  in  doing  that  fully  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law. 

Mr.  Keyes:  Are  we  to  understand  from  that  that  you  are  un- 
willing to  accede  to  any  reduction? 

Mr.  Newman:  We  have  not  said  that;  we  don't  know;  we  have 
got  no  figures  what  the  commissioners  themselves  think  as  reason- 
able. It  would  be  very  difficult  for  us  without  figures.  Any  fig- 
ures you  would  submit  to  us  would  be  for  us  to  determine  whether 
they  were  reasonable  or  not.  We  can't  tell  unless  we  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  apply  it  to  the  business;  we  can't  tell  the  result  of  the 
tariff  until  it 'is  practically  worked  out  and  applied  to  the  business 
as  carriers. 

Mr.  Wiley:  I  suppose  that  our  Railroad  Commissioners  and 
most  of  our  business  men  throughout  the  state  have  not  fully 
known  the  facts,  just  what  schedule  should  be  applied  through  the 
state. 

Mr.  Phelan:  Mr.  Cowan  has  stated,  when  that  law  was  passed 
the  intention  was  not  merely  implied  but  expressed;  that  it  was 
passed  for  the  purpose  of  the  commissioners  reducing  the  rates 
witliin  the  state,  and  also  implied  and  expressed  that  they  should 
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go  ahead  and  make  an  effort  to  reducie  the  rates  to  eastern 
terminals. 

Mr.  Newman:    In  what  class? 

Mr.  Phelan:  I  mean  by  the  sentiment  in  the  state,  as  Mr. 
CJowan  has  expressed  it,  and  by  the  complaints  to  the  commis- 
sioners on  file  in  the  oflSce  and  implied  and  expressed,  that  have 
been  made  to  them  orally  on  their  trips  through  the  state,  and  the 
only  question  now  is  to  determine  what  will  be  a  satisfactory  rate 
without  disturbing  the  existing  rates  elsewhere,  that  will  enable 
the  railroads  to  continue  paying  reasonable  returns  on  a  fair 
valuation. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  There  is  nothing  in  the  law  that  says  that, 
but  it  says  that  anj^dy  that  has  a  complaint  can  make  it,  and 
why  would  not  the  commission  do  all  they  are  required  to  do  if 
they  had  these  various  complaints  made,  to  summon  the  carriers 
before  them  and  investigate  the  point  complained  of.  There  has 
been  a  complaint  made  in  regard  to  the  lignite  rates.  I  made  one 
or  two  trips  to  meet  the  commission  to  discuss  that  point  and  that 
is  the  only  case  I  believe  I  have  ever  been  requested  to  appear 
before  the  commission  on.  If  the  commission  has  ever  indicated 
to  me  any  complaint  that  has  not  been  satisfactorily  answered  to 
them  I  should  like  to  be  advised  of  it.  We  run  through  seven 
states  and  we  have  interstate  commerce  to  deal  with  and  in  no 
case  have  they  ever  judged  and  decided  a  case  without  giving  us  a 
hearing.  There  has  been  no  specific  charge  here.  There  might 
be  a'  specific  charge  in  the  commissioners'  oflSce;  I  don't  want  to 
say  it  in  disrespect  at  all,  but  if  there  is  they  should  have  taken 
them  up  and  given  us  a  chance  to  reply  to  them  further  than  a 
passage  of  this  law.  I  don't  know  what  the  attitude  might  have 
been  on  the  passage  of  this  law  or  what  might  be  expected  of  the  com- 
mission to  do  when  the  law  was  passed,  but  it  seems  to  me  they  are 
not  expected  to  do  anything  that  the  law  does  not  provide  for.  If 
it  is  expected  tbey  should  make  a  hasty  reduction  of  our  tariffs,  as 
I  understand  it  was  practically  a  unanimous  vote  of  both  houses, 
and  if  there  had  been  anything  to  make  it  necessary  for  a  hasty 
reduction  of  rates  it  seems  to  me  there  would  have  been  no  diffi- 
culty in  embodying  it  in  the  law. 

For  myself  and  the  company  I  represent  we  would  like  to  see 
the  present  rates  adopted  and  if  there  is  any  complaint  in  North 
Dakota  wo  would  be  glad  to  appear  before  the  commissioners  at 
any  time  and  discuss  it  and  if  there  are  any  errors  and  unfair  dis-

criminations  under  the  conditions  and  circumstances  to  cure  them. 
Of  course  we  could  not  agree  to  discuss  interstate  business  with 
the  commission  of  North  Dakota  and  they  would  not  ask  us  to 
do  it.  Of  course,  even  in  interstate  business,  we  would  be  glad  to 
talk  that  up  with  the  merchants  on  a  basis  that  is  proper  and 
consider  such  rates.  I  would  not  feel  that  it  is  fair  and  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  business  interests  and  the  people  of  North  Dakota 
expect  that  the  commission  of  North  Dakota  shall  attempt  to 
regulate  rates  in  Minnesota  or  interstate  rates  through  the  local 
tariffs,  and  certainly  we  would  not  want  to  have  it  considered  that 
they  are.  But  we  cannot  allow  them  to  do  it  without  appealing  to 
the  courts. 

Mr.  Phelan:  It  has  been  deemed  best  to  have  the  case  con- 
sidered by  the  courts.  Eegarding  this  meeting  a  railroad  attorney 
has  been  quoted  as  follows  regarding  the  case:  "A  meeting  was 
called  at  Grand  Forks  and  the  commission  as  usual  would  go  to 
Grand  Forks  and  listen  to  some  very  pleasant  gentlemen  of  the 
railroad  companies,  who  would  tell  them  how  poor  the  corporations 
were,  and  then  the  commissioners  would  go  home  to  Fargo  and 
other  points  naturally  believing  that  they  ought  to  raise  the  rates 
and  give  the  railroads  more  revenue  instead  of  reducing  the  rates 
as  required  by  law." 

Mr.  Hannaford:  It  seems  to  me  you  are  putting  a  construction 
on  that  law  that  you  cannot  put  upon  it  by  reading  it  at  least.  I 
think  there  are  people  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  who  voted  for 
that  law  who  did  not  know  what  they  were  voting  for,  if  any  such 
construction  as  that  can  be  placed  upon  it. 

Mr.  Phelan:  The  law  was  always  intended  to  require  the  com- 
missioners to  go  ahead  and  reduce  the  rates;  no  question  about 
that. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  would  like  to  have  any  gentleman  here  read 
that  law  and  see  if  there  is  any  such  interpretation  as  that  can  be 
put  upon  it.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  question  as  to  what  the 
legislature  meant.  They  expressed  themselves,  and  if  they  had 
had  the  same  belief  as  to  the  other  rates  they  would  have  put  it 
in  there. 

Mr.  Ebehard:  That  law  was  passed  for  the  jjurpose  of  testing 
their  ability.  They  passed  that  law  and  then  cut  the  salaries  of 
the  commissioners  down  to  §1,200. 

Mr.  Phelan:  There  is  no  getting  around  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
well  defined  sentiment  to  have  the  cjuestion  in  North  Dakota  put 
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into  court  and  determined  what  powers  the  commissioners  have 
and  what  constitutes  a  reasonable  rate.  You  don't  know  what  you 
can  do  until  you  try. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Then  it  is  not  a  question  whether  the  rates  are 
fair  or  not. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  law  states  that  the  commissioners  shall  make 
reasonable  rates. 

Mr.  Phelan:  The  question  to  be  determined — and  the  law  makes 
it  the  main  point — that  the  commissioners  are  to  determine  and 
put  into  effect  reasonable  rates.  The  railroad  representatives  re- 
fuse to  advise  so  far  what  reasonable  rates  would  be. 

Mr.  Hannaford :  I  have  told  you  mine  and  it  is  published  over 
my  signature. 

Mr.  Lycan:  I  don't  understand  that  there  can  be  anything  done 
today  on  the  making  of  rates;  what  I  understand  is  that  it  is  to  get 
the  feeling  of  both  sides  and  let  the  Railroad  Commissioners  make 
their  own  reduction  from  that  and  what  they  feel  would  make 
good  rates  and  not  get  the  rates  too  high,  and  that  is  to  let  the 
corporations  have  the  same  right  if  they  find  the  rates  are  too  low; 
but  the  people  don't  believe  they  are  low  enough,  and  it  seems  to 
me  they  ought  to  be  able  to  decide  pretty  nearly  what  fair  and 
reasonable  rates  would  constitute.  I  am  not  a  farmer,  but  I  pre- 
sume the  wheat  could  be  hauled  out  of  this  state  a  little  cheaper 
than  what  it  is  now;  probably  a  small  reduction  might  satisfy  most 
people,  and  it  might  be  well  if  the  railroads  would  volunteer  a  little 
reduction.  It  is  a  general  sentiment  through  the  farming  commu- 
nity that  they  are  paying  too  large  a  percentage  to  get  their  crop 
to  market.  If  they  get  52  or  42  cents  a  bushel  for  their  wheat  and 
pay  15  cents  to  haul  to  market  they  figure  they  pay  too  much  to 
get  their  wheat  to  seaboard. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  That  is  their  strong  point.  It  don't  cost  the 
railroad  companies  1  cent  less  if  it  is  worth  only  20  cents  than  if  it 
was  worth  $1  a  bushel.  The  only  question  is  whether  the  rate  is 
reasonable — if  it  is  fair.  You  would  not  expect  to  harness  up  a 
tearii  and  draw  wheat  for  any  less  because  it  was  cheap  than  when 
it  was  a  high  price. 

Mr.  Lycan :  You  might  have  to  pay  your  men  less  wages  to 
work  for  you  than  in  ordinary  times  if  they  were  going  to  cut  down 
the  profits,  as  well  as  the  wholesale  men. 

Mr.  Grover:    They  are  not  earning  enough  to  pay  interest  on 
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their  bonds.  Will  you  guarantee  them  just  double  the  rates  when 
the  rates  are  high  ?  . 

Mr.  Lyoan:     We  can't  guarantee  that  when  wheat  is  low. 

Mr.  drover:  Talk  about  the  railroad  companies  reducing  its 
rates  so  it  can't  meet  contracted  obligations;  that  a  state  shall 
arbitrate  by  law  and  take  away  by  law  the  means  to  pay  the  inter- 
est on  its  obligations.  If  the  rate  is  reasonable  when  wheat  is  high 
it  is  when  it  is  low. 

Mr.  Lycan :  People  living  in  a  state  have  rights,  some  rights  as 
well  as  people  dojng  business  in  a  state. 

Mr.  (Jrover:  The  state  has  no  right  to  take  away  from  a  railroad 
company  any  fair  profit  and  drive  it  into  bankruptcy. 

Mr.  Lycan:  The  railroad  company  has  the  same  right  to  take 
some  chances  as  well  as  the  people.  You  would  not  say  it  was  fair 
for  the  people  of  a  state  to  be  driven  into  bankruptcy  and  for  the 
railroad  company  to  succeed  no  more  than  for  the  people  to  profit 
out  of  the  expenses  of  the  railroad;  the  thing  is  mutual. 

Mr.  (}n>ver:  You  don't  state  that  right.  You,  as  business  men, 
as  merchants,  take  your  chances  of  competition  in  good  times  or 
bad  times.  Do  you  think  the  state  has  a  right  to  deprive  you  of 
your  honest  investments  and  returns  from  your  store  ? 

Mr.  Lycan:  The  people  have  a  rfght  to  refuse  to  patronize  us  if 
wo  don't  go  with  the  general  depression. 

Mr.  (In^ver:  The  railroads  hire  money  to  pay  their  bonds:  the 
state  says  it  can  do  so.  Can  it  take  away  this  property  without 
due  process  of  law  and  deprive  it  of  its  rights?  You  make  a  re- 
duction in  one  state  of  the  rates  where  its  earning  are,  say  $30,000; 
it  is  doing  business  in  another  state  on  the  same  rates  where  the 
same  nnluotion  was  made  and  would  take  $250,000  out  of  the  net 
earnings. 

Mr.  Lycan:  An>  not  the  ojierating  expenses  decreasing  every 
\*ear? 

Mr.  Grovor:    I  don*t  think  so, 

Mr.  Lycan:    I  think  they  are:  I  think  your  statement  shows  it 

Mr.  iirover:  I  think  if  they  are  it  is  because  our  enormous 
intenjttate  tratfic  thnnigh  the  state  makes  it. 

Mr.  L\x\in:    The  c<.>nditions  atTect  it  morv^  or  less. 

Mr.  Imn^er:  Not  unless  it  increases  very  largely:  it  depends 
lHr\^>ly  on  the  ixMuiition  of  the  weather,  the  ot>st  of  fuel  and  wages 
anvl  all  that  Sv»rt  of  thing. 

Mr.  1-voan:     It  is  assumiujj  a  irreat  deal  for  vou  to  sav  that  vou 
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have  got  just  the  rate  figured  out  and  the  freight  tariff;  you  may. 
have  made  a  mistake,  you  may  have  figured  a  little  too  high  or  a 
little  too  low. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Is  it  not  assuming  a  great  deal  to  come  in  here 
and  say  that  we  are  not  right. 

Mr.  Lycan:  What  we  are  here  for  is  to  get  at  what  is  right  and 
possibly  you  gentlemen  can  get  a  little  information  from  the  gen- 
eral conversation  and  I  believe  you  can.  ,It  may  be  such  a  thing 
as  our  being  in  the  wrong  and  we  may  be  partly  right.  I  don't 
approve  of  a  general  hasty  reduction  of  rates  from  start  to  finish 
and  as  a  question  of  policy  might  it  not  be  better  to  make  some 
concessions  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  believe  the  state  of  North  Dakota  has 
borne  its  fair  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  running  the  Northern 
Pacific  railroad  for  the  last  three  or  four  years  and  I  don't  believe 
any  one  of  you  men  would  say  that  if  it  was  possible  to  bring  the 
figures  to  show  it. 

Mr.  Lycan:    The  general  impression  is  that  it  has  and  more,  too. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  think  that  is  the  general  impression. 
I  think  there  are  a  great  many  people  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota 
complaining  of  the  rates  and  of  the  interstate  rates;  they  thought 
they  paid  too  much  of  the  percentage  of  the  cost  of  the  wheat  to 
get  it  to  market;  that  has  been  the  case  very  largely  in  the  United 
States  within  the  last  two  years  and  a  half;  if  wheat  had  been 
worth  $1  a  bushel  there  would  not  be  anybody  complaining  about 
the  rates. 

Mr.  Wiley :  You  must  concede  it  looks  like  a  big  tax  on  the 
farmers  the  price  of  wheat  that  we  have  had  for  the  last  two  or 
three  years  and  it  takes  one-third  of  his  crop  to  get  it  to  market. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  think  our  rate  must  be  pretty  well  lowered; 
I  appreciate  the  business  we  get  very  much.  The  Great  Northern 
has  more  miles  in  the  great  wheat  shipping  country  than  we  have; 
their  gross  expenses  are  more  than  ours. 

Mr.  Lycan:     Are  they  proportionately  ? 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  think  so. 

Mr.  Phelan :  The  operating  expenses  for  the  whole  line  of  the 
Great  Northern  is  42  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings;  one  year  ago 
I  think  it  was  40  per  cent. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  What  are  the  operating  expenses  for  the  state 
of  Minnesota  ? 
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Mr.  Phelan :  We  have  not  been  able  to  get  their  last  report  for 
18%. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  Mr.  Hannaford,  is  there  any  way  to  arrive  at, 
to  compare  the  rates  paid  in  Minnesota;  is  there  any  way  of  arriv- 
ing at  that  any  further  than  to  take  the  present  rates  that  are  in 
force  and  efifect,  that  is  what  we  are  all  after;  the  idea  is  to  get  at 
something  that  is  right  absolutely  both  for  the  railroad  companies 
and  for  ourselves. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  think  those  rates  are  right.  The  only  way  we 
could  ever  satisfy  anybody  would  be  to  go  into  every  and  all  statis- 
tics and  bring  in  connection  with  it  everything  and  to  educate  the 
commissioners. 

Mr.  Lycan:     Make  us  all  traffic  managers? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Yes,  not  only  that  but  you  would  have  to  study 
engineering  and  political  economy  and  have  it  all,  I  guess. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  It  is  not  anything  that  the  ordinary  business 
man  should  take  into  consideration? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  No,  I  don't  think  it.  You  take  the  fuel  rates. 
We  intended  to  do  the  fair  thing  by  the  people  of  North  Dakota 
and  help  them  through  the  winter  by  helping  them  get  cheap  fuel 
in  here  and  we  tried  it.  The  local  fuel  man  stated  that  by  doing 
so  we  had  driven  him  out,  otherwise  the  people  would  have  stayed 
by  them.  One  of  the  strong  arguments  was  used  by  our  land  de- 
partment and  he  said  if  we  could  get  cheap  fuel  in  here  it  would 
help  immigration  and  we  finally  gave  it  a  turn.  We  figured  it  at 
about  actual  cost.  Of  course  we  can  bring  it  in  here  when  we  are 
taking  wheat  out,  very  cheaply,  but  unfortunately  the  fuel  dealers 
do  not  want  it  then,  and  the  result  is  we  have  to  bring  it  in  and 
take  back  empty  cars. 

Mr.  Kleinogel:  If  you  made  a  great  deal  less  freight  on  the 
western  rates  than  eastern,  don't  you  think  that  would  be  better? 

Mr.  Hannaford:  I  don't  know  but  that  would  be  a  good 
solution  of  it. 

Mr.  Newman:  The  soft  coal  could  not  be  shipped  that  way;  it 
would  depreciate  so  much.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  dealer  who 
would  chance  it. 

Mr.  Phelan:  By  operating  fuel  yards  as  now  practiced  in  con- 
nection with  the  grain  elevators  would  settle  that  to  a  certain 
extent. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  think  they  do  that  to  keep  the  elevator  open 
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the  whole  year  and  have  something  for  a  man  to  do.  They  ship 
coal  as  a  dealer  does,  all  winter. 

Mr.  Keyes:     We  are  where  we  were  when  you  left,  Mr.  Cowan. 

Mr.  Phelan:  What  do  you  think,  Mr.  Cowan,  of  the  ad  visibility 
of  adopting  the  rates  now  in  force,  calling  them  reasonable  maxi- 
mum  rates  under  the  new  law,  on  the  grounds  that  there  are  no 
complaints,  hence  no  demand  in  the  state  for  a  reduction  of  rates? 

Mr.  Gibson:  While  there  has  been  no  unpleasantness,  yet  we 
know  the  railroad  law  was  passed  by  the  house  and  senate  to  give 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  more  power  than  what  they  had,  and 
the  people  as  a  rule  expect  the  commissioners  will  go  ahead  and 
make  a  reduction  of  the  rates.  Now,  while  these  gentlemen  are 
here  I  would  like  to  know  from  them  what  a  reasoi\ablo  reduction 
is,  and  as  one  of  the  commissioners  I  feel  like  going  ahead  and 
making  a  reduction.  We  know  what  the  people  expect  the  com- 
missioners will  have  to  do  and  I  feel  like  taking  advantage  of  the 
law  and  going  ahead  and  doing  something.  I  don't  feel  like  being 
arbitrary  or  doing  anything  that  would  hurt  the  railroads  or  hurt 
the  people  in  the  state,  yet  I  feel  that  something  should  be  done. 

Mr.  Keyes:  I  would  like  your  judgment,  Mr.  Cowan,  as  to  the 
attitude  of  the  legislature  as  to  the  reduction  of  the  rates  at  the 
time  the  railroad  bill  was  passed. 

Mr.  Cowan:  I  can't  say  as  to  that  I  think,  however,  the 
legislature  echoed  simply  the  sentiment  of  the  people  that  they 
were  overcharged  as  to  rates,  and  as  I  stated  hero  today  I  don*t 
know  whether  that  charge  against  the  company  is  well  founded  or 
not.  It  is  pretty  hard  on  any  one  implicated  in  this  matter  and  if 
we  don't  make  a  change  we  will  have  to  go  home  and  explain  it, 
expjain  why  we  didn't  do  it.  If  these  gentlemen  can  show  us  by 
reference  to  figures  they  are  paying  only  a  certain  rate  per  cent  on 
the  money  invested  in  the  road  we  can  go  out  and  exi)lain  that  and 
I  verily  believe  the  people  of  this  state  will  be  satisfied;  but  if  you 
can't  explain  that  to  them  I  believe  the  people  actually  want  a 
reduction  of  the  freight  rates.  That  may  be  based  entirely  on  the 
locality  in  which  I  belong.  •  I  would  like  to  hear  why  we  cannot 
reduce  the  rates  2  per  cent,  or  5  per  cent,  or  20  per  cent,  and  why 
the  companies  can't  stand  it? 

Mr.  Phelan:  From  all  the  considerations  given  by  the  commis- 
sioners to  the  rates,  it  does  not  look  like  a  matter  of  hasty  reduc- 
tion. 

Mr.  Cowan:     Further  than  that,  what  the  people  of  this  state 
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insist  on  is  the  question  of  wheat  rates.  I  believe  they  would 
stand  a  lot  of  things  if  they  could  but  get  a  reduction  of  wheat 
rates,  a  little  reduction  on  coal  that  they  ship  in  by  freight  and  a 
little  on  the  lumber  we  bring  in.  I  believe  that  if  something  could 
be  done  on  those  lines,  I  believe  the  people  of  the  state  would  be 
satisfied,  a  large  majority  of  them  at  least.  I  am  safe  in  saying  the 
people  of  the  state  would  be  absolutely  satisfied  and  tickled  to 
death  if  something  of  that  kind  could  be  done.  We  understand, 
of  course,  that  under  this  act  we  can't  do  much  about  reaching 
outside  of  the  state  to  touch  those  matters;  we  realize  that,  but  if 
the  representatives  of  the  companies  could  induce  the  companies 
to  do  a  little  something  along  those  lines,  I  tell  you  you  would 
find  the  people  of  this  state  would  be  very  well  satisfied  and  it 
would  not  require  much  to  put  them  in  harmony  with  the  railroads. 
These  are  matters  that  I  think  should  in  fairness  be  discussed  and 
see  if  we  can  do  anything.  I  would  be  satisfied  if  we  could  agree 
on  something  fair  and  reasonable  than  to  have  to  resort  to  compul- 
sion, or  attempt  compulsion,  and  as  one  of  those  present,  I  would 
like  to  see  some  agreement  reached  that  would  be  satisfactory  to 
both  sides,  yet  give  the  people  something  they  would  demand  un- 
less we  can  show  them  through  you  gentlemen,  that  their  demands 
are  not  proper,  and  in  order  to  do  that  you  can  never  satisfy  them 
unless  you  can  show  them  some  figures  in  regard  to  this  matter  as 
to  what  your  expenses  are. 

Mr.  Phelan:  What  we  are  trying  to  get  at  is  something  that 
will  satisfy  the  people  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  and  let  Minne- 
sota take  care  of  their  own  affairs  and  we  will  take  care  of  ours  and 
try  and  get  a  reasonable  reduction. 

You  can't  satisfy  the  people  of  this  state  any  better  than  to  do 
something  on  those  three  articles,  coal,  lumber  and  shipping  of 
wheat;  if  you  can  do  something  on  that  it  will  not  take  much  to 
satisfy  them.  I  say  that  on  behalf  of  all  the  farmers;  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  many  of  them  here  and  they  are  relying  and 
depending  on  the  men  whose  interests  are  the  greatest.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  representatives  of  the  companies  if  there  is  any 
likelihood  of  doing  anything  in  this  matter.  Let  us  have  a  report 
from  them  after  considering  the  other  things.  I  am  sure  this  com- 
mission would  be  very  happy  to  entertain  their  ideas  and  consider 
them  carefully  because  these  are  the  important  things. 

Mr.  Hannaford;  As  far  as  I  am  concerned  and  with  the  limited 
authority  I  have  I  can't  say  what  the  company  will  do  in  regard  to 
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state  rates.  I  know  how  they  feel.  I  do  not  believe  the  commis- 
sion or  the  i)eople  here  would  attempt  to  regulate  interstate  rates 
through  a  state  commission. 

Mr.  Cowan:  We  desire  to  see  if  there  is  not  a  possibility  of  an 
agreement  on  something  that  is  fair  and  right  and  accomplish  in  a 
great  degree  and  perhaps  a  little  different  way  than  what  the  com- 
mission anticipated. 

Mr.  Hannaford:  Now,  the  reduction  of  interstate  business  is 
such  that  if  it  was  made  by  you,  so  it  would  amount  to  anything 
material  to  the  individual  citizens,  would  cut  a  much  more  exten- 
sive slice  off  from  our  revenue  than  anything  that  could  be  done 
on  the  local  rates  and  I  should  want  to  make  a  good  many  figures 
and  make  them  very  carefully  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  com- 
mission would  not  be  able  to  do  anything  within  a  specific  time 
and  that  they  adopt  our  present  tariffs  and  take  up  those  matters. 
I  don't  understand  that  the  commission  once  having  taken  up  and 
adopted  a  new  schedule  can  change  it. 

Mr.  Cowan :    If  passed  it  is  confirmed  for  six  months. 

Mr.  Hannaford:     I  supposed  they  could;  I  didn't  know. 

Mr.  Newman:  They  can't  change  any  special  article  after  it 
goes  into  force. 

Mr.  Phelan:  If  once  adopted  it  must  stand  for  six  months  un- 
less changed  by  the  courts. 

Mr.  Cowan:  Now  I  think  that  is  the  proper  way  to  get  at  it  to 
do  it  in  a  friendly  way  and  see  if  we  can't  do  something  to  satisfy 
these  people,  and  I  might  suggest  that  it  would  not  require  much 
to  do  that.  That  would  be  of  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  people  beyond  any  question.  The  people  of  this  state  are 
entitled  to  have  a  reduction,  and  if  we  can  do  it  in  an  amicable 
spirit  it  would  be  far  the  better  way  than  having  any  trouble  about 
it.  But  in  the  present  condition  of  affairs  it  is  not  of  any  use  for 
us  to  go  home  and  try  to  explain  to  them  that  the  rates  are  satis- 
factory. They  believe  they  are  entitled  to  a  reduction  and  we  can't 
explain  it  to  them  from  anything  we  know  at  the  present  time. 

Meeting  adjourned,  commissioners  to  meet  again  at  Grand  Forks 
April  28th. 

Following  this  meeting  the  commissioners  met  at  Grand  Forks 
April  28,  1897,  and  adopted  a  schedule  of  reasonable  maximum 
rates. 

It  was  further  decided  to  enforce  Section  3070,  Revised  Codes, 
as  reasonable  maximum  coal  rates  and  to  establish  the  maximum 
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passenger  rate  at  3  cents  per  mile  within   the  state  of  North 
Dakota. 

On  May  5,  1897,  pursuant  to  the  action  taken  April  28,  1897, 
the  following  notices  were  prepared  and  served  on  the  railway 
companies  operating  in  North  Dakota :

On  the  tirst  day  of  February,  1890,  said  Manitoba  Company 
duly  executed  a  lease  to  your  orator  of  the  several  railways  and 
Unefi  of  railway  abc^ve  described,  together  with  all  the  rights  and 
f ranch ises  appertaining  thereto,  including  right-of-way,  yard 
grounds  and  yards,  shition  grounds  and  stations,  sidetracks,  spur 
tracks,  machine  and  repair  shops,  roundhouses,  turntables,  fixtures, 
fumitur(%  im  piemen  Ls,  tools,  engines,  equipment  and  franchises 
for  and  during  the  term  of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (999) 
years, 

Ab  consideration  for  such  lease  your  orator  among  other  things 
liecamo  liable  fur  and  agreed  to  pay: 
(a)     All  intereBt  ns  the  same  should  fall  due  during  the  term  of 

the  letise  for  which  the  Ma\iitoba  Company  or  its  property  was 

or  might  become  liable  upon  bonds  then  outstanding,  and  all 
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interest  or  dividends  as  the  same  should  fall  due  during  the 
term  of  said  lease,  upon  any  bonds  or  debenture  stock  which 
the  Manitoba  Company  might  from  time  to  time  with  the  con- 
sent of  your  orator  issue  in  exchange  for  bonds  previously  issued 
or  guaranteed  by  the  Manitoba  Company. 

Also  as  the  same  might  fall  due  during  the  term  of  such  lease  all 
further  interest  for  which  the  Manitoba  Company  might  become 
liable  either  as  principal  or  guarantor  with  consent  of  your 
orator. 

(6)  Quarteriy  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  May,  August  and 
November  each  year  during  the  term  of  such  lease,  one  and 
one-half  (1|)  per  cent  upon  the  par  value  of  all  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Manitoba  Company  at  that  time  outstanding,  which  was 
in  amount  $20,000,000. 

(c)  All  taxes  and  assessments  upon  the  property  leased,  includ- 
ing gross  earnings  tax. 

The  line  of  railway  of  the  Manitoba  company  was  constructed  in 
North  Dakota  prior  to  1890,  while  the  state  was  a  territory,  under 
the  provisions  of  a  law  of  the  territory  which  authorized  it  to  so 
extend  its  lines  by  filing  and  recording  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  territory  a  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  designat- 
ing the  route  of  such  proposed  extension. 

In  1893  the  Manitoba  Company  completed  an  extension  of  its 
line  from  Havre,  in  the  state  of  Montana,  westerly  across  such 
state  and  across  the  states  of  Idaho  and  Washington  to  the  city  of 
Everett,  on  Puget  Sound,  which  extension  came  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  lease  and  since  that  time  has  been  operated  by 
your  orator. 

The  mileage  of  the  Manitoba  Company  covered  by  said  lease  is 
3,770.10  of  main  track.  Of  this  mileage  1,064  miles  is  in  the  state 
of  North  Dakota.  Said  line  of  railroad  was  judiciously  located 
and  economically  constructed.  It  has  at  all  times  been  economi- 
cally managed  and  operated.  It  cost  to  construct  and  equip  the 
mileage  in  North  Dakota  with  yards,  station  grounds,  buildings 
and  terminal  facilities  over  $23,000,000.  It  would  cost  to  construct 
and  replace  such  line  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  with  its  equip- 
ment, buildings  and  appurtenances,  more  than  its  original  cost 
of  construction,  and  more  than  the  bonds  and  stocks  outstand- 
ing on  accx)unt  of  such  line.

Such  line  of  railway  as  an  entirety  was  judiciously  located  and 
economically  constructed,  at  a  cost  exceeding  the  amount  of  such 
bonds  and  stock.  And  it  would  cost  to  replace  and  produce  it  a 
sura  in  excess  of  what  it  originally  costs. 

Your  orator  further  alleges  that  the  matter  in  controversy  herein 
exceeds  the  sum  of  82,000  exclusive  of  interest  and  cost. 

The  defendants,  Keyes,  Walton  and  Gibson,  are  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  in  and  for  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  duly 
elected  and  qualified.  On  or  about  the  15th  day  of  April,  1897,  the 
defendants,  as  such  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  gave  your 
orator  notice  in  writing,  a  copy  of  which  notice  is  hereto  annexed, 
marked  Exhibit  1,  and  made  a  part  hereof.  At  the  time  and  place 
fixed  in  such  notice,  your  orator,  by  its  representatives,  appeared 
before  such  commissioners.  No  complaint  had  been  made  to  your 
orator  that  its  rates,  local  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  were  un- 
reasonable or  unjust.  One  of  the  commissioners,  with  the  acqui- 
escence of  the  board,  stated  to  the  representatives  of  your  orator, 
and  others  present  at  the  hearing,  that  the  commission  knew  that 
the  law  of  the  state  (House  Bill  No.  121)  ^as  passed  to  give  the 
commission  more  power,  and  that  the  people,  as  a  rule,  expected 
that  the  commission  would  make  a  reduction  of  rates;  that  the 
commissioners  would  like  to  know  from  gentlemen  present  repre- 
senting the  railway  companies,  what  a  reasonable  reduction  would 
be,  as  the  commissioners  felt  like  going  ahead  and  making  a  re- 
duction; that  they  did  not  wish  to  be  arbitrary,  but  that  something 
must  be  done.  Your  orator,  through  its  representatives,  declined 
to  suggest  or  make  any  reduction  of  its  rates,  local  to  the  state  of 
North  Dakota,  but  contended  on  the  contrary  that  such  rates  were 
reasonable  and  just 

On  the  28th  day  of  April,  1897,  said  commissioners  made  an 
order  fixing  maximum  freight  and  passenger  rates  in  North  Dakota, 
a  copy  of  which  order,  and  the  papers  accompanying  the  same,  is 
hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  2,  and  made  a  part  hereof.  By 
such  order  the  average  reduction  in  your  orator's  rate  is  over  22 
per  cent. 

Defendants,  as  such  commissioners,  and  J.  E.  Phelan,  the  sec- 
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retary  of  the  board,  have  commenced  the  publication  of  a  notice 
stating  when  such  order  shall  go  into  effect,  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  one  newspaper  published  in  each  judicial  district  in  the 
state  of  North  Dakota,  a  copy  of  which  notice,  together  with  the 
names  of  the  newspapers  in  which  the  same  has  been  and  will  be 
published,  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  3,  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

The  publication  of  such  notice  was  commenced  in  the  w^eek  be- 
ginning May  10,  1897,  and  will  continue  for  the  week  beginning 
May  17,  1897,  in  newspapers  issued  on  or  after  Wednesday  of  said 
week,  unless  restrained  by  order  of  this  court.  Should  such  pub- 
lication be  continued  as  proposed  by  the  defendants,  their  order 
fixing  maximum  freight  and  passenger  rates  (Exhibit  2  above 
referred  to)  will  become  operative  on  the  first  day  of  July  next. 
Should  such  rates  become  operative  your  orator  will  suffer  great 
and  irreparable  injury  in  that  it  will  be  subjected  to  prosecution 
for  damages  and  penalties  by  defendants  and  by  many  persons 
under  the  provisions  of  said  law.  Yoar  orator's  earnings  will  be 
reduced  to  such  an  extent  as  to  amount  to  a  confiscation  of  its 
property  by  extending  same  percentage  of  reduction  to  all  other 
local  and  its  interstate  business.  It  will  be  deprived  of  its  prop- 
erty without  compensation  and  without  due  process  of  law  in  vio- 
lation of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  as  will  more  fully  appear  by  a  subsequent  allega- 
tion to  this  bill. 

Your  orator  operates  no  railway  other  than  the  line  of  railway 
of  the  Manitoba  Company  covered  by  the  lease  hereinbefore 
referred  to. 

Its  local  distance  tariff  in  North  Dakota,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed,  marked  Exhibit  4,  and  made  a  part  hereof,  is  the 
same  as  in  Minnesota  and  South  Dakota.  Its  local  distance  tariff 
in  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washington  is  higher  than  in  North 
Dakota.  The  cost  of  handling  local  traffic  is  not  higher  in  Minne- 
sota than  in  North  Dakota,  and  in  other  states  thrjugh  which  its 
line  extends  the  cost  of  operation  on  account  of  local  traffic  is  but 
very  little  if  any  higher  than  in  North  Dakota.  Your  orator's 
local  rates  in  North  Dakota,  considering  the  volume  of  traffic  and 
the  circumstances  and  conditions  attending  it,  are  lower  than  its 
local  rates  in  other  states  through  which  its  line  extends.  The 
interstate  rates  of  your  orator  are  just  and  reasonable,  and  its  total 
earnings  are  no  more  than   it  is  entitled  to  receive  and  no  more 
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than  necessary  to  pay  operating  expenses,  maintain  its  property^ 
and  pay  a  reasonable  return  upon  its  cost.

Your  orator  has  operated  auch  line  of  railway  with  economy. 
It  could  not  have  been  operated  at  less  cost  and  render  to  the 
public  and  its  patrons  the  service  they  required.  Its  net  earnings 
for  the  years  named  and  during  all  years  of  its  operation  by  your 
orator  have  not  been  more  than,  sufficient  to  pay  operating 
expenses  and  fixed  charges  made  up  of  taxes,  interest  on  the 
bonded  indebtedness  covering  the  line  at  the  rate  of  4  15-100 
per  cent,  and  dividends  on  §20,000,000  of  capital  stock  at  6 
per  cent.  During  some  of  the  years  your  orator  has 
not  received  from  the  operation  of  said  line  a  net 
revenue  sufficient  to  pay  operating  expenses  and  taxes 
and  interest  and  dividends  at  the  above  rate.  Your  orator 
has  not  out  of  its  net  earnings  been  able  to  accumulate  a  sinking 
fund  to  keep  the  capital  account  of  said  line  good  and  surplus 
earnings  after  paying  operating  expenses,  taxes  and  fixed  charges 
as  above,  have  been  and  will  be  required  to  properly  maintain  and 
repair  the  property.  A  reduction  of  22  per  cent  in  the  total  net 
earnings  of  your  orator  derived  from  the  operation  of  such  line  of 
railway  would  deprive  it  of  sufficient  revenue  to  pay  its  operating 
expenses,  taxes  and  fixed  charges  as  above.  Under  such  reduction 
it  would  not  have  received  and  earned  as  net  income  for  any  year 
preceding  the  fiscal  year  of  1896  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
upon  the  amount  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  covering  the  said 
line  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  4  15-100  per  cent. 

The  local  freight  and  passenger  earnings  in  North  Dakota  for 
1894  were  §324,714.00.  Deducting  ox)erating  expenses  on  account 
of  such  traffic  local  to  the  state,  and  the  earnings  net  were  $77,- 
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<)63.83.  Taxes  paid  were  $80,477.39,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $2,503.56. 
Had  the  rates  as  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
Exhibit  2,  been  in  force  during  that  year  the  deficit  would  have 
been  $73,940.64. 

Total  freight  and  passenger  earnings  local  to  the  state  for  the 
year  1895  were  $327,188.20.  Deducting  operating  expenses  on  ac- 
count of  such  traffic  and  the  earnings  were  $142,348.68.  Deduct 
taxes  paid  $99,859.87  and  the  net  surplus  is  $42,488.81.  Had  the 
rates  been  reduced  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  defendants  in  Exhibit  2, 
there  would  have  been  a  deficit  of  $28,492.59.  Should  the  rates  of 
your  orator  be  reduced  and  fixed  as  in  Exhibit  2,  it  could  not  earn 
and  would  not  receive  on  account  of  local  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  enough  to  pay  the  operating 
expenses  on  account  of  such  traffic. 

Your  orator,  for  several  years  prior  to  January  1,  1896,  reported 
annually  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  the  amount  of  its  gross 
earnings  in  the  state,  local  and  interstate  earaings,  upon  the  rela- 
tion of  the  mileage  in  the  state  to  the  miles  the  traffic  was  moved 
without  the  state.  Under  such  report,  on  such  basis,  there  was 
credited  as  earned  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  a  sum  largely 
in  excess  of  what  was  in  fact  earned  in  that  state.  From  interstate 
earnings  there  should  be  deducted  the  cost  of  collecting  and  trans- 
porting traffic  to  the  state  line,  and  only  such  balance  as  is  left 
after  such  deduction  should  be  treated  as  having  been  earned  with- 
in the  state. 

The  percentage  of  operating  expenses  to  earnings  on  account  of 
all  traffic,  state  and  interstate,  is  much  less  than  the  percentage  of 
operating  expenses  to  earnings  on  local  traffic.  Applying  the  per- 
centage of  operating  expenses  to  earnings  on  account  of  all  traffic, 
local  and  interstate,  to  the  gross  and  freight  and  passenger  earn- 
ings of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  for  the  year  1894,  and  the  earn- 
ings over  operating  expenses  were  $139,659.48,  taxes  paid  $80,- 
477.39,  leaving  surplus  of  $59,182.10. 

This  amount  is  2  87-100  per  cent  of  entire  earnings  state  and 
interstate.  At  this  percentage  the  proportion  of  the  interest  on 
the  bonded  debt  of  such  line  of  railroad  and  dividend  account  as 
herein  above  set  forth,  would  have  been  $152,568.45,  leaving  a 
deficit  of  $93,386. 

Applying  operating  expenses  on  account  of  the  entire  line  to  the 
local  freight  and  passenger  earnings  in  North  Dakota  for  the  year 
1895,  the  net  earnings  were  $188,553.51.     Deducting  taxes,  $99,- 
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559.87,  there  remains  $88,698.69.  This  amount  is  2  51-100  per 
cent  of  the  earnings  of  the  entire  line.  At  this  percentage  the 
proportion  of  interest  and  dividends  on  bonds  and  stock  as  above 
stated,  properly  chargeable  to  North  Dakota,  would  have  been 
§133,408.14,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $44,704.45. 

The  operating  expenses  of  your  orator  in  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  on  account  of  such  line  of  railway  have  been  for  the  fol- 
lowing years  the  amounts  stated:

Local  freight  and  passenger  earnings  in  the  state  have  been 
sufficient  to  pay  but  little  if  any  more  than  one-fifth  of  such  costs. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  is  but  slightly 
increased  in  North  Dakota  by  interstate  traffic.  Such  cost  arises 
principally  from  the  necessity  of  preserving  the  property  against 
natural  decay. 

The  cost  of  conducting  transportation  to  the  extent  of  more  than 
one-third  should  be  charged  against  local  traffic,  likewise  one- 
third  of  general  expenses  and  cost  of  maictenance  of  equipment. 

Should  the  passenger  rates  of  your  orator  be  reduced  to  3  cents 
per  mile  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  its  earnings  from  such 
traffic  in  that  state  would  not  pay  operating  expenses  incident  to 
it  under  economical  administration. 

Should  your  orator  grant  excursion  and  reduced  rates  corres- 
ponding to  those  it  grants  in  states  where  the  passenger  rate  is 
3  cents  per  mile,  your  orator  would  not  receive  on  account  of  such 
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traffic  in  North  Dakota  over  2 J  cents  per  passenger  per  mile.  It 
costs  your  orator  over  3  cents  per  passenger  per  mile  to  conduct 
its  local  passenger  transportation  in  North  Dakota. 

Should  taxes  paid  by  your  orator  in  North  Dakota  be  included  in 
operating  expenses  local  to  the  state,  and  apportioned  on  that  basis 
and  its  rates  be  reduced  as  proposed  by  defendants  in  Exhibit  2, 
the  earnings  of  your  orator  on  account  of  all  business  local  to 
the  state  would  not  pay  oi)erating  expenses. 

Upon  such  an  apportionment  of  taxes  and  under  such  reduction 
your  orator  would  not  have  earned  upon  its  business  local  to 
North  Dakota,  passengers  and  freight,  for  the  year  1894  enough 
to  pay  operating  expenses  and  fixed  charges  into  §155,588.29. 
Upon  the  same  basis  for  the  year  1895  it  would  not  have  earned 
enough  to  pay  operating  expenses  and  fixed  charges  into  §76,210.64. 

Including  taxes  as  part  of  operating  expenses  in  the  proi:)ortion 
that  such  expenses  bear  to  the  entire  earnings  upon  all  classes  of 
traffic  the  local  earnings  in  North  Dakota  would  be  in  the  ratio  of 
2.87  per  cent  of  entire  earnings,  state  and  interstate.  Such  was 
the  ratio  for  the  year  1894.  Charging  the  line  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  with  the  payment  of  a  similar  percentage  of  fixed 
charges  had  the  rates  proposed  by  the  defendant's  Exhibit  2  been 
in  force  there  would  have  been  a  deficiency  in  earnings  of 
$91,749.52.  For  1895,  $26,707.06.  Table  No.  5  hereto  annexed 
shows  percentage  of  reduction  made  by  Exhibit  2. 

Yoiir  orator  alleges  that  the  defendants,  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  and  its  secretary,  propose  and  threaten,  unless  re- 
strained by  this  honorable  court,  to  put  in  eflPect  said  schedule  of 
maximum  rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
freight  over  your  orator's  road  in  North  Dakota,  and  will,  by  various 
actions  and  proceedings,  confiscate  your  orator's  property  by  com- 
pelling, under  the  penalties  specified  in  said  law,  to  publish  and 
adopt  said  proposed  tariffs  and  schedules.  And  if  your  orator  is 
forced  to  insist  upon  its  rights  it  will  be  compelled  to  defend  a 
multitude  of  actions  and  proceedings  instituted  by  defendants,  and 
by  a  large  number  of  its  patrons  and  of  the  public.  Such  a  multi- 
plicity of  proceedings  and  suits  would  cost  your  orator  large  sums 
of  money,  impossible  to  estimate,  and  your  orator  is  wholly  remed- 
iless at  law  and  has  only  a  remedy  in  equity. 

To  the  end,  therefore,  that  said  defendants  may,  if  they  can, 
show  why  your  orator  should  not  have  the  relief  herein  prayed,  and 
that  your  honors  may  enjoin  the  said  defendants  by  writ  of  injunc- 
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tion  from  continuing  publication  of  the  printed  notices  set  forth 
in  this  bill,  and  from  making  or  publishing  schedule  of  rates  to  be 
charged  by  your  orator  for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  pas- 
sengers as  proposed,  and  from  in  anywise  proceeding  against  your 
orator,  either  before  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or 
before  any  court,  to  compel  your  orator  to  observe,  publish  or  put 
in  force  said  tariffs  or  schedules,  or  any  of  them,  or  from  taking 
any  action  or  i)roceeding  against  your  orator  or  any  of  its  officers, 
agents,  servants  or  employes,  to  enforce  the  penalties  or  remedies 
specified  in  said  statute  or  the  laws  of  the  state  on  account  of  any 
violation  or  disobedience  by  your  orator  of  the  said  order  of  the 
commissioners,  and  that  it  may  be  decreed  by  your  honors  that  the 
said  act  and  the  defendant's  action  thereunder  are  repugnant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  state 
of  North  Dakota,  and  that  the  defendants  may  answer  this  bill,  but 
not  under  oath  (an  oath  being  expressly  waived),  and  that  a  tem- 
porary restraining  order  may  be  granted  in  the  form  and  to  the 
effect  herein  prayed.

The  tariflp  or  schedule  of  charges  for  transportfition  of  freight 
and  pafssengers  which  has  been  in  force  on  the  railroads  of  your 
orator  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  for  the  past  two  or  three  years 
and  which  is  at  present  effective  is  the  identical  tariff  and  charge 
for  the  same  distances  which  is  and  has  been  effective  on  your 
orator's  railroads  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin  and  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota.  In  the  state  of  Minnesota  your  orator  has  about  756 
miles  of  railroad,  the  population  of  said  state  is  much  more  dense 
than  that  of  North  Dakota  and  the  local  traffic  over  your  orator's 
lines  in  Minnesota  is  many  times  greater  in  volume  than  it  is  in 
North  Dakota,  while  the  actual  cost  and  expense  of  your 
orator  of  moving  local  traffic  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  is 
not  greater  per  ton  or  per  passenger  than  it  is  in  the 
state  of  North  Dakota,  owing  to  the  greater  volume  of 
business.  The  local  tariffs  of  your  orator  at  present  and  during 
the  same  time  in  force  on  its  lines  in  Montana,  Idaho,  Washing- 
ton and  Oregon  are  materially  higher  than  its  local  tariffs  in  the 
state  of  North  Dakota,  while  in  Montana  and  Washington  the 
volume  of  local  business  is  very  much  greater  than  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota.  So  that  as  compared  with  the  other  states  in 
which  your  orator's  system  of  railroads  is  located  the  people  of  the 
state  of  North  Dakota  are  charged  as  low  a  local  rate  as  the  people 
of  any  other  state  (with  this  exception,  that  in  Minnesota  and 
Wisconsin  the  local  passenger  tariff  is  3  cents  per  mile  while  in 
North  Dakota  it  is  4  cents  per  mile. )  All  of  your  orator's  local 
rates  in  North  Dakota  are  and  have  been  reasonable  and  just  by 
comparison  with*  your  orator's  local  rates  in  other  states  and 
reasonable  and  just  in  themselves.  Local  passenger  business  in 
North  Dakota  is  very  small  in  comparison  with  that  in  Minnesota, 
and  the  facts  and  circumstances  justify  and  make  reasonable  a 
rate  of  4  cents  a  mile  for  local  passengers  in  North  Dakota  as 
compared  with  3  cents  a  mile  in  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin. 

The  said  local  rates  are  and  have  been  also  reasonable  and  just  ' 
in  comparison  with  the  interstate  rates  of  your  orator,  and  although 
for  the  most  part  higher  than  said  interstate  rates,  the  said  local 
business  owing  to  its  inconsiderable  amount  and  the  short  hauls 
upon  which  the  same  is  done  is  from  20  to  40  per  cent  more  ex- 
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pensive  to  your  orator  than  its  interstate  business,  and  said  local 
business  ought  justly  and  equitably  to  pay  higher  rates  on  the 
average  than  interstate  business. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  that  your  orator's  local  rates  in  North 
Dakota  bear  a  fair  and  just  relation  to  its  local  rates  in  other  states 
and  to  its  interstate  tariffs,  no  reduction  can  fairly  or  justly  be 
made  of  the  local  rates  in  North  Dakota  without  a  similar  and  cor- 
responding reduction  being  made  in  the  local  rates  in  other  states 
on  your  orator's  line  of  road  and  in  its  interstate  rates. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1896,  your  orator's  gross 
earnings  on  local  freight  moved  in  North  Dakota  were  $129,879.18, 
and  your  orator's  gross  earnings  upon  local  freight  carried  in  all  other 
states  were  $3,617,552.83,  making  a  total  gross  earnings  from  local 
business  iu  all  states  $3,747,432.01.  During  the  same  year  your 
orator's  gross  earnings  from  interstate  freight  were  $11,203,781.49; 
during  the  same  year  your  orator's  gross  earnings  from  passengers 
carried  locally  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  were  $203,471.36,  and 
for  passengers  carried  locally  in  all  other  states  $1,322,142.31, 
making  a  total  of  $1,525,613.67.  During  the  same  year  your 
orator's  gross  earnings  from  interstate  passenger  business  were 
$2,154,489.13.  The  application  of  the  said  comfiiissioner's 
schedules  before  set  forth  to  the  actual  business  of  your  orator  for 
said  year  would  reduce  its  net  receipts  from  local  passengers  in 
North  Dakota  11.244  per  cent,  or  $22,879.06,  and  would  reduce  its 
net  revenue  for  local  freight  in  North  Dakota  22.027  per  cent,  or 
$28,607.60.  The  same  percentage  of  reduction  applied  to  the 
local  passenger  business  of  your  orator  in  other  states  would  reduce 
its  net  revenue  on  such  local  passenger  business  in  other  states 
$148,661.68,  and  the  same  percentage  of  reduction  applied  to  its 
local  freight  business  in  other  states  would  reduce  its  net  revenue 
arising  therefrom  $796,838.36,  making  a  total  net  loss  for  the  year 
out  of  your  orator's  revenue  from  purely  local  business  alone  $996,- 
986.70.  The  same  percentages  of  reduction  if  applied  to  all  the  busi- 
ness local  and  interstate  of  your  orator's  road  for  the  same  year  would 
result  in  a  net  loss  of  income  and  revenue  to  your  orator  of 
$3,707,094.56.  Said  proposed  reductions  applied  to  your  orator's 
business  during  the  current  year  or  applied  to  your  orator's  busi- 
ness for  the  year  1894  and  1895  would  show  substantially  the  sanle 
result. 

Your  orator  therefore  alleges  that  the  said  proposed  and 
threatened    reductions    are    unjust,    and    not    only    unjust    and 
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unreasonable  but  would  bo  confiscation  and  would  deprive  your 
orator  of  its  property  without  due  process  of  law,  and  deprive  it  of 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  contrary  to  and  in  violation  of  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Your  orator's  gross  local  earnings  in  North  Dakota  from  both 
passenger  and  freight  for  the  said  year  ending  June  30,  1896,  were 
$333,350.54.  Your  orator  paid  for  the  same  year  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  on  its  railroad,  exclusive  of  its  land  grant,  $65,624.95 
as  taxes.  The  operating  expenses  of  doing  said  local  business 
were  very  much  higher  and  are  in  general  necessarily  much  higher 
and  will  always  be  than  the  average  operating  exj^enses  of  trans- 
acting your  orator's  business  on  its  whole  system  of  roads.  Such 
gross  reve^ue  for  the  year  named  or  for  any  other  year  does  not 
pay  your  orator  any  material  or  substantial  income  above  the 
actual  expenses  of  handling  and  transacting  said  business,  and  it 
is  necessary  in  order  to  keep  and  maintain  your  orator's  roads  in 
the  state  of  North  Dakota  in  their  present  condition  of  repair  and 
usefulness  and  to  replace  them  when  worn  out  to  lay  aside  and 
expend  a  large  sum  of  money  upon  your  orator's  said  roads  in  the 
state  of  North  Dakota.  The  said  reductions  threatened  by  the 
defendants  would  deprive  your  orator  of  any  net  income  or  revenue 
whatever  from  the  said  local  business,  the  proposed  rates  being 
wholly  unremunerative  and  insufficient  to  pay  the  actual  operating 
expenses  of  handling  the  business. 

Your  orator  shortly  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1896,  pur- 
chased the  said  system  of  railroads  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the  main  line  of  said  road 
being  purchased  at  foreclosure  sale  and  the  branch  lines  being 
acquired  by  private  purchase.  Certain  of  said  properties  were 
purchased  subject  to  existing  mortgages.  Your  orator  necessarily 
issued  bonds  and  stock  in  consideration  of  the  purchase  of  said 
property,  which  together  with  the  said  prior  existing  mortgages 
make  the  present  mortgage  incumbrances  upon  your  orator's  whole 
system  of  railroads  $156,157,000,  and  the  present  capital  stock 
outstanding  $155,000,000.  Said  mortgages  bear  interest  at  the 
average  rate  of  less  than  4  i)er  cent  per  annum,  so  that  the  total 
interest  which  your  orator  is  obligated  to  pay  on  account  of  said 
railroads  is  $6,217,320  per  year,  and  the  proportion  of  said  interest 
chargeable  to  the  mil'  ag-^  of  said  road  in  North  Dakota,  divided 
on  a  mileage  basis,  is  $1,196,724.25.  The  annual  interest  charge 
against  said  road  is  thus  shown  to  be  about  $1,375  i)er  mile,  which 
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is  a  low  and  reasonable  charge  based  either  upon  the  indebtedness 
of  said  road  actually  existing  or  upon  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
same  or  upon  the  present  cost  of  reproducing^  the  same.  Prior  to 
the  1st  day  of  September,  1896,  the  fixed  charge  against  said 
system  of  railroads  was  very  much  greater,  amounting  to  over 
$9,000,000  for  interest  exclusive  of  taxes  and  sinking  fund  charges. 
During  the  years  1891  to  1896  inclusive  the  operation  of  said 
system  of  railroads  resulted  in  an  average  annual  deficit  of 
$2,332,835.31.  No  dividend  was  paid  during  those  years  on  any 
stock  issued  for  or  on  account  of  said  system  of  roads,  and  said 
deficit  was  a  deficit  in  net  earnings  suflScient  to  meet  interest, 
sinking  fund  charges  and  taxes.  The  said  foreclosure  proceedings 
and  purchase  by  your  orator  have  resulted  in  reducing  the  annual 
interest  charge  of  the  property  to  $6,217,320  as  before  stated,  and 
the  average  surplus  of  the  operations  of  said  property  during  the 
years  1891  to  1896  inclusive  above  said  present  interest  require- 
ments were  $1,538,703.66,  which  sum  if  earned  by  your  orator 
would  be  applicable  to  improvements  upon  and  maintenance  of  the 
property,  and  if  any  surplus  remained  thereafter,  to  dividends  on 
its  capital  stock.  But  the  reductions  threatened  and  contemplated 
by  the  defendants  will  as  above  shown,  if  applied  to  the  whole 
business  of  your  orator,  leave  a  large  deficiency  in  income  applic- 
able to  the  payment  of  interest  and  leave  nothing  whatever  either 
for  dividends  or  for  the  maintenance  or  improvement  of  the 
property. 

The  roads  of  your  orator  and  especially  its  road  in  North  Dakota 
are  well  and  judiciously  located,  were  built  in  obedience  to  public 
necessity  and  cannot  be  abandoned  without  great  and  irreparable 
loss  both  to  your  orator  and  to  the  public.  They  are  well  and 
judiciously  managed  and  were  not  built  and  cannot  now  be  repro- 
duced so  as  to  represent  a  capitalization  of  bonds  and  stock  lower 
than  the  bond  and  stock  obligations  of  your  orator  as  before  stated. 
Both  your  orator's  bonds  and  stock  represent  capital  honestly  and 
judiciously  invested  in  the  said  property,  and  your  orator  alleges 
and  insists  that  said  capital  is  entitled  to  a  fair  and  reasonable 
return. 

The  defendants,  constituting  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners and  its  secretary,  propose  and  threaten,  unless  restrained 
by  this  honorable  court,  to  put  in  effect  the  said  schedule  of  maxi- 
mum rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and 
freight  over  your  orator's  railroads  in  North  Dakota,  and  propose 
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and  threaten  by  various  actions  and  proceedings  to  confiscate  your 
orator's  property  by  compelling  and  subjecting  it  under  the  penalties 
specified  in  said  law  to  publish  and  adopt  the  said  proposed  tariffs  and 
schedules.  And  if  your  orator  is  forced  to  insist  upon  its  rights  in 
resisting  said  various  proceedings  and  actions,  it  will  be  compelled 
to  defend  an  infinite  number  of  actions  and  proceedings  brought 
both  by  said  defendants  and  by  large  number  of  the  shippers  over 
your  orator's  road.  Such  a  -multiplicity  of  proceedings  and  suits 
would  result  as  would  be  wholly  inequitable  and  intolerable,  cost- 
ing your  orator  vast  sums  of  money  imj^ossible  to  estimate;  by 
reason  of  which  facts  your  orator  is  wholly  remediless  at  law  and 
has  only  a  remedy  in  equity.  The  matter  in  dispute  herein  exceeds 
the  sum  of  $2,000,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 

To  the  end,  therefore,  that  said  defendants  may,  if  they  can, 
show  why  your  orator  should  not  have  the  relief  herein  prayed,  and 
that  your  honors  may  enjoin  the  said  defendants  by  writ  of  injunc- 
tion from  continuing  the  publication  of  the  printed  notices  set 
forth  in  the  bill,  and  from  making  or  publishing  a  schedule  of 
rates  to  be  charged  by  your  orator  for  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers and  freight  as  proposed,  and  from  in  anywise  proceeding 
against  your  orator,  either  before  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners or  before  any  court  to  compel  your  orator  to  observe, 
publish,  post  or  put  in  force  said  tariffs  and  schedule,  or  any  of

certain  lines  of  railroad  in  the  state  of  North  Dakftta,  as  follows,, 
to-wit: 

(1)  A  certain  line  extending  from  the  south  line  of  the  state 
of  North  Dakota,  at  or  near  Ellendale,  in  a  northerly  direction  to 
Edgeley,  in  said  state  of  North  Dakota,  commonly  known  6is  the 
James  River  Division,  a  distance  of  about  32.1  miles. 

(2)  A  certain  line  extending  from  the  south  line  of  North 
Dakota,  at  or  near  Brampton,  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Harlem^ 
in  said  state,  commonly  known  as  the  Harlem  Branch,  a  distance 
of  about  17.2  miles. 

(3)  A  certain  line  extending  from  a  point  near  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  in  a  northerly  direction  to 
Fargo  in  said  state,  commonly  known  as  the  Fargo  line,  a  distance 
of  about  70.5  miles,  making  a  total  mileage  so  owned,  controlled 
and  operated  by  your  orator,  under  the  powers,  rights  and  fran- 
chises with  which  it  has,  by  said  charter  and  laws,  become  duly 
vested,  of  about  119  miles  in  the  said  state  of  North  Dakota. 

IV. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  said  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L. 
Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson  are  Commissioners  of  Railroads  for 
the  state  of  Noi*th  Dakota,  and  constitute  the  Board  of  Railroad 
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Commissioners  of  said  state,  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting  as^ 
€uch.  That  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  April,  1897,  the  said 
defendants,  George  H.  Key^s.  L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson* 
as  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  said  state  of  North  Dakota, 
issued  and  served  upon  your  orator  a  certain  notice,  a  copy  of 
which  is  hereunto  attached,  marked  Exhibit  "A''  and  made  a  part 
hereof,  in  and  by  which  notice  your  orator  was  informed  that  it 
had  been  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  commissioners, 
that  the  tariffs  of  freight  rates  on  grain,  merchandise,  coal,  live- 
stock and  other  products  of  North  Dakota,  also  passenger  rates 
according  to  the  schedules  of  such  rates  then  in  force,  were  wholly 
unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  in  and  by  said  notice  said  commis- 
sioners informed  your  orator  that  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1897, 
at  the  hour  of  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day,  said  commis- 
sioners would  proceecj  to  fix  and  determine  maximum  freight  rates 
and  classifications,and  also  maximum  passenger  rates,  and  your  orator 
was  informed  by  said  notice  that  at  said  time  and  place  an  oppor- 
tunity would  be  afforded  it  to  make  any  explanation  or  showing,  or 
fumislj  any  explanation  or  showing  to  said  commissioners  on  the 
subject  of  fixing  and  determining  such  rates  and  classifications. 
But  your  orator,  upon  information  and  belief,  alleges  that  no  com- 
plaint had,  prior  to  the  issuing  of  said  notice,  been  made  to  said 
-commissioners,  and  it  had  not  been  made  to  appear  to  their  satis- 
faction that  the  tariffs  of  freight  rates  on  grain,  merchandise,  coal, 
livestock  and  other  products  of  North  Dakota,  also  passenger  rates, 
were  wholly  unequal  and  unreasonable.  And  your  orator  alleges 
that  they  were  not  at  that  time,  nor  had  they  been  at  any  time 
prior  thereto,  unequal,  unreasonable  or  unjust. 

Your  orator  did  not  attend  said  meeting  or  appear  before  said 
Railroad  Commissioners  at  the  time  fixed  in  said  notice,  but  your 
orator  alleges,  upon  information  and  belief,  that  no  complaint  was 
made  at  said  meeting  by  anyone  that  the  existing  rates  on  freight 
and  passenger  traflBc  in  the  said  state  of  North  Dakota  were  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  but  that  one  of  the  commissioners  stated  publicly 
at  said  meeting  that  the  commission  knew  that  the  law  for  the 
regulation  of  railroads  in  North  Dakota  was  passed  to  give  the 
commission  more  power;  the  people  as  a  rule  expected  that  the 
commission  would  make  a  reduction  of  rates,  and  he  would  like  to 
know  from  the  gentlemen  representing  the  railroads  what  would  be 
a  reasonable  reduction,  as  he  felt  like  going  ahead  and  making  a 
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reduction ;  that  he  did  not  want  to  appear  arbitrary,  but  must  do 
something. 

Your  orator  further  alleges  that  on  or  about  the  28th  day  of 
April,  1897,  said  defendants,  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and 
John  R.  Gibson,  as  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  state  of 
North  Dakota,  did  make  for  each  of  the  railroads,  railroad  corpora- 
tions and  common  carriers  doing  business  in  the  said  state  of 
North  Dakota,  a  new  schedule  of  alleged .  reasonable  maximum 
rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  freight,  property,  passen- 
gers and  cars  on  said  railroads  and  provided  that  saj^  schedule  of 
maximum  rates  should  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1897. 

V. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  thereafter,  to-wit,  on  or  about 
the  5th  day  of  May,  1897,  the  said  defendants,  George  H.  Keyes, 
L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson,  as  Commissioners  of  Railroads 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  issued  and  served  upon  your  orator 
a  certain  notice  informing  your  orator  that  on  the  28th  day  of 
April,  1897,  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  had  -made  a 
new  schedule' of  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  the  transportation 
of  freight,  property,  passengers  and  cars  for  each  of  the  railroads 
doing  business  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  A  copy  of  said 
notice  is  hereunto  attached,  and  marked  Exhibit  "B." 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  on  or  about  the  5th  day  of  May^ 
1897,  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  North  Dakota, 
through  J.  E.  Phelan,  its  secretary,  forwarded  to  your  orator  a 
schedule  of  reasonable  maximum  freight  rates  for  North  Dakota, 
and  a  schedule  of  reeisonable  passenger  rates  for  North  Dakota. 
A  copy  of  said  notice  so  issued  by  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, through  J.  E.  Phelan,  its  secretary,  together  with  said 
schedule  of  reasonable  maximum  freight  rates,  and  said  schedule 
of  reasonable  maximum  passenger  rates,  is  hereunto  attached,  and 
marked  Exhibits  "C,  D  and  E." 

VI. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  said  defendants,  George  H. 
Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson,  as  such  commissioners  as 
aforesaid,  on  the  week  commencing  May  10,  1897,  caused  a  notice 
to  be  published  in  public  newspapers  in  each  judicial  district  of 
North  Dakota,  a  copy  of  which  notice  is  hereunto  attached,  and 
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marked  Exhibit  **F."  That  said  notice  was  published,  among  others, 
in  the  following  named  newspapers,  to-wit: 

The  Fargo  Forum. 
The  Grand  Forks  Herald. 
The  Dickey  County  Leader. 
The  St.  Thomas  Times. 
The  Devils  Lake  News. 
The  Mandan  Pioneer. 
The  Wells  County  News. 

The  defendants  named  above,  Alanson  W.  Edwards,  Horatio 
Plumley,  George  B.  Winship,  Fred  S.  Goddard,  Edwin  A.  Smith, 
Grant  S.  Hager,  Phillip  H.  Shortt,  R.  M.  Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stick- 
ley,  are  publishers  of  the  said  newspapers,  respectively,  and  pro- 
pose and  intend  to  continue  the  publication  of  said  notice  above 
set  forth,  and  will  so  continue  unless  restrained  by  the  order  of 
this  honorable  court. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  said  defendants,  George  H. 
Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  John  K.  Gibson,  as  such  commissioners, 
propose  and  intend  to  continue  the  publication  of  said  notice  in 
said  newspapers,  and  will,. unless  restrained  by  order  of  this  honor- 
able court,  continue  said  publication  in  said  newspapers  named,  or 
in  a  newspaper  in  each  judicial  district  of  the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  for  the  week  commencing  Monday,  May  17,  1897.  Some 
of  said  newspapers  are  not  and  will  not  be  published  until  Thurs- 
day, May  20,  of  said  week.  Your  orator  further  shows  that  said 
order  of  said  commissioners  fixing  such  maximum  charges  will,  by 
virtue  of  said  notice  so  published  as  aforesaid  and  of  the.acts  and 
doings  of  said  defendants  as  Railroad  Commissioners  of  North 
Dakota  as  above  set  forth,  become  operative  and  take  effect  on  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1897,  unless  said  defendants  are  restrained  by 
order  of  this  honorable  court  from  continuing  such  publication 
and  from  acting  under  the  said  orders  and  notices  hereinabove  set 
forth,  and  that  thereupon  your  orator  will  be  subjected  to  great 
and  irreparable  injury  and  to  claims  for  damages  and  to  prosecu- 
tion] for  penalties  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  North 
Dakota,  and  that  the  rights  of  your  orator  in  the  premises  can 
only  be  protected  by  the  interposition  of  this  honorable  court  and 
by  an  order  restraining  said  defendants  and  each  and  every  one  of 
them  from  continuing  a  further  publication  of  said  notice. 
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vn. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  rates  on  freight  and  pas- 
senger traflBc  so  fixed  as  aforesaid  by  said  defendants,  George  H. 
Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  J.  R.  Gibson,  as  Commissioners  of  Rail- 
roads of  the  state  of  I^orth  Dakota,  are  unjust  and  unreasonable, 
and  afford  no  adequate  or  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services 
which  your  orator  is  required  to  perform  as  a  common  carrier 
doing  business  as  such, in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  your 
orator  alleges  that  the  present  rates  on  passenger  and  freight  traffic 
upon  the  railroad  of  your  orator  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  are 
not  unjust  or  unreasonable,  but  on  the  contrary  thereof  are  insuf- 
ficient and  inadequate,  and  do  not  afford  proper  or  adequate  remun- 
eration for  the  services  performed. 

VIII. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  rates  now  existing  upon  your 
orator's  lines  in  North  Dakota,  on  passenger  and  freight  traffic  are 
not  sufficient  to  pay  operating  expenses,  taxes,  and  such  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  railroad  and  property  as  is 
properly  chargeable  to  earnings  on  local  traffic.  Your  orator  fur- 
ther shows  that  the  reduction  made  by  the  order  of  the  said  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  freight  traffic  ranges  from  about 
ten  (10)  to  about  sixty- two  (62)  per  cent  on  various  classes  of 
traffic,  and  that  the  reduction  in  merchandise  rates,  and  in  carload 
rates  on  grain,  cereals,  cattle  and  livestock  average  over  twenty 
(20)  per  cent  below  the  existing  rates.  Your  orator  further  shows 
that  should  a  corresponding  reduction  be  made  in  your  orator's 
rates  oir  its  business  local  in  other  states  through  which  its  lines 
extend  and  upon  interstate  traffic,  its  net  earnings  would  be 
reduced  below  a  sum  sufficient  to  maintain  its  property,  and  pay 
its  operating  expenses,  taxes  and  fixed  charges,  and  that  no  reward 
or  profit  whatever,  would  be  left  for  your  orator  for  the  perform- 
ance of  service  as  a  common  carrier  upon  its  railroad. 

IX. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  its  capitalization  in  bonds  and 
stock  amounts  to  about  thirty-four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
(S34,500)  per  mile,  upon  its  entire  system;  that  such  capitalization 
is  not  only  a  fair  and  reasonable  one,  but  that  a  much  larger 
amount    would    be    required    to   reproduce  the  said    system    of 
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railroad;  that  said  system  was  economically  constructed,  and 
has  been  economically  operated,  and  that  its  fixed  charges  are 
no  more  than*  were  absolutely  required  to  produce  or  acquire  said 
property,  and  its  equipment,  facilities  and  terminals;  that  all  of 
said  lines  in  North  Dakota  secure  and  receive  their  due  propor- 
tional benefit  of  all  said  terminal  facilities  and  equipment,  and  the 
value  of  said  property  in  North  Dakota,  and  its  capacity  for  serv- 
ing the  public  is  thereby  proportionately  increased  and  augmented. 

X. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  rates  for  the  transportation 
of  freight  upon  your  orator's  lines  in  North  Dakota  are  not  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  either  actually  or  relatively  as  compared  with  the 
rates  upon  other  portions  of  your  orator's  system  of  roads;  that  the 
cost  of  transportation  upon  any  line  or  in  any  locality  depends 
largely  upon  the  volume  of  traffic,  and  that  the  necessary  cost  and 
expenses  of  carrying  local  traffic  for  distances  such  as  are  involved 
in  the  distance  tariff  promulgated  by  the  said  defendants,  as  Rail- 
road Commissioners  of  North  Dakota,  are  estimated  by  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  subject  and  exi^erienced  in  the  operation  of 
railways,  to  exceed  the  cost  and  expense  of  carrying  through  ship- 
ments to  market  points^  by  over  forty  (40)  per  cent. 

Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  revenues  derived  by  your 
orator  from  local  traffic,  both  passenger  and  freight,  in  th6  state  of 
North  Dakota,  are  not  sufficient,  and  never  have  been  sufficient 
since  said  lines  were  operated,  to  pay  the  expense  of  carrying  such 
local  traffic.  During  the  year  1896,  the  entire  gross  earnings  of 
said  lines  of  your  orator  in  North  Dakota  from  local  traffic  were  as 
follows:

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Your  orator  further  shows  that  the  accounts  of  earnings  from  all 
sources  and  expenses  of  operation  are  computed  for  fiscal  years 
ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June  of  each  year,  and  that  the  earnings 
of  the  lines  in  North  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1896,  from  all  sources,  state  and  interstate,  computed  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  convention  of  railroad 
commissioners,  held  in  May,  1895,  including  freight,  passengers, 
mails,  express,  news  agents,  extra  baggage,  sleeping  cars,  rents  and 
telegraphs,  were  §76,092.12,  and  the  operating  expenses  §94,000.25 
and  taxes  $5,973.64,  leaving  an  actual  deficiency  of  $23,881.77. 

And  your  orator  shows  that  the  result  of  the  operation  of  said 
North  Dakota  lines  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1897,  are 
not  now  known,  and  will  not  be  definitely  known  until  the  expira- 
tion of  said  fiscal  year,  but  your  orator  says  that  they  will  not 
vary  much  from  the  results  of  the  operations  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1896. 

XI. 

Your  orator  further  shows  as  it  has  before  alleged  that  its  exist- 
ing rates  for  the  transportation  of  both  passengers  and  freight  in 
the  state  of  North  Dakota  are  not  unjust -or  unreasonable  to  the 
public,  but  are  less  than  they  ought  fairly  and  reasonably  to  be 
considering  the  service  performed,  and  the  expense  of  performing 
it,  and  your  orator  verily  believes,  and  therefore  charges  that  the 
acts  and  doings  of  the  said  defendants,  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L. 
Walton  and  J.  R.  Gibson,  as  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the 
state  of  North  Dakota,  in  reducing  the  passenger  and  freight  rates 
of  railroad  companies,  doing  business  in  that  state,  and  particu- 
larly of  your  orator,  were  arbitrary  and  unjust.  That  the  said 
order  above  referred  to  establishing  the  schedule  of  freight  rates, 
and  the  order  establishing  the  schedule  of  passenger  rates,  were 
not  made  in  pursuance  of  any  fair,  proper  or  reasonable  investiga- 
tion of  the  subject,  nor  with  a  view  of  doing  justice  to  the  said 
railroad  companies,  or  to  your  orator,  but  as  your  orator  verily 
believes  were  made  for  the  purjxDse  of  securing  lower  rates 
in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  regardless  of  the  rights  or 
interests  of  said  companies,  or  of  your  orator,  and  your  orator 
further  shows  that  if  said  schedule  of  maximum  rates  on  passenger 
and  freight  trafiic,  so  adopted  and  promulgated,  as  aforesaid,  by 
the  said  defendants,  G.  H.  Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  J.  K.  Gibson, 
is  put  into  effect,  and  your  orator  is  compelled  to  perform  service 
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as  a  common  carrier  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  for  the  compen- 
sation therein  provided,  your  orator  will  be  deprived  of  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws,  its  property  will  be  taken  without  just  com- 
pensation and  without  due  process  of  law;  and  your  orator  further 
alleges  that  the  matters  in  controversy  herein  exceed  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 

In  consideration  whereof,  and  forasmuch  as  your  orator  is 
remediless  in  the  premises,  at  and  by  the  strict  rules  of  the  com- 
mon law,  and  is  only  relievable  in  a  court  of  equity,  where  matters 
of  this,  kind  are  properly  cognizable  and  relievable,  ypur  orator 
prays: 

1.  That  your  honors  may  grant  unto  your  orator  a  writ  of  sub- 
poena of  the  United  States  of  America,  issuing  out  of  and  under 
the  seal  of  this  honorable  court,  directed  to  George  H.  Keyes, 
L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson,  as  Commissioners  of  Railroads 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  Alonson  W.  Edwards,  Horatio  Plum- 
ley,' George  B.  Winship,  Fred  S.  Goddard,  Edwin  A.  Smith,  Grant 
S.  Hager,  Phillip  H.  Shortt,  R.  M.  Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stickley,  the 
defendants  herein,  and  thereby  commanding  them  on  a  certain  day 
therein  to  be  named,  and  under  a  certain  penalty  to  be  and  appear 
before  this  honorable  court,  and  then  and  there  to  answer,  but  not 
under  oath,  such  oath  being  expressly  waived,  all  and  singular, 
the  premises,  and  to  stand  to,  perform  and  abide  by  such  order, 
direction  and  decree  as  may  be  made  against  thom  in  the  premises 
and  as  shall  seem  to  your  honors  to  be  meet  and  agreeable  to  equity 
and  good  conscience. 

2.  That  a  temporary  injunction  may  issue  against  the  said 
defendants,  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson, 
as  CJommissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  their 
agents,  servants  and  all  other  persons  claiming  to  act  by,  through  or 
under  them;  and  all  other  persons  whomsoever,  from  continuing 
the  publication  of  such  notices  in  the  said  newspapers  in 
each  of  the  said  judicial  districts  of  .the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  and*  from  allowing  or  permitting  the  same  to  be 
further  published,  and  that  in  and  by  said  temporary  injunction 
the  said  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson,  as 
Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  all 
other  persons  claiming  to  act  by,  through  or  under  them,  and  all 
other  persons  whomsoever,  be  further  enjoined  and  restrained  from 
putting  into  effect  or  claiming  to  put  into  effect  said  schedule  of 
maximum  passenger  and  freight  rates  so  adopted  by  them,  and 
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from  enforcing  or  attempting  to  enforce  said  schedules  and  from 
interfering  in  any  manner  with  your  orator  in  carrying  on  its  busi- 
ness in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  at  the  rates  for  the  carriage  of 
passengers  and  freight  now  in  effect  and  operation  upon  its  said 
lines  of  railroad  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  that  upon  the 
hearing  of  this  cause  and  the  entry  of  a  decree  herein,  said  tem- 
porary injunction  be  made  perpetual. 

3.  That  a  temporary  injunction  may  issue  against  the  said 
Alonson  W.  Edwards,  Horatio  Plumley,  George  B.  Winship,  Fred 
S.  Goddard,  Edwin  A.  Smith,  Grant  S.  Hager,  Phillip  H.  Shortt, 
R.  M.  Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stickley,  commanding  them  and  each  of 
them,  their  agents,  servants,  employes  and  all  persons  claiming  to 
act  by,  through  or  under  them  or  either  of  them  from  further 
publishing  in  said  newspapers  or  any  of  them  the  said  notice  of 
the  said  Board  of  Railroad  CJommissioners  of  North  Dakota,  herein- 
above set  forth,  and  that  upon  the  hearing  of  this  cause  and  the 
entry  of  a  decree  herein,  said  temporary  injunction  be  made 
perpetual. 

May  it  please  your  honors  to  grant  unto  your  orator  the  writ  of 
injunction,  issuing  out  your  honorable  court,  or  issued  by  one  of 
your  honors,  according  to  the  ordinary  course  and  practice  of  this 
court  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  directing,  commanding, 
enjoining  and  restraining  the  said  defendants,  George  H.  Keyes, 
L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson,  as  Railroad  Commissioners  of 
the  state  of  North  Dakota,  their  servants  and  agents,  and  all  per- 
sons claiming  to  act  for,  through  or  under  them,  and  all  persons 
whomsoever,  from  continuing  the  publication  of  such  notice  in 
said  newspapers  in  each  of  the  judicial  districts  of  the  state  of 
North  Dakota,  and  from  allowing  or  permitting  same  to  be  further 
published,  and  from  putting  into  effect  or  claiming  to  put  into 
effect  said  schedules  of  maximum  passenger  and  freight  rates,  and 
from  enforcing  or  attempting  to  enforce  said  schedules,  and  from 
interfering  in  any  manner  with  your  orator  in  carrying  on  its 
business  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  at  the  rates  for  the  carriage 
of  passengers  and  freight  now  in  effect  and  operation  upon  its 
lines  of  railroad  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  further 
directing,  commanding,  enjoiniug  and  restraining  said  defendants, 
Alonson  W.  Edwards,  Horatio  Plumley,  George  B.  Winship,  Fred 
S.  Goddard,  Edwin  A.  Smith,  Grant  S.  Hager,  Phillip  H.  Shortt, 
R.  M.  Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stickley,  and  each  of  them  respectively. 
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from   further  publishing  said  order  of  said  railroad  commissioners 
in  any  or  either  of  the  said  newspapers.  • 

And  your  orator  prays  that  until  said  temporary  injunction  shall 
issue  your  honors  will  issue  a  temporary  restraining  order  against 
said  defendants  and  each  of  them  in  the  form  and  to  the  effect 
above  prayed. 

And  may  it  please  your  honors  to  grant  unto  your  orator  such 
other  and  further  relief  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  require 
and  to  this  honorable  court  shall  seem  meet  and  your  orator,  as  in 
duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

.enforcement  of  the  commissioners*  orders  of  May  5,  1897,  relating  to  reasonable 
maximum  rates,  as  required  by  Chapter  121,  !:;es8ion  Laws  of  1897. 

The  commissioners  having  promulgated  the  schedules  of  reasonable  maxi- 
mum rates  and  having  complied  with  the  law  so  far  as  in  their  power  and  such 
action  having  been  arrested  by  injunction  of  the  federal  court,  the  case  has  practi- 
cally gone  by  default  by  failure  to  make  necessary  answer  to  the  court  and  not 
having  the  case  brought  to  trial  in  reasonable  time. 

The  commissioners  desire  to  go  on  record  in  this  matter  in  light  of  the  just 
and  lawful  demands  of  the  people  for  reasonable  freight  rates,  and  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  case"  be  given  reasonable  attention  and  be  pushed  to  a  settlement.

Dear  Sir:     Your  favor  of  September  7th  received  this  day,  Oct.  i6th. 

The  executive  and  the  administration  generally  (unless  it  be  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  attorney  general  who  have  been  identified  with 
the  railroad  case  from  its  inception)  have  ^en  quite  as  anxious  and  interested  as 
the  latter  in  seeing  the  schedules  of  reasonable  maximum  rates  enforced,  as  pro- 
mulgated by  the  board,  and  have  been  ready  to  assist  and  back  the  commissioners 
in  every  way  possible.  Your  board  was  informed  when  an  appeal  was  made  for 
assistance  to  the  executive  last  July  and  again  about  August  15th  that  there  was 
not  a  dollar  available — no  appropropriation  from  which  the  expenses  of  maintain- 
ing this  action  could  be  taken.  Later  it  was  suggested  to  the  attorney  general  that 
he  or  the  commissioners  secure  assistance  and  without  question  the*  next  legisla- 
ture would  reimburse  him  or  your  board.  Notwithstanding  this  fact  upon  two 
occasions  when  continuances  of  this  case  were  asked  for  and  granted  by  the 
court,  information  has  been  furnished  the  public  through  the  press  by  parties 
handling  the  case  that  has  been  absolutely  at  variance  with  the  facts  and  with 
the  evident  intention  of  shifting  the  responsibility  for  the  continued  delay  to  the 
executive  or  the  administration.  There  will  not  be  a  cent  more  available*  for  the 
pushing  of  this  case  November  ist  than  there  was  October  ist,  or  at  any  other 
period,  and  none  know  this  better  than  the  railroad  commissioners  themselves 
and  the  attorney  general.  Provision  must  be  made  for  any  funds  advanced  by  the 
next  Legislative  Assembly. 

The  administration  desires  to  see  this  case  pushed  to  the  bitter  end  and 
fought  out  upon  its  merits  without  further  delay,  and  I  have  therefore  to  inform  you 
that  the  administration  will  advance  from  its  private  account  sufficient  funds  to 
bring  this  case  to  a  successful  issue  upon  duly  verified  vouchers  being  filed  by 
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the  Board  of  RailrcJad  Commissioners  with  the  executive  showing  to  whom  and 
for  what  purpose  funds  are  expended. 

You  are  authorized  to  make  application  forthwith,  and  as  stated,  put  the 
necessary  machinery  in  motion  for  a  speedy  adjudication  of  this  case.

defendants  say: 

I. 

The  said  defendants  admit  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  pursuant 
to  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  having  its  principal 
place  of  business  iii  Si  Paul,  in  the  county  of  Ramsey  in  said  state, 
and  that  the  defendants,  Geo.  H.  Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton  and  John 
R.  Gibson,  are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers'duly  elected  and  qualified  in  and  for  the  state  of  North  Dakota, 
and  that  the  defendant,  J.  E.  Phelan,  is  the  secretary  of  said  board, 
Com.

Defendants  admit  that  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba 
Railway  Company  (hereinafter,  for  convenience,  called  the  Manitoba 
Company)  is  a  railway  corporation  organized  and  existing  under 
and  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  that  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1890,  said  Manitoba  Company  owned 
and  was  engaged  in  operating  a  line  of  railway  as  follows:

Defendants  have  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  information  to  form 
a  belief  as  to  whether  the  Manitoba  Company,  mentioned  in  said 
complaint,  executed  the  lease  alleged  in  said  complaint  for  the 
property  upon  the  terms  and  for  the  consideration  therein  stated, 
and  therefore  defendants  deny  the  same  and  each  and  every  allega- 
tion in  said  complaint  contained  in  regard  thereto.

Said  defendants  allege  that  if  said  contract  was  executed  it  was 
merely  executed  in  favor  of  a  corporation  consisting  almost  entirely 
of  the  stockholders  of  the  said  Manitoba  Company,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  enlarging  the  capital  stock  and  bonds,  deriving  revenue 
from  the  operation  of  said  railway  and  to  increase  the  expense  of 
operating  and  maintaining  said  line  of  railway  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  apparent  profits  of  said  Manitoba  Company  smaller 
than  they  really  are  and  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  unreasonable 
"  passenger  and  freight  rates  from  the  patrons  of  complainant  for 
distribution  among  the  stockholders  of  complainant  and  said  Man- 
itoba Company. 

V. 

Defendants  admit  that  the  line  of  the  said  Manitoba  Company  in 
what  is  now  North  Dakota,  was  constructed  prior  to  1890,  and 
before  North  Dakota  was  admitted  as  one  of  the  United  States, 
and  that  said  line  in  North  Dakota  was  constructed  under  a  law  of 
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the  territory,  which  authorized  it  to  extend  its  line  by  filing  and 
recording  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  territory  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  company  designating  the  route 
of  the  extension  of  said  line. 

VI. 

Defendants  admit  the  completion  of  the  extension  of  the 
line  from  Havre,  Montana,  westerly  across  the  states  of  Idaho  and 
Washington  to  the  city  of  Everett,  on  Puget  Sound,  as  alleged  in 
said  complaint,  but  have  no  knowledge  or  information  upon  which 
to  form  a  belief  as  to  whether  or  not  the  said  extension  came  under 
the  provisions  of  said  alleged  lease  and  therefore  deny  that  the 
same  came  under  the  provisions  of  said  lease  or  is  now  managed 
or  operated  for  any  other  reason  than  as  hereinbefore  stated. 

VII. 

Defendants  admit  that  the  mileage  of  the  said  Manitoba  Company 
is  3,770.10  miles  of  main  track,  of  which  1,064  miles  is  in  the  state 
of  North  Dakota. 

VIII. 

Defendants  admit  that  said  line  of  railroad  was  judiciously 
located  in  the  states  of  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota,  but  deny 
that  the  same  is  true  of  its  location  in  Jd^ontana,  Idaho,  South 
Dakota  and  Washington;  and  defendants  further  deny  that  any 
portion  of  said  line  was  economically  constructed,  but  on  the  con- 
trary, allege  that  large  sums  of  money  were  extravagantly  expended 
and  misappropriated  in  and  about  the  construction  of  said  road 
and  the  sums  of  money  charged  to  construction  of  said  line  largely 
exceeds  the  real  amount  of  money  spent  in  the  construction. 

IX. 

Defendants  admit  that  in  many  departments  of  the  management 
of  said  line  of  railroad  the  strictest  economy  has  been  practiced, 
especially  with  reference  to  the  compensation  of  employes  other 
than  certain  of  its  officials,  but  also  allege  that  large  sums  of  money 
charged  as  expenses  in  the  management  and  operation  of  said  line 
of  railroad  have  not  been  and  are  not  properly  and  necessarily 
expended  for  such  purposes,  but  have  been  misappropriated  and 
are  extravagantly  and  unnecessarily  expended  in  large  salaries  of 
officials  and  for  many  other  and  divers  purposes  aside  from  the 
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operating  and  maintaining  of  said  line  of  railroad  and  the  paying 
of  fixed  charges  thereon  and  interest  upon  the  investments  therein. 

X. 

Defendants  deny  that  it  cost  to  construct  and  equip  the  mileage 
of  said  railroad  in  North  Diikota  with  yards,  station  grounds,  build- 
ings and  terminal  facilities  over  $23,000,000,  and  allege  that  it  did 
not  cost  to  construct  and  equip  said  mileage  as  aJEoresaid  more  than 
the  sum  of  $12,768,000;  and  defendants  allege  that  in  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  the  mileage  of  said  Manitoba  Company 
as  aforesaid,  no  greater  sum  than  said  sum  of  $12,768,000  should 
be  charged  by  said  Manitoba  Company  to  construction  and  equip- 
ment as  aforesaid  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 

XI. 

Defendants  deny  that  it  would  cost  to  construct  and  replace  said 
line  in  said  state  of  North  Dakota  with  its  equipment,  buildings 
and  appurtenances  more  than  its  original  cost  of  coustruction  as 
alleged,  to-wit:  $23,000,000,  and  more  than  the  bonds  and  stocks 
■ditstanding  on  account  of  such  line;  and  defendants  especially 
deny  that  the  face  value  of  said  stocks  and  bonds  represent  the 
actual  money  necessarily,  economically  ai^d  judiciously  expended 
in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  said  line  as  aforesaid.  De- 
fendants also  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  large  land 
grants  were  given  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  line  of  railroad, 
the  number  of  acres  and  the  value  thereof  being  unknown  to  de- 
fendants, but  they  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  a  large 
part  of  the  money  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  line  was 
derived  from  the  proceeds  of  said  lands  and  that  a  large  part  of  the 
said  lands  are  included  in  the  mortgages  aforesaid  upon  said  line. 
Defendants  further  allege  that  in  estimating  the  cost  and  value  of 
said  road  upon  which  return  for  investment  should  be  demanded 
by  complainant,  the  total  value  of  said  lands  should  be  deducted 
from  the  total  actual  cost  of  said  road. 

XII. 

Defendants  allege  that  the  face  value  of  the  stocks  and  bonds 
aforesaid  greatly  exceeds  the  actual  amount  of  money  so  expended 
in  constructing  and  equiping  said  line  and  further  allege  upon 
information  and  belief  that  said  stocks  and  bonds  were  sold  at 
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much  less  than  the  actual  face  value  thereof  and  that  the  interest 
now  demanded  by  said  complainant  for  investors  therein  is  not 
based  upon  the  actual  money  invested  but  upon  the  face  value  of 
said  stocks  and  bonds;  that  the  value  of  said  stocks  and  bonds  at 
the  present  time  have  been  produced  by  the  interest-paying 
capacity  of  said  stocks  and  bonds,  due  to  the  excessive  rates 
charged  upon  said  line  for  many  years  for  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  and  not  by  reason  of  the  money  invested  therein. 

XIII. 

Defendants  further  allege  that  an  average  rate  of  interest,  4 
15-100  per  cent,  upon  said  alleged  $85,382,984.85  of  said  bonds  and 
an  annual  dividend  of  6  per  cent  upon  said  capital  stock  of  $20,- 
000,000.00  are  each  excessive  and  unnecessarily  high  rates  of  interest 
to  be  paid  upon  such  investment,  guaranteed  as  alleged  in  said 

complaint  for  nine  hundred  and  ninety -nine  (999)  years. 

» 

XIV. 

Defendants  allege  that  aside  from  the  portions,  of  said  railway 
line  located  in  the  states  of  Minnesota,  North  Dakota  and  soAe 
portions  of  Montana,  the  said  railway  was  not  judiciously  located 
and  defendants  allege  that  as  evidenced  by  the  stocks  and  bonds 
issued  on  account  thereof  the  said  road  was  not  economically  con- 
structed, 

XV. 

And  defendants  further  allege  that  the  face  value  of  said  stocks 
and  bonds  largely  exceed  the  amount  of  money  actually  invested 
in  said  construction  or  which  would  be  required  to  reproduce  and 
replace  said  line  of  railway.  Defendants  upon  information  and 
believe  allege  that  said  line  of  railway  did  not  actually  cost  to 
exceed  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  per  mile  and  that  the  same  could  be 
replaced  and  reproduced  for  said  last  mentioned  sum. 

XVI. 

Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  in  addition 
to  paying  interest  and  dividends  upon  the  stoclfs  and  bonds  alleged 
to  have  been  issued  by  said  Manitoba  Company,  said  complainant 
also  claims  to  recover  interest  upon  stocks  and  bonds  issued  by 
complainant,  the  face  value  of  which  stocks  and  bonds  aggregate 
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about  $50,000,000.00,  upon  which  is  paid  an  income  to  the  holders 
thereof  about  5  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  operation  of  said  line 
of  railway. 

XVII. 

Defendants  admit  that  on  or  about  April  15,  1897,  they,  as  such 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  gave  complainant  the  notice  in 
writing  mentioned  in  said  complaint;  that  at  the  time  fixed  in  said 
notice  complainant,  by  its  representatives,  appeared  before  said 
board,  and  defendants  allege  that  one  of  the  said  commissioners 
and  many  other  persons  at  said  meeting  stated  in  substance  to 
said  representatives  and  those  present  that  the  people  of  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  expected  the  said  commissioners  under  said 
House  Bill  No.  121  to  carefully  investigate  the  rates  for  passenger 
and  freight  traffic  and  adjust  the  same  so  as  to  make  such  rates 
reasonable  and  just,  as  numerous  complaints  had  been  made  that 
the  same  were  not  reasonable  and  just,  and  such  was  the  general 
impression  among  the  people  of  said  state,  but  defendants  deny 
that  the  statement  made  by  such  commissioner  was  as  set  forth 
in  said  complaint,  either  in  substance  or  eflFect. 

XVIII. 

Defendants  allege  that  numerous  complaints  had  been  made  to 
complainant  and  to  its  agents  and  officials  that  its  local  rates  in 
North  Dakota  were  unreasonable  and  unjust,  that  its  local  rates 
discriminated  against  certain  persons,  places,  freights  and  passen- 
gers and  discriminated  in  favor  of  others;  that  numerous  applica- 
tions had  been  made  to  said  complainant  to  adjust  its  rates  in  the 
said  state  of  North  Dakota  so  that  the  same  is  just  and  reasonable 
and  not  discriminate  as  aforesaid,  but  said  complainant  wholly 
neglected  and  refused  so  to  do. 

XIX. 

Defendants  admit  that  the  House  Bill  No.  121,  mentioned  in 
said  complaint,  was  passed  for  the  purpose,  among  other  things,  of 
granting  to  said  commissioners  more  power  over  the  regulation  of 
freight  and  passenger  rates  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  that 
the  people  of  said  state,  upon  the  passage  of  said  bill,  expected 
that  the  enforcement  of  said  law  by  said  board  of  commissioners 
would  result  in  the  reduction  of  the  existing  passenger  and  freight 
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rates  and  in  the  use  of  such  rates  as  would  be  reasonable  and  just, 
both  to  complainant  and  to  the  people.  That  said  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners  sought  to  accomplish  the  object'  of  said  law, 
and  under  its  provisions  sought  to  advise  with  complainant's  rep- 
resentatives as  to  what  just  and  reasonable  rates  would  be  in  said 
state  of  North  Dakota,  but  said  complainant,  by  its  representatives, 
wholly  refused  to  answer  many  of  the  pertinent  questions  of  de- 
fendants which  would  tend  to  show  what  rates  should  be  estab- 
lished as  just  and  reasonable;  that  upon  full  investigation  of  the 
premises  said  board  was  fully  satisfied  that  a  reduction  to  a  scien- 
tific, just  and  reasonable  tariff  for  passengers  and  freight  traffic  in 
this  state  should  be  adopted  by  said  board  and  enforced  upon  said 
line  of  railway  and  other  lines,  and  that  said  order,  Exhibit  "2"  (as 
hereinafter  corrected),  referred  to  in  said  complaint,  was  made 
April  28,  1897,  by  said  board  to  establish  just  and  reasonable  max- 
imum rates  for  passenger  and  freight  traffic  in  this  state. 

XX. 

Defendants  admit  that  they  sought  to  put  said  order  into  effect 
by  publication  of  notice  thereof,  as  alleged  in  said  complaint,  and 
that  said  order  would  have  become  operative  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1897,  if  the  publication  of  the  same  had  not  been 
restrained  by  this  honorable  court. 

XXI. 

Defendants  deny  that  they  have  sufficient  knowledge  or  infor- 
mation to  form  a  belief  as  to  whether  complainant  would  have  been 
subjected  to  prosecutions  for  damages  and  penalties  by  many  other 
persons  under  the  provisions  of  said  House  Bill  No.  121,  and  that 
under  its  operations  complainrmt  would  suffer  great  and  irrepar- 
able injury  and  defendants  therefore  deny  the  same  and  in  this  con- 
nection defendants  say  for  themselves  that  they  never  contem- 
plated, threatened  or  intended  to  bring  any  action,  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding against  said  complainant  under  said  law  unless  said  com- 
plainant should  refuse  to  obey  the  said  order  of  said  commis- 
sioners when  the  same  had  been  put  in*  force  and  effect,  but 
should  said  complainant  have  failed  to  obey  said  order  the  said 
defendant^  admit  that  they  would  then  have  commenced  such  an 
action  as  would  have  been  proper  under  said  law  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  said  law. 
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XXII. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  earnings  of  complainant  under  the 
operations  of  said  law  would  be  reduced  to  such  an  extent  as  would 
amount  to  confiscation  of  its  property;  they  deny  that  the  said 
earnings  would  be  decreased  more  than  about  10  per  cent,  which 
reduction  defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief,  would  be 
more  than  offset  by  the  increasing  net  income  from  passenger  and 
freight  traffic  under  the  reduced  rates.  Defendants  further  deny 
that  said  complainant  would  under  said  law  be  deprived  of  its 
property  without  due  process  of  law  in  violation  of  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

XXIII. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  local  distance  tariff,  Exhibit  **4,'* 
attached  to  said  complaint,  is  the  same  as  is  used  in  Minnesota  and 
South  Dakota,  and  they  allege  that  a  great  number  of  special 
tariffs  are  given  and  used  upon  said  line  in  Minnesota,  South 
Dakota  and  to  some  points  in  North  Dakota,  by  which  certain 
persons  and  places  receive  a  much  less  rate  for  freight  and  passen- 
ger traffic  than  other  persons  and  i)laces  similarly  situated,  by 
reason  of  which  an  unjust  burden  is  placed  upon  some  of  said 
patrons  of  said  road  to  pay  the  increased  rates  exacted  from  some  of 
said  patrons,  more  especially  the  patrons  thereof  in  the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  said  increased  rate  being  exacted  to  enable  complainant 
to  derive  from  the  rates  charged  upon  said  line  the  full  amount  of 
said  sums  of  money  alleged  in  said  complaint  to  be  necessary  for 
the  payment  of  operating  expenses,  fixed  charges  and  interest  and 
dividends  upon  the  money  invested  in  said  line  of  railway  and 
thereby  an  unjust  and  unreasonable  rate  for  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  is  and  has  been  charged  by  complainant  upon  its  line  in 
this  state. 

XXIV. 

Defendants  have  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  information  to 
form  a  belief  as  to  the  truth  regarding  a  comparison  of  the  local 
tariffs  of  Minnesota,  Soiith  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washing- 
ton with  the  local  tariff,  Exhibit  "4:,"  annexed  to  said  complaint  and 
used  in  North  Dakota,  and  defendants  therefore  leave  complainant 
to  its  proofs  in  that  regard.  But  in  this  connection  defendants 
allege  that  the  cost  of  constructing,  equipping,  maintaining  and 
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operating  the  railway  of  complainant  in  the  states  of  Montana, 
Idaho  and  Washington  is  very  much  higher  than  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota;  that  the  local  and  interstate  tariffs  in  force  in  said 
states  are  not  just  and  reasonable  and  do  not  impose  upon  that 
part  of  said  railway  line  situated  in  said  states  the  fair  proportion 
of  expenses  that  should  be  attributed  to  that  portion  of  said  line 
in  said  states  by  reason  of  which  the  local  and  interstate  business 
of  said  railway  done  in  aid  originating  in  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  has  borne  and  now  bears  an  unjust  and  excessive  propor- 
tion of  freight  and  passenger  charges  in  order  to  raise  the  several 
amounts  collected  upon  said  railway  as  an  entirety  for  the  payment 
of  exijenses,  fixed  charges  and  interest  and  dividends  upon  the 
sums  claimed  to  be  invested  in  said  railway. 

XXV. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  local  rates  of  complainant  in  North 
Dakota,  considering  the  volume  of  traffic  and  the  circumstances 
and  conditions  attending  it,  are  lower  than  its  local  rates  in  other 
states  through  which  its  line  extends.  Defendants  further  deny 
that  the  interstate  rates  of  complainant  are  just  and  reasonable  and 
also  deny  that  its  total  earnings  are  no  more  than  it  is  entitled  to 
receive  and  no  more  than  is  necessary  to  pay  operating  expenses 
maintain  its  property  and  pay  reasonable  returns  upon  its  cost,  and 
in  this  connection  defendants  allege  that  the  local  and  interstate 
rates  charged  upon  traffic  in  and  originating  within  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  are  higher  than  in  other  states  through  which  its 
said  line  extends  and  a  much  greater  gross  income  and  net  profit 
per  mile  of  said  road  is  collected  in  said  state  of  North  Dakota 
than  in  either  of  said  states,  which  greater  income  and  profit  is 
largely  derived  from  its  unjust  and  unreasonable  freight  and  pas- 
senger rates  local  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota, 

XXVI. 

Defendants  allege  that  the  freight  and  passenger  rates  fixed  and 
sought  to  be  established  by  the  order  of  said  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  were  and  are  reasonable  and  just,  and  they  further 
allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  said  complainant,  by  sub- 
mission to  said  law  and  said  order  of  said  commissioners  made 
thereunder,  would  and  will  receive  sufficient  earnings  over  and 
above  all  expenses  and  charges  to  pay  reasonable  and  fair  compen- 
sation upon  the  money  actually  invested  in  said  line  of  railway. 
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XXVII. 

The  defendants  further  allege  that  they  have  no  certain  or  posi- 
tive knowledge  or  information  as  to : 

(1)  The  freight  and  passenger  traffic  earnings  of  complainant 
local  to  North  Dakota  for  the  years  ending  June  30,  1894,  1895 
and  1896. 

(2)  Its  freight  traffic  earnings  local  to  other  states. 

(3)  Its  freight  traffic  earnings  derived  from  interstate  traffic. 

(4)  The  operating  expenses,  taxes  and  all  other  expenses  and 
charges  of  complainant  in  the  state  of  Morth  Dakota  on  account  of 
said  line  of  railway  and  the  several  items  stated  in  said  complaint 
in  reference  thereto. 

(5)  As  to  the  percentage  of  operating  expenses  to  earnings  on 
account  of  all  traffic  and  of  the  said  percentage  made  use  of  by 
said  complainant  in  stating  its  cause  of  action  in  said  complaint 
and  the  sums  and  amounts  stated  in  said  complaint  as  the  result 
of  the  application  of  the  said  percentages  to  'the  operating  of  said 
line  of  railway  pursuant  to  the  order  of  said  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  but  said  defendants  allege  upon  information  and 
belief,  with  reference  to  the  items  mentioned  in  subdivision  1 
hereof  that  the  said  freight  and  passenger  traffic  earnings  were 
much  more  than  the  respective  sums  set  forth  in  said  complaint. 
With  reference  to  the  items  mentioned  in  subdivison  2  hereof,  that 
the  freight  traffic  earnings  local  to  the  other  states  was  in  the 
aggregate  less  than  the  amount  stated  in  said  complaint.  With 
reference  to  the  items  referred  to  in  subdivision  3  hereof,  that  the 
amount  of  earnings  is  not  nearly  so  much  as  the  sums  stated  in 
said  complaint,  and  a  very  large  portion  thereof  should  be  appor- 
tioned to  earnings  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 

With  reference  to  the  items  mentioned  in  subdivision  4  hereof, 
that  the  operating  expenses,  taxes,  other  expenses  and  charges  are 
much  less  than  the  amounts  stated  in  said  complaint. 

With  reference  to  the  items  referred  to  in  subdivision  5  hereof, 
that  the  proper  percentage  of  maintenance  and  operating  expenses 
to  earnings  to  be  applied  to  the  gross  freight  and  passenger  earn- 
ings of  North  Dakota  for  the  year  1894,  1895  and  1896  would  show 
much  larger  net  earnings  and  a  surplus  instead  of  a  deficiency  in 
each  of  said  years  and  defendants  deny  that  the  percentages  made 
use  of  by  complainant  is  the  correct  one  or  that  the  sums  to  which 
it  is  applied  are  the  correct  sums. 
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XXVIII. 

Defendants  deny  that  during  the  years  1890  to  1897  inclusive 
that  said  complainant  has  not  received  from  the  operation  of  said 
line  a  net  revenue  sufficient  to  pay  operating  expenses,  taxes,  inter- 
est and  dividends  upon  the  money  actually  invested  in  said  line  of 
railway;  and  defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief,  that 
complainant  has  received  more  net  earnings  than  was  sufficient  to 
keep  the  capital  account  of  said  line  good  for  all  money  actually 
invested  therein  and  to  properly  maintain  and  repair  said  property. 

XXIX. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  rates  set  forth  in  the  order  of  said 
commissioners  would  cause  a  reduction  of  twenty -two  (22)  per 
cent  in  the  total  net  earnings  of  complainant  or  that  such  rates 
would  deprive  it  of  sufficient  revenue  to  pay  operating  expenses, 
taxes  and  proper  fixed  charges,  and  defendants  deny  each  and 
«very  allegation  made  in  said  complaint  as  to  the  insufficiency  of 
the  rates  fixed  by  said  order  to  raise  sufficient  net  income  to  pay 
all  operating  expenses,  taxes,  other  proper  charges  ^nd  a  just  and 
reasonable  return  upon  the  money  actually  invested  in  the  stocks 
and  bonds  of  said  railway. 

XXX. 

Defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  is  now  and  for  a  long 
time  past  has  been  carrying  passengers  and  freight  at  rates  much 
less  than  the  rates  sought  to  be  established  by  said  commissioners 
and  that  rates  much  less  than  the  said  commissioners'  rates  ar^ 
now  in  force  upon  many  lines  of  railway  in  states  similarly  situated 
as  the  state  of  North  Dakota,- to- wit:  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska 
and  South  Dakota,  and  upon  lines  of  railway  similar  in  construc- 
tion, equipment  and  expense  of  operating  with  complainant's  line. 
Defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  has  in  force  upon  por- 
tions of  its  line  in  this  state  rates  that  are  less  than  the  rates  fixed 
in  said  order. 

XXXI. 

Defendants  deny  that  under  its  reports  to  the  state  of  North 
Dakota  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1896,  there  was  credited  as  earned  within 
the  state  of  North  Dakota  a  sum  largely  in  excess  of  what  was 
earned  in   fact  in  said  state,  and  they  deny  that  the  deductions 
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claimed  in  said  complaint  should  be  made.  Defendants  allege  that 
the  proper  proportion  of  interstate  earnings  have  not  been  attributed 
to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  in  any  of  the  computations  and  state- 
ments made  in  said  complaint.  They  further  allege,  upon  infor- 
mation and  belief,  that  the  proper  proportion  thereof  is  much 
greater  than  is  stated  in  said  complaint,  but  defendants  have  no 
definite  or  positive  knowledge  as  to  the  exact  amount  to  be  so 
attributed  to  this  state.  Defendants  further  allege  upon  informa- 
tion and  belief  that  but  little  of  the  passenger  business  of  the 
complainant  is  affected  by  the  rates  contained  in  the  schedules  of 
said  commissioners  for  the  reason  that  but  a  small  part  of  its 
business  would  be  subject  to  any  reductions  under  said  schedules, 
to- wit:  Only  that  part  of  said  business  for  which  the  rate  charged 
exceeds  3  cents  per  mile,  which  would  make  the  reduction  upon 
passenger  business  much  less  than  as  stated  in  said  complaint. 
That  more  than  one-half  of  said  passenger  business  is  now  done  at 
rates  not  exceeding  3  cents  per  mile.  Defendants  further  allege  in 
reference  to  said  local  passenger  business  done  by  complainant 
that  a  very  large  part  of  it  is  done  by  means  of  passenger  oars 
attached  to  freight  trains,  and  defendants  further  allege  upon 
information  and  belief  that  the  cost  of  thus  transporting  passengers 
is  but  trifling,  and  in  fact  is  much  less  than  the  sums  charged.  As 
an  expense  to  such  traffic  by  complainant,  defendants  further 
allege  that  the  rate  of  4  cents  per  mile  for  the  passenger  service, 
such  as  above  referred  to,  is  exorbitant,  wholly  unreasonable  and 
unjust,  as  compared  with  other  passenger  rates  in  force  upon  com- 
plainant's line,  especially  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  Defend- 
ants allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  more  than  one-half  of 
the  traffic  carried  upon  the  roads  of  cotnplainant  in  this  state  con- 
sists of  cattle,  minerals,  lumber  and  other  goods  carried  to  points 
east  of  this  state  from  points  west  thereof,  and  to  points  west  of 
this  state  from  points  east  thereof,  upon  very  low  rates  for  trans- 
portation thereof  as  compared  with  local  rates,  which  property  is 
generally  carried  through  this  state  in  carload  lots  and  in  many 
instances  in  trainload  lots,  no  other  business  being  done  in  said 
cars  or  trains  while  in  transit  across  this  state,  and  therefore  the 
expense  of  transporting  said  property  is  not  properly  chargeable 
to  the  expense  of  complainant  within  this  state,  and  defendants 
allege  that  such  expenses  are  attributed  to  the  portion  of  the  line 
in  this  state  and  deducted  from  the  local  earnings  in  said  state  to 
obtain  the  amounts  set  forth  in  said  complaint  as  the  net  income 
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of  complainant,  without  allowing  to  said  state  its  proper  part  of 
the  income  derived  from  carrying  said  property. 

XXXII. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  cost  of  conducting  transportation  to 
the  extent  of  more  than  one-third  should  be  charged  to  local  traflBc 
and  likewise  one-third  of  general  expense  and  cost  of  maintenance. 
Defendants  also  deny  that  the  earninpjs  from  passenger  rates  of  3 
cents  per  mile  in  this  state  would  not  pay  operating  expenses  inci- 
dent to  it  under  economical  administration,  and  they  deny  that  it 
costs  complainant  over  3  cents  per  passenger  mile  to  oonduct  its 
local  passenger  transportation  in  North  Dakota,  taking  into  ac- 
count passengers  who  pay  no  rate  and  apportioning  to  said  state 
its  proper  share  of  the  earnings  from  interstate  passengef  fares 
based  upon  the  rates  charged  in  North  Dakota.  Defendants  also 
deny  that  Table  No.  "5,"  attached  to  the  said  complaint,  shows  the 
percentage  of  reduction  made  by  said  order  of  said  commissioners. 
They  further  deny  that  said  complainant  is  wholly  remediless  at 
law  and  has  only  a  remedy  in  equity.  And  in  this  connection 
defendants  allege  that  the  said  legislative  act  (House  Bill  No. 
121)  provides  among  other  things  for  notice  of  orders  and 
decisions  made  and  speedy  appeals  to  the  district  and  supreme 
courts  of  this  state  and  prompt  adjudications  thereby  upon  this 
or  any  other  similar  order  or  decision  made  by  said  board  of  com- 
missioners affecting  the  rights  of  complainant.  Defendants  fur- 
ther allege  upon  information  and  belief,  that  the  said  district  and 
supreme  court  of  said  state  could  and  would  pending  any  such 
appeal  taken  by  complainant  fully  protect  all  of  the  interests  of 
complainant  under  said  law.  Defendants  further  allege  that  by 
reason  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  the  said  complainant  has  a 
plain,  speedy  and  adequate  remedy  at  law  and  should  not  have 
invoked  the  interposition  of  this  honorable  court  herein.  Defend- 
ants further  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  complainant 
has  only  invoked  the  interposition  of  this  honorable  court  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  a  speedy  decision  in  said  state  courts  upon 
the  reasonableness  and  justice  of  said  commissioners'  order  and  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  delays  incident  to  the  trial  of  civil 
actions  in  the  United  States  supreme  court  and  court  of  appeals 
by  reason  of  the  vast  amount  of  litigation  pending  in  said  last 
mentioned  courts.

These  defendants  further  answer  and  say  that  if  there  is  any 
other  matter,  cause  or  thing  in  said  complaint  contained  material 
or  necessary  for  these  defendants,  or  either  of  them,  to  make 
answer  unto  and  not  herein  well  and  sufficiently  answered,  con- 
fessed, traversed  and  avoided  or  denied,  the  same  is  not  true  to  the 
knowledge  or  belief  of  said  defendants,  and  which  matters  and 
things  these  defendants  are  ready  and  willing  to  aver,  maintain  and 
prove  as  this  honorable  court  shall*  direct.

Plumley,  George  B.  Winship,  Fred  S.  Goddard,  Edwin  A.  Smith, 
Grant  S.  Hager,  Philip  H.  Shortt,  R.  M.  Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stick- 
ley,  the  defendants,  to  the  bill  of  corfplaint  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  complainant,  now  and  at  all  times 
hereinafter  saving  and  reserving  to  themselves  all  and  all  manner 
of  benefit,  or  advantage  of  exception  or  otherwise  that  can  or  may 
be  had  or  taken  to  the  manner,  including  uncertainties  and  imper- 
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fections,  in  the  said  bill  contained,  for  answer  thereto,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  these  defendants  are  advised  it  is  material  or  necessary 
for  them  to  make  answer  to,  answering  these  defendants  say : 


The  said  defendants  admit  that  the  complainant  is  a  corporation 
duly  incorporated,  organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  and  having  its  principal  place 
of  business  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  and  that  George  H. 
Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton,  John  R.  Gibson,  J.  E.  Phelan,  Alonson  W. 
Edwards,  Horatio  C.  Plumley,  George  B.  Winship,  Fred  S.  God- 
dard,  Edwin  A.  Smith,  Grant  S.  Hager,  Philip  H.  Shortt,  R.  M. 
Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stickley  are  each  and  all  citizens  of  the  state  of 
North  Dakota,  residing  therein. 

II. 

Defendants  further  admit  that  on  or  about  March  8,  A.  D.  1897, 
the  legislature  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  passed  that  certain  law 
referred  to  in  the  bill  of  complaint  herein,  commonly  known  as 
House  Bill  No.  121;  and  defendants  also  admit  that  the  defend- 
ants, George  H.  Keyes;  L.  L.  Walton  and  John  R.  Gibson,  are 
and  have  been  since  the  said  law  was  passed  the  duly  qualified, 
acting  and  lawful  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  and  that  the  said  J.  E.  Phelan  is  and*  has  been  the  secre- 
tary of  said  commission. 

III. 

Defendants  admit  that  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  April,  A.  D. 
1897,  the  said  defendants  last  named  caused  the  notice  in  writing 
referred  to  in  said  bill  of  complaint  to  be  delivered  to  complainant, 
which  notice  set  forth  the  proposed  meeting  of  said  commissioners 
at  Grand  Forks,  North  Dakota,  on  April  27,  A.  D.  1897,  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  freight  and  passenger  rates  as  set  forth  in  said 
complaint,  and  said  defendants  admit  that  they  met  in  Grand 
Forks  pursuant  to  said  notice,  and  after  much  careful  investigation 
in  the  premises,  did,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  House  Bill 
No.  121,  which  is  a  valid  and  existing  law  of  the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  and  in  the  exercise  of  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  of  said 
Board  of  (Commissioners  of  Railroads  under  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  said  state,  make  its  certain  order  fixing  a  schedule  of  maxi- 
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mum  rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
freight,  property  and  cars  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota  on 
complainant's  road  and  on  each  of  the  railroads,  railroad  corpora- 
tions and  common  carriers  doing  business  in  said  state.

Defendants  admit  that  complainant  was  represented  at  said 
meeting  in  Grand  Forks  by  its  general  traffic  manager,  and  further 
admit  that  said  representative  objected  and  protested  against  the 
making  of  any  schedule  of  rates  or  fares  other  than  the  schedule 
thereof  then  in  force  upon  the  line  of  complainant  within  this 
state,  but  in  this  connection  said  defendants  allege  that  said  repre- 
sentative of  said  complainant  refused  to  make  answer  to  many  of 
the  pertinent  questions  of  said  defendants  which  would  tend  to 
show  what  rates  would  be  reasonable  and  just  and  to  show  that  the 
rates  fixed  as  aforesaid  by  said  defendants  were  reasonable  and 
just,  and  defendants  allege  that  one  of  the  said  commissioners  and 
many  other  persons  at  said  meeting  stated  in  substance  to  said 
representatives  and  those  jjresent  that  the  people  of  the  state  of

1897,  they  delivered  to  complainant  the  notices  set  forth  in  said 
complaint  as  having  been  delivered  on  said  date,  and  that  the 
schedules,  with  the  corrections  hereinafter  noted  relating  to  rates, 
fares  and  charges  referred  to  in  said  complaint,  were  attached  to 
said  notice  and  delivered  therewith  to  complainant,  but  defendants 
allege  that  the  said  schedules  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  as  deliv- 
ered to  complainant,  set  forth  the  rate  for  five  miles  on  class  D  at 
2  cents;  for  seventy-five  miles  on  class  B  at  13  cents;  for  ninety- 
five  miles  on  fifth  class  at  15  cents;  and  on  class  A  at  15  cents;  for 
175  miles  on  flour,  etc.,  at  11|  cents;  for  220  miles  on  first-class  at 
62  cents;  for  250  miles  on  flour,  etc.,  at  14  cents,  instead  of  at  the

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rates  and  figures  set  forth  in  said  complaint  for  said  above  men- 
tioned distances  and  classes. 

VI. 

Said  defendants  admit  that  they  proceeded  to  publish  their 
notice  and  schedules  aforesaid  in  one  newspaper  in  each  judicial 
district  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota;  that  said  ijublication  was 
commenced  pursuant  to  said  act,  but  was  not  completed  at  the  date 
of  the  commencement  of  this  action. 

VII. 

Each  of  said  defendants  and  each  of  the  defendants  mentioned 
in  said  bill  of  complaint  admits  that  the  defendants,  Alonson  W. 
Edwards,  Horatio  C.  Plumley,  George  B.  Winship.  Fred  !S.  God- 
dard,  Edwin  A.  Smith,  Grant  S.  Hager,  Philip  H.  Shortt,  R.  M. 
Tuttlo  and  H.  A.  Stickley,  are  and  at  the  commencement  of  this 
action  were  the  publishers  of  newspapers,  and  that  each  of  them  was 
at  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  this  action  publishing  under 
the  direction  of  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  their 
secretary  the  notice  and  schedules  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and 
said  defendants  admit  that  they  would  have  continued  to  publish 
the  same  for  two  successive  weeks  if  they  had  not  been  restrained 
by  the  order  of  this  honorable  court  made  herein. 

VIII. 

Defendants  admit  that  had  this  honorable  court  ijermitted  the 
publication  of  said  last  mentioned  notice  as  provided  by  law,  the 
said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  said  secretary  of  said 
board  w^ould  have  alleged  and  insisted  that  said  schedules  of  rates 
and  charges  had  become  effective  and  binding  upon  complainant 
and  upon  all  railroads,  railroad  corporations  and  common  carriers 
doing  business  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 

IX. 

Defendants  admit  that  complainant  has  since  the  first  day  of 
September,  A.  D.  1896,  been  lawfully  in  possession  and  owning 
and  oi>erating  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine  and  87-100  miles  of 
railroad  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  consisting  of  a  main 
line  extending  from  Fargo  through  Valley  City,  Bismarck  and 
Mandan  and  so  on  westerly  through  the  state  and  of  several  branch 
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roads  connecting  with  the  said  main  line  so  as  to  form  a  continuous 
railroad.  That  complainant  is  and  has  been  during  the  same  time 
in  similar  lawful  possession  and  operation  of  a  main  line  of  road 
extending  from  Ashland  and  Suj^erior  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin, 
Duluth,  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  west- 
wardly  through  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho,  Wash- 
ington and  Oregon  to  Puget  Sound  and  the  Columbia  River  with 
a  branch  line  extending  from  Winnipeg  Junction  in  Minnesota  on 
said  main  line  through  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  to  Winnipeg 
and  other  points  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  and  various  other 
branch  lines  in  the  states  of  Montana^  Idaho  and  Washington,  the 
whole  of  said  roads  constituting  one  system  and  being  operated 
and  maintained  as  such,  the  total  mileage  of  the  whole  system 
4,519.22  miles. 


Defendants  admit  that  complainant  with  respect  to  its  rates  upon 
its  local  business  in  each  of  said  states  is  subject  as  a  common  car- 
rier to  the  lawful  control  and  regulation  of  each  of  said  states  and 
is  also  subject  to  the  lawful  control  and  regulations  of  the  congress 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

X-I. 

Defendants  admit  that  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
and  its  said  secretary  proposed,  intended  and  endeavored  to»put 
into  effect  the  said  schedules  of  maximum  rates,  fares  and  charges 
hereinbefore  referred  to  and  made  a  part  of  said  bill  of  complaint, 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  by  complainant's  railroad  and  all  railroads,  railroad 
corporations  and  common  carriers  as  they  are  defined  in  said  legis- 
lative act. 

XII. 

Defendants  allege  that  they  have  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  in- 
formation to  form  a  belief  as  to  whethej"  complainant  in  insisting 
upon  its  rights  would  have  been  or  would  be  (Compelled  to  defend 
an  infinite  number,  or  any  other  number,  of  actions  and  proceed- 
ings brought  by  a  large  number  of  shippers  over  complainant's 
road  and  therefore  they  deny  the  same,  but  in  this  connection 
defendants  say  for  themselves  that  they  never  contemplated,  pro- 
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posed,  threatened  or  intended  to  bring  any  action,  suit  or  proceed- 
ing  against  said  complainant  under  said  legislative  act  unless  said 
complainant  should  refuse  to  obey  the  said  order  aforesaid  of  said 
commissioners  when  the  same  had  been  imt  in  force  and  eflPect, 
but  should  said  complainant  then  have  failed  to  obey  said  order 
said  defendants  admit  that  they  would  have  then  commenced  such 
action  as  would  have  been  proper  under  said  act  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  but  defendants  upon  information  and  belief  deny 
that  a  multiplicity  of  suits  and  proceedings  would  result  from  said 
schedules  taking  effect  and  defendants  deny  that  such  suits  and 
proceedings  would  be  ine(jui table  or  intolerable,  but  on  the  con- 
trary they  allege  upon  information  and  belief  thatsuch  suits  would 
be  equitable  and  just  and  cause  complainant  to  charge  just  and 
reasonable  rates  and  fares  upon  its  said  road.  Defendants  also 
deny  that  complainant  is  remediless  at  law  and  has  only  a  remedy 
in  equity  herein,  and  in  this  connection  defendants  allege  that  the 
said  legislative  act  ( House  Bill  No.  121 )  provides  among  other  things 
for  notice  of  orders  and  decisions  made  and  speedy  appeals  to  the 
district  and  supreme  courts  of  this  state  and  prompt  adjudications 
thereby  upon  this  or  any  other  similar  order  or  decision  made  by 
said  board  of  commissioners  affecting  the  rights  of  complainant. 
Defendants  further  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  the 
said  district  and  supreme  courts  X)i  said  state  could  and  would 
pending  any  such  appeal  taken  by  complainant  fully  protect  all  of 
the  interests  of  complainant  under  said  law.  Defendants  further 
allege  that  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  the  said  com- 
plainant has  a  plain,  speedy  and  adequate  remedy  at  law  and 
should  not  have  invoked  the  interposition  of  this  honorable  court 
herein.  Defendants  further  allege  u^jon  information  and  belief 
that  complainant  has  only  invoked  the  interposition  of  this  honor- 
able court  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  a  speedy  decision  in  said 
state  courts  upon  the  reasonableness  and  justice  of  said  commis- 
sioners' order  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  delays  incident 
to  the  trial  of  civil  actions  in  the  United  States  supreme  court  and 
court  of  appeals  by  reason  of  the  vast  amount  of  litigation  pending 
in  said  last  named  courts. .  Defendants  admit  that  the  matter  in 
dispute  herein  exceeds  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00) 
exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 
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XIII. 

Defendants  deny  upon  information  and  belief,  that  the  schedule 
of  rates  for  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  in  force  upon 
the  railroads  of  complainant  in  this  state  for  the  past  two  or  three 
years  and  which  was  effective  at  the  commencement  of  this  suit  is 
or  was  the  identical  tariff  and  charge  for  the  same  distance  effect- 
ive on  the  same  roads  in  the  states  of  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota 
and  defendants  allege  that  many  and  divers  tariffs  and  schedules 
have  been  and  now  are  used  by  said  complainant  in  said  last  men- 
tioned states,  which  are  much  lower  than  the  said  tariff  of  charges 
referred  to  in  said  bill  of  complaint  and  by  reason  of  said  lower 
rates  charged  in  said  states  an  increased  burden  has  been  added  to 
the  patrons  of  said  road  in  this  state  in  order  to  raise  the  amount  of 
revenue  claimed  to  be  necessary  by  complainant  to  cover  the 
expenses  and  fixed  charges,  interest  and  dividends  heretofore  ex- 
acted by  complainant  from  its  patrons  and  thereby  an  unjust  and 
unreasonable  rate  for  passenger  and  freight  traffic  is  and  has  been 

.  charged  by  complainant  upon  its  road  within  this  state. 

Defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  is  now  and  for  a  long 
time  past  has  been  carrying  passengers  and  freight  at  rates  much 
less  than  the  rates  sought  to  be  established  by  said  commissioners 
and  that  rates  much  less  than  the  said  commissioners'  rates 
are  now  in  force  upon  many  lines  of  railway  in  states  similarly 
situated  as  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  to- wit:     Minnesota,  Iowa, 

,  Nebraska  and  South.  Dakota,  and  upon  lines  of  railway  similar  in 
construction,  equipment  and  expense  of  operating  with  complain- 
ant's line.  Defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  has  in  force 
upon  portions  of  its  line  in  this  state  rates  that  are  less  than  the 
rates  fixed  in  said  order. 

XIV. 

Defendants  admit  that  comi^lainant  has  about  756  miles  of  rail- 
road in  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  they  deny  that  the  i)opulation 
of  said  state  along  the  line  of  said  railroad  is  much  more  dense 
aside  from  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneai)olis  than  along  the 
line  of  its  road  in  North  Dakota,  and  they  also  deny  that  the 
volume  of  business  upon  said  roads  or  lines  in  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota properly  attributable  only  to  the  state  of  Minnesota  is  many 
times  greater  in  volume  than  the  volume  of  business  done  on  its 
lines  in  North  Dakota  and  properly  attributable  thereto.    And  de- 
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fendants  deny  upon  information  and  belief  that  the  actual  cost  and 
expense  of  moving  local  traffic  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  upon  its 
road  per  ton  or  per  passenger  is  not  greater  than  it  is  in  the  state 
of  North  Dakota.  Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief 
that  the  expense  of  transportation  per  ton  and  per  passenger  per 
mile  is  more  expensive  and  less  profitable  in  each  of  the  statea 
through  which  its  line  runs  than  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota.,  and 
by  reason  of  the  greater  number  of  special  rates  and  fares  given  in 
said  states  and  the  lesser  proportion  of  expense  charged  to  the 
patrons  of  the  road  therein  a  greater  burden  is  borne  by  the 
patrons  of  said  road  in  North  Dakota.  Defendants  in  this  con- 
nection allege  that  taking  the  cost  of  construction  and  mainte- 
nance, volume  of  business  and  cost  of  operating  and  conducting  the 
same,  the  rates  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  should  be  much  lower 
than  in  the  states  of  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  or  in  any  of  the 
other  states  in  which  it  does  business.  Defendants  allege  that  ia 
l^roportijn  to  the  tariffs  charged  in  the^  state  of  North  Dakota  by 
complainant  the  rat^s  charged  by  it  for  similar  services  in  the 
states  of  Montana,  Idaho,  Washington  and  Oregon  should  be  much  • 
higher  than  they  now  are  and  such  rates  should  be  much  higher 
proportionately  than  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  Defendants 
allege  that  there  is  no  more  reason  for  a  passenger  rate  of  3  cents 
a  mile  in  Minnesota  than  in  North  Dakota  and  that  a  rate  of  3 
cents  per  mile  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  would  be  reasonable 
and  just.  Defendants  deny  that  the  local  rates  of  complainant  are 
reasonable  and  just  as  compared  with  local  rates  in  other  states 
and  they  especially  deny  that  in  themselves  said  rates  are  reason- 
able or  just. 

XV. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  local  passenger  business  in  North 
Dakota,  as  compared  with  the  local  passenger  business  in  Minne- 
sota, justifies  and  makes  reasonable  a  rate  of  4  cents  per  mile  for 
local  passengers  in  North  Dakota  as  compared  with  3  cents  per 
mile  for  local  passengers  in  Minnesota  or  Wisconsin.  And  in. 
this  connection  defendants  allege  that  a  proper  proportion  of  the 
earnings  of  complainant  from  interstate  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  is  not  attributed  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  by  complain- 
ant, but  much  less  than  the  proper  amount  thereof  is  credited  ta 
this  state  while  an  excessive  share  of  the  expense  of  said  interstate 
traffic  is  also  charged  to  said  state,  thus  making  the  apparent  gross 
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income  of  complainant  small  in  said  state  as  compared  with  its 
apparent  gross  expenses  therein. 

XVI. 

Defendanfs  deny  that  the  local  rates  upon  its  lines  have  been 
reasonable  or  just  in  North  Dakota  in  comparison  with  its  inter- 
state rates  charged  by  complainant  and  they  allege  they  are  much 
higher,  that  they  should  not  be  higher  in  equity  and  that  the 
local  rates  should,  not  be  higher  than  the  rates  now  charged  by 
complainant  upon  interstate  traffic. 

XVII. 

Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  more  than 
one-half  of  the  traffic  carried  upon  the  road  of  complainant  in  this 
state  consists  of  cattle,  minerals,  lumber  and  other  goods  carried  to 
points  east  of  this  state  from  points  west  thereof,  and  to  points 
west  of  this  state  from  points  east  thereof,  upon  very  low  rates 
for  transportation  thereof  as  compared  with  the  local  rates,  which 
property  is  generally  carried  through  this  state  in  carload  lots,  and 
in  many  instances  in  trainload  lots,  no  other  business  being  done 
in  said  cars  or  trains  while  in  transit  across  this  state,  and  there- 
fore the  expense  of  transporting  said  property  is  not  properly 
chargeable  to  the  expense  of  complainant  within  this  state,  and 
defendants  allege  that  such  expenses  are  attributed  to  the  portion 
of  the  line  in  this  state  and  deducted  from  the  local  earnings  in  said 
state  to  obtain  the  amounts  set  forth  in  said  complaint  as  the  net 
income  of  complainant  without  allowing  to  said  state  its  proper 
part  of  the  income  from  carrying  said  property. 

XVIII. 

Defendants  deny  that  no  reduction  can  be  fairly  or  justly  made 
in  the  local  rates  of  complainant  in  North  Dakota  without  a  simi- 
lar and  corresponding  reduction  in  the  local  rates  in  the  other 
states  on  complainant's  line  or  in  the  interstate  rates  of  com- 
plainant. 

XIX. 

Defendants  further  allege  that  they  have  no  certain  or  positive 
knowledge  as  to 

(1)     The  gross  earnings  of  complainant  on  local  freight  in  the 
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state  of  North  Dakota  or  in  the  other  states  through  which  its 
lines  run  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1896,  or  for  the  years  1894, 
1895  or  1897. 

(2)  Its  gross  earnings  in  interstate  freight  during  said  years. 

(3)  Its  gross  earnings  from  passengers  carried  l5cally  in  the 
state  of  North  Dakota  or  in  the  other  states  referred  to  in  said 
complaint  during  said  years. 

(4)  Its  gross  earnings  from  interstate  passenger  business  dur- 
ing said  years. 

(5)  Its  expenses  for  operating  and  maintaining  its  said  railroad 
lines  during  the  said  years  or  any  of  them,  but  defendants  deny 
that  the  application  of  the  said  commissioners'  schedules  to  the 
business  of  said  road  in  .the  state  of  North  Dakota  for  any  of  said 
years  would  produce  the  results  set  forth  in  said  complaint,  either 
upon  its  local  passenger  business  or  local  freight  business,  either 
in  this  state  or  in  any  of  the  states  mentioned  in  its  interstate  busi- 
ness, and  in  this  connection  defendants  deny  that  the  said  sched- 
ules would  reduce  the  net  receipts  of  complainant  from  local  pas- 
sengers in  North  Dakota  11.244  per  cent,  or  $22,879.06,  and  deny 
that  said  schedules  would  reduce  its  net  revenues  from  local  freight 
in  North  Dakota  22.077  per  cent,  or  $28,607.60.  Defendants  deny 
that  such  schedules  would  reduce  either  the  passenger  or  freight 
revenues  in  the  amounts  stated  in  said  complaint.  Defendants 
further  answering  allege,  upon  information  and  belief,  that  the  - 
application  of  said  schedules  to  its  passenger  business  in  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  would  not  reduce  the  net  revenue  of  complainant 
to  exceed  about  five  per  cent,  if  in  any  sum  whatever,  owing  to  the 
greater  number  of  people  who  would  travel  under  reduced  rates 
and  defendants  allege,  upon  information  and  belief,  that  the  appli- 
cation of  said  schedules  to  the  freight  business  of  said  complainant 
in  this  state  would  not  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  net  revenues 
thereof  in  excess  of  about  ten  per  cent.  Defendants  allege  that 
the  aggregate  reduction  under  said  schedules  upon  passenger  busi- 
ness and  freight  business  within  this  state  during  the  years  men- 
tioned herein  would  not  exceed  in  the  average  about  eight  per  cent, 
which  defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  would  be 
more  than  recouped  to  complainant  by  reason  of  the  increased  vol- 
ume of  traffic  under  such  reduced  rates,  and  that  after  making 
such  reduction  as  is  called  for  under  said  schedules,  taking  into 
consideration  a  fair  distribution  of  the  earnings  and  operating 
expenses  upon  interstate  business  over  the  portions  of  said  lines 
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in  the  several  states,  the  said  complainant  would  be  able  to  pay 
from  its  revenues  derived  from  said  lines  a  fair  and  reasonable 
return  upon"  the  capital  honestly  and  judiciously  invested  in 
said  lines  and  this  over  and  above  all  expenses  for  operating, 
maintenance  or  taxes;  and  now  with  reference  to  'the  items  re- 
ferred to  in  subdivisions  one  and  throe  of  this  section,  defend- 
ants allege  that  said  items  are  each  much  larger  in  fact  than 
the  amounts  stated  in  said  bill  of  complaint.  With  reference  to 
the  items  mentioned  in  subdivisions  two  and  four  hereof,  defend- 
ants allege  that  said  items  are  each  much  less  than  as  stated  in 
said  complaint,  and  that  the  whole  thereof  should  be  prorated  justly 
to  the  several  states  through  which  said  line  extends,  and  a  large 
l)art  thereof  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  particularly.  With  ref- 
erence to  the  items  mentioned  in  subdivision  five  hereof,  defend- 
ants allege  upon  information  and  belief,  that  a  much  larger  portion 
of  the  expense  account  of  complainant  is  apportioned  to  that  part 
of  its  lines  in  this  state  than  properly  or  justly  belongs  thereto, 
which  is  done  by  complainant  to  make  less  the  apparent'  net  rev- 
enues of  said  complainant  in  this  state. 

XX. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  reduction  shown  by  said  schedules 
would  deprive  complainant  of  any  net  income  or  revenue  from  its 
local  business  in  this  or  any  other  state  mentioned  or  render  its 
local  business  wholly  unremunerative  and  insufficient  to  pay  the 
actual  operating  expenses  of  handling  the  business. 

XXI. 

Defendants  admit  that  the  operating  expenses  of  doing  local 
business  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  average  operating  expenses 
of  doing  business  over  complainant's  whole  system  of  road  in  this 
state,  but  deny  that  such  expenses  are  higher  when  compared  to 
the  expenses  in  the  several  states  over  its  system  and  they  deny 
that  local  business  upon  its  road  is  from  20  per  cent  to  40  per 
cent  more  expensive  than  interstate  business.  Defendants  admit 
that  it  is  necessary  to  expend  large  sums  of  money  to  keep  and 
maintain  its  road,  but  defendants  deny  that  the  gross  revenue  for 
the  year  1890  or  for  any  other  year  does  not  pay  complainant  any 
material  or  substantial  income  above  actual  expenses  as  alleged  in 
said  complaint,  but  on  the  contrary  defendants  allege  that  said 
revenue  has  during  all  of  said   years  been  sufficient  to  pay  all 
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proper  expenses  and  charges  and  a  large  rate  of  interest  and 
income  upon  all  of  the  money  actually  and  judiciously  invested  in 
said  railroad. 

XXII. 

Defendants  deny  that  said  proposed  schedules  would  make 
reductions  that  are  unjust,  or  unreasonable,  or  that  would  be  con- 
fiscation or  would  deprive  complainant  of  its  property  without  due 
process  of  law,  or  would  deijrive  complainant  of  the  equal  protec- 
tion of  the  law  or  would  violate  any  provision  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States. 

XXIII. 

Defendants  admit  that  shortly  before  September  1,  1896,  com- 
plainant purchased  its  said  system  of  railroads,  which  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  but  defend- 
ants have  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  information  to  form  a  belief 
as  to  the  truth  concerning  the  said  portions  of  said  lines  purchased 
upon  foreclosure  and  those  purchased  at  private  sale  and  therefore 
leave  complHinant  to  its  proofs  in  that  regard. 

XXIV. 

Defendants  deny  upon  information  and  belief  that  complainant 
necessajrily  issued  bonds  and  stocks  in  consideration  of  the  pur- 
chase of  said  property  which,  together  with  existing  prior  mort- 
gages, make  the  present  mortgage  incumbrances  upon  said  system 
of  railroad  $156,157,000  and  the  present  stock  outstanding  $155,- 
000,000.  Defendants  allege  that  said  mortgages  and  capital  stock 
largely  exceed  the  true  and  actual  value  of  said  lines,  and  largely 
exceed  the  sum  of  money  actually  invested  therein  or  necessary  to 
reproduce  the  same  in  its  present  condition. 

XXV. 

Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  said  lines 
could  have  been  purchased  for  much  less  than  said  amount  for 
cash,  but  were  purchased  for  said  amount  only  in  stocks  and  bonds 
which  were  really  of  much  less  than  their  face  value.  Defendants 
further  allege  that  vast  sums  of  money  subscribed  as  stock  and 
bonds  for  said  lines  were  misappropriated  and  extravagantly,  inju- 
diciously and  unnecessarily  expended  for  i^urposes  other  than  the 
construction  of  said  lines;  that  stock  and  bonds  were  issued  at 
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much  less  than  its  par  value  and  vast  quantities  of  such  stock 
issued  for  little  or  no  consideration  whatever,  by  reason  of  which 
there  now  appears  to  exist  a  large  investment  of  money  in  the  lines 
of  said  system,  when  in  truth  and  in  fact  the  same  was  not  and  is 
not  invested  therein.  Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  be- 
lief that  said  system  did  not  cost  upon  an  average  to  exceed  $15,- 
000  per  mile  in  actual  cash  outlay  and  that  all  that  part  of  said  line 
within  this  state  is  not  worth,  did  not  cost  to  exceed  and  can  be 
reproduced  for  an  average  sum  of  not  exceeding  $10,000  cash  per 
mile  in  the  same  condition  as  it  now  exists.  Defendants  also  allege- 
upon  information  and  belief  that  a  large  land  grant  was  granted  in 
aid  of  the  Construction  of  said  line  of  railway,  the  number  of  acres 
and  the  value  thereof  being  unknown  to  defendants,  and  they  allege 
upon  information  and  belief  that  said  grant  was  sufficient  to  furnish 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  did  furnish  a  large  part  of  the  money 
actually  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  line  and  that  a  large 
part  of  the  said  grant  is  still  owned  and  held  by  complainant  and 
included  in  the  mortgages  aforesaid  upon  the  line  of  complainant. 
Defendants  further  allege  that  the  full  value  of  said  lands  should 
be  deducted  from  the  total  actual  cost  of  said  road  in  order  to  show 
the  cash  value  of  the  investment  in  complainant  s  property  for 
which  compensation  should  be  demanded  from  the  patrons  of  said 
road. 

XXVI. 

Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  the  purchase 
of  said  lines  referred  to  in  said  complaint  was  not  a  cash  transac- 
tion,  but  consisted  principally  in  substituting  the  securities  of 
complainant  at  very  excessive  valuations  for  the  securities  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  given  for  said  lines,  which 
latter  securities  had  comparatively  little  value,  which  exchange  was 
made  with  the  holders  of  said  securities  to  maintain  the  apparent 
high  valuation  of  said  lines  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  apparent 
percentage  of  income  derived  from  the  same  by  the  stockholders 
therein  very  small  and  thus  delay  or  prevent  the  enforcement  of 
reasonable  and  just  rates  for  passenger  and  freight  traffic  under 
such  laws  as  said  legislative  act. 

XXVII. 

Defendants  allege  that  said  rate  of  4  per  cent  upon  said  mort- 
gage is  an  excessive  rate  to  be  paid  upon  such  investments  and 
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they  further  allege  that  the  alleged  value  of  complainant's  property 
upon  which  said  4  per  cent  is  claimed,  is  in  the  aggregate  grossly 
excessive  upon  the  actual  value  of  said  lines  or  upon  the  cost  of 
reproducing  the  same,  which  defendants  allege  upon  information 
and  belief  would  not  exceed  the  total  sum  of  $67,788,300,  and  the 
total  value  of  or  the  cost  of  reproducing  that  part  of  said  property 
within  this  state  would  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,438,440. 

XXVIII. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  interest  charge  of  $1,375  per  mile  is  a 
low  and  reasonable  charge  based  upon  the  actual  indebtedness, 
actual  cost  of  constructing  or  reproducing  the  same. 

XXIX. 

Defendants  deny  that  during  the  years  1891  to  1896  inclusive 
the  operation  of  said  system  of  railroads  resulted  in  the  average 
net  deficit  of  $2,332,831.31,  but  allege  that  said  deficit  is  only 
apparent  owing  to  the  distribution  of  the  net  income  of  said  lines 
upon  grossly  excessive  alleged  mortgage  indebtedness  and  in 
extravagant  and  unnecessary  expenditures;  for  instance,  the 
excessive  salaries  and  expenses  of  oflacials  of  said  lines  and  of  those 
engaged  in  its  operation. 

XXX. 

Defendants  allege  that  taking  into  consideration  the  actual  cost 
of  constructing  and  maintaining  said  road  and  allowing  reasonable 
return  upon  actual  investment  therein  there  could  have  been  no 
deficit  in  the  net  earnings  of  said  lines  in  the  state  of  North  Da- 
kota or  upon  its  system  during  the  years  1891  to  1896,  but  defend- 
ants allege  that  they  have  no  sufficient  knowledge  or  information 
to  form  a  belief  as  to  the  deficit  in  net  earnings  sufficient  to  meet 
interest,  sinking  fund  charges  and  taxes  and  they  therefore  deny 
the  same.  Defendants  deny  that  the  reduction  under  said  sched- 
ules if  applied  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  or  to  the  whole  busi- 
ness of  said  system  of  railroads  conducted  upon  an  equitable 
freight  and  passenger  traffic  based  upon  the  rates  in  said  schedules 
w'ould  cause  a  large  deficiency  in  the  income  of  complainant  appli- 
cable to  the  payment  of  interest  upon  actual  cost  or  value  and 
defendants  deny  that  the  operation  of  said  schedules  would  leave 
nothing  for  dividends  ui^on  money  actually  invested  in  stocks  or 
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bonds  of  said  system  or  for  maintaining  or  improving  said  prop- 
erty. Defendants  admit  that  the  road  of  complainant  in  North 
Dakota  is  judiciously  located  and  that  the  same  cannot  be  aban-  ' 
doned  without  great  loss  to  complainant  and  the  public,  but 
defendants  deny  that  said  roads  cannot  now  be  reproduced  so  as 
to  represent  a  capitalization  of  bonds  and  stock  lower  than  such 
obligations  of  complainant.  Defendants  further  deny  that  com- 
plainant's bonds  and  stocks  represent  capital  honestly  and  judi- 
ciously invested  in  the  said  property  and  they  also  deny  that  a 
reasonable  return  by  way  of  interest  or  dividends  should  be  made 
upon  the  face  of  said  stocks  and  bonds.  Defendants  further  deny 
that  said  system  or  said  part  of  said  system  in  this  state  is  econom- 
ically managed  and  they  allege  that  during  the  years  1891  to  189f> 
inclusive  and  for  a  long  time  prior  to  1891,  the  said  roads  were  not 
economically  managed.  Defendants  further  allege  upon  informa- 
tion and  belief  that  but  little  of  the  passenger  business  of  the  com- 
plainant is  aflFected  by  the  rates  contained  in  the  schedules  of  said 
commissioners  for  the  reason  that  but  a  small  part  of  its  business 
would  be  subject  to  any  reductions  under  said  schedules,  to- wit: 
qnly  that  part  of  said  business  for  which  the  rate  charged  exceeds 
three  cents  per  mile  which  would  make  the  reduction  upon  passen- 
ger business  much  less  than  as  stated  in  said  complaint.  Defend- 
ants further  allege  in  reference  to  said  local  passenger  business 
done  by  complainant  that  a  very  large  part  of  it  is  done  by  means 
of  passenger  cars  attached  to  freight  trains,  and  defendants  further 
allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  the  cost  of  thus  transport- 
ing passengers  is  but  trifling,  and  in  fact  is  much  less  than  the 
sums  charged  as  an  expense  to  such  traffic  by  complainant. 
Defendants  further  allege  that  the  rate  of  four  cents  per  mile  for 
the  passenger  service,  such  as  above  referred  to,  is  exorbitant, 
wholly*  unreasonable  and  unjust  as  compared  with  other  passenger 
rates  in  force  upon  complainant's  line,  especially  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota. 

XXXI. 

These  defendants  further  answer  and  say  that  if  there  is  any 
other  matter,  cause  or  thing  in  said  complaint  contained  material 
or  necessary  for  these  defendants,  or  either  of  them,  to  make 
answer  unto  and  not  herein  well  and  sufficiently  answered,  con- 
fessed, traversed  and  avoided  or  denied,  the  same  is  not  true  to  the 
knowledge  or  belief  of  said  defendants,  and  which  matters  and 
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things  these  defendants  are  ready  and  willing  to  aver,  maintain 
and  i)rove  as  this  honorable  court  shall  direct.  And  these  defend- 
ants pray  the  same  advantage  of  their  answer  as  if  they  had 
pleaded  of  demurred  to  the  said  complaint,  and  said  defendants 
pray  to  be  hence  dismissed  with  their  reasonable  costs  and  charges 
in  this  behalf  most  wrongfully  sustained.

ANSWER. 

The  joint  and  several  answers  of  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L.  Walton, 
John  R.  Gibson,  as  Commissioners  of  Railroads  oi  th«  iptate  of 
North  Dakota,  Alonson  W.  Edwards,  Horatio  C.  Plumley,  George 
B.  Winship,  Fred  S.  Goddard,  Edwin  A.  Smith,  Grant  S.  Hager, 
Philip  H.  Shortt,  R.  M.  Tuttle  and  H.  A.  Stickley,  the  defendants, 
to  the  bill  of  complaint  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  Company,  complainant,  now  and  at  all  times  hereinafter 
having  and  reserving  to  themselves  all  and  all  manner  of  benefit  or 
advantage  of  exception  or  otherwise  that  can  or  may  be  had  or 
taken  to  the  manner,  including  uncertainties  and  imperfections  in 
the  said  bill  contained,  for  answer  thereto,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
these  defendants  are  advised  it  is  material  or  necessary  for  them  to 
make  answer  to,  answering  these  defendants  say : 
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I. 

The  defendants  admit  the  allegations  and  each  and  every  part 
thereof  contained  in  Sections  One,  Two  and  Three  of  said  bill  of 
complaint. 

r 
II. 

Defendants  admit  that  the  said  George  H.  Keyes,  L.  L,  Walton 
and  John  R.  Gibson  are  and  since  on  or  about  the  8th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, A.  D.  1897,  have  been  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting 
Commissioners  of  Railroads  in  and  for  the  state  of  North  Dakota. 
Defendants  further  admit  that  on  or  about  the  15th  day  of  Aprilj 
A.  D.  1897,  the  said  last  mentioned  defendants,  acting  as  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  said  state,  issued  and  served  upon 
complainant  the  notice  mentioned  in  Section  Four  of  said  bill  of 
complaint,  attached  thereto,  marked  Exhibit  **A,*'  and  made  a  part 
thereof;  which  said  notice  stated  in  substance  the  matters  and 
things  set  forth  as  its  contents  in  said  Section  Four  of  said  bill  of 
^  complaint. 

III. 

Defendants  allege  that  many  complaints  had  been  made  to  them 
and  also  to  complainant  prior  to  the  issuing  of  said  tiotice  by  them, 
charging  that  the  tarifif  on  freight "  rates  on  grain,  merchandise, 
cereals,  livestock  and  other  products  of  North  Dakota,  also  passen- 
ger rates,  were  wholly  unequal  and  unreasonable  as  charged  by 
complainant.  And  said  defendants  further  allege  that  at  the  time 
of  the  making  of  the  order  referred  to  in  said  bill  of  complaint, 
upon  which  Exhibit  **A"  attached  to  said  complaint  was  based,  the 
tariffs  of  freight  rates  and  passenger  rates  upon  the  lin(»s  of  road 
operated  by  complainant  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  were  in 
effect  unreasonable  and  unjust  and  had  been  so  unequal,  unreason- 
able and  unjust  for  a  long  time  prior  to  the  making  of  said  order. 

IV. 

Defendants  also  admit  that  complainant  did  not  attend  the 
meeting  of  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  appear  before 
said  board  at  the  time  fixed  in  said  notice  or  other  meeting,  but 
defendants  allege  that  complaint  was  made  at  said  meeting  by 
many  persons  present  and  by  many  persons  prior  to  said  meeting, 
that  the  existing  rates  on  freight  and  passenger  traffic  in  said  state 
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of  North  Dakota  were  unjust  and  unreasonable,  and  defendants 
further  deny  that  one  of  said  commissioners  or  any  other  person 
made  in  substance  or  efiPoct  the  statement  set  forth  in  said  Section 
4  of  said  bill  of  complaint  as  having  been  made  by  one  of  said 
commissioners,  published  at  said  meeting.  But  defendants  allege 
that  one  of  the  said  commissioners  and  many  other  persons  at  said 
meeting  stated  in  substance  to  said  representatives  and  those 
present  that  the  people  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  expected  the 
said  commissioners  under  said  House  Bill  No.  121  to  carefully 
investigate  the  rates  for  passenger  and  freight  traffic  and  adjust 
the  same  so  as  to  make  such  rates  reasonable  and  just,  as  numer- 
ous complaints  had  been  made  that  the  same  were  not  reasonable 
and  just,  and  such  was  the  general  impression  among  the  people  of 
said  state  but  defendants  ,deny  that  the  statement  made  by  such 
commissioner  was  as  set  forth  in  said  complaint,  either  in  sub- 
stance or  eflFect. 


Defendants  further  allege  that  the  order  fixing  the  schedule  of  * 
reasonable  maximum  rates  or  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
freight,  property,  passengers  and  cars  was  made  on  or  about  the 
28th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1897,  by  said  Commissioners  of  Railroads 
and  said  order  provided  that  said  schedule  should  take  effect  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1897,  but  defendants  further  allege  that 
said  order  fixing  said  schedules  was  made  by  said  board  after  due 
and  proper  investigation  of  the  complaints  made  to  them  of 
unreasonable  and  unjust  freight  and  passenger  rates  charged  by 
complainant  and  other  railroads,  railroad  corporations  and  common 
carriers  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  they  further  allege 
that  such  schedules  were  carefully  prepared  by  them  and  under 
their  direction  after  such  careful  investigation  and  in  the  spirit  of 
equity  for  the  sole  and  only  reason  of  correcting  the  abuses  which 
said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  believed  were  suffered  by 
the  patrons  of  the  road  of  complainant  in  the  exaction  of  unjust, 
unequal  and  unreasonable  freight  and  passenger  rates. 

VI. 

Defendants  further  admit  each  and  every  allegation  contained 
in  section  five  of  said  bill  of  complaint. 
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VII. 

Defendants  further  admit  that  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners did  in  the  week  commencing  May  10th,  A.  D.  1897,  pub- 
lish the  notice,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  said  bill  of  com- 
plaint, marked  Exhibit  "F,"  and  they  further  admit  that  said 
notice  was  published  in  the  newspapers  mentioned  and  described 
in  said  section  six  of  said  bill  of  complaint.  Defendants  further 
admit  that  the  newspapers  aforesaid  were  published  at  said  time 
respectively  by  defendants  mentioned  and  described  in  said  Sec- 
tion six  as  the  publishers  thereof  and  defendants  also  admit  that 
the  said  last  mentioned  defendants,  publishers  as  aforesaid,  would 
have  continued  to  publish  the  said  notices  as  set  forth  in  said  bill 
if  they  had  not  been  restrained  therefrom  by  the  order  of  this  hon- 
orable court  made  herein;  and  the  said  commissioners  for  them- 
selves admit  that  they  proposed  and  intended  to  continue  the  pub- 
lication of  said  notices  in  said  newspapers  and  would  have  con- 
tinued the  same  for  the  time  and  in  the  manijer  set  forth  in  said 
Section  six  of  said  bill  of  complaint  if  they  had  not  been  restrained 
by  the  order  of  this  honorable  court  made  herein.  Defendants 
also  admit  that  said  order  of  said  commissioners  fixing  such  max- 
imum charges  would  by  virtue  of  said  notice  so  published  as  afore- 
said have  become  operative  and  taken  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1897,  if  said  defendants  had  not  been  restrained  as 
aforesaid. 

VIII. 

Defendants  deny  that  by  reason  cJf  the  said  schedule  of  maxi- 
mum rates  taking  effect  the  said  complainant  would  be  subjected 
to  great  and  irreparable  injury  and  to  claims  for  damages 
and  to  prosecutions  for  penalties  under  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  North  Dakota;  and  they  further  deny  that  the  rights 
of  complainant  in  the  matters  referred  to  in  said  bill  of 
complaint  could  only  be  protected  by  the  interposition  of 
this  honorable  court  and  by  an  order  restraining  said  defendants 
and  eacli  and  every  one  of  them  from  continuing  the  publication 
of  said  notice. 

IX. 

Defendants  allege  that  the  rates  on  freight  and  passenger  traffic 
fixed  as  aforesaid,  by  said  Commissioners  of  Railroads,  are  just  and 
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reasonable  and  afford  adequate  and  reasonable  compensation  to 
and  for  services  which  complainant  is  required  to  perform  as  a 
common  carrier  doing  business  as  such  in  said  state ;  and  defend- 
ants further  allege  that  the  present  rates  on  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  upon  its  railroad  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  are  unjust 
and  unreasonable  as  more  fully  appears  from  subsequent  allega- 
tions herein. 

X. 

Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  the  schedule 
of  rates  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight  in  force 
upon  the  railroad  of  complainant  in  this  state  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  suit  was  much  higher  than  many  and  divers  tariff 
schedules  that  have  been  and  now  are  used  by  said  complainant  in 
other  states  through  which  it  operates,  and  that  by  reason  of  the 
lines  of  complainant  in  this  state  being  extensions  of  the  lines  of 
complainant  in  other  states,  the  said  complainant  has  been  and  is 
imposing  unjust  Qnd  unreasonable  charges  for  freight  and  passen- 
ger traffic  upon  the  patrons  of  its  said  road  in  this  state.  Defend- 
ants allege  that  said  complainant  attributes  to  the  part  of  said  road 
within  the  state  of  North  Dakota  much  more  than  its  proper  per- 
centage of  operating  expenses  equitably  and  fairly  to  be  attributed 
to  that  part  of  said  road  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  when  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  complainant's  system  of  railroad;  and  in  this 
connection  defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  attributes 
to  said  part  of  said  road  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota  much 
less  than  the  actual  amount  that  should  be  attributed  to  said  part  of 
said  lines  in  said  state  for  earnings,  when  considered  as  a  part  of 
said  system  of  railroad.  Defendants  further  allege  upon  informa- 
tion and  belief  that  nearly  all  of  the  traffic  done  upon  complainant's 
road  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  is  interstate  traffic,  and  defend- 
ants allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  under  the  terms  of 
said  bill  of  complaint  of  said  complainant,  said  complainant  has 
charged  to  operating  expenses  as  against  earnings  local  to  North 
Dakota  large  sums  of  money  that  are  properly  chargeable  to  the 
earnings  from  interstate  traffic;  defendants  allege  that  the  sched- 
ules prepared  by  said  Board  c  f  Commissioners  allowed  sufficient  and 
adequate  remuneration  for  the  services  of  complainant  in  the  state 
of  North  Dakota.  And  defendants  further  allege  upon  informa- 
tion  and  belief  that  the  passenger  rates  fixed  in  Raid  schedules  is 
now  in  force  and  for  a  long  time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  1897, 
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was  in  force  upon  nearly  all  of  the  complainant's  road  in  this  state. 
Defendants  further  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  the 
freight  rates  set  forth  in  said  schedules  are  almost  identical  with  a 
tarifif  known  as  Minnesota  distance  tariff,  issued  May  11,  1891,  and 
taking  effect  May  21,  1891,  now  in  effect  upon  the  lines  of  com- 
plainant in  other  states  in  which  it  does  business,  and  they  further 
allege  that  the  actual  cost  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  oper- 
ating said  line  in  this  state  is  less  than  in  the  other  states  in  which 
said  tariff  is  in  force.  Defendants  further  allege  in  reference  to 
ihe  passenger  business  done  by  said  complainant  in  this  state  that 
a  large  part  of  the  same  is  done  upon  mixed  trains,  on  which  both 
passengers  and  freight  are  carried,  and  that  the  cost  for  carrying 
passengers  upon  such  trains  is  much  less  than  when  they  are  carried 
upon  regular  passenger  trains,  and  that  the  value  of  such  service 
to  the  public  is  much  less  than  regular  passenger  service. 

Defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  is  now  and  for  a  long 
time  past  has  been  carrying  passengers  and  freight  at  rates  much 
less  than  the  rates  sought  to  be  established  by  said  commissioners 
and  that  rates  much  less  than  the  said  commissioners'  rates  are 
now  in  force  upon  many  lines  of  railway  in  states  similarly  situated 
as  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  to- wit:  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska, 
and  South  Dakota,  and  upon  lines  of  railway  similar  in  construc- 
tion, equipment  and  expense  of  operating  with  complainant's  line. 
Defendants  further  allege  that  complainant  has  in  force  upon 
portions  of  its  line  in  this  state  rates  that  are  less  than  the  rates 
fixed  in  said  order. 

XI. 

Defendants  deny  that  the  reduction  made  by  said  order  of  said 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  freight  traffic  amounts  to 
from  about  10  to  62  per  cent  on  various  classes  of  traffic  and  that 
the  reduction  in  merchandise  rates,  in  carload  rates  on  grain, 
cereals,  livestock,  cattle,  average  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent  below 
existing  rates,  and  in  this  connection  defendants  allege  that  the 
manner  of  computing 'said  reduction  in  said  bill  of  complaint  is 
arbitrary  and  unjust  and  does  not  represent  the  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  income,  but  is  computed  merely  upon  percentages  based 
upon  the  several  rates  charged,  instead  of  being  based  upon  the 
actual  income  derived  from  each  class  of  business.  Defendants 
further  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  the  average  reduc- 
tion in  the  income  of  said  railroad  caused  by  said  schedule  being 
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enforced  would  not  amount  to  more  than  15  per  cent  estimated 
properly  upon  the  receipts  of  said  company  attributable  to  local 
traflSc  in  this  state.  Defendants  deny  that  the  rates  existing  upon 
complainant's  lines  in  North  Dakota  on  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  operating  expenses,  taxes  and  the 
just  proportion  for  maintenance  of  the  road  and  property  justly 
and  properly  chargeable  to  earnings  on  local  traffic;  and  they 
further  deny  that  the  application  of  such  schedules  to  its  rates  on 
its  business  local  in  other  states  through  which  its  lines  extend^ 
and  upon  interstate  traffic  would  reduce  its  net  earnings  below  a  sum 
sufficient  to  maintain  its  property  and  pay  its  operating  expenses, 
taxes  and  fixed  charges  and  leave  no  reward  or  profit  whatever  for 
the  performance  of  services  as  a  common  carrier  upon  its  lines  of 
road,  but  in  this  connection  they  allege,  upon  information  and  belief 
that  the  rate  to  be  charged  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  upon  the 
road  of  complainant  should  be  in  reason  and  justice  less  than  the  rate 
charged  in  many  other  states  through  which  its  line  extends  for 
the  reason  that  that  portion  of  its  line  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota 
is  less  expensive  in  the  matter  of  construction,  operation,  mainte- 
nance and  other  charges  per  mile  upon  the  average  than  its  road  in 
other  states  through  which  it  passes. 

XII. 

Defendants  further  deny  that  the  capitalization  in  bonds  and 
stocks  of  complainant  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  one  as  stated  in  said 
bill  of  complaint  and  they  further  deny  that  a  larger  amount  than 
the  sum  mentioned  therein  would  be  required  to  reproduce  the 
said  system  of  railroad  as  set  forth  in  section  nine  of  said  bill  of 
complaint  or  to  reproduce  that  portion  of  said  line  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota,  together  with  the  proportional  benefits  of  all 
terminal  facilities  and  equipments,*  and  defendants  further 
deny  that  the  value  of  said  property  in  the  state  of 
North  Dakota  is  of  the  value  of  $34,600.00  per  mile  upon  the 
average.  Defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  said 
capitalization  of  stocks  and  bonds  stated  "in  said  complaint  to 
amount  to  about  $34,500.00  per  mile  largely  exceeds  the  true  and 
actual  value  of  said  lines  of  complainant's  system  as  a  whole,  but 
more  especially  upon  that  part  of  its  system  in  the  state  of  North 
Dakota,  and  defendants  allege  upon  information  and  belief,  that 
said  lines  in  tlie  state  of  North  Dakota  did  not  cost  to  exceed 
§10,000.00  per  mile  and  that  the  same  could  be  reproduced  within 
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said  state  at  the  present  time  and  in  the  present  condition  for  less 
than  $10,000.00  per  mile.  Defendants  also  allege  upon  informa- 
tion and  belief  that  large  land  grants  were  given  in  aid  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  line  of  railroad,  the  number  of  acres  and  the  value 
thereof  being  unknown  to  defendants,  but  they  allege  upon  infor- 
mation and  belief  that  a  large  part  of  the  money  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  said  line  was  derived  from  the  proceeds  of  said 
lands  and  that  a  large  part  of  the  said  lands  are  included  in  the 
mortgages  aforesaid  upon  said  line.  Defendants  further  allege 
that  in  estimating  the  cost  and  value  of  said  road  upon  which 
return  for  investment  should  be  demanded  by  complainant,  the 
total  value  of  said  lands  should  be  deducted  from  the  total  actual 
cost  of  said  road. 

XIII. 

Defendants  allege  that  an  exorbitant  capitalization  is  charged  to 
that  portion  of  said  road  within  this  state,  that  exorbitant  charges 
for  operating  and  other  expenses  are  made  against  said  portion  of 
said  road  in  this  state  and  less  than  its  proper  proportion  of  the 
earnings  attributed  thereto  for  the  purpose  on  the  part  of  com- 
plainant to  reduce  the  apparent  net  revenues  of  said  road  within 
the  state  of  North  Dakota  in  order  to  defeat  a  reduction  of  freight 
and  passenger  rates  under  such  a  law  as  the  act  under  which 
the  said  Commissioners  of  Railroads  act  herein,  commonly  known 
as  House  Bill  No.  121. 

XIV. 

*  Defendants  further  allege  upon  information  and  belief  that  in 
estimating  the  proportion  of  the  expenses  to  be  attributed  to  that 
part  of  the  line  of  road  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota  upon 
shipments  made  under  an  interstate  traffic  rate,  or  through  rate, 
the  complainant,  in  order  to  reduce  the  apparent  revenues  from  its 
said  road  in  this  state,  charges  said  expenses  as  local  to  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  and  does  not  fairly  and  justly  apportion  them  to 
the  several  parts  of  said  road  over  which  such  rates  are  collectable 
and  on  the  other  hand  defendants  allege  that  upon  such  shipments 
complainant  attributes  a  less  proportion  of  the  total  amount  earned 
to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  than  is  just  and  equitable  and 
properly  due  thereto  under  the  proper  manner  of  computation. 
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XV. 

.  Defendants  deny  that  the  manner  (as  set  forth  in  said  complaint) 
of  distributing  operating  and  other  expenses  and  incomes  received 
from  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  carried  in  part 
upon  complainant's  lines  in  North  Dakota  is  fair  and  just,  for  the 
reason  that  more  expenses  and  less  income  is  thus  attributed  under 
such  circumstances  to  the  state  of  North  Dakota  than  belongs 
thereto.  Defendants  deny  that  the  necessary  cost  and  expenses  of 
carrying  local  traffic  for  distances  such  as  are  involved  in  the  dis- 
tance tariff  promulgated  by  said  railroad  commissioners  exceeds 
the  cost  and  expense  of  carrying  through  shipments  to  market 
points  by  40  per  cent,  and  they  allege  that  the  difference  in  said 
expenses  is  merely  nominal  and  does  not  exceed  5  per  cent;  and 
defendants  further  deny  upon  information  and  belief  that  such 
estimates,  set  forth  in  said  complaint,  are  made  by  those  familiar 
with  the  subject  and  experienced  in  the  operations  of  railroads. 

XVI. 

Defendants  allege  that  the  revenues  derived  from  local  traffic, 
both  passenger  and  freight,  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  under 
the  operation  of  the  schedules  proposed  by  said  commissioners 
would  be  amply  sufficient  to  pay  all  expenses  of  operation  and 
maintenance  and  all  proper  charges  thereon,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  natural  increase  in  traffic  due  to  reduced  rates. 

XVII. 

Defendants  allege  that  they  have  no  certain  or  positive  knowl- 
edge as  to: 

(1)  The  entire  gross  earnings  of  complainant's  lines  in  North 
Dakota  for  the  years  18%  and  1897,  from  local  traffic  as  alleged  in 
Section  Ten  of  said  complaint. 

(2)  The  earnings  of  said  complainant  in  said  state  from  local 
and  interstate  business  in  the  years  ending  June  30,  1896,  and 
June  30,  1897. 

(3)  The  expenses  of  operating  as  apportioned  and  stated  in 
said  Section  Ten  of  said  bill  of  complaint  for  either  the  fiscal  years 
1896  or  1897.  as  therein  referred  to,  but  defendants  allege  upon 
information  aud  belief  that  the  items  referred  to  in  Subdivisions 
One  and  Two  hereof  amount  respectively  to  a  much  greater  sum 
than  as  stated  in  said  complaint.     With  reference  to  the  items 
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mentioned,  in  Subdivision  Three  hereof,  defendants  allege  that  the 
same  amount  to  a  much  less  sum  than  as  stated  in  said  complaint. 

XVIII. 

Defendants  deny  that  a  deficiency  of  $23,881.77  in  the  payment 
of  expenses  existed  upon  the  lines  of  said  complainant  in  this  state 
in  1896,  or  that  a  deficiency  would  exist  for  the  year  ending  June 
80,  1897,  provided  that  expenses  and  income  be  properly  prorated 
to  said  lines  in  this  state  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  further  pro- 
vided that  reasonable  income  and  compensation  be  charged  upon 
the  money  actually  invested  in  that  part  of  complainant's  lines  in 
this  state,  or  that  said  income  and  compensation  be  only  charged 
upon  the  cost  of  reproducing  said  system  and  that  part  of  said  sys- 
tem within  this  state  or  upon  the  actual  value  of  said  part  of  said 
system  considered  as  a  portion  of  said  entirety.  Defendants  deny 
that  complainant's  rates  existing  at  the  commencement  of  this 
action  were  and  are  not  unjust  and  unreasonable  to  the  public  of 
North  Dakota,  and  are  less  than  they  might  fairly  and  reasonably 
be,  considering  the  sbrvices  performed  and  the  expense  of  perform- 
ing it. 

XIX. 

Defendants  further  allege  that  the  acts  and  doings  of  said  com- 
missioners in  fixing  the  passenger  and  freight  rates  as  set  forth  in 
said  schedules  were  done  in  perfect  good  faith  by  said  board  after 
a  thorough  and  careful  investigation  into  the  matter  of  just  and 
reasonable  freight  and  passenger  rates  and  other  matters  involved 
in  said  order  of  said  commissioners  and  after  said  commissioners 
had  compared  the  rates  in  force  upon  the  railroads  in  this  state 
with  rates  charged  by  such  roads  and  other  similar  roads  in  other 
similar  states  for  similar  services,  by  reason  of  which  investigation 
and  comparison  said  commissioners  were  fully  satisfied  that 
unreasonable  and  unjust  rates  were  charged  by  the  railroads  of 
this  state  for  such  services,  and  defendants  aver  that  such  was 
their  reason  for  the  making  of  said  order.  Defendants  deny  that 
their  acts  and  doings  in  relation  to  the  making  of  said  schedules 
were  arbitrary  or  unjust  or  that  they  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  lower  rates  in  the  state  of  North  Dakota  regardless  of  the 
rights  or  interests  of  the  railroad  companies  of  this  state  or  the 
rights  or  interest  of  comi3lainant.  Defendants  further  deny  that  if 
the  schedules  be  adopted  and  promulgated  and  said  complainant 
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be  compelled  to  perform  services  as  a  common  carrier  thereunder 
in  this  state  for  the  compensation  therein  provided  the  said  com- 
plainant will  be  deprived  of  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  and 
they  further  deny  that  its  property  will  ]be  taken  without  just  com- 
pensation or  without  due  process  of  law.  They  further  deny  that 
said  complainant  is  wholly  remediless  at  law  and  has  only  a 
remedy  in  equity.  And  in  this  connection  defendants  allege  that 
the  said  legislative  act  (House  Bill  No.  121)  provides  among  other 
things  for  notice  of  orders  and  decisions  made  and  speedy  appeals 
to  the  district  and  supreme  court  of  this  state  and  prompt  adjudi- 
cations thereby  upon  this  or  any  other  similar  order  or  decision 
made  by  said  board  of  commissioners  affecting  the  rights  of  com- 
plainant. Defendants*further  allege  upon  information  and  belief 
that  the  said  district  and  supreme  court  of  said  state  could  and 
would,  pending  any  appeal  taken  by  complainant,  fully  protect  all 
of  the  interests  of  complainant  under  said  law.  Defendants  further 
allege  that  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  the  said  com- 
plainant has  a  speedy,  plain  and  adequate  remedy  at  law  and 
should  not  have  invoked  the  interposition  of  ihis  honorable  court 
herein.  Defendants  further  allege  upon  information  and  belief 
that  complainant  has  only  invoked  the  interposition  of  this  honor- 
able court  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  a  speedy  decisiou  in  said 
state  courts  upon  the  reasonableness  and  justice  of  said  commis- 
sioners' order  and  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  delays  incident 
to  the  trials  of  civil  actions  in  the  United  States  supreme  court 
and  court  of  appeals  by  reason  of  the  vast  amount  of  litigation 
pending  in  said  last  mentioned  courts. 

XX. 

Defendants  admit  that  the  matter  in  controversy  herein  exceeds 
the  sum  of  §2,000,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 

XXI. 

These  defendants  further  answer  and  say  that  if  there  is  any 
other  matter,  cause  or  thing  in  said  complaint  contained  material 
or  necessary  for  these  defendants,  or  either  of  them,  to  make 
answer  unto  and  not  herein  well  and  sufficiei4ly  answered,  con- 
fessed, traversed  and  avoided  or  denied,  the  same  is  not  true  to  the 
knowledge  or  belief  of  said  defendants,  and  which  matters  and 
things  these  defendants  are  ready  and  willing  to  aver,  maintain  and 
prove  as  this  honorable  court  shall  direct.     And  these  defendants 
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pray  the  same  advantage  of  their  answer  as  if  they  had  pleaded  or 
demurred  to  the  said  complaint;  and  said  defend im is  pray  to  be 
hence  dismissed  with  their  reasonable  costs  and  thargeB  in  this 
behalf  most  wrongfully  sustained.

North  Dakota  Railroad  Commissioners^  Bismarck^  North  Dakota  : 

Gentlemen:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  May  4th,  through  Secretary 
Phelan,  transmitting  complaint  made  by  one  A.  V.  Schallern,  County  Auditor, 
Mandan,  N.  D.,  that  a  special  arbitrary  or  toll  for  use  of  bridge  spanning  the 
Missouri  river  between  Morton  and  Burleigh  counties  is  demanded  by  this  com- 
pany on  all  passengers  and  freight,  and  the  statement  that  he  is  under  the  impres- 
sion that  this  is  wrong  in  principle  and  an  unwarranted  burden  upon  his  people. 

Of  course,  the  complaint  is  of  the  most  general  nature,  and  is  one  that  it  is 
very  hard  to  reply  to.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  least  that  Mr.  Schallern  can  do  is 
to  give  some  specific  illustration  of  where  the  people  of  his  county  are  injured  in 
this  way. 

In  the  first  place,  there  is  no  special  arbitrary  or  toll  charged  on  through 
business,  interstate  business  or  long  haul  business.  On  local  business  within  the 
state  of  North  Dakota  an  arbitrary  of  from  $5  per  car  to  3  cents  per  hundred  is 
charged.  Brick,  coal,  sand  and  stone  are  excepted.  On  lignite  coal  the  arbitrary 
has  been  somewhat  less,  averaging  about  25  cents  per  ton. 

The  original  cost  of  the  Bismarck  bridge,  less  than  a  mile  in  length,  was 
$1,069, 1 05. T©.  This  does  not  include  the  constant  and  continual  expenses  that 
have  been  incurred  in  connection  with  it,  in  protecting  it,  since  that  date.  We 
have  felt  that  the  few  and  small  arbitraries  charged  were  fair  and  reasonable. 

Similar  arbitraries  are  charged  in  connection  with  our  Columbia  river  bridge 
in  Washington,  and  in  fact  all  the  large  bridges  in  the  country  are  treated  in 
practically  the  same  way. 

So  far  as  the  people  in  Morton  county  are  concerned,  there  is  practical Iv 
nothing  going  to  that  county  which  pays  this  bridge  arbitrary.  I  feel  sure  that 
if  the  complainant  will  look  into  this  matter  a  little  more  closely  he  will  agree 
with  us.  I  should  be  pleased  to  have  one  specific  case  where  the  people  of  Mor- 
ton county  have  paid  any  excessive  sum  in  connection  with  this  bridge  arbitrary.

Dear  Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  a  statement  relative  to  an  excessive  charge 
made  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  use  of  their  line  of  road 
between  Mandan  and  Bismarck,  N.  D.  In  a  decision  rendered  last  fall  by  Judge 
Amidon  in  the  United  States  court  at  Fargo,  the  court  held  that  the  above 
described  length  of  line,  including  the  bridge  thereon,  was  part  of  the  road  bed  of 
said  railroad,  and  that  the  bridge  on  said  length  of  line  could  not  be  regarded  as  a 
toll  bridge  under  our  statutes.  It  therefore  appears  to  me  that  the  extra  charge, 
or  arbitrary  collected  by  said  company,  on  said  length  of  line,  is  imlawful  and  in 
violation  of  Section  17,  Chapter  26,  of  the  Popular  Edition  of  the  Laws  of  1897.

He  claims  said  charges  are  against  the  law  and  should  not  be  permitted 
and  asks  your  honorable  board  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  prevent  them  in  the 
future.

Gentlemen:  Under  date  of  June  ist,  through  your  secretary,  Mr.  Phelan, 
I  am   in  receipt  of  an  afllidavit  prepared  by  one  A.  V.  Schallern,  of  Mandan,  N. 
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D,,  complaining  of  the  rates  of  freight  and  fare  between  Bismarck  and  Mandan, 
and  partly  substantiating  his  previous  complaint  filed  with  vour  honorable  board. 
I  have  examined  our  tariffs  carefully,  and  can  only  reiterate  that  I  believe  our 
rates,  with  the  very  small  and  few  arbitraries  that  are  charged  in  connection  with 
traffic  crossing  the  bridge,  are  fair  and  reasonable  and  that  these  rates  are  not  a 
burden  upon  any  one. 

I  cannot  find,  upon  investigation,  that  the  business  men  of  Mandan,  that  is 
those  citizens  of  Mandan  who  are  paying  these  freights  and  fares,  are  making 
any  material  complaint.  On  the  contrary  I  am'  in  receipt  of  letters  from  some 
of  the  parties  at  Mandan  stating  that  they  understand  this  complaint  has  been 
made  by  Mr.  Schallern,  but  that  the  business  men  of  Mandan  are  not  making 
any  cornplaints,  appreciating  that  although  they  might  want  more  and  better 
facilities  at  less  cost  the  railway  company  must  have  some  earnings  to  naaintain 
the  present  service.

Some  of  the  west  Missouri  shippers  are  making  a  kick  to  the 
State  Railway  Commission  over  the  three  cents  per  hundred 
charged  by  the  Northern  Pacific  raibroad  because  of  the  Missouri 
river  bridge;  claiming  that  said  charge  is  in  violation  of  Section 
17  of  the  railroad  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature. 
The  said  law  provides  that  no  railroad  in  this  state  shall  charge 
more  for  freight  or  passengers  over  one  portion  of  its  road  thaii 
over  the  same  distance  of  any  other  portion. 

This  paper  in  common  with  many  citizens  contended  that  the 
company  had  a  right  to  do  this,  as  the  said  bridge  was  a  "toll 
bridge,"  but  that  question  was  settled  in  the  United  States  court 
wherein  the  judge  held  that  the  bridge  in  question  was  not  a  "toll 
bridge"  but  a  part  of  the  roadbed  of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad^ 
and  subject  to  taxation  as  such  and  such  only.  No  appeal  was 
taken  from  that  decision^  presumably  all  parties  interested  were 
satisfied  with  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  judge. 

Now  the  shippers  demand,  that  as  the  true  status  of  the  bridge 
has  been  settled — satisfactory  to  all  parties — that  the  tarifif  sheets 
be  revised  in  accord  therewith  and  the  laws  appliable  thereto, 
which  without  doubt  the  company  will  moat  cheerfully  do.

Mr.  George  //.  Keyes: 

Dear  Sir  :  As  I  saw  in  Minneapolis  Journal  of  a  meeting  held  in  Grand 
Forks  of  Railway  Commission,  I  would  suggest  to  you  in  regard  to  So<^  road  at 
this  place  in  regard  to  rates.  It  seems,  as  near  as  I  can  learn,  this  is  a  point  for 
making  a  rate  from  this  point  to  Minneapolis  or  Duluth.  Wheat  is  I9  cents  a 
hundred  from  here  and  i8>^  cents  from  Wimbledon,  making  it  something  of  an 
object  to  go  to  Wimbledon.  We  think  the  rate  is  too  high,  as  the  difference 
between  the  two  towns  is  only  six  miles  and  works  to  the  disadvantage  of 
Courtenay.  We  think  if  the  rate  on  all  grain  shipped  out  and  and  shipped  in 
and  all  carload  lots  was  made  the  same  from  junction  of  N.  P.  east  of  us  to  Jim 
river  west  we  would  be  well  satisfied.  As  it  is  now  it  is  10  cents  a  hundred 
from  Carrington  to  Wimbleton  and  18^  cents  from  this  east.  If  we  could  get 
i8>^  from  Jim  river  it  would  suit  all  interested  here.

The  following  correspondence  explains  itself: 

Burlington,  N.  D.,  March  12,  1897. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners,  Bismarck^  N".  D. : 

Gentlemen:  We  hereby  make  complaint  that  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way Company's  freight  tariff,  based  on  a  unit  charge  of  i  cent  per  ton  per  mile 
for  distances  greater  than  100  miles,  for  the  transportation  of  lignite  coal  from 
Minot,  N.  D.,  to  points  east  on  its  line  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  is 
an  excessively  high  tariff,  and  it  lays  such  burdens  upon  the  business  of  mining 
and  shipping  lignije  as  to  very  greatly  restrict  its  production,  thereby  retarding

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the  development  of  the  mining  sections  of  the  state  tributary  to  the  line  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  by  preventing  the  employment  of  hundreds  of  men  and 
the  consequent  distribution  of  money  for  wages  and  supplies,  at  the  same  time 
preventing  the  people  of  the  farming  sections  tributary  to  the  Great  Northern 
from  enjoying  the  benefits  of  cheaper  fuel  which  they  are  rightfully  entitled  to. 

We  also  complain  that  a  comparison  of  the  current  tariffs  on  said  railway 
for  the  transportation  of  lignite  and  hard  and  soft  eastern  (anthracite  and  bitumi- 
nous) coals  shows  a  gross  discrimination  against  the  native  coal  in  favor  of  the 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  coals.  We  claim  that  if  there  is  to  be  any  discrimination 
on  the  part  of  the  railways  of  the  state  in  favor  of  the  coal  from  any  locality,  it 
should  be  in  favor  of  our  native  product  rather  than  against  it.  We  do  not,  how- 
ever, ask  for  anything  better  than  an  equal  show  with  the  foreign  coals  which 
are  shipped  into  the  state. 

Quoting  from  Great  Northern  freight  tariff  on  hard  and  soft  coal  or  coke 
issued  December  26,  1896,  and  effective  Januarv  i,  1897:  The  rate  on  soft  coal 
from  Duluth  to  Grand  Forks,  384  miles,  via  >filaca  and  St.  Cloud,  $2.50  per  ton, 
or  65-100  cents  per  ton  per  mile. 

Quoting  from  lignite  tariff,  effective  April  11,1896:  The  rate  on  lignite 
from  Minot  to  Grand  Forks,  207  miles,  is  $2.00  per  ton,  or  96-icx)  cents  per  ton 
per  mile. 

The  haul  on  both  kinds  of  coal,  from  the  east  and  the  west,  is  long  enough 
so  that  it  cannot  be  contended  on  the  part  of  the  railway  that  it  can  afford  to 
haul  one  coal  cheaper  than  the  other  on  account  of  difference  in  length  of  haul. 

In  hauling  lignite  from  Minot  to  Grand  Forks,  the  loaded  cars  are  picked  up  at 
a  division  point  and  hauled  the  length  of  two  road  divisions  without  switching. 
There  can  be  no  cheaper  way  of  handling  cars  to  get  more  profit  per  car  mile 
than  this. 

The  main  reason  the  Great  Northern  Railway  ofiicials  have  heretofore  given 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  higher  rate  on  lignite  than  on  eastern  coals — see  records 
of  proceedings  before  your  honorable  board  one  year  ago  at  Fargo — is  that  haul- 
ing loads  of  lignite  easterly  necessitated  the  returning  of  the  cars  empty,  there 
being  no  commodity  to  load  back  the  empty  coal  cars  with,  whereas  cars  loaded 
with  coal  at  Duluth  would  be  returned  to  Duluth  loaded  with  wheat. 

We  now  not  only  deny  the  truth  of  this  on  special  grounds,  but  also  on  gen- 
eral grounds. 

Speaking  generally  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  to  any  railroad  man, 
or  to  any  merchant  or  wheat  shipper  who  has  done  business  along  the  line  of  the 
Great  Northern  at  any  time  during  the  last  few  years,  that  during  the  wheat 
shipping  season,  from  September  i  to  January  i,  there  is  a  scarcity  of  cars  for 
wheat  shipping  purposes.  That  any  empty  car,  stocks  and  flats  excepted,  whether 
Great  Northern  or  foreign,  is  gobbled  as  soon  as  emptied,  and  loaded  with  grain 
for  the  east.  Now  the  bulk  of  our  lignite  is  shipped  to  stations  where  this  grain 
is  waiting  to  be  shipped  to  the  east.  Is  it  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  Great 
Northern  people  unload  lignite  and  return  the  cars  empty  to  Minot  during  the 
season  mentioned  ?  It  is  also  a  fact  that  at  least  75  per  cent  of  our  shipments  for 
the  year  are  made  between  the  dates  above  quoted. 

Our  special  grounds  for  denial  are  based  on  the  attached  report  of  the  car 
accountant  of  the  Soo  Railway  as  to  disposition  of  cars  which  were  delivered  to 
the  Great  Northern  at  Minot  by  the  Soo,  loaded  with  lignite.  All  such  cars  were 
Soo  cars,  the  Great  Northern  having  at  all  times  refused  to  furnish  us  with  empty 
cars  to  load  at  Burlington  with  lignite,  which  fact  is  also  a  "straw"  showing  that 
empty  cars  are  not  plentiful  with  them.  This  report  shows  delivery  of  138  cars 
from  September  i,  '96,  to  February  i,  '97.     Date  of  report,  February  23,  1897. 

Total  number  of  empties  returned  to  Minot,  54;  still  on  Great  Northern,  17. 

Assuming  that  one-half  of  the  17  will  be  returned  empty,  the  total  number 
will  be  62  empty  against  138  delivered,  or  45  per  cent. 

But  for  breakdowns  and  unusually  reduced  capacity  in  month  of  November, 
the  deliveries  in  that  month  would  have  been  larger  than  in  month  of  December, 
still  further  reducing  percentage  figured  above.  The  figures  of  this  report  effect- 
ually dispose  of  55  per  cent  of  the  stock  argument  of  the  Great  Northern  ofiUcials. 

We  think  we  have  proved  by  the  foregoing  that  the  rate  on  lignite  is  exces- 
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sive  and  oppressive.  The  question  now  comes  up,  what  is  a  reasonable  rate  on 
lignite? 

To  get  at  an  answer  to  this  question,  we  will  start  with  an  assumption  which 
we  thing  you  gentlemen  of  the  board  will  concede  is  fair,  vik;  That  a  fair  average 
cost  for  hauling  one  ton  of  freight  one  mile  over  the  railways  of  this  stale  does 
not  exceed  }4  cent,  or  5  mills. 

We  stand  ready  to  load  all  cars  with  20  tons  or  over. 

To  get  at  the  required  reasonable  rate  we  must  fir?^t  get  at  the  cost  of  hauUng 
the  lignite  one  way  and  add  to  it  a  percentage  of  the  whole  cost  of  returning  the 
car  empty  which  will  correspond  to  the  percentage  of  empty  cars  returned  as 
shown  by  the  attached  car  report.     We  get  it  as  follows,  vis'*;

The  cost  of  hauling  i  gross  ton  one  mile  is  10-32  of  i  cent,  whether  it  is 
freight  or  dead  load  (weight  of  car),  and  the  cost  of  hauling  E2  gross  tons  (weight 
of  empty  car)  one  mile  is  120-32  of  i  cent.  But  we  want  the  cost  of  only  45  per 
cent  of  the  return  car  haulage — 45  per  cent  of  120  32  cents  equaU  45- 100  of 
120-32  cents  which  equals  i  69-100  cents.     Then  the 

Cost  of  hauling  20  tons  one  mile  one  way  including  car  U 10        cents 

Cost  of  hauling  45  per  cent  of  empty  car  one  mile  returning  is , , , , , .     1 ,  69  cents

Dividing  by  20  we  get  cost  of  i  ton  net,  equals  0-5S4  cent«. 

Allowing  10  per  cent  for  profit  we  get  64-100  cents  as  our  reasonable  rate. 
This  brings  us  very  near  to  the  quoted  rate  on  bituminous— 65  100  centB-^which 
strengthens  our  position  in  calling  this  a  reasonable  rate. 

We  now  therefore  petition  your  honorable  board  to  make  and  put  Jnto  effect 
a  tariff  on  lignite  over  the  line  of  said  Great  Northern  Railway  troni  Minot  to  all 
points  on  said  line  within  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  said  tariff  to  be  based  on  a 
unit  charge  of  65-100  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  except  to  points  w*here  the  tariff  of 
said  railway  on  bituminous  coal  is  less  than  65-100  cents  per  ton  per  tnile.  In 
which  case  the  tariff  on  lignite  shall  be  equally  as  low  as  the  tariff  on  bitumi- 
nous coal . 

And  we  furthermore  petition  that  a  similar  tariff  based  on  the  same  unit  rate 
and  with  similar  modifications  be  made  and  put  into  effect  over  the  line  of  the 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Railway. 

We  note  here  that  the  average  tariff  rate  for  all  classics  of  freight  over  Ftll  the 
Soo  Line  for  the  year  1896  was  62-100  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  (See  your 
report  1896.)

Dear  Sir:  -  We  beg  to  ask  you  to  do  us  a  favor  if  it  is  in  your  power  to  do 
so  in  regard  to  freight  rates  on  the  Addison  branch  of  the  Great  Northern,  in 
comparing  prices  with  Northern  Pacific  on  lignite  coal.  As  we  are  located  be- 
tween the  Southwestern  and  main  line  of  Northern  Pacific.  The  Northern  Pa- 
cific charges  a  little  over  $1.60  for  hauling  lignite  to  Wheatland,  Casselton,  Shel- 
don and  Leonard.  The  Great  Northern  charges  to  this  place  $2  55,  which  is 
quite  a  difference  to  the  farmers  in  this  vicinity  as  they  are  obliged  to  haul  fuel 
from  Northern  Pacific  stations. 

We  have  had  three  carloads  of  wood  and  other  freights  at  Addison  for  two 
months  and  have  written  to  the  company  many  times  to  have  it  shipped  in,  but 
they  pay  no  attention  to  the  matter.

My  Dear  Sir:  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  as  railroad  commissioner  to 
the  freight  rates  on  flaxseed.  The  rate  in  the  southwest  and  other  points  in  the 
state  are  fully  4  cents  per  cwt.  more  on  flaxseed  than  on  wheat  from  some 
points.  This  is  not  justice  and  right.  One  hundred  pounds  flax  does  not  cost 
the  railroad  companies  more  to  haul  than  does  100  pounds  of  wheat  and  they  are 
not  held  or  bound  to  any  extra  attention  or  responsibility  on  flaxseed  than  on 
wheat.  Get  freight  tariff  rates  of  the  railroad  companies  and  look  this  up  so 
•shippers  can  get  the  rate  now  to  ship  out  their  flaxseed  this  spring. 

I  write  vou  instead  to  LaMoure  members  of  the  legislature — they  have  not 
time.

Dear  Sir  :  Acknowledging  receipt  of  your  favor  of  February  8,  to  Mr.  Keyes 
concerning  discrimination  in  the  shipment  of  flaxseed.  This  matter  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  traflic  manager  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  by 
direction  of  the  commissioners,  and  you  will  find  that  the  Northern  Pacific  tariff 
makes  the  rate  on  flax  one  hundred  and  twenty  per  cent  of  the  grain  rate,  unless 
the  shipper  signs  a  release  holding  the  company  free  from  liability  for  leakage. 
I  think  you  will  find  that  you  have  been  paying  this  twenty  per  cent  premium 
while  practically  standing  the  liability  of  leakage  yourself,  so  that  in  future  ship- 
ments if  you  will  require  the  agent  to  furnish  you  the  release  to  sign,  you  can 
then  take  advantage  of  the  ordinary  wheat  rate  on  all  shipments  of  flax.  In  this 
particular  all  you  will  have  to  do  is  to  see  that  the  cars  are  in  good  shape  and 
just  the  ordinary  precautions  against  leakage  taken.  The  commsssioners  will  be 
glad  to  hear  from  you  after  your  next  shipment,  and  if  this  does  not  work  as 
above  indicated,  as  the  commissioners  are  assured  by  Traffic  Manager  Hannaford 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  that  such  are  the  conditions,  and  presume  that  similar 
conditions  govern  on  other  lines.

Dear  Sir:  This  company  acknowledges  receipt  of  notice  from  the  com- 
mission, requiring  it  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  North 
Dakota,  fixing  maximum  rates  for  the  transportation  of  h'gnite  coal. 

The  location  of  mines  is  such  that  cars  used  in  the  traffic  must  be  hauled 
one  way  empty,  and  for  a  long  distance,  thus  adding  largely  to  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation. The  state  being  sparsely  settled,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the  ship- 
ments will  move  in  any  large  quantity.  The  rates  fixed  by  the  statute  average 
about  six  mills  per '  ton  per  mile,  and  are  therefore  unreasonable  and  unlawful. 
The  company  has  heretofore  declined  to  adopt  the  statutory  rates,  because  they 
are  far  from  being  compensatory,  and  under  them  the  company  would  not  receive, 
on  account  of  the  service,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  its  cost. 

As  fuel  is  a  necessity  and  lower  prices  for  it  may  bring  about 
quicker  settlement  of  the  state  and  more  development  of  its  industries, 
the  company  will  put  the  statutory  rates  into  effect,  reserving  the  right 
to  withdraw'them  at  any  time  and  resist  the  enforcement  of  the  statute. 
The  losses  sustained  thereby  will  be  regarded  by  it  as  a  contribution  toward  the 
development  of  the  state  The  statutory  rates  are,  as  a  whole,  much  less  than 
rates  charged  and  received  by  coal  carrying  roads  in  the  United  States  upon 
which  the  volume  of  traffic  amounts  to  many  millions  of  tons  per  year.  It  must 
be  understood  that  the  company  does  not  put  the  rates  into  effect  because  they 
are  reasonable,  but  because,  under  the  circumstances,  it  is  willing  to  accept  the 
responsibility  of  the  loss  that  will  follow,  and  the  chances  of  embarrassment 
growing  out  of  the  matter  of  the  comparison  of  rates,  and  because  it  prefers  to 
accept  such  responsibility  in  consideration  of  the  limited  amount  of  the  traffic 
rather  than  engage  in  litigation  over  the  matter  at  the  present  time.

Dear  Sir  :  Notice  from  the  commission  requiring  it  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  statutes  of  North  Dakota  fixing  maximum  rates  for  the  trans- 
portation of  lignite  coal,  duly  received  by  this  company. 

The  location  of  mines  on  the  lines  of  this  road  are  such  that  cars  used  in  the 
traffic  must  be  hauled  one  way  empty,  and  for  long  distances,  thus  adding  largely 
to  the  cost  of  transportation.  The  movement  of  lignite  coal  is  small,  only  about 
18,000  tons  being  handled  by  this  company  last  year. 

The  rates  fixed  by  the  statute  are  unreasonable,  therefore  unlawful.  This 
company  has  heretofore  declined  to  adopt  the  statutory  rates,  because  they  are 
far  from  being  compensatory,  and  under  them  the  company  would  not  receive, 
on  account  of  the  service,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  its  cost. 

As  fuel  is  a  necessity,  and  lower  prices  for  it  may  bring  about  more  rapid 
settlement  and  development  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  this  company  >viU 
put  the  statutory  rates  into  effect,  reserving  the  right  to  withdraw  them  at  any 
time  and  resist  the  enforcement  of  the  statute.  We  will  regard  our  losses  as  a 
contribution  toward  the  development  of  immigration.  The  statutory  rates  are  as 
a  whole  much  less  than  the  rates  charged  and  received  by  coal  carrying  roads  in 
the  United  States  upon  which  the  volume  of  traffic  amounts  to  many  millions  of 
tons  a  year. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  company  does  not  put  the  rates  into  effect

184  REPORT   OF   COMMISSIONERS   OF   RAILROADS, 


Annual  Inspection  of  Railway  Property. 


As  required  by  law  the  Commissioners  of  Railroads  during  the 
months  of  June  and  July  inspected  the  various  lines  of  railroad  in 
the  state  and  at  the  same  time  considered  all  complaints  concern- 
ing defective  service,  coming  to  their  notice. 

Commencing  with  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  June 
14th,  and  continuing  to  June  19th,  inclusive,  all  lines  of  this  com- 
pany within  the  state  were  carefully  inspected.  This  property,  as 
usual,  was  found  in  good  shape  and  well  equipped  for  general 
service.  Comparatively  little  complaint  existed  among  patrons 
along  this  line. 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  lines  were  inspected  from  July  Ist 

to ,  inclusive.     Improvement  on  this  line  continues  in  the 

direction  of  increased  shipping  facilities,  increase  of  station  agen- 
cies, also  an  active  consideration,  regarding  the  requirements  of 
the  public,  from  traflBc  department  and  operating  officials. 

The  property  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  as 
usual,  was  found  in  good  shape,  and  the  requirements  of  the  pub- 
lic carefully  attended  to. 

The  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  &  Saulte  Sainte  Marie  Railway  ("Soo'' 
Line)  is  in  its  usual  good  shape  and  its  management  active  in 
meeting  demands  of  the  public  with  the  exception  of  refusal  to 
construct  '*Y"  track  connections  with  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul  Railway  at  Monango,  and  with  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  Company  at  Odell,  as  required  by  law. 

The  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway,  fourteen  and  twenty- 
eight  hundredths  ( 14.28  )jiniles  is  in  good  shape.

To  the  Honorable  Boiwd  of  Railroad  Commissioners^  IHsmarck,  N.  D. : 

Gentlemen:  I  feel  that  I  have  received  injuries  of  an  unjustifiable  nature 
at  the  hands  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company.  On  the  night  of  Nov. 
13,  1896,  being  at  Oriska,  N.  I).,  and  having  a  ticket  to  Valley  City,  I  went  to 
the  depot  and  got  a  pass  of  the  agent  to  ride  on  train  No.  55  (way  freight)  due  at 
Oriska  at  9:20  p.  m.  1  got  the  pass  shortly  after  8  o'clock.  The  agent  then  told 
me  that  he  should  close  up  for  the  night,  refusing  to  let  me  stay  in  the  waiting 
room;  he  lo*:ked  the  house.  I  waited  outdoor  for  the  train,  which  was  late,  until 
after  12  o'clock.  The  night  being  unusually  cold  and  snowing,  I  really  was  so 
cold  I  could  scarcely  get  on  the  train  when  it  came,  besides  having  a  crippled 
foot  I  froze  that  until  my  toes  were  hard  It  has  and  will  seriously  interfere 
with  any  outdoor  business  for  some  time.  I  have  a  family  to  support  depending 
wholly  upon  my  wages.  I  got  counsel  who  told  me  to  lay  the  matter  before 
you  was  m^  only  remedy  as  1  was  unable  to  carry  on  a  suit,  and  put  up  for  the 
costs.  Now,  I  ask  for  no  charity  but  feel  that  I  am  justly  entitled  to  some 
recompense.  Hoping  that  vow  will  advise  me  and  act  on  the  case  in  as  far  as

The  claim  agent,  Taylor,  argued 
to  me  that  they  had  a  riglit  to  close  the  waiting  room  if  they  wished  any  night, 
but  that  they  had  not  done  so  in  my  case.  Guilford  admitted  that  he  told  me  he 
was  going  to  lock  up  the  rooms,  but  said  he  did  not  refuse  to  let  me  stay  inside, 
which  I  told  him  amounted  to  the  same  thing.  Now,  I  take  this  opportunity  lo 
state  that  I  can  prove  beyond  a  question  every  statement  which  I  made  to  you, 
and  only  ask  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  both  as  to  the  treatment  and  damages  I 
received' at  the  hands  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Further,  one  week  from  that  night  I  saw  a  young  lady  and'three  young  men 
leaning  up  against  the  east  end  of  that  same  depot  at  Oriska  after  1 1  o'clock  at 
night  with  the  snow  blowing  and  three  or  four  inches  deep.  Guilford  knew  they 
were  going  on  that  train  and  that  they  had  tickets.  Ho  locked  the  waiting  room. 
(I  have  all  their  names.) 

I  have  the  wishes  of  many  here  and  at  Oriska  (even  R.  R.  men)  who  would 
like  to  see  this  matter  pushed.

Dear  Sir:  Your  favors  of  Dec.  10,  1896,  and  Jan.  4,  1897,  to  Mr.  C.J. 
Wilson,  superintendent  at  Jamestown,  relative  to  complaint  made  against  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  by  one  Jerome  Parks  have  been  forwarded 
to  this  office.  In  reply  to  the  same  i  beg  to  say  that  Oriska,  the  station  referred 
to  by  Mr.  Parks,  was  not  a  nigfht  station  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  "locking  out." 
Sometime  prior  to  Nov.  13,  1896,  it  had  been  a  night  station,  but  for  reasons  now 
unknown  the  night  service  at  that  point  had  been  discontinued.  On  Nov.  23, 
1896,  and  at  the  present  time  Mr.  S.  G.  Guilford  was  and  is  the  station  agent  at 
Oriska.  At  the  expiration  of  the  night  service  and  up  to  the  present  time  Mr. 
Guilford's  quitting  time  was  and  is  7  p.  m.,  unless  something  unusual  occurred, 
or  was  to  occur.  After  7  p.  m.,  should  he  so  desire,  until  the  following  morning 
his  time  was  virtually  his  own.  On  Nov.  13,  1896,  and  up  to  date,  Mr.  Guilford 
occupied  and  still  occupies  a  portion  of  said  depot  building  as  a  sleeping  apart- 
ment. Exclusive  of  the  complaint  made  by  Mr.  Parks  no  other  complaint  has 
ever  been  made  against  Mr.  Guilford,  and  upon  inquiry  we  find  that  there  had 
been  no  controversy  or  feeling  between  Messrs.  Parks  and  Guilford  prior  to  Nov. 
13,  1896.  To  write  you  a  detailed  description  of  Oriska  as  a  railway  station,  or  as 
to  size,  number  of  inhabitants  and  extent  of  business  would  be  useless  as  you 
undoubtedly  are  better  acquainted  with  the  place  than  I  am. 

From  our  investigation  of  the  matter  referred  to.  I  learn  the  following:  That 
on  the  evening  of  Nov,  13,  1896,  Mr.  Parks  and  Mr.  Guilford,  with  Mr.  Curtis, 
met  near  the  village  store  in  Oriska,  at  about  7  p.  m.  Mr.  Parks  inquired  of  Mr. 
Guilford  how  No.  55  was,  and  Mr.  Guilford  replied  that  **8he  was  way  late"  and 
that  the  waiting  room  at  the  depot  would  not  be  open  when  "55"  arrived.  The 
parties  then  separated,  Mr.  Parks  going  towards  the  store  and  Guilford  and  Curtis 
going  to  the  depot.  At  about  8  p.  m.,  Mr.  Parks  entered  the  depot  and  in  the 
presence  of  Mr.  Curtis  again  inquired  of  the  agent  as  to  train  No.  55,  and  was 
informed  by  him  that  the  train  would  not  arrive  until  about  midnight.  Then 
Mr.  Parks  asked  for  a  permit,  which  was  furnished  him,  and  he  was  again 
informed  that  the  depot  would  not  be  open  at  that  time,  and  also  that  the  agent 
would  not  be  up  when  the  train  arrived.  Mr.  Parks  made  no  demur,  and  very 
soon  after  left  the  depot,  going  over  to  the  village,  and  was  not  seen  at  or  in  the 
depot  again  that  night,  although,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Guilford  was  busy  in 
his  office  until  a  little  after  10  p.  m.  on  the  night  in  question,  and  after  completing 
his  work,  he  closed  up  the  depot  and  went  to  bed.  One  reason  in  particular  that 
compelled  him  to  keep  the  depot  open  later  than  usual  that  evening  was  the  fact 
that  passenger  train  No.  4  was  considerably  behind  time,  and  he  had  to  remain  up 
until  that  train  had  passed  his  station. 

The  above  are  the  facts  in  the  matter,  and  if  Mr.  Parks  wandered  around  the 
village  and  had  his  foot  frozen,  we  have  no  knowledge  of  that  fact,  but  we  do 
know  that  whatever  trouble  or  injury  may  have  resulted  from  his  own  careless- 
ness on  that  evening,  if  he  was  careless  and  exposed,  it  was  not  of  such  a  serious 
nature  as  to  call  for  medical  attention  or  medicine. 

In  using  these  trains,  55  and  59,  from  Oriska  to  his  destination,  Mr.  Parks 
knew  of  the  uncertainty  of  their  arrival,  and  he  certainly  knew  what  every  adult 
resident  of  Oriska  knew,  that  since  the  discontinuance  of  the  night  service  the 
depot  was  due  to  close  not  later  than  8  p.  m.,  unless  circumstances  of  an  unusual 
character  required  the  attention  of  the  agent  at  that  place  later  than  the  time 
stated. 

Referring  to  Mr.  Park's  communication  to  you  of  the  23d  of  December, 
1896,  in  which -he  refers  to  other  parties  receiving  similar  treatment  one  week 
later.     That,  of  course,  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  present  case.     If  complaint 
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is  entered  by  the  parties  referred  to,  we  will  endeavor  to  meet  the  issue.  The 
case  of  Mr. 'Parks,  after  a  thorough  investigation,  was  submitted  by  me  to  our 
legal  department,  and  they  agree  with  me  that  we  cannot  find  from  the  facts  that 
Mr.  Parks  has  any  just  cause  for  complaint,  and  that  this  company  is  not  liable 
for  the  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  him.

Dear  Sir:  Acknowledging  your  favor  of  January  15th  concerning  com- 
plaint of  Jerome  Parks  concerning  lack  of  accommodation  to  passengers  while 
waiting  for  trains  at  Oriska,  your  communication  was  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  in  session  today  and  I  am  directed  to  state  that  so  far  as 
any  damages  claimed  by  Mr.  Parks  Si  is  not  a  matter  for  the  commissioners  to 
consider,  but  that  the  commissioners  consider  Mr.  Parks'  complaint  and  the  evi- 
dence submitted  by  him  as  showing  that  the  agent  at  Oriska  handles  his  station 
in  such  a  way  as  to  expose  passengers  to  unnecessary  discomfort,  and  that  under 
such  arrangements  as  practiced  by  the  agent,  passengers  are  not  afforded  neces- 
sary accommodations  at  that  point. 

I  am  directed  by  the  commissioners  to  request  that  you  place  the  correspond- 
ence in  the  hands  of  the  operating  department  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
Company  with  a  view  of  having  the  matter  of  necessary  accommodations  to  pas- 
sengers investigated  and  settled  on  that  basis. 

The  commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  right  to  lock  up  a  waiting 
room  and  turn  a  passenger  out  into  the  stormy  weather  after  issuing  a  permit  to 
ride  on  a  freight  train  or  selling  a  ticket  for  transportation.  The  commissioners 
further  hold  that  depots  are  not  necessarily  to  be  made  a  lodging  place  for  pros- 
pective passengers,  but  that  a  passenger  has  a  right  to  wait  in  the  passenger  depot 
for  a  delayed  train  when  he  arrives  at  the  depot  at  the  usual  schedule  time  of  a 
train  to  pass.

Dear  Sir:  Yours  received  enclosing  petitions  by  James  A.  Moore  and 
others  and  C.  M.  Rees  and  others  in  which  they  request  your  board  to  issue 
certain  orders  prohibiting  railroads  from  carrying  intoxicating  liquors  within  this 
state  or  delivering  such  liquor  to  any  citizen  other  than  for  medicinal  purposes 
and  in  such  cases  only  to  those  holding  permits  to  dispense  the  same. 

You  ask  for  my  opinion  in  regard  to  the  power  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners in  this  matter.  In  reply  I  will  say  that  as  a  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners they  have  no  authority  whatever  to  act  in  this  matter.     The  board  would 
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have  no  authority  to  issue  such  an  order  and  therefore  it  would  be  an  absolute 
nullity  even  if  issued  by  it.  The  law  of  this  state  forbids  the  railroad  companies 
knowingly  carrying  intoxicating  liquors  into  this  state  for  unlawful  purposes  and 
if  a  company  violates  this  provision  it  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same 
manner  as  an  individual  who  violates  the  prohibitory  liquor  law.  All  that  is 
necessary  in  either  instance  is  for  some  individual  to  make  an  affidavit  that  the 
railroad  company  or  any  other  person  within  the  state  is  violating  the  provisions 
of  the  prohibitory  law  and  a  prosecution  will  be  instituted.  Advise  your  peti- 
tioners to  call  upon  the  states  attorneys  of  their  respective  counties  and  submit  to 
them  facts  which  one  of  them  will  swear  to,  showing  a  violation  of  the  prohibi- 
tory law  of  this  state,  and  he  will  undoubtedly  begin  a  prosecution.  If  he  fails  to 
do  so,  submit  to  this  office  that  fact  and  also  send  an  affidavit  showing  the  facts 
presented  to  him  relating  to  the  violation  of  the  law  and  I  will  see  that  an  action 
is  commenced.

The  following  decision  of  the  Minnesota  supreme  court  is  con- 
sidered by  the  commissioners  of  enough  importaut^e  to  the  people 
of  North  Dakota  to  warrant  its  incorporation  in  the  present 
annual  report: 

A  complete  text  of  the  recent  sweeping  decision  of  the  Minne- 
sota supreme  court  relative  to  the  extortionate  rate  chaises  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway,  as  develoi^ed  in  tho  relobrated  Steener- 
son  case.  No  more  important  decision  has  bet*ii  given  to  the 
northwest  by  any  court  than  that  which  follows  in  these  columns. 
The  attorneys,  representing  the  Great  Northern  Railway  on  the  one 
hand  and  the  state  of  Minnesota  on  the  other,  fou;^ht  the  case  on 
two  grounds  in  the  main;  but  the  court  enters  into  eleven  other 
grounds  of  law,  two  of  which  have  never  yet  been  canvassed  by 
any  court  on  the  continent. 

In  brief,  the  supreme  court  of  Minnesota,  in  Ibe  opinion  written 
by  Justice  Canty,  brings  out  the  following  points  of  law  and  fact 
involved  in  this  vital  issue: 

The  State  Railway  and  Warehouse  Commission  has  tho  power  to 
reduce  rates  on  an  entire  railway  system,  although  complaint  nmy 
be  directed  to  special  points  only. 

A  reasonable  rate  is  determined  by  present  cost  to  reprochice  the 
railway,  not  by  original  cost,  or  bonds  and  stocks. 

The  company  and  not  the  people  must  stand  railway  losses. 

Minnesota  farmers  and  shippers  cannot  lay  taxvd  to  |)ay  high 
profits  on  terminal  speculative  investments. 

The  Minnesota  public  cannot  be  assessed  to  roect  the  losses  of 
the  system  on  unprofitable  portions  in  the  system  in  the  far  west. 

The  shippers  and  farmers  of  the  main  line  cannot  he  forced  to 
pay  extortionate  rates  to  provide  gilt  edged  dividends  on  other 
Great  Northern  corporations. 

The  Red  River  valley  wheat  shipper  cannot  be  taxed  by  the  rail- 
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road  company  to  create  10  per  cent  dividends  for  the  Northern 
Steamship  company,  or  120  per  cent  dividends  for  the  San  Coulee 
Coal  Company. 

The  public  cannot  be  assessed  to  pay  high  interest  rates  and 
dividends  on  the  doubly  bonded  and  stocked  Eastern  Minnesota 
Railway. 

Inflated  railroad  indebtedness  and  extortionate  interest  charges 
thereon  cannot  be  set  up  to  rob  the  people  by  confiscatory  railway 
rates. 

Sections  7  and  10  of  the  opinion  and  syllabus  comprise  the  new 
ground  covered  by  the  Minnesota  court.  These  relate  to  the  ter- 
minal properties  and  unprofitable  extensions  of  the  system.  Sec- 
tion 7  prohibits  the  railway  company  from  charging  the  public  6 
per  cent  or  6  per  cent  on  the  speculative  property  employed  for 
terminals.  The  court  holds  that  this  property  receives  its  margin 
of  profit  on  investment  through  the  increment  arising  from  increase 
of  speculative  value,  and  that  to  collect  an  additional  profit  of  5 
per  cent  to  6  per  cent  on  capital  invested  in  terminal  property  is 
unjust  and  extortionate.  In  section  10  the  court  holds  that  Min- 
nesota people  cannot  be  forced  to  make  good  the  losses  on  the 
unprofitable  portions  of  the  system  in  the  far  west.  These  losses 
must  be  sustained  by  the  railway  company  and  not  by  the  people. 

The  following  is  the  complete  text  of  the  decision : 

In  re  Appeal  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  Elias 
Steenerson,  State  of  Minnesota,  et  al.,  appellants,  vs.  Great  North- 
em  Railway  Company,  respondent.     Syllabus: 

( 1 )  Under  Chapter  8,  General  Laws  1887,  as  amended  by  Chap- 
ter 106,  Laws  of  1891,  the  State  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sion, when  reducing  rates  on  the  complaint  of  anyone  that  rates 
between  certain  points  on  a  certain  railroad  are  too  high,  may,  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  discrimination  by  its  own  acts,  reduce 
the  rates  on  the  whole  line  or  system. 

(2)  The  question  whether  the  rates  for  transportation  fixed  by 
the  State  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  are  unreasonable 
and  confiscatory,  is  not  determined  by  the  fact  that  the  income  un- 
der the  rates  as  so  fixed  will  not  pay  the  amount  of  the  fixed 
charges  of  the  railroad;  neither  can  the  amount  at  which  the  rail- 
road sold  years  ago  on  mortgage  foreclosure  sale  be  taken  as  the 
basis  on  which  to  determine  what  are  reasonable  rates,  but  that 
question  is  determined  by  ascertaining  what,  under  all  the  circum- 
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stances,  is  a  reasonable  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  road 
at  the  present  time. 

(3)  Under  Chapter  8,  General  Laws  1887,  as  amended  by  Chap- 
ter 106,  Laws  of  1891,  the  burden  is  on  the  railroad  company  to 
show  that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  are  unreasonable. 

(4)  Held,  the  fixing  of  rates  is  a  legislative  or  administrative 
act,  not  a  judicial  one;  under  the  constitution  the  court  cannot 
place  itself  in  the  shoes  of  the  commission  and  try  de  novo  the 
question  what  are  reasonable  rates,  and  on  appeal  under  said  stat- 
utes the  court  can  review  the  acts  of  the  commission  only  so  far  as 
to  determine  whether  the  rates  fixed  by  it  are  unreasonable  and 
confiscatory  and  to  what  extent,  in  much  the  same  manner  as  an 
appellate  court  determine  whether  or  not  the  verdict  of  a  jury  is 
excessive  and  to  what  extent. 

(5)  On  appeal  from  the  commission,  the  court  should  take 
judicial  notice  of  all  those  general  matters  of  which  the  commission 
should  have  knowledge  and  on  which  it  would  act  without  proof 
thereof,  made  on  formal  hearing. 

( 6)  Evidence  examined  in  the  light  of  the  court's  findings  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  it  would  cost  to  reproduce  the 
terminals  of  the  Great  Northern  system,  at  Minneapolis  and  St. 
Paul,  and  what  it  would  cost  to  reproduce  the  rest  of  the  lines  of 
their  systems,  within  this  state. 

(7)  Where  the  market  price  of  urban  or  suburban  property  in 
or  near  a  rapidly  growing  city  is  higher  than  is  warranted  by  any 
annual  income  which  can  be  obtained  from  any  use  to  which  the 
property  can  at  present  be  put,  and  such  excess  in  market  value  is 
caused  by  the  anticipation  of  still  higher  prices  in  the  future, 

Held,  a  reasonable  annual  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing 
railroad  terminals  out  of  such  property,  is  less  than  a  reasonable 
income  on  the  cost  of  rejoroducing  other  portions  of  the  road,  which 
when  reproduced  are  not  likely  to  increase  in  value. 

Held,  the  public  and  not  the  courts  must  be  the  judge  of  whether 
or  not  such  property  will  increase  in  value  in  the  future,  and  if  so, 
how  much. 

What  is  the  lowest  rate  of  annual  income  on  the  cost  of  repro- 
ducing such  terminals  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  which  the 
courts  would  uphold  as  not  being  confiscatory,  is  not  decided;  but 
it  is  held  that  a  net  income  of  2^  per  cent  per  annum  on  such  cost 
was,  under  the  circumstances,  a  liberal  income  in  1894. 

(8)  The  great  fall  in  the  last  few  years  in  rates  of  interest  and 
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in  what  are  reasonable  rates  of  income  on  capital  invested,  noticed, 
and  the  reasons  for  such  fall  stated.  Held,  a  net  income  of  5  per 
cent  in  1894  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  all  of  said  railroads  except 
the  terminals  was  not,  under  the  circumstances,  unreasonable  or 
confiscatory. 

(9)  The  railroad  lines  in  question  extend  beyond  the  state,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  net  earnings  of  the  part  of  the 
lines  within  this  state,  the  dilferent  methods  proposed  by  counsel 
for  apportioning  the  gross  earnings  amongst  the  states  is  considered. 

Held,  the  gross  earnings  on  the  through  traffic  extending  across 
this  state  and  into  other  states  should  not  be  apportioned  on  the 
"mileage  basis,"  as  that  would  give  Minnesota  the  benefit  of  the 
higher  rates  which  the  carrier  is  entitled  to  charge  in  the  more 
thinly  settled  country  further  west  where  the  traffic  is  lighter. 

Held,  further,  such  gross  earnings  cannot  be  apportioned  on  the 
theory  that  the  patrons  on  the  part  of  the  lines  within  this  state 
are  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  which  should  naturally  come  to  them 
from  the  fact  that  just  beyond  the  borders  of  this  state  there  is  a 
large  area  of  fertile  territory  which  furnishes  a  large  amount  of 
railroad  traffic,  which  co-operates  with  similar  traffic  within  this 
state  to  make  reasonable  rates  lower  than  they  otherwise  would  be, 
and  a  railroad  which  extended  from  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis  or  Du- 
luth  to  the  west  line  of  the  state  and  there  terminated  without  con- 
nections or  feeders  beyond,  would  not  be  an  enterprise  planned  or 
conducted  on  business  principles. 

(10)  When  any  feeder  or  extension  portion  of  a  railroad  line  or 
system  is  an  incumbrance  on  the  rest  of  the  line  or  system,  so  that 
the  rest  of  the  line  or  system  would  at  the  same  rates  produce 
more  net  income  if  such  portion  did  not  exist,  that  is,  if  all  the 
gross  earnings  on  all  the  traffic  passing  over  such  portion  and  on 
the  whole  length  of  the  haul  on  such  traffic, -will  not  pay  the  oper- 
ating expenses  on  such  traffic  for  the  whole  length  of  such  haul, 
and  pay  for  the  wear  and  tear  on  the  line  or  system  caused  by 
such  additional  traffic,  and  also  pay  a  reasonable  income  on  the 
cost  of  reproducing  such  portion  of  the  line,  and  these  conditions 
are  not  of  a  temporary  character,  but  are  the  result  of  building  the 
feeder  or  extension  where  there  was  not  sufficient  business  to 
justify  its  existence,  then  such  portion  of  the  lines  is  not  self-sup- 
porting, but  is  an  incumbrance  on,  and  not  a  feeder  of  the  rest  of 
the  line  or  system,  and  in  determining  what  are  reasonable  rates 
for  the  rest  of  the  line  or  system  such  portion  may  be  rejected. 
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Held,  under  the  statute  the  burden  was  on  the  railway  company 
to  show  that  the  western  portion  of  its  line  was  self-supporting. 

( 11 )  Held,  under  the  statute,  the  burden  was  on  the  railway 
tjompany  to  show  what  portion  of  the  gross  earnings  on  through 
business  should  be  apportioned  to  Minnesota;  that  it  failed  to 
maintain  this  burden,  and  on  the  evidence,  therefore,  failed  to 
prove  that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  are  confiscatory. 

(^2)  The  evidence  examined  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  as 
near  as  possible  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  whole  of  the  lines  and 
terminals,  and  Held,  that  the  income  on  the  same  in  1894  with  the 
rates  as  reduced  by  the  commission,  would  produce  2J  per  cent 
•  net  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  terminals  and  5  per  cent 
net  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  rest  of  the  road,  and 
that  under  the  circumstances  the  same  is  a  fairly  liberal  income. 

(13)  There  are  a  number  of  feeders  and  portions  of  railroad 
lines  which  are  separately  incorporated  but  which  in  fact  form 
parts  of  the  railway  system  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany; there  is  also  a  steamship  line  on  the  great  lakes  and  a  very 
valuable  coal  mine  in  Montana,  each  of  which  is  separately  incor- 
porated; all  or  nearly  all  of  the  stock  of  each  of  these  other  corpo- 
rations is  owned  by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  and  it 
or  its  officers  manage  and  control  all  of  these  other  corporations; 
the  profits  of  each  of  them  depend  almost  wholly  on  the  division 
of  profits  on  business  in  which  it  and  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  are  jointly  concerned,  and  such  division  is  a  mere 
matter  of  bookkeeping;  some  of  these  other  corporations  appear 
by  the  reports  of  the  Great  Northern  company  to  have  made  very 
large  net  profits  during  the  year  in  question. 

Held,  the  burden  was  on  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 
in  this  case  to  show  that  the  division  of  profits  between  it  and  these 
other  corporations  was  fair  and  reasonable,  and  it  failed  to  main- 
tain that  burden. 

Order  reversed  and  a  new  trial  granted. 

In  re  Appeal  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  Elias 
Steenerson,  State  of  Minnesota,  et  al.,  appellants,  vs.  Great  North- 
ern Railway  Company,  respondent.     . 
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OPINION. 

(1)  Chapter  18,  General  Laws,  1887,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
106,  Laws  of  1891,  provides  that  in  fixing  rates  of  transportation, 
the  State  Railroad  &  Warehouse  Commission  may  act  upon  the 
complaint  "of  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  any 
mercantile,  agricultural  or  nianufacturing  society,  or  any  body 
politicor  municipal  organization."  It  further  provides:  *'If  the 
taritfs  of  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifications  so  complained  of 
shall  be  found  by  the  evidence  to  be  unequal  or  unreasonable,  the 
commission  shall  state  wherein  they  are  unequal  or  unreasonable, 
and  shall  make  a  tjiriff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifications 
which  shall  be  substituted  for  the  tariflP  complained- of." 

Steenerson  appeared  before  the  commission,  alleged  that  he 
was  engaged  in  shipping  grain  over  the  railroad  of  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  Company  from  the  stations  of  Crookston, 
Fisher  and  East  Grand  Forks  to  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  in  this 
state,  and  that  the  rates  between  these  points  were  too  high. 
After  summoning  the  railway  company  and  having  a  hearing  as 
provided  by  the  statute,  the  commission  made  an  order  reducing 
rates  on  grain  on  all  the  lines  of  the  railway  company  within  the 
state.  From  this  order  the  railway  company  appealed  to  the 
district  court,  and  after  a  hearing  on  the  appeal  the  court  reversed 
the  order  of  the  commission.  From  the  order  of  the  court  the 
attorney  general  appeals  to  this  court. 

COMMISSION   HAS   FULL   POWER. 

It  is  contended  by  counsel  for  the  railway  company  that  under 
the  statute  the  commission  had  no  authority  to  go  beyond  the 
relief  asked  for  in  the  complaint,  or  to  reduce  rates  between  points 
not  named  in  the  complaint.  We  cannot  agree  with  counsel.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  commission  when  reducing  rates  as  prayed  for  in 
such  a  complaint,  to  see  that  its  acts  do  not  result  in  discrimina- 
tion as  against  other  points  on  the  line  or  system,  not  named  in 
the  complaint.  The  statute  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mission to  prevent  discrimination  when  complained  of,  clearly 
intends  that  the  commission  shall  not,  itself,  create  such  discrimi- 
nation. And  in  order  to  avoid  doing  so  when  reducing  the  rates 
complained  of,  it  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  rates  between  all 
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other  points  on  the  line  or  system.  The  complaint  made  in  such 
a  case  is  not  at  all  analogous  to  the  bringing  of  an  action  by  a 
private  suitor  to  redress  a  private  grievance.  The  complainant 
before  the  commission  need  have  no  direct  or  immediate  interest 
in  the  matter,  and  even  if  he  has  he  is  acting  on  behalf  of  himself 
and  the  rest  of  the  public. 

SOME   GREAT   NORTHERN   HISTORY. 

(2)  Of  the  lines  of  railroad  -  here  in  question,  561  miles  were 
built  for  and  owned  by  other  railroad  companies  prior  to  the  fore- 
closure sale  of  1879.^  At  one  of  these  sales  the  promoters  of  the 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  Sc  Manitoba  Railway  Company  bid  off  a  part 
of  the  property  and  the  company  itself,  after  it  was  organized,  bid 
in  the  rest  of  paid  property.  These  properties,  the  franchise  con- 
nected with  the  same  and  a  large  land  grant  earned  and  to  be 
earned,  were  bid  oflf  for  the  aggregate  sum  of  $3,600,000,  subject  to 
a  prior  lien  of  $486,000.  The  promoters  transferred  to  the  new 
company  the  part  bid  in  by  them  and  the  properties  were  immedi- 
ately bonded  by  the  new  company  for  $16,000,000,  and  it  issued  to 
the  promoters  its  stock  to  the  amount  of  $15,000,000.  It  operated 
its  railroads  from  1879  to  1890,  during  which  time  it  increased  its 
mileage  in  Minnesota  from  561  miles  to  nearly  the  present  amount 
of  1,381  miles  of  main  track.  It  also  extended  its  lines  beyond 
the  state  into  North  and  South  Dakota  and  beyond  to  the  Pacific 
coast.  Its  stock  was  subsequently  increased  to  $20,000,000,  and 
its  bonded  indebtedness  now  outstanding  is  $84,558,484.  It  leased 
all  of  its  lines  to  the  Great  Northern  Kailway  Company  for  999 
years.  By  the  terms  of  the  lease,  which  took  effect  Feb.  1,  1890, 
the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  guaranteed  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  and  guaranteed  a  dividend 
of  6  per  cent  per  annum  on  said  $20,000,000  of  stock. 

At  the  foreclosure  sale  of  1879  the  561  miles  of  main  track  then 
built  were  sold  for  a  small  part  of  their  original  cost  and  a  small 
part  of  what  it  would  then  cost  to  reproduce  them,  saying  nothing 
of  the  large  quantity  of  valuable  lands  included  in  the  sales.  The 
attorney  general  contends  that  the  price  at  wh  ich  the  properties 
sold  at  the  foreclosure  sale  must,  as  far  as  it  goes,  be  taken  as  the 
basis  for  determining  in  this  case  what  is  a  reasonable  income  to 
be  derived  from  the  operation  of  these  lines  of  railroad. 

On  the  other  hand,  counsel  for  the  railway  company  contend  that 
the  amount  of  the  present  fixed  charges  of  the   Great  Northern 
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Railway  Company  is  the  controUinpf  consideration  in  determining 
what  is  a  reasonable  income  to  be  derived  from  operating  the  lines 
so  leased  by  it. 

In  our  opinion  both  positions  are  wholly  untenable.  If  the 
Manitoba  Company  and  its  promoters  bought  the  properties  at  the 
foreclosure  sales  at  a  great  sacrifice,  that  is  their  good  fortune;  if 
the  leasing  of  the  system  by  the  Grreat  Morthern  Railway  Company 
turns  out  to  be  a  bad  bargain,  that  is  its  misfortune.  The  patrons 
of  the  road  should  not  gain  by  the  one  transaction  or  lose  by  the 
other. 

There  is  as  much  reason  why  the  public  should  benr  the  loss  of 
the  bad  bargain  as  there  is  why  it  should  take  the  profits  of  the 
good  bargain.  To  adopt  any  such  principle  would  leave  the  public 
at  the  mercy  of  every  railroad  manipulator,  and  offer  a  premium  on 
all  kinds  of  schemes  for  increasing  the  fixed  charges  of  railroads. 
Again,  in  determining  what  are  reasonable  rates,  it  is  perfectly 
immaterial  whether  the  railroad  is  mortgaged  for  two  or  three  times 
what  it  would  cost  to  reproduce  it,  or  whether  it  is  free  from  in- 
cumbrance. To  hold  otherwise  would  be  to  hold  that  the  state  or 
the  public  have  indirectly  guaranteed  the  payment  of  the  mortgage 
bond  of  every  railroad.  The  state  may  as  well  guarantee  the  bonds 
directly  as  indirectly.  But  neither  the  state  nor  the  public  have 
done  either  the  one  or  the  other.  It  is  immaterial  how  the  prop- 
erty has  been  split  up  into  different  rights,  interests  and  claims. 
For  the  purpose  of  fixing  rates,  the  holders  of  all  of  these  stand  in 
the  shoes  of  the  sole  owner  of  the  property  unincumbered.  The 
rights  of  the  bondholders  are  no  more  and  no  less  sacred  than  the 
rights  of  such  an  owner. 

COST   OF  REPRODUCING   LINE. 

Again,  the  railroad  may  have  been  constructed  years  ago  when 
iron  rails  cost  $85  per  ton  and  everything  else  in  proportion,  or  it 
may  have  been  constructed  yesterday,  when  steel  rails'cost  but  $16 
per  ton  and  everything  else  nearly  in  proportion. 

Counsel  for  the  railway  company  dwell  much  upon  the  original 
cost  of  the  older  portions  of  these  lines  of  road.  If  a  railroad  was 
built  thirty  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  $40,000  per  mile,  and  another  one 
equally  as  good  was  built  within  a  year  through  the  same  territory 
at  a  cost  of  $12,000  per  mile,  on  what  principle  should  it  be  held 
that  the  old  road  is  entitled  to  three  and  a  half  times  as  much  in- 
come as  the  new  road?    No  guarantee  was  ever  given  by  the  state

to  the  old  road  that  the  price  of  materials  and  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion would  not  decline  or  that  capital  invested  in  railroads  should 
not  be  subject  to  like  vicissitudes  as  capital  invested  in  other  en- 
terprises. Modem  improvements  and  other  causes  have  continued 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  construction  of  all  kinds  of  new  plants  and  to 
reduce  the  value  of  old  plants  or  render  them  wholly  worthless, 
and  the  state  did  not  guarantee  that  those  causes  should  not  in  like 
manner  aflPect  the  capital  invested  in  railroads. 

Then  the  material  question  is  not  what  the  railroad  cost  origin- 
ally, but  what  it  would  now  cost  to  reproduce  it. 

Section  8,  Chapter  18,  General  Laws  1887,  as  amended  by  Chap- 
ter 106,  Laws  of  1891,  provides:  "Such  tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges 
or  classifications  so  made  by  the  commission  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  in  all  courts  of  this  state  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  the 
tariflp  of  rates,  fares,  chargeis  or  classifications  so  made  is  equal  and 
reasonable.'- 

BURDEN   OF   PROOF   ON   RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

Then  the  burden  is  on  the  railroad  company  to  show  that  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  commission  are  unreasonable,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  original  cost  of  the  road,  the  amount  of  its  present  fixed 
charges  and  its  history  are  material  only  so  far  as  they  show  what 
it  would  now  cost  to  reproduce  the  railroad. 

(4)  On  appeal  from  the  commission  to  the  district  court,  on 
what  principles  shall  the  court  proceed  to  review  the  acts  of  the 
commission?  Section  15  of  said  Chapter  15,  as  amended  by  Chap- 
ter 106,  provides:  "Upon  such  appeal,  and  upon  the  hearing  of  any 
application  for  the  enforcement  of  any  such  order  made  by  the 
commission,  the  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  examine  the  whole 
matter  in  controversy,  including  matters  of  fact  as  well  as  questions 
of  law;  and  to  affirm,  modify  or  reverse  such  order,  in  whole  or 
part,  as  justice  may  require,  and  in  case  of  any  order  being  modi- 
fied as  aforesaid,  such  modified  order  shall,  for  all  the  purposes 
contemplated  by  this  act,  stand  in  place  of  the  original  order  so 
modified,  and  have  the  same  force  and  efiPect  throughout  the  state 
as  the  orders  of  said  commission." 

If  by  this  the  legislature  intended  to  provide  that  the  court 
should  put  itself  in  the  jjlace  of  the  commission,  try  the  matter  de 
novo  and  determine  what  are  reasonable  rates  without  regard  to  the 
findings  of  the  commission,  such  intent  cannot  be  carried  out,  as 
the  statute  which  so  provided  would  be  unconstitutional.     The 
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fixing  of  rates  is  a  legislative  or  administrative  act,  not  a  judicial 
one,  State  vs.  R'y.  Co.,  38  Minn.,  298;  and  the  performance  of  such 
duties  cannot  under  our  constitution  be  imposed  on  the  judiciary.

STATUTE   WAS   AND   IS   VALID. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  to  construe  this  statute  so  as  to  render  it 
unconstitutional.  It  does  not  in  express  words  or  even  by  necessary 
implication  provide  that  the  court  shall  stand  in  the  shoes  of  the 
commission  and  try  the  matter  de  novo.  Under  the  constitution 
the  district  court  may,  on  appeal  to  it,  review  the  findings  of  the 
commission  in  the  same  manner  as  an  appellate  court  reviews  the 
findings  of  the  jury  on  a  trial  in  the  court  below.  And  for  this 
purpose,  the  court  may  "examine  the  whole  matter  in  controversy, 
including  matters  of  fact,  as  well  as  questions  of  law."  In  other 
words,  the  court  may  examine  matters  of  fact  to  ascertain  whether 
there  is  any  evidence  reasonably  tending  to  support  the  findings 
of  facts  disputed,  and  may  examine  questions  of  law  arising  on 
the  facts  conceded.  It  seems  to  us  that  this  is,  then,  the  proper 
interpretation  of  this  somewhat  vague  and  obscure  statute  and  the 
only  interpretation  which  will  render  it  constitutional. 

While  the  district  court  takes  the  evidence  de  novo,  it  cannot 
put  itself  in  the  place  of  the  commission  and  try  the  facts  in  con- 
troversy de  novo.  The  district  court  can  review  the  findings  of 
the  commission  only  so  far  as  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
rates  fixed  are  so  unreasonable  as  to  De  confiscatory,  just  as  an 
appellate  court  reviews  the  verdict  of  a  jury  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  it  is  so  excessive  that  it  cannot  stand. 

Under  the  statute,  the  district  court  should  in  this  case  have 
determined  to  what  extent  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission 
should  be  modified  so  that  such  rates  would  not  be  confiscatory, 
just  as  an  appellate  court  often  determines  how  much  an  excessive 
verdict  shall  bo  cut  down  so  that  it  may  stand  for  the  balance  and 
a  new  trial  be  denied.  The  court  below  held  that  it  had  no  juris- 
diction to  determine  to  what  extent  the  rates  here  in  question 
should  be  thus  modified  and  in  this  it  erred. 

Of  course,  in  determining  whether  the  rates  fixed  are  confisca- 
tory, the  court  must  incidentally  consider  what  are  reasonable  rates, 
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but  it  must  also  resolve  every  reasonable  doubt  on  that  question 
in  favor  of  the  findings  of  the  commission. 

(5)  There  is  another  question  in  regard  to  the  principles  on 
which  the  district  court  should  proceed  to  review  the  acts  of  the 
commission.  Ordinarily,  on  appeal  from  one  tribunal  to  another, 
the  evidence  on  which  the  lower  tribunal  acted  is  returned  and  the 
decision  is  reviewed  in  the  light  of  that  evidence. 

POWERS   OP   THE    RAILROAD   COMMISSION. 

But  the  commission  need  not  base  its  decision  wholly  on  any 
feuch  evidence.  It  is  not  a  judicial  tribunal,  but  an  administrative 
body  whose  powers  are  somewhat  legislative  in  their  character,, 
and  like  other  administrative  or  legislative  bodies,  it  acquires  a 
knowledge  of  the  facts,  circumstances  and  conditions  in  its  own 
way  and  need  not  act  on  the  theory  that  the  parties  should  have  a 
formal  hearing  on  notice,  except  so  far  as  th6  statute  expressly  so 
requires. 

The  members  of  such  a  commission  should  be  men  of  great 
financial  ability  who  have  had  a  large  amount  of  training  and  ex- 
perience to  fit  them  for  their  responsible  and  diflScult  duties,, 
and  they  should  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  many  rinancial 
and  economic  problems  which  enter  into  the  business  of  construct- 
ing and  operating  railroads. 

How  is  a  judge  who  is  not  supposed  to  have  any  of  this  special 
learning  or  experience,  and  could  not  take  judicial  notice  of  it  if 
he  had  it,  to  review  the  decision  of  commissioners  who  should  have 
it  and  should  act  upon  it  ? 

JUDGES  MUST   NOT   MEDDLE. 

It  seems  to  us  that  such  a  judge  is  not  fit  to  act  in  such  a 
matter.  It  is  not  a  case  of  the  blind  leading  the  blind,  but  of  one 
who  has  always  been  deaf  and  blind  insisting  that  he  can  see  and 
hear  better  than  one  who  has  always  had  his  eyesight  and  hearing 
and  has  always  used  them  to  the  utmost  advantage  in  ascertaining 
the  truth  in  regard  to  the  matter  in  question.  Before  a  judge  can 
act  intelligently  in  such  a  matter  he  must  have  an  amount  of  this 
special  knowledge  and  experience  which  it  will  take  him  years  to 
acquire.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  he  take  his  first  lessons  from  the 
partizan  and  perhaps  perjured  experts  or  socalled  experts  produced 
by  the  parties  at  the  trial.  He  must  have  a  broader,  clearer  and 
surer  grasp  of  the  subject  than  he  can  get  from  any  such  unreliable 
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lessons.  We  see  no  way  of  disposing  of  this  question  except  to 
hold  that  on  appeal  from  the  commission,  the  courts  should  to  the 
best  of  their  ability  take  judicial  notice  of  all  such  technical  learn- 
ing, knowledge  and  information  of  a  general  character  as  should  be 
known  and  understood  by  the  commission.  Whether  the  court 
should  go  further  and  take  judicial  notice  of  the  particular  facts  in 
the  case  is  a  different  question  and  one  which  need  not  now  be 
considered.  The  district  court  on  appeal  to  it  should  at  least  take 
judicial  notice  of  all  these  general  matters,  and  on  appeal  from  the 
district  court  this  court  must  also  take  judicial  notice  of  these 
matters.  Thus,  when  the  court  below  takes  judicial  notice  of  a 
particular  ordinance  the  appellate  cyjurt  must  on  appeal  to  it,  also 
take  judicial  notice  of  such  ordinance,  although  in  some  other 
-case  such  appellate  court  would  not  do  so.

Then,  although  the  constitutional  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  to 
review  the  acts  of  the  Commission  is  thus  limited,  the  statute  in 
providing  for  such  appeals  from  such  acts  has  thrown  upon  the 
<jourt8  some  new  and  extraordinary  duties. 

FOUR   GOVERNING   PRINCIPLES. 

Let  us  now  proceed  to  apply  these  general  principles  to  this  case. 
The  four  great  questions  involved  are: 

1.  What  would  it  cost  to  reproduce  the  railroad? 

2.  What  is  a  reasonable  income  on  such  cost? 

3.  What  amount  of  income  will  the  maximum  rates  fixed  by 
the  commission  produce?  and, 

4.  Is  such  amount  so  much  below  what  is  a  reasonable  amount 
that  the  court  can  say  as  a  question  of  law  that  the  rates  so  fixed 
are  confiscatory  ? 

We  will  now,  so  far  as  necessary,  take  up  each  of  these  questions 
in  its  order. 

ACTUAL  VALUE  OF  THE  GREAT  NORTHERN. 

1.  The  court  below  found  that  the  cost  of  reproducing  the 
1,381  miles  of  main  track  and  the  249  miles  of  side  track  now 
owned  by  the  lessor  and  operated  by  the  lessee  in  this  state  is  as 
follows:

After  finding  all  of  these  items  specially  the  court- further  finds: 
"Another  item  is  interest  upon  the  money  which  has  been  pro- 
cured and  which  lies  idle  during  construction  and  before  earnings 
can  be  had."  As  to  this  item  the  estimate  made  was  not 
controverted. 

$32,000  PER   MILE. 

Taking  into  account  the  items  to  which  we  have  referred,  and  the 
other  items  entering  into  construction,  concerning  which  there  is 
little  if  any  dispute,  also  taking  into  account  the  cost  of  acquiring 
terminal  grounds  and  terminal  facilities  in  the  cities  of  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis,  I  find  that  it  would  reasonably  cost  to  reproduce 
the  lines  of  the  Manitoba  company  in  this  state,  with  its  equip- 
ments and  terminal  grounds  and  facilities  necessary  for  the  traffic 
of  this  state,  the  sum  of  $44,000,000,  or  something  less  than 
$32,000  per  mile  of  main  track. 

The  increased  cost  of  production  is  largely  attributable  to  the 
increased  value  of  terminals,  right  of  way,  depot  grounds,  etc. 

The  court  was  requested  by  the  attorney  general  to  make  more 
definite  findings  as  to  the  cost  of  the  right  of  way  and  terminals 
and  refused  to  do  so.  In  this  the  court  erred  for  the  reason  that, 
as  will  be  hereinafter  shown,  the  railway  company  is  entitled  to  a 
much  less  percentage  of  income  on  the  value  of  its  terminals  than 
it  is  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  rest  of  the  road. 

The  uncontradicted  evidence  is  that  the  interest  charged  during 
the  time  of  construction  and  the  discount  and  commission  amount 
to  10  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  of  construction.  But  we  are  at  a 
loss  to  know  what  other  items  outside  of  the  cost  of  right  of  way 
and  terminals  the  court  intended  to  find  as  entering  into  the  cost 
of  reproducing  the  roads.  As  we  will  now  proceed  to  show,  the 
cost  of  reproducing  the  right  of  way  and  terminals  will  not,  accord- 
ing to  the  highest  estimates,  exceed  $16,971,598,  and  this  would 
leave  about  $2,000,000  of  the  $44,0(30,000  of  the  total  cost  yet  to  be 
accounted  for. 
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VALUE  OF  a.   N.   RIGHT  OF   WAY. 

D.  C.  Shepherd  was  called  as  a  witness,  and  made  the  following 
estimate  as  to  the  cost  of  the  right  of  way  exclusive  of  terminals: 

Right  of  way,  19,280  acres  at  $65  per  acre $    1,253,200 

Depot  grounds,  1,800  acres  at  $700  per  acre 1,260.000 

Gravel  pits,  657  acres  at  $100  per  acre 65,700

CJolonel  Crooks,  the  engineer  of  the  railway  company,  in  his  tes- 
timony gave  the  following  estimates:

Depot  grounds.  1,800  acres  at  $500  per  acre 900,000 

Gravel  pits,  657  acres  at  $100  per  acre 65,700

Total $    2,289,700 

Kalman  and  two  other  witnesses  gave  as  the  value  of  the  ter- 
minals in  St.  Paul,  §6,977,135,  and  Dawson  gives  as  their  value 
$2,562,747. 

VALUE   OF   MINNEAPOLIS  TERMINALS. 

C.  McC.  Reeve  estimates  the  value  of  the  terminals  in  Minne- 
apolis at  $5,520,250.  T.  B.  Walker  estimates  their  value  at  S4,862,- 
610,  and  J.  B.  Bassett  at  $4,218,062.  In  addition  to  these,  Grover 
estimates  the  value  of  the  interest  of  the  lessor,  the  Manitoba 
Company,  in  the  Minneapolis  Union  Railway  Company  (which 
owns  the  Union  depot,  grounds  and  tracks),  at  $900,000;  in  the 
Minnesota  Transfer  Railway  Company  (which  owns  the  general 
transfer  yards  between  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul),  at  $250,000;  in 
the  St.  Paul  Union  depot  and  its  properties  at  $400,0(X). 

Adding  together  the  highest  estimates  on  right  of  way  and  ter- 
minals, it  results  as  follows:

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This  gives  in  round  numbers  $14,000,0(X)  as  the  cost  of  repro- 
ducing the  terminals  and  $30,000,000  as  the  cost  of  reproducing 
the  rest  of  the  road. 

TEN   PER   CENT   ON   COST. 

Whether  or  not  these  findings  as  to  the  cost  in  1894  of  repro- 
ducting  the  road  are  in  all  respects  sustained  by  reasonable  and 
credible  evidence  it  is  not  necessary  to  consider.  For  instance,  it 
may  well  be  doubted  whether  the  court  was  warranted  in  allowing 
an  interest  charge  of  10  per  cent  on  the  whole  cost  of  construction, 
although  the  evidence  in  favor  of  this  charge  (including  discounts 
and  commissions)  was  wholly  uncontradicted.  As  we  will  endeavor 
hereafter  to  show,  10  per  cent  is  in  these  times  reasonable  interest  for 
more  than  two  years  on  such  a  vast  sum  of  money;  and  with  the  im- 
proved facilities  which  now  exist  for  constructing  railroads,  it  may 
well  be  doubted  whether  the  capital  invested  in  reproducing  these 
roads  through  the  fertile  and  comparatively  well  settled  districts 
through  which  they  run,  would  on  an  average  be  all  sunk  for  more 
than  two  years  before  it  would  commence  to  bear  dividends.  It 
may  also  be  a  question  whether  the  court  did  not  place  an  extra  va- 
liant value  on  some  items  of  construction  and  an  extravagant  value 
on  the  terminals.  In  finding  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  roads 
within  this  state  to  be  $44,000,000,  the  court  must  have  found  the 
cost  of  reproducing  the  terminals  to  be  not  less  than  $14,000,000 
Again,  the  court  has  allowed  $25  per  ton  for  steel  rails  delivered  in 
this  state.  As  rails  have  since  fallen  greatly  in  price  until  they 
are  now  worth  but  about  $16  per  ton  in  the  eastern  markets,  this 
could  hardly  be  taken  as  a  precedent  for  future  cases. 

WHAT   IS. A   REASONABLE   INCOME? 

( 2 )  Let  us  now  consider  what  in  these  times*is  a  reasonable  in- 
come  on  $14,000,000  invested  in  these  terminals  and  $30,000,000 
invc^sted  in  the  rest  of  the  road. 

The  great  value  of  the  real  estate  covered  by  these  terminals  is 
given  to  it  by  anticipating  the  future.  Very  little  of  this  real  estate 
is  in  or  near  the  business  center  of  either  city. 

Most  of  it  is  outlying  city  property  and  suburban  property.  It 
is  safe  to  say  that  other  real  estate  similarly  situated,  in  the  same 
portions  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  does  not,  on  an  average, 
yield  an  income  of  1  per  cent  per  annum  above  the  taxes  on  the  price 
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or  valuation  at  which  it  is  held,  and  there  is,  as  a  general  rule,  no  use 
to  which  such  property  can  be  put  that  will  cause  it  to  yield  any 
greater  income. '  In  fact  it  is  doubtful  if  other  property  along  and 
around  these  terminals  could  on  an  average  by  any  use  to  which  it 
could  be  put  be  made  to  yield  an  annual  income  of  1  per  cent  on 
one-third  of  the  valuation  placed  on  these  terminals.  Again,  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  in  ordinary  times,  at  least,  capital  could  readily  be 
found  to  buy  such  property  at  its  market  value  for  the  purpose  of 
renting  it  for  1  per  cent  per  annum  above  the  taxes  on  it.  In  fact, 
millions  have  often  been  invested  in  such  property  without  any 
prospect  of  any  income  at  all  from  it  for  many  years;  and  undoubt- 
edly such  will  be  the  case  again.  Such  real  estate  is  valued,  not 
on  account  of  its  present  power  to  i}roduce  an  annual  income,  but 
because  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  still  more  valuable  in  the 
future.  The  owner  of  such  property  cannot  expect  to  eat  his  loaf 
and  still  have  it;  he  cannot  expect  that  the  property  will  pay  a  full- 
sized  annual  dividend  and  at  the  same  time  double  or  treble  in  value 
every  ten  or  twenty  years.  He  expects  his  dividends  to  accumulate 
in  the  form  of  increase  in  value.  Thus,  according  to  the  railroad 
company's  own  showing  in  the  present  case,  much  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  terminals,  which  it  now  values  at  $14,000,000,  were 
originally  procured  for  the  sum  of  $381,117.  If  this  is  true,  the 
company  has  already  realized  some  tremendously  large  dividends 
on  these  terminals.  Again,  if  it  and  the  owners  of  other  property 
similarly  situated  have  anticipated  the  future  too  much  and  have 
set  too  high  a  value  on  their  property,  so  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
public  there  is  no  prospect  of  any  material  increase  in  its  value  in 
the  near  future,  that  does  not  prove  that  the  property  should  pro- 
duce greater  annual  dividends.  It  simply  proves  that  this  prop- 
erty cannot  be  sold  on  the  market  for  wliat  they  pretend  to  value 
it  at,  and  that  before  sales  can  be  made,  the  price  asked  must  be 
reduced,  so  that  there  will  be  a  prospect  of  future  increase  in  value 
sufficient  to  warrant  investment,  because  the  public,  who  fix  the 
market  price,  do  not  and  cannot  expect  that  the  annual  income 
derived  from  such  property  will  ordinarily  be  sufficient  to  pay  in- 
terest on  the  investment.  The  market  price  of  such  property  is 
not  controlled,  or  at  most,  is  controlled  only  in  part  by  its  power 
to  produce  immediate  annual  income. 

Again,  the  public,  and  not  tlie  court,  must  be  the  judge  of 
whether  or  not  such  property  will  increase  in  value  in  the  future, 
and  if  so,  how  much.     Whether  the  conditions  warrant  the  opinion 
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of  the  public  in  the  matter  is  a  question  which  the  courts  cannot 
go  into  in  such  a  case  as  this,  any  more  than  in  many  other  cases 
where  public  opinion  establishes  market  prices.  And  where  such 
property  cannot  be  made  to  produce  a  reasonable  annual  income 
on  the  present  market  price  of  the  same,  it  is  clear  that  the  public 
have  anticipated  a  future  increase  in  such  market  price. 

RAILROAD   COMPANY   AS   SPECULATOR. 

It  is  no  answer  to  this  argument  to  say  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany may  not  want  to  speculate,  and  is  entitled  to  more  definite 
and  perhaps  more  substantial  returns  on  its  investment. 

It  necessarily  becomes  a  speculator  when  it  invests  in  such 
property.  It  has  so  invested  and  profited  enormously  by  its 
speculations.  .  The  investments  of  a  railroad  company  in  this  class 
of  property  are  no  more  sacred  in  the  eyes  of  the  law  than  the 
investments  of  private  parties  in  the  same  class  of  property.  For 
the  purpose  of  determining  what  is  a  reasonable  income  to  a  rail- 
way company  from  its  investments  in  this  class  of  property  used 
for  railroad  puri)oses,  we  have  a  right  to  consider  what  is  a  reason- 
able income  to  private  persons  from  their  investments  in  the  same 
class  of  proj)erty,  when  used  for  private  purposes. 

There  is  another  consideration  which,  it  seems  to  us,  adds  most 
conclusive  proof  that  our  position  here  is  correct.  The  traffic  on 
these  railroad  terminals  will  not  bear  any  such  .  excessive  and 
unreasonable  charges  as  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  in  order  to 
produce  full-sized  dividends  on  the  enormous  valuation  placed  on 
the  terminals. 

In  this  caise  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  terminals  is,  as  we  have 
seen,  one-third  of  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  whole  railroad 
system  within  the  state. 

GRASS   WOULD    GROW   THEUE. 

If  rates  were  fixed  by  the  law  or  by  the  railway  company  for  the 
terminals  and  separate  rates  for  the  rest  of  the  road,  so  that  the 
public  would  have  a  right  to  use  the  rest  of  the  road  without  using 
the  terminals,  and  these  rates  were  fixed  on  the  basis  of  requiring  the 
terminals  to  produce  one-third  of  the  net  earnings  within  this  state, 
grass  would  soon  be  growing  on  the  terminals.  The  public  would 
soon  find  ways  by  which  to  avoid  incurring  the  enormous  expense 
of  using  the  terminals.  Rather  than  pay  SeS,  $4  or  $b  for  riding  on 
the  terminals  the  passenger  coming  to  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis 
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would  leave  the  train  beyond  the  terminals  and  ride  to  his  destina- 
tion on  a  street  car  for  5  or  10  cents.  Rather  than  incur  an 
expense  of  $8,  $10  or  $12  for  hauling  a  car  of  freight  over  the 
terminals  the  shipper  could  afford  to  unload  the  car  beyond  the 
terminals  and  haul  the  freight  to  its  destination  on  wagons  and 
drays.  But  he  would  not  have  to  do  this  very  long.  Someone 
would  soon  construct  a  belt  line  or  a  system  of  switches  to  connect 
him  with  other  railroad  tracks  and  other  terminals  over  which  his 
car  would  be  hauled  to  its  destination  for  the  ordinary  switching 
charges  of  from  $2  to  |5  per  car.  If  these  excessive  charges  for 
the  use  of  terminals  could  not  be  thus  avoided  they  would  con- 
stitute a  prohibitory  tariff,  which  would  prevent  a  large  amount  of 
public  traflSc  from  entering  or  passing  through  the  cities.  Nearly 
all  the  through  freights  would  go  around  the  cities,  and  all  the 
grain  elevators  would  have  to  be  erected  beyond  the  limits  of  these 
costly  terminals,  at  points  where  connections  could  be  made  for 
reshipping  without  having  to  use  the  terminals  at  all.  A  number 
of  the  companies  owning  the  railroads  radiating  west,  northwest 
and  southwest  from  Chicago  claim  that  the  cost  of  reproducing 
their  Chicago  terminals  would  be  as  great  as  the  cost  of  reproduc- 
ing all  th6  rest  of  their  systems  of  roads.  If  they  were  required 
by  law  to  make  a  separate  charge  to  each  patron  for  the  use  of 
these  terminals  and  another  separate  charge  for  the  use  of  the  rest 
of  the  road,  so  that  he  might  avoid  using  the  terminals  if  he  could 
and  they  attempted  on  this  basis  to  make  the  terminals  produce 
one-half  the  net  earnings  of  the  whole  system,  how  absurd  would 
be  the  results! 

LONG    HAUL   VS.   SHORT. 

It  is  well  known  that  for  the  use  of  such  terminals  ordinary 
switching  charges  are  from  $2  to  $5  per  car.  But  why  should 
rates  over  these  terminals  be  so  low  for  the  short  haul  and  so  high 
for  the  long  haul?  In  the  economy  of  railroading  the  charge  for 
the  long  haul  should  not  be  greater  in  proportion  than  the  charge 
for  the  short  haul,  not  greater,  certainly,  than  the  sum  of  all  the 
charges  for  the  short  hauls  which,  connected  together,  would  make 
the  long  haul.  But  the  position  taken  here  by  the  railway  com- 
pany violates  this  rule  most  grossly. 

Then,  from  all  of  these  considerations,  it  is  clear  that  where  real 
estate  outside  of  the  business  center  and  in  the  outlying  districts 
of  a  city  has  been  given  a  large  speculative  or  prospective  value 
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it  cannot,  whether  used  for  railroad  terminals  or  olher  purposes, 
be  made  ordinarily  to  produce  a  reasonable  annual  income  on  the 
investment,  and  the  profits  which  are  expected  from  such  invest- 
ments are  not  annual,  but  accumulated  profits  to  be  realized  by 
future  increase  in  value. 

Neither  do  these  considerations  deter  railroad  companies  from 
investing  liberally  in  such  property.  They,  as  well  as  other 
investors,  have  always  been  desirous  of  taking  advantage  of  any 
such  expected  increase  in  value,  and  it  has  been  quite  common  for 
companies  having  the  means  to  acquire  terminals  in  a  growing 
city  far  beyond  their  present  needs. 

TWO   AND   ONE-HALF  ENOUGH. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  determine  here  what  rate  of  annual  income 
on  the  cost  of  reproducing  these  terminals,  is  the  lowest  which  the 
court  would  uphold  before  declaring  the  rates  fixed  by  the  com- 
mission confiscatory.  But  we  are  of  the  opinion  that,  exclusive  of 
taxes,  2^  per  cent  per  annum  is  a  liberal  income  on  such  cost,  and 
that  as  far  as  it  is  necessary  to  go  for  the  purposes  of  this  case. 

Let  us  now  consider  what  is  a  reasonable  income  on  the  other 
$30,000,000,  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  rest  of  the  road.  The  rate 
of  interest  on  money  and  the  ordinary  rates  of  income  on  capital 
invested,  have  fallen  enormously  in  the  last  few  years.  Everyone 
knows  this,  and  the  court  that  does  not  know  it  is  certainly  not  fit 
to  review  the  acts  of  a  commission  that  should  know  it.  Professor 
Parnum,  of  Yale,  in  the  Yale  Review  for  Aiigust,  1895,  (vol.  4,  pp. 
199-201 )  gives  statistics  to  prove  that  since  1873  rates  of  interest 
had,  up  to  that  time,  fallen  52  per  cent.  They  have  fallen  greatly 
since.  The  London  Economist  of  July  3,  1897,  (p.  948)  states 
that  in  Great  Britain  within  the  last  six  months,  large  loans  have 
been  placed  by  the  cities  of  Glasgow,  Leeds  and  Brighton  at  less 
than  2^  per  cent  interest  per  annum,  and  that  the  bonds  of  those 
cities  drawing  that  rate  of  interest,  sold  above  par.  Every  court 
ought  to  know  that  there  is  now  and  has  been  for  some  time,  a 
glut  of  capital  in  the  world's  markets.  For  a  long  time  the  great 
wars  of  the  world  absorbed  the  principal  portion  of  the  world's 
surplus  capital.  This  ended  in  1871  with  the  Franco-Prussian 
war.  For  more  than  twenty  years  after  that  enormous  amounts  of 
the  world's  surplus  capital  was  absorbed  in  constructing  railroads 
and  other  internal  improvements.  But  this  cajDital  (unlike  that 
consumed  in  the  wars),  earned  enormous  amounts  of  income  which 
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were  again  added   to   the   world's  surplus  capital  seeking  new 
investments. 

GLUT   OF   CAPITAL. 

Modem  improvements  resulting  in  increased  production  and 
other  causes  have  in  progressive  countries  been  accumulating  vast 
amounts  of  capital.  The  amount  of  such  capital  seeking  invest- 
ment has  increased  while  the  demand  for  the  same  has  fallen. 
And  where  there  are  $2  of  idle  capital  to  $1  of  safe  investment,  the 
effect  is  the  same  as  where  there  are  two  workingmen  to  the  one 
job,  the  amount  of  hire  is  reduced.  The  competition  of  capital 
is  continually  cutting  down  the  profits  on  investments  and  the 
rates  of  interest  on  money.  This  is  no  new  theory.  John  Stuart 
Mill  in  his  "Principles  of  Political  Economy"  devotes  a  chapter  to 
"The  Tendency  of  Profits  to  a  Minimum,"  (book  4,  chap.  4).  See 
also  Adam  Smith's  "Wealth  of  Nations,"  book  1,  chap.  9;  book  2 
chap.  4.  WeU's  "Recent  Economic  Changes,"  (pp.  418-422).  Idle 
capital  may  increase  enormously  while  there  is  no  io crease  in  the 
volume  of  the  currency  at  all,  and  even  while  the  volume  of  currency 
is  decreasing,  the  amount  of  capital  on  hand  seeking  investment  is 
something  quite  distinct  from  the  volume  of  gold  and  silver  money 
and  other  currency.  Adam  Smith,  book  2,  chapter  4;  Mill,  book 
3,  chap.  23,  sec.  4. 

On  these  points  all  the  leading  authorities  of  the  world  agree. 

The  court  below  made  as  a  finding  of  fact  the  following: 

"Of  the  bonds  of  the  said  Manitoba  Company,  the  interest  on 
which  is  assumed  by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  as 
aforesaid,  there  are  outstanding  on  account  of  its  liens  in  the  state 
of  Minnesota^$26,312,000,  of  which  §2,322,000  bear  interest  at  7 
per  cent,  $16*536,000  at  6  per  cent,  and  $7,454,000  at  4J  per  cent. 
Such  rates  of  interest  are  not  unreasonable,  and  are  lower  than  the 
bonds  of  western  railroads  usually  bear." 

INTEREST   CUTS   A   BIG   FIGURE. 

The  court  seemed  to  consider  a  difference  of  2J  per  cent  in  the 
rate  of  interest  as  a  trifling  matter;  but  it  amounts  to  a  difference 
of  $1,100,000  a  year  on  the  $44,000,000,  which  the  court  found  it 
would  cost  to  reproduce  this  road.  Even  the  difference  between 
4^  per  cent  and  6  per  cent  per  annum  on  $44,000,000  would  amount 
to  $660,000  a  year.  If  4J  per  cent  is  reasonable  interest  on  these 
bonds,  6  and  7   per  cent  are  both  grossly  excessive.    A  glance 
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at  the  bond  quotations  in  the  back  numbers  of  Bradstreet's  Jour- 
nal or  the  Banker's  Magazine  will  show  that  some  of  these  6  per 
cent  bonds,  those  maturing  in  1909  (second  6s  1909),  were  sold  in 
the  markets  at  an  average  of  more  than  118  during  the  first  half  of 
1893,  and  the  last  half  of  1894,  and  were  on  July  17,  1897,  quoted 
at  122  1-8;  those  of  said  6  per  cent  bonds  maturing  in  1893  (1st 
con.  6's,  1933)  were  during  the  first  half  of  1893  and  the  last  half 
of  1894  sold  at  an  average  of  more  than  121,  and  on  July  17,  1897, 
were  quoted  at  126;  the  4^  per  cent  bonds  above  mentioned  are  the 
same  series  of  bonds  as  the  last,  with  the  interest  reduced  before 
issue  to  4|  per  cent  (first  con.  6s,  1933  reduced  to  4|s);  and  during 
the  first  half  of  1893  and  the  last  half  of  1894  they  sold  on  the 
markets  for  from  1  to  3  per  cent  above  par,  and  on  June  17,  1897, 
they  were  quoted  at  106J.  Vice  President  Clough  of  the  Great 
Northern  Company,  testified  that  at  the  time  these  bonds  were 
issued,  the  interest  was  reduced  to  4J  per  cent  because  it  was  found, 
that  they  could'be  floated  at  par  at  that  rate. 

PANIC   AND   THE   BONDS. 

During  the  acute  stages  of  the  panic  in  the  last  half  of  1893,  and 
the  first  half  of  1894,  these  bonds  declined  from  3  to  5  per  cent  and 
fluctuated  considerably  in  price.  But  the  temporary  eflfect  of  con- 
ditions which  existed  at  that  time,  can  have  but  little  weight  in 
the  consideration  of  the  questions  here  involved.  A  railroad  com- 
pany is  not  entitled  to  a  greater  income  during  the  acute  stages  of 
a  panic  because  rates  of  interest  are  temporarily  higher  during 
such  times.  Permanent  investments  do  not,  as  a  general  rule, 
bring  higher  rates  of  income  during  such  times.  It  would  rather 
seem  from  these  quotations  that  4  J  per  cent  per  annum  was  in  1894 
a  very  reasonable  rate  of  interest  on  such  railroad  bonds,  and  that 
6  and  7  per  cent  per  annum  was  grossly  excessive  and  unreasonable. 
Tf  the  railway  company  have  made  what  turns  out  to  bo  a  bad  bar- 
gain  by  issuing  its  bonds  for  6  and  7  per  cent  interest  per  annum, 
that  should  be  its  misfortune,  and  not  the  misfortune  of  the  public. 
As  before  stated,  neither  the  state  nor  the  public  has,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  guaranteed  that  rates  of  interest  and  rates  of  income 
would  not  fall  to  the  detriment  of  the  railway  company.  It  is  true 
that  the  market  quotations  to  which  I  have  referred,  show  that 
bonds  bearing  6  and  7  per  cent  interest  per  annum,  of  many  other 
railroads,  have  during  all  these  times  sold  away  below  par.  The 
management  of  the  Great  Northern  system  has,  since  the  foreclos- 
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ure  of  1879,  been  so  economical  and  so  much  in  the  interest  of  its 
stockholders  and  bondholders,  and  so  free  from  the  jobbery  and 
corruption  that  has  characterized  the  management  of  some  other 
roads,  that  its  bonds  sell  at  a  premium.  And  we  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  taking  the  position  that  because  of  this  faithful  man- 
agement this  railway  company  should  be  rewarded  by  the  cutting 
down  of  rates.  The  question  before  us  is  not  whether  the  manage- 
ment was  good  or  ill,  but  what  in  1894  was  a  reasonable  rate  of 
interest  on  such  large  sums  of  money  as  are  loaned  to  railroad  com- 
panies where  the  loans  are  well  secured,  and  this  question  is  merely 
incidental  to  the  main  question  of  what  in  1894  was  a  reasonable 
income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  railroad. 

BONDS   POOBLY   SECUBED. 

An  examination  of  the  bond  quotations  above  referred  to  will 
show  that  where  railroad  bonds  are  amply  secured,  4  or  4|  per  cent 
per  annum  has  been  for  the  last  few  years  rather  a  high  rate  of 
interest.  But  by  reason  of  the  decline  in  the  cost  of  construction 
and  the  decline  in  what  is  a  reasonable  rate  of  income,  the  bonds 
of  but  few  railroads  are  now  well  secured.  Twenty  years  ago  the 
cost  of  railroad  construction  was  at  least  twice  as  much  as  at  the 
present  time;  therefore,  a  reasonable  amount  of  net  income  on  the 
same  mile  of  road  (beyond  the  terminals)  was  about  four  times  as 
much  then  as  it  is  now.  For  those  reasons  a  large  amount  of  rail- 
road bonds  floated  years  ago  for  the  full  cost  of  the  roads,  at  high 
rates  of  interest,  are  now  very  poorly  secured.  And  on  the  maturity 
of  such  bonds,  or  when  an  attempt  is  made  to  reorganize  the  road 
on  foreclosure,  it  is  found  difficult  to  scale  down  the  amount  of  in- 
debtedness to  a  i)oint  where  thfe  road  will,  under  present  conditions, 
be  suflicient  security  for  bonds  drawing  a  fair  rate  of  interest. 
These  things  tend  to  make  the  present  rates  of  interest  on  railroad 
securities  unreasonably  high. 

The  farmer  does  not  expect  to  be  able  to  float  at  a  reasonable 
rate  of  interest  a  mortgage  on  his  farm  for  more  than  one-half  or 
two-thirds  of  its  present  cash  value.  The  owner  of  a  business 
block  on  a  city  lot  cannot  float  a  mortgage  thereon  at  a  fair  rate  of 
interest  for  more  than  one-half  or  two-thirds  of  what  it  would  cost 
to  reproduce  the  property  at  this  time.  It  may  have  cost  him 
twice  as  much  to  i)roduce  it  twenty  years  ago  as  it  would  now,  but 
that  is  immaterial. 
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BONDS   TWICE   TOO    HIGH. 

If  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  such  railroads  (not  including 
terminals)  was  reduced  to  one-half  or  two-thirds  of  the  present 
cost  of  reproducing  the  road,  the  most  of  the  roads  in  the  Missis- 
sippi valley  would  not  be  bonded  for  more  than  $10,000  or 
§12,000  per  mile,  and  it  ought  to  be  possible  now  to  filoat  that 
amount  of  indebtedness  at  an  annual  interest  of  about  three  or 
three  and  one-half  per  cent — certainly  at  not  more  than  four  per 
cent — if  the  road  traverses  fertile  territory,  reasonably  well  popu- 
lated and  not  over-built  with  railroads. 

Where  the  loss  in  value  caused  by  the  decline  in  the  cost  of 
construction  is  compensated  by  the  increased  value  of  terminals, 
and  the  bonds  are  a  lien  on  such  terminals,  the  security,  of  course, 
is  l^etter.  But,  as  I  have  already  shown,  such  terminals  cannot  be 
expected  to  pay  annual  dividends  in  proportion  to  their  value,  and 
cannot  be  made  to  do  so.  Thus,  while  such  increase  in  the  value 
of  the  terminals  may  compensate  for  the  loss  of  value  in  the  rest 
of  the  road,  it  cannot  compensate  for  the  loss  of  power  to  pay 
annual  dividends  caused  by  such  decline  in  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion and  the  decline  in  rates  of  income  from  investments  generally. 

WHO   SHALL   PAY   RAILROAD   LOSSES? 

But,  should  the  losses  caused  by  all  of  these  economic  changes 
be  borne  by  the  public  or  by  the  owners  of  the  railroad?  There 
can  be  but  one  answer  to  this  question.  As  we  have  repeatedly 
stated,  neither  the  state  nor  the  public  have  ever  guaranteed  that 
railroads  would  always  be  worth  the  amount  originally  invested  in 
them,  or  that  what  is  a  reasonable  rate  of  income  should  not  be 
less  in  the  future  than  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  investment,  and 
have  never  guaranteed  directly  or  indirectly  either  the  interest  or 
principal  of  railroad  bonds.  These  losses  must  be  borne,  not  by 
the  public,  but  by  the  owners  of  the  railroad;  and  as  against  the 
public  the  holders  of  the  bonds  have  no  greater  rights  than  the 
railroad  company  itself. 

It  is  not  necessary  here  to  determine  just  what  rate  of  annual 
income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  all  of  the  road  except  the  termi- 
nals is  the  least  which  the  court  would  uphold  before  declaring 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  confiscatory.  But  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  in  such  times  as  existed  in  1894  an  income  of  5  per 
cent  per  annum  on  such  cost  is  certainly  not  unreasonably  low  or 
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confiscatory  and  that  is  as  far  as  it  is  necessary  to  go  in  this  case. 
More  especially  is  this  true  since  it  appears  from  the  evidence 
that  in  years  prior  to  1894  this  system  of  roads  has  produced  some 
very  large  amounts  of  income,  sufficient  to  make  extraordinary 
improvements  and  betterments  in  the  road,  as  well  as  ordinary 
repairs,  to  pay  large  dividends  and  accumulate  a  cash  surplus 
which  in  1894  amounted  to  about  $3,500,000,  besides  the  Minne- 
apolis Eastern  Railway  Company,  which  is  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  had  at  that  time  a  cash 
surplus  of  $1,000,000. 

"TAILS   YOU   lose"   GAME. 

The  managers  of  railroads  have  no  right  to  play  with  the  public 
the  game  of  "Heads  we  win,  tails  you  lose."  When  times  are 
prosperous  and  dividends  large,  we  win.  When  times  are  hard  and 
business  dull,  the  public  must  lose. 

If  bondholders  put  themselves  in  a  position  where  this  game  can 
be  played  on  them,  that  is  their  fault.  But  there  is  no  ground  for 
saying  that  the  bondholders  of  this  system  of  roads  are  in  any 
such  position.  The  profits  of  the  railroad  business  fluctuate  very 
considerably.  W^hen  times  are  prosperous  and  capital  invested  in 
other  lines  of  enterprise  is  as  a  general  rule  bringing  good  returns, 
that  invested  in  the  railroad  business  brings  good  returns  also.  In 
times  of  financial  stringency  when  other  classes  of  commercial 
concerns  are  doing  good  business  at  a  loss,  there  is  no  reason  why 
a  railroad  company  must  still  make  good  profits.  This  system  of 
roads  earned  largo  dividends  when  times  were  prosperous.  If 
times  become  again  prosperous  its  prospects  for  making  good 
profits  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  system  are  at  least  as  good 
as  the  prospects  of  business  concerns  generally. 

While  the  courts  should  not  take  judicial  notice  of  what  is  said 
in  the  books  and  publications  above  cited,  the  courts  should  in 
this  case  take  judicial  notice  of  the  facts  as  to  which  the  citations 
are  made,  regardless  of  where  such  facts  are  published.  It  is  the 
fact  itself  of  which  the  court  takes  judicial  notice,  not  the  publica- 
tion in  which  it  is  laid  down. 

In  determining  whether  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission,  are 
confiscatory,  we  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  determine  the  eifect 
of  the  very  important  fact  that  this  railroad  received  from  the 
state  a  very  large  and  valuable  land  grant 

(9)     (3)    Let  us  now  consider  the  third  question.    What  amount 

Com.  Rail.— 16 
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of  income  will  the  maximum  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  produce? 
As  to  the  rates  for  shipping  grain  the  court  below  found : 

"At  the  time  the  complaint  herein  was  made  the  said  two  com- 
peting, railroad  companies,  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailway  Company,  had  so  established  the 
rates  and  each  charged  from  East  Grand  Porks  and  Fisher  to 
Minneapolis  or  to  Duluth,  the  sum  of  17  cents  per  100  pounds; 
and  from  Crookston  to  Minneapolis  or  Duluth,  16^  cents  per  100 
pounds. 

"confiscatory"  railroad  rates. 

Under  the  rates,  as  fixed  by  the  commission,  the  Great  Northern 
Company  would  charge  as  follows: 

For  100  pounds  from  East  Grand  Forks  to  Duluth 16  5  cents 

For  100  pounds  from  Fisher  to  Duluth 12  2  cents 

For  100  pounds  from  Crookston  to  Duluth 13.0  cents 

For  100  pounds  from  East  Grand  Forks  to  Minneapolis 15 0  cents 

For  100  pounds  from  Fisher  to  Minneapolis 14.8  cents 

For  IGO  pounds  from  Crookston  to  Minneapolis 14-5  cents 

The  rates  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  for  carrying 
grain  within  this  state  for  all  other  distances  and  from  all  other 
points,  were  correspondingly  reduced,  and  the  court  below  found 
that  if  such  change  in  the  rates  had  been  in  force  in  1894,  the 
reduction  in  the  revenue  of  the  Great  Northern  Eailway  Company, 
by  reason  thereof,  would  have  been  $248,992.  The  court  further 
found  that  the  rates  as  thus  reduced  are  unreasonable  and  confis- 
catory. 

As  lessee  of  the  Manitoba  Railway  Company,  the  Great  Northern 
Company  operates  3,816  miles  of  main  track,  of  which  l,38i  miles 
are  within  this  state. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  case,  the  railroad  company  classifies  its 
business  into  local  and  through  business;  local  business,  when  the 
haul  both  begins  and  ends  in  this  state,  and  when  it  begins  or 
ends  in  this  state;  through  business,  when  the  haul  begins  beyond 
the  state  on  one  side,  extends  across  the  state,  and  ends  beyond  it 
on  the  other  side. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  payment  of  taxes  on  their  gross  earnings 
in  this  state,  the  railway  companies  have  always  divided  the  gross 
earnings  from  their  interstate  business  on  a  mileage  basis,  and 
counsel  for  the  state  contend  that  for  the  purposes  of  the  case  also 
the  gross  earnings  on  such  throup^h  business  should  be  apportioned 
on  a  mileage  basis;  that  is,  that  the  part  of  the  net  earnings  on 
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such  through  business  which  should  be  regarded  as  earned  in  this 
state,  corresponds  to  the  part  which  the  number  of  miles  of  haul 
in  this  state  is  of  the  number  of  miles  in  the  whole  haul.  The 
court  finds  that,  on  this  basis,  the  gross  earnings  in  this  state  from 

such  through  business  was  in  1894 $    3,385,239 

Gross  eamiugs  in  state  from  other  business 2,949,418 

Total  earnings  in  state $    6,334,654 

HOW   TO   FIX  RATES. 

On  the  other  hand,  while  the  railway  company  admits  that  the 
gross  earnings  on  all  interstate  business,  except  such  through  bus- 
iness, should  be  divided  on  the  mileage  basis,  it  contends  that  the 
gross  earnings  on  such  through  business  should,  for  the  purpose 
of  fixing  rates,  be  divided  as  follows: 

First,  there  should  be  credited  to  Minnesota  the  operating  ex- 
penses within  this  state  on  such  through  traflSc,  and  this  should  be 
deducted  from  the  total  gross  eaminfi:s  on  such  traffic;  second, 
there  must  be  deducted  from  the  remainder  the  operating  expenses 
beyond  the  state  on  such  traffic,  and  the  amount  of  all  fixed 
charges  beyond  the  state;  and,  third,  the  remainder  should  be 
credited  to  Minnesota. 

We  do  not  understand  counsel  to  claim  that  the  net  earnings  on 
local  business  beyond  the  state  should  not  first  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  fixed  charges  beyond  the  state,  though  the  wording  of 
his  rule  would  so  imply. 

The  court  finds  that,  on  this  basis,  the  gross  earnings  in  this 
state  in  1894,  on  such  through  business,  was  $1,700,683,  making 
the  total  gross  earnings  in  this  state  in  that  year  $4,650,098,  or 
§1,684,556  less  than  when  the  gross  earnings  on  such  through  bus- 
iness is  divided  on  a  mileage  basis,  as  contended  for  by  the  state. 

GREAT  NORTHERN   FINANCES. 

The  court  found  the  operating  expenses  in  1894  of  the  Minne- 
sota part  of  the  lines  to  be  $2,773,856,  and  the  fixed  charges,  which 
the  Great  Northern  Company  were  bound  to  pay  on  account  of  such 
part  of  its  lines,  to  be  in  1894  as  follows: 
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Interest  on  Minnesota  portion  of  bonded  debt  (the  items  of  which  are 
given  in  a  part  of  the  findings  above  quoted,  and  will  be  again

On  these  figures  the  court  held  that  if  it  is  proper  to  divide  the 
gross  earnings  on  through  business  on  the  mileage  basis,  the  rates 
fixed  by  the  commission  are  not  unreasonable  or  confiscatory;  but 
that  if  such  gross  earnings  should  be  divided  in  the  manner  con- 
tended for  by  the  railway  company,  it  would  leave  a  net  deficit  of 
($1,684,556— $603,424)  $1,081,132,  and  that  such  rates  would  be 
confiscatory. 

The  court  did  not  attempt  to  settle  the  controversy  as  to  how  the 
gross  or  net  earnings  on  such  through  business  should  be  divided, 
but  held  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  confiscatory  for  reasons 
which  will  be  hereinafter  stated. 

It  may  well  be  that  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  under  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  state,  such  gross  earnings  should  be 
divided  on  one  basis,  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  the  rates  fixed  are  confiscatory,  the  net  earnings  on  such 
through  business  should  be  divided  on  some  other  basis. 

The  total  gross  earnings  in  1894  from  all  of  the  leased  lines  was 
$11,385,770.  If  this  is  divided  on  a  mileage  basis,  it  gives  $6,334.- 
654  as  earned  on  the  1,381  miles  of  main  track  in  Minnesota  (§4,- 
587  per  mile)  and  $5,051,116  as  earned  on  the  2,435  miles  of  main 
track  west  of  Minnesota  ($2,074  per  mile). 

UNJUST   DIVISION   OF   EARNINGS. 

It  will  be  observed,  therefore,  that  the  traffic  on  these  lines  is 
considerably  more  than  twice  as  heavy  in  Minnesota  as  it  is  beyond 
the  state.    Under  these  circumstances,  a  division  of  the  gross 
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t*arnings  on  the  mileage  basis  is  neither  just  nor  reasonably. 
Operating  expenses  are  proportionately  higher  on  the  portion  of 
the  road  having  the  least  business.  Besides,  higher  rates  must  be 
charged  on  the  business  of  that  portion  of  the  road  in  order  to 
make  a  reasonable  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  it.  There- 
fore, if  the  business  is  divided  on  the  mileage  basis,  it  may  give 
Minnesota  the  benefit  of  high  rates  charged  elsewhere,  which  the 
railway  comi)any  is  not  entitled  to  charge  in  this  state. 

Let  us  new  examine  the  rule  of  apportioning  the  earnings  con- 
tended for  by  the  railway  company. 

Its  position  is  that  if  this  system  of  roads  had  been  built  from 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  to  the  west  line  of  this  state  and  no  fur- 
ther, the  patrons  of  the  road  in  this  state  would  have  had  no  benefit 
from  any  traffic  west  of  the  state,  and  that  under  the  rule  proposed, 
these  patrons  have  lost  nothing  by  the  extension  of  the  lines  be- 
yond the  state,  as  they  are  not  requined  to  pay  any  of  the  fixed 
charges  beyond  the  state,  for  this  rule  requires  such  through  traffic 
to  pay  at  least  its  own  operating  expenses  in  this  state. 

This  position  is  untenable.  It  is  perfectly  natural  that  a  rail- 
road extending  to  the  great  wheat  fields  of  the  Red  River  Valley 
should  dra\f  traffic  from  one  side  of  that  valley  as  well  as  the  other, 
regardless  of  the  fact  that  this  valley  is  divided  by  the  state  line, 
and  a  road  from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  or  Duluth  that  extended 
only  to  such  state  line  and  had  always  terminated  at  that  point 
with  no  railway  connections  or  feeders  beyond,  would  not  be  an 
enterprise  planned  or  conducted  on  business  principles.  The  peo- 
ple of  Minnesota  are  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  which  should 
come  to  them  from  the  facts  that  just  beyond  the  border  of  this 
state  there  is  a  large  area  of  fertile  territory  ^'hich  furnishes  a  very 
considerable  amount  of  railroad  traffic  that  cooperates  with  a  large 
amount  of  similar  traffic  in  this  state,  to  make  reasonable  rates  on 
each  side  of  the  line  much  lower  than  they  would  be  if  the  railroad 
could  only  get  business  on  the  one  side  of  the  lino  or  the  other. 

WHO   PAYS   WESTERN   LOSSES  V 

(10)  Again,  it  is  asserted  that  this  rule  would  not  compel  the 
patrons  of  the  road  in  this  state  to  pay  any  part  of  the  fixed  charges 
of  the  road  outside  of  the  state.  Let  us  see  if  this  assertion  is 
necessarily  true.  Let  us  suppose  that  this  system  of  roads  had 
been  built  across  Minnesota  and  the  east  half  of  North  and  South 
Dakota  but  no  further,  and  that  the  fixed  charges  on  all  parts  of 
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the  system  were  equal  to  a  reasonable  income  on  the  cost  of  repro- 
ducing the  same.  All  parts  of  this  system  being  in  fertile  terri- 
tory, comparatively  well  settled  and  capable  of  furnishing  a  large 
amount  of  railroad  traflSc,  the  system  would  earn  a  fair  income  at 
very  low  rates;  and  on  the  additional  business  obtained  by  the  ex- 
tension of  the  lines  from  Minnesota  into  the  eastern  half  of  the 
Dakotas,  suflScient  would  be  earned  at  reasonable  rates  not  only  ta 
pay  all  the  operating  expenses  on  such  additional  business  for  the 
whole  length  of  the  haul  on  the  same  and  the  fixed  charges  in  the 
Dakotas,  but  also  to  pay  such  just  ,and  equitable  portions  of  the 
fixed  charges  in  Minnesota  as  all  the  business  to  and  from  the 
Dakotas  should  pay,  because  of  a  part  of  the  haul  being  over  the 
lines  in  Minnesota.  (And  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  such 
just  and  equitable  portion  must  be  found  by  dividing  the  gross 
earnings  on  such  business,  on  such  mileage  basis.) 

We  will  now  suppose  that  after  this  state  of  things  had  existed 
for  many  years,  the  management  extended  the  lines  out  through 
the  less  fertile  and  almost  uninhabited  regions  further  west  to  the 
west  line  of  the  Dakotas,  and  that  the  fixed  charges  on  such  exten- 
tions  were  equal  to  a  reasonable  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing 
the  same.  Let  us  further  suppose  that  the  additional  traflBc  ob- 
tained by  such  extensions,  did  not  more  than  pay  the  operating 
expenses  on  the  whole  length  of  the  haul  on  such  traffic,  and  one- 
fourth  of  the  fixed  charges  on  such  extension.  The  other  three- 
fourths  of  such  fixed  charges  would  have  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
earnings  on  other  Dakota  business,  and  although  rates  in  the 
Dakotas  were  raised  to  make  up  the  deficiency  on  such  fixed 
charges,  there  would  be  left  no  part  of  the  earnings  on  the  Dakota 
through  business  which  passes  entirely  across  Minnesota,  to  apply 
on  the  fixed  charges  in  Minnesota,  and  rates  in  Minnesota  would 
have  to  be  raised  for  two  reasons:  First,  to  meet  the  deficiency 
in  net  earnings  to  pay  the  fixed  charges  in  this  state;  and,  second, 
because  rates  would  now  be  comparatively  lower  in  this  state  than 
in  the  Dakotas. 

Then  it  is  clear  that  the  traflic  in  Minnesota  would  either  directly 
or  indirectly  have  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  fixed  charges  in  the  new 
extension  in  western  Dakota. 

MINNESOTA   PEOPLE   FOOT   IT. 

But  why  should  the  people  of  Minnesota  and  eastern  Dakota  be 
made  tc  p«v  an  income  on  this  idle  railroad  property  further  west? 
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If  these  extensions  of  the  lines  turn  out  to  be  an  unprofitable  ven- 
ture, clearly  the  loss  should  be  borne  by  the  railway  company  and 
not  by  the  people  of  Minnesota  and  eastern  Dakota.  To  say  that 
the  country  owes  a  railroad  company  a  living  is  one  thing;  to 
say  that  the  country  must  indemnity  a  railroad  company  agcdnst 
all  of  its  o^^n  mistakes  is  a  very  different  thing.  To  hold  that  a 
railroad  company  can  impose  on  the  public  all  kinds  of  burdens 
by  all  kinds  of  unbusinesslike  ventures  and  speculations,  would  be 
monstrous. 

These  considerations  lead  to  the  conclusions  that  when  any 
feeder  or  extension,  portion  of  a  railroad  line  or  system,  is  an 
incumbrance  on  the  rest  of  the  line  or  system,  so  that  the  rest  of 
such  line  or  system  would  at  the  same  rate  produce  more  net 
income  if  such  portion  did  not  exist,  then  such  portion  is  not  self- 
sui)porting;  that  is,  if  all  the  gross  earnings  on  all  the  traffic  pass- 
ing over  such  portion,  and  on  the  whole  length  of  the  haul  on  such 
traflSc  will  not  pay  the  operating  expenses  on  such  traffic  for  the 
whole  length  of  such  haul,  and  pay  for  the  wear  and  tear  on  the 
line  caused  by  such  additional  traffic,  and  also  pay  a  reasonable 
income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  such  portion  of  the  line  and 
these  conditions  are  not  of  a  temporary  character,  but  are  the 
result  of  building  the  feeder  or  extension  where  there  was  not 
sufficient  business  to  justify  its  existence,  then  such  portion  is  not 
self-supporting.  A  portion  of  a  line  that  is  not  self-supporting  is 
not  a  feeder  but  an  incumbrance,  and  in  determining  what  are 
reasonable  rates  on  the  rest  of  the  line  or  system  any  state  has  a 
right  to  reject  such  portion  from  the  line  or  system. 

Of  course,  in  rejecting  the  same,  all  benefit  to  the  line  or 
system  from  traffic  passing  over  such  portion  must  also  be  rejected 
and  nothing  can  be  allowed  to  the  rest  of  the  line  or  system  on 
such  traffic  except  the  operating  expenses  on  the  same,  including 
the  additional  wear  and  tear  on  the  rest  of  the  road  caused  by  such 
traffic. 

Whether  this  rule  would  apply  where  such  a  portion  of  a  line  or 
system  ceased  to  be  self-supporting  by  reason  of  some  temporary 
cause,  such  as  an  unusual  drouth  or  pestilence,  we  need  not 
consider. 

It  seems  to  us  that  there  is  scarcely  any  good  reason  why  a  rail- 
way system  should  be  divided  on  state  lines  at  all  for  the  purpose 
of  fixing  rates.  After  rejecting  the  portions  that  are  not  self-sup- 
porting the  balance  of  the  system  may  be  considered  as  a  whole ; 
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and  in  fixing  rates  in  one  state  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  see  that 
if  rates  are  properly  adjusted  throughout  so  as  to  correspond  with 
the  rates  thus  fixed,  the  whole  of  such  balance  of  the  system  will 
yield  a  reasonable  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  same.  In 
determining  what  is  a  proper  adjustment  of  rates  as  between  the 
different  portions  of  the  systems  every  case  must  depend  on  its 
own  circumstances. 

We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  assuming  that  in  fact  any 
portion  of  the  railway  system  here  in  question  is  not  self-support- 
ing. There  is  no  evidence  on  that  point  either  one  way  or  the 
other.  But,  under  the  statute,  the  burden  was  on  the  railway  com- 
pany to  make  out  its  case,  and  when  it  showed  such  a  great  dis- 
parity between  the  earnings  in  this  state  and  the  earnings  outside 
of  the  state;  and  when  it  claimed  that  the  people  of  Minnesota 
were  entitled  to  so  little  benefit  ($158  per  mile)  from  the  large 
amount  of  through  business  carried  across  the  state,  it  should  have 
gone  further  and  shown  that  all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  system 
was  self-supporting,  that  no  substantial  portion  of  the  system  was 
an  incumbrance  on  the  rest  of  it. 

(11)  Let  us  now  proceed  to  consider  further  some  of  the  other 
questions  in  the  case. 

EXTORTIONATE   INTEREST   BILLS. 

As  we  have  seen,  it  is  not  the  amount  of  bbnds  and  stocks  and 
the  amounts  of  interest  or  dividends  which  someone  has  guaranteed 
or  agreed  to  pay  that  determines  whether  or  not  the  rates  fixed  by 
the  commission  are  confiscatory;  but  this  is  determined  by  what, 
under  the  circumstances,  is  a  fair  income  on  the  cost  of  reproduc- 
ing the  road.  The  court  below  adopted  the  former  test,  instead  of 
the  latter.  In  finding  the  amount  of  ^'interest  on  Minnesota  por- 
tion of  bonded  debt,"  it  adopted  the  table  furnished  by  the  railway 
company,  and  called  "Second  Supplement  to  Exhibit  J,''  which  is 
as  follows:

To  this  the  court  added  a  further  charge  of  G  per  cent  on  $15,- 
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000,000  of  the  Manitoba  stock  on  which  the  Great  Northern  Com- 
pany agreed  to  pay  a  dividend  of  6  per  cent  per  annum.  In  these 
times,  as  we  have  seen,  5  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  cost  of  repro- 
ducing all  of  the  road  except  the  terminals  and  2^  per  cent  on  the 
cost  of  reproducing  the  terminals,  is  a  liberal  income,  and  the  fact 
that  the  railroad  company  agreed  to  pay  interest  and  dividends  at 
the  rate  of  6  and  7  per  cent  per  annum  does  not  concern  the  patrons 
of  the  road. 

The  court  found  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  part  of  the  roads 
within  this  state  to  be  $44,000,000.  Of  this,  as  we  have  seen,  about 
$14,000,000  is  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  terminals,  on  which  2^ 
per  cent  per  annum  is  a  liberal  rate  of  income,  and  5  per  cent  is  a 
liberal  rate  on  the  balance.

Then  if  the  net  earnings  in  1894  in  this  state  would,  under  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  commission,  amount  to  the  last  named  sum,  such 
rates  would  not  be  confiscatory.  This  sura  is  very  much  less  than 
the  $3,560,798  of  net  earnings  in  this  state  which  we  get  by  divid- 
ing on  the  mileage  basis,  the  gross  earnings  on  the  through  busi- 
ness; and  after  deducting  from  the  last  named  sum  the  ^248,992, 
which  the  net  earnings  would  be  reduced  by  the  rates  fixed  by  the 
commission,  we  have  S3,31 1,806.  Deducting  said  $2,168,252  from 
this,  leaves  $1,143,554  to  compensate  for  whatever  error  may  exist 
in  the  rule  of  apportioning  the  earnings  on  through  business  on 
the  mileage  basis.  In  other  words,  by  so  apportioning  the  earnings 
on  the  mileage  basis,  we  would  have  the  last  named  sum  earned,  or 
assumed  to  be  earned,  in  this  state  to  apply  to  fixed  charges  and 
expenses  beyond  the  state,  and  still  the  rates  fixed  by 
the  commission  would  not  be  confiscatory.  But  the  rail- 
way company  made  no  case  which  required  the  court 
to  make  any  division  of  the  earnings  between  the  parts 
of  its  lines  within,  and  the  parts  of  its  lines  without  this  state 
Under  our  statute  the  burden  is  on  the  railway  company  to  prove 
that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  are  confiscatory.  The  wit- 
nesses for  the  railway  company  did  not  give  the  data  on  which  they 
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estimate  what  part  of  the  gross  earnings  on  such  through  business 
should  be  credited  to  Minnesota.  And  in  estimating  the  amount 
of  fixed  charges,  it  is  evident  that  these  witnesses  and  the  court 
below  assumed  that  the  proceeds  of  all  of  the  $84,556,064  of  bonds 
outstanding,  except  the  $26,812,000  apportioned  to  Minnesota  as 
aforesaid,  went  into  the  construction  of  the  lines  of  road  beyond 
this  state,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  so  apportioned  to  the 
lines  beyond  the  state  was  equal  to  the  face  of  the  bonds.  But 
as  we  will  hereafter  show,  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  which  went 
into  the  construction  of  the  lines  beyond  the  state  must  be  held, 
on  the  evidence,  to  be  about  $17,750,000  less  than  the  face  of  the 
bonds.  This  is  a  very  large  discreijancy,  which  renders  wholly 
worthless  the  estimates  of  these  witnesses  as  to  the  amount  of  fixed 
charges  which  the  parts  of  the  lines  beyond  the  state  should  bear. 
Then  the  railway  company  did  not  maintain  the  burden  of  proof 
placed  upon  it  by  the  statute  and  show  to  what  extent,  if  any,  a 
division  of  the  gross  earnings  on  such  through  business  on  the 
mileage  basis  was  unfair  and  inequitable. 

The  railway  company  must  prove  eveyy  fact  necessary  to  make 
out  its  case.  It  did  Dot  prove  what  its  rates  were  beyond  the  4ine 
of  the  state,  or  that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  were  com- 
paratively lower  than  the  rates  on  through  business,  or  compara- 
tively lower  than  the  rates  on  local  business  outside  of  this  state. 

It  offered  evidence  tending  to  prove  the  cost  of  reproducing  the 
part  of  the  roads  in  Minnesota,  but  it  offered  no  direct  evidence 
tending  to  prove  the  cost, of  reproducing  the  parts  of  the  roads  out- 
side of  this  state.  Neither  have  we  any  light  as  to  the  original 
cost  of  the  latter,  except  what  may  be  gathered  from  the  amount 
of  bonds  issued  and  the  estimates  of  the  witnesses  of  the  railway 
company  as  to  the  amount  of  these  bonds  which  should  be  ai>por- 
tioned  to  the  part  of  the  lines  in  Minnesota.  But  it  appears  from 
the  evidence  that  considerable  of  the  proceeds  of  the  rest  of  these 
bonds  went  into  other  enterprises  fostered  by  the  railway  company. 

EIGHTY-FOUR    MILLIONS   OF    BONDS. 

(12)  As  before  stated,  the  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  was,  in 
round  numbers,  $84,000,000,  the  amount  so  apportioned  to  Minnesota 
$26,000,000,  the  Manitoba  Company  sold  $5,000,000  of  stock  for 
cash  at  par,  and  its  stockholders  paid  into  its  treasury  in  cash 
810,000,000  more  when  the  lease  was  made  to  the  Great  Northern 
Company,  and  all  of  the  proceeds  of  these  transactions  went  into 
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the  construction  of  said  leased  lines  of  railroad  and  the  fostering 
of  said  other  enterprises.  But  the  evidence  does  not  show  very 
clearly  how  much  went  into  each. 

We  will  now  state  some  of  these  transactions  more  in  detail.  Of 
the  $84,000,000  or  more  of  bonds  now  outstanding,  $7,805,000 
known  as  "Montana  Extension  Bonds,"  are  a  lien  only  on  that 
part  of  the  road  in  Montana,  and  $28,848,484,  known  as  "Pacific 
Extension  Bonds,"  are  a  first  lien  only  on  that  part  of  the  road 
west  of  Montana.  Both  series  are  4  per  cent  fifty-year  bonds,  and 
Vice  President  Clough  testified  that  they  were  sold  at.  about  80 
cents  on  the  dollar,  so  that  they  would  net  5  per  cent  interest  per 
annum.  To  net  5  per  cent  interest  per  annum  for  fifty  years,  they 
should  be  sold  for  81^  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  their  proceeds  would 
be  $6,780,894  less  than  the  face  of  the  bonds;  therefore  that  much 
less  went  into  the  construction  of  the  road.  It  is  easy  to  under- 
stand why  these  bonds,  secured  only  by  a  mortgage  on  sections  of 
this  road  running  through  this  undeveloped  country,  would  have 
to  be  sold  at  such  a  discount.  But  if  these  bonds  were  not  at  the 
time  adequately  secured,  so  that  they  could  bo  floated  at  such 
reasonably  low  rates  of  interest  as  bonds  adequately  secured  might 
be,  the  loss  resulting  from  the  transaction  should  be  bonie  by  some 
one  else  than  the  patrons  of  the  road.  But  in  any  event,  the  cost 
of  constructing  or  reproducing  the  road  must  be  that  much  less, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  this  case,  this  $6,750,000  (nearly)  should 
be  thrown  out  in  ascertaining  the  amount  of  capital  invested  in 
this  road. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  after  the  foreclosure  sales  of  1879, 
the  Manitoba  Company  issued  to  its  promoters  $15,0004X)0  of  its 
stock.  Some  time  afterward  it  issued  $5,000,000  more,  which  was 
sold  for  cash  at  par. 

The  manner  in  which  the  $10,000,000  was  paid  by  the  stockholders 
of  the  Manitoba  Company  into  its  treasury  at  the  time  of  the  lease 
as  aforesaid,  is  well  stated  by  the  court  in  its  findings  of  fact  as 
follows:  '*At  the  time  of  the  lease  of  its  road  by  the  Manitoba 
Company  to  the  Great  Northern  Company  in  1890,  a  large  amount  * 
of  miscellaneous  property  was  sold  and  transferred  by  said  Mani- 
toba Company  to  said  Great  Northern  Company.  Said  properties 
consisted  of  the  following  items  of  the  agreed  value  set  opposite 
each,  as  follows:

"Said  properties  so  transferred  were  of  the  aggregate  value  of 
§21,839,123.89,  and  were  paid  for  by  the  Great  Northern  Company 
by  its  stock  then  issued  to  the  amount  of  §20,000,000,  in  the  man- 
ner  following,  as  shown  by  the  reports  to  the  commissioners  in 
evidence.  The  properties  so  transferred  as  aforesaid  were  subject 
to  a  lien  of  §9,250,000.     The  stockholders  of  the  Manitoba  Com- 
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pany  paid  to  the  Great  Northern  Company  $10,000,000  in  cash 
and  transferred  to  it  said  properties  as  aforesaid.  The  Great 
Northern  Company  assumed  and  paid  said  lien  of  $9,250,000,  and 
thereupon  issued  to  said  stockholders  of  the  Manitoba  Company 
$20,000,000  of  Great  Northern  stock,  each  stockholder  of  the 
Manitoba  Company  being  given  a  share  of  the  stock  of  the  Great 
Northern  Company  for  each  share  that  he  held  in  the  Manitoba." 
Because  the  Great  Northern  Company  paid  for  these  properties 
with  $20,000,000  of  its  stock,  the  court  below  held  that  these 
properties  and  the  income  from  the  same  must  be  excluded  from 
consideratipn  in  this  case;  that  for  the  purposes  of  this  case  these 
properties  and  the  income  from  the  same  must  be  set  aside  and 
appropriated  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  dividends  on  those 
$20,000,000  of  Great  Northern  Company  stock,  and  that  at  the 
same  time  the  road  operated  by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany in  its  own  name  must  earn  enough  to  pay  all  of  the  interest 
on  all  these  $84,000,000  of  bonds,  and  all  of  the  other  fixed  charges 
on  this  road,  and  because  it  would  fail  to  do  so  under  the  rates 
fixed  by  the  commission  these  rates  are  confiscatory.  This  is 
clearly  error.  For  the  purposes  of  this  case  said  $20,000,000  of 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company  stock  represent  only  $10,000,000 
paid  in;  the  rest  is  water. 

WHAT   MINNESOTA   SHIPPERS   SUPPORT. 

These  other  properties  above  enumerated  not  only  represent 
these  $10,000,000,  but,  as  we  have  seen,  they  must  also  represent 
over  $11,000,000  more  of  the  proceeds  of  these  $84,000,000  of 
bonds  issued  by  the  Manitoba  Company  with  which  proceeds 
these  properties  were  originally  acquired,  and  yet  the  interest  on 
all  of  these  bonds  is  charged  up  against  the  earnings  of  the  Great 
Northern  Railroad  Company  road.  Then  if  the  position  of  the 
court  below  is  correct,  stockholders  of  the  Manitoba  Company  have 
succeeded  in  taking  out  over  $11,000,000  of  its  capital  on  which 
the  road  must  still  earn  an  income.  If  these  other  properties  are 
to  be  thus  excluded,  the  $10,000,000  paid  for  the  $20,000,000  of 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company  stock  must  also  be  excluded, 
and  about  $11,000,000  more  must  be  deducted  from  said  $84,000,000 
of  bonds. 

Perhaps,  with  the  data  which  has  now  been  given,  we  can 
approximate  the  original  cost  of  the  parts  of  these  roads  outside  of 
this  state. 
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Of  the  $84,000,000  of  bonds  outstanding  the  witnesses  of  the 
railway  company  apportion  to  the  part  of  the  road:

Deducting  this  from  $84,558,484,  the  total  amount  of  bonds  out- 
standing, we  have  $40,465,635  as  the  total  amount  of  the  proceeds 
of  these  bonds  invested  in  the  construction  of  the  parts  of  these 
lines  outside  of  this  state;  add  to  this  the  $5,000,000  in  cash  paid 
for  said  $5,000,000  of  Manitoba  stock,  and  we  have  as  the  total 
approximate  cost  of  the  parts  of  these  lines

Of  this  total  $14,000,000  is  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  terminals 
in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and  2^  per  cent  per  annum 
is,  as  we  have  seen,  a  liberal  income  on  the  same.

This,  it  will  be  observed,  is  but  a  few  hundred  dollars  less  than 
the  above  estimate  of  what  under  the  circumstances  would  be  a 
liberal  income  in  1894  on  the  whole  of  these  leased  lines,  and,  in 
our  opinion,  is  neither  an  unreasonable  nor  a  confiscatory  income. 

In  the  above  computation  we  have  assumed  without  proof  that 
the  interest  on  the  separate  debt  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company  is  but  reasonable  income  on  capital  acquired  by  incurr- 
ing such  debt  and  invested  in  the  road  after  the  making  of  said 
lease;  if  so,  it  is  a  proper  charge  to  be  deducted  from  the  net  earn- 
ings in  determining  the  amount  of  the  net  income.  But,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  case,  there  is  no  diflference  in  principle  betweeiv 
this  interest  and  interest  on  the  debts  of  the  Manitoba  Company, 
which  the  Great  Northern  Company  agreed  to  pay  as  rent.  If  the 
amount  of  such  fixed  charges  exceed  the  amount  of  what  is  a 
reasonable  income  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  road,  the  patrons 
of  the  road  should  not  be  required  to  pay  the  excess. 

(13)  But  there  are  other  and  still  stronger  reasons  why  the 
railway  company  did  not  maintain  the  burden  of  proof  cast  upon 
it  by  the  statute  and  which  would  be  cast  upon  it  without  the  aid 
of  any  statute. 

For  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commis- 
sion are  confiscatory,  the  railway  company  has  presented  to  the 
court  only  a  part  of  its  entire  railway  system.  Portions  of  this 
system  have  been  separately  incorporated,  but  the  whole  is  under 
one  management,  and  is,  in  fact,  managed  as  one  entire  system. 
The  stocks  of  these  other  separately  incorporated  portions  are  all, 
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or  nearly  all,  owned  by  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company. 
Not  only  is  this  so,  but  it  appears  from  the  the  testimony  of  Vice 
President  Clough,  that  the  stocks  of  some,  if  not  of  all  of  these 
separate  corporations  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  trustees, 
'for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  integrity  of  the  whole  system. 
There  are  also  some  other  incorporated  enterprises  whose  stocks  are 
owned  by  the  Great  Northern  Company. 

PROFITS   DIVERTED   TO   OTHER   COMPANIES. 

These  stocks  are  all  enumerated  in  the  i)ortion  of  the  court's 
findings  last  above  quoted.  We  will  now  proceed  on  the  assump- 
tion that,  for  the  purpose  of  this  case,  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company  has  a  right  thus  to  divide  up  its  entire  system.  It 
appears  from  the  report  of  the  Great  Northern  Company  to  the 
railroad  commission  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1894  (in  evidence  in  this 
case)  that  some  of  these  stocks  earned  some  very  large  dividends 
in  that  year.  The  following  is  taken  from  one  of  the  tfibles  in 
that  report:

Besides  declaring  these  dividends,  the  Minnesota  Eastern  Rail- 
way Company  paid  5  per  cent  interest  on  §4,700,000  of  bonds 
issued  by  it,  and  the  Willmar  &  Sioux  Falls  Railway  Company 
paid  5  per  cent  interest  on  $3,625,000  of  bonds  issued  by  it  (none 
of  these  bonds  are  now  held  by  the  Great  Northern  Company.) 

FARMERS   TAXED   FOR   SIDE   SHOWS. 

The  Northern  Steamship  Company  connects  with  the  Great 
Northeni  Railway  system  at  its  terminus  at  West  Superior,  Wis., 
and  carries  freight  and  passengers  from  that  point  eastward  over 
the  great  lakes  as  far  as  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  The  Sand  Coulee  Company 
furnishes  a  large  portion  of  the  coal  consumeti  in  operating  the 
lines  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  and  the  balance  of 
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the  coal  produced  by  its  mines  is  distributed  by  the  railway  com- 
pany to  consumers  along  its  lines. 

These  separate  corporations  are  all  controlled  absolutely  by  the 
Great  Northern  Company,  and  the  amount  of  the  profits  of  each 
depends  almost  wholly  on  the  character  of  its  dealings  with  the 
Great  Northern  Company,  and  is,  in  fact,  a  mere  matter  of  book- 
keeping, in  which  the  officers  of  the  latter  company  divide  the 
joint  profits  as  they  see  fit.  But  so  far  as  the  rights  of  the  patrons 
of  the  railroad  may  be  prejudiced  by  any  such  division,  they  are 
not  bound  by  it.  When  the  two  contracting  parties  are  iu  fact  one, 
so  that  the  one  party  is  merely  dealing  with  himself,  the  rights  of 
third  parties  cannot  be  concluded  by  such  dealing.  And  when  a 
party  deals  with  himself  in  such  a  case,  the  burden  is  on  him  to 
show  that  the  transaction  is  a  fair  and  equitable  one. 

WHERE  DID   THE   PROFITS  GO? 

The  burden  was  on  the  Great  Northern  Company  in  this  case  to 
show  that  the  division  of  profits  between  it  and  these  other  (forpora- 
tions  was  fair  and  reasonable,  and  it  failed  to  offer  any  evidence  on 
that  point.  The  presumption  against  it  is  also  heightened  by  the 
appearances  of  things.  Here  are  some  parts  of  its  railway  system 
and  some  of  these  other  corporations  earning  as  dividends  from  8  to 
120  per  cent  per  annum,  and  no  explanation  is  given.  It  is  highly 
commendable  in  the  management  of  this  system  that  it  organized 
all  of  these  profitable  enterprises  for  the  benefit  of  all  of  its  stock- 
holders, and  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  managers  and  their  favorites, 
as  has  been  done  by  railway  managers  in  so  many  other  instances. 
But  the  fact  that  it  has  organized  for  the  benefit  of  its  stockholders 
all  these  profitable  side  enterprises  which  feed  ofif  this  railroad  sys- 
tem, does  not  change  the  presumption  as  between  it  and  the  pub- 
lic, or  show  that  it  has  been  equally  fair  and  disinterested  toward 
the  patrons  of  the  road. 

Here,  for  instance,  is  the  Willmar  &  Sioux  Falls  Branch,  which 
is  a  mere  feeder  of  one  of  the  main  lines,  earning  in  these  dull 
times,  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent  above  the  interest  on  its  bonds, 
while,  as  the  railway  company  claims,  the  main  line  is  earning  no 
dividend  at  all,  or  scarcely  any.  The  division  of  profits  in  this 
instance  may  be  fair  and  reasonable,  but  it  will  certainly  take  evi- 
dence to  prove  that  it  is.  It  may  be  a  question  whether  this  entire 
railway  system  should  be  thus  divided  up  at  all. 

As  appears  by  the  court's  findings  above  quoted  there  are  a 

Com.  Rail.— 17 
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number  of  other  separate  railroad  corporations  whose  stocks  are 
owned  by  the  Great  Northern  Company.  The  raikoad  properties 
of  most  of  these  other  companies  is  a  part  of  the  Great  Northern 
system. 

PROFIT   KITING  SYSTEM. 

A  fair  dividend  was  declared  on  the  stocks  of  some  of  these 
companies  and  none  at  all  of  the  stocks  of  others.  It  may  be  that 
this  whole  railroad  system  is  tied  together  for  better  and  for  worse; 
that  it  is  immaterial  haw  the  management  has  apportioned  the 
profits  between  the  different  parts  of  the  system  and  that  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  rates  fixed  by  one  state  are  con- 
fiscatory, the  only  division  that  can  be  made  of  the  whole  system 
is  into  the  portion  which  is  self-supporting  and  the  portions  which 
are  not  self-supporting,  as  before  stated,  and  that  after  rejecting 
the  latter  portions  it  only  remains  to  be  determined  whether  the 
rates  thus  fixed  by  this  state  are  comparatively  lower  than  the  rate 
beyond  the  state,  so  that  a  like  reduction  of  the  latter  rates  to  the 
same  comparative  level  would  result  in  such  a  deficiency  of  income 
as  to  be  confiscatory.  On  these  points  we  will  express  no  opinion. 
But  unless  substance  is  sacrificed  to  form  it  may  be  that  the 
separately  incorporated  portions  of  this  railway  system  should  not 
for  the  purposes  of  such  a  case  as  this  be  regarded  as  separate 
railroads. 

But  even  if  these  separately  incorporated  portions  must  be 
regarded  as  one  railroad  or  a  single  system  it  is  still  a  question 
whether  the  plant  of  the  Northern  Steamship  Company  should  be 
regarded  as  a  part  of  that  system,  and  it  is  still  more  doubtful 
whether  the  mines  or  plant  of  the  Sand  Coulee  Coal  Company 
should  be  so  regarded.  And  if  these  plants  should  not  be  con- 
sidered a  part  of  the  railway  system,  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company  would  not  have  to  put  into  the  common  pot  in  this  case, 
such  profits  of  those  two  concerns  as  result  from  a  just  and  equit- 
able division  of  profits  between  the  railway  system  and  each  of 
these  other  plants. 

LET  THE   RAILROAD   COMPANY   TELL. 

But  the  burden  would  still  be  on  the  railway  company  in  this 
case  to  show  that  it  has  made  such  a  just  and  equitable  division  of 
such  profits,  and  as  before  stated,  it  has  failed  to  maintain,  that 
burden.    The  presumption  against  the  Great  Northern  Company 
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on  this  point  is  further  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  all  of  its 
revenues  in  1894  from  all  its  properties  were  such  that  they  only 
lacked  $104,153.08  of  i)aying  all  of  the  fixed  charges  for  that  year, 
including  the  6  per  cent  dividend  on  the  $20,000,000  of  Manitoba 
stock,  and  paying  also  a  dividend  of  $1,187,500  on  the  stock  of  the 
Great  Northern  Company.  The  deficiency  was  taken  from  the 
surplus  of  over  $3,500,000  on  hand,  accumulated  from  the  revenues 
of  former  years.  This  appears  by  the  "Income  Account"  of  the 
Great  Northern  Company,  in  its  said  report  for  1894,  which  is  as 
follows:

Then,  from  every  view  that  can  be  taken  of  this  case,  it  must 
be  held  that  the  railway  company  failed  to  maintain  the  burden 
of  proof  that  was  upon  it,  and  show  that  the  rates  complained  of 
are  confiscatory. 

120  PER  CENT  DIVIDEND. 

In  said  report  of  the  dividend  declared  by  the  Sand  Coulee  Coal 
Company  in  1894  is  a  note  stating  that  this  dividend  of  $300,000 
was  "paid  out  of  the  profits  of  the  Sand  Coulee  Coal  Company  for 
the  last  four  years."  We  do  not  see  that  this  fact,  standing  alone, 
changes  any  presumption  in  this  case. 
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It  is  also  claimed  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  profits  of  the 
Great  Northern  Company  for  years  prior  to  1894  were  invested  in 
the  different  properties  instead  of  being  distributed  amongst  its 
stockholders,  but  the  amount  of  the  profits  so  invested  does  not 
appear.  We  do  not  see  that  these  facts  should  have  any  very  con- 
trolling influence  in  the  result  of  this  case.  If  the  Great  Northern 
Company  has  made  such  large  profits  in  the  past  that  it  was  able 
to  pay  very  large  dividiends  and  still  accumulate  such  large  amounts 
of  surplus  to  invest  in  its  properties  or  to  carry  along  for  several 
years,  it  should  be  content  to  get  along  with  smaller  profits  in  such 
times  of  financial  stringency  as  existed  in  1894. 

Then,  from  any  view  that  can  be  taken  of  the  case,  it  must  be 
held  that  the  railway  company  failed  to  maintain  the  burden  of 
proof  that  was  upon  it,  and  show  that  the  rates  complained  of  were 
confiscatory.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that,  therefore,  the  order 
appealed  from  should  be  reversed  and  a  new  trial  granted. 

It  is  ordered.  '     '  Canty,  J.

I  concur  in  the  conclusion  reached  in  the  foregoing  opinion,  but 
will  state  my  views  upon  some  matters  not  specially  referred  to  by 
Mr.  Justice  Canty. 

The  complaint  herein  was  filed  under  the  provisions  of  Subdi- 
vision E  of  Section  8,  Chapter  10,  General  Laws  1887,  as  amended 
by  General  Laws  1891,  Chapter  106,  Section  1.  This  subdivision 
provides  for  such  filing,  the  Riving  of  notice  to  the  common  carrier 
and  a  hearing  before  the  commission,  if  the  carrier  refuses  or  neg- 
lects to  change  its  tariflf  of  rates  as  demanded  in  the  complaint. 
After  a  hearing  or  investigation,  the  commission  makes  its  report 
to  both  complainant  and  carrier,  and  if  it  finds  by  the  evidence 
that  the  tariff  of  rates  complained  of  is  unequal  or  unreasonable, 
the  "commission  shall  state  wherein  they  are  unequal  or  unreason- 
able, and  shall  make  a  tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifica- 
tions which  shall  be  substituted  for  the  tariff  complained  of." 

It  is  then  provided  that:  **Such  tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  or 
classifications  so  made  by  the  commission  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  in  all  courts  of  this  state  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  the 
tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  or  classifications  so  made  is  equal  and 
reasonable,  and  such  tariff  so  made  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
during  the  pendency  of  any  appeal  that  may  be  taken  in  the  matter 
to  the  courts." 
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Here  we  find  that  by  legislative  enactment  an  order  of  the  com- 
mission fixing  and  prescribing  a  tariff  of  rates  must  be  deemed  and 
taken  in  all  of  the  courts  in  our  state  as  prima  facie  evidence  that 
the  tariff  so  fixed  and  prescribed  is  equal  and  reasonable,  the  07ius 
•being  thus  cast  upon  the  appealing  carrier  in  all  of  our  legal  tri- 
bunals, and  in  all  proceedings,  to  show  that  it  is  not.  The  burden 
of  proof  was  therefore  upon  this  respondent  carrier  to  overcome 
the  prima  facie  case  presented  in  the  court  below  by  means  of  the 
order  of  the  commission.  And  this  burden  rested  upon  the  carrier 
at  every  stage  of  the  trial  and  in  respect  to  all  matters  affecting  its 
earning  capacity,  its  sources  of  revenue,  its  operating  expenses,  the 
fixed  charges  and  the  value  of  the  investment. 

The  question  then  arising  is  whether  in  all  respects  the  evidence 
justified  and  warranted  the  finding,  in  effect,  that  the  tariff  rates 
fixed  by  the  order  of  the  commission,  upon  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye 
and  com,  and  the  mill  products  of  these  grains,  were  so  unjust 
and  unreasonable,  as  to  be  confiscatory  in  their  nature  and  when 
enforced  to  oi)erate  as  a  practical  destruction  of  the  rights  of  prop- 
erty. The  court  below  found  that  the  tariff  rates  charged  by 
respondent  on  grain  prior  to  the  order  in  controversy,  which  order 
reduced  the  rates  on  the  kinds  of  grain  mentioned,  and  their  mill 
products,  about  10  per  cent,  were  low  in  comparison  with  the  rates 
on  other  classes  of  traffic  and  it  also  found  should  the  rates  com- 
plained of  be  reduced  as  ordered,  that  "the  evidence  fails  to  show 
that  there  is  any  class  of  traffic  in  this  state  upon  which  the  rates 
can  "be  reasonably  increased  to  make  good  the  amount  of  such 
reduction."  The  finding  that  the  rates  complained  of  were  low  in 
comparison  with  rates  on  other  classes  of  traffic,  admitting  that  this 
finding  was  supported  by  the  evidence,  does  not  tend  to  support  the 
decision,  ultimately  reached,  that  the  rates  fixed  in  the  order  were 
unjust  and  unreasonable,  for  the  rates  on  other  classes  of  traffic  when 
compared  with  rates  on  grain  might  be  much  below  what  would  be  a 
just  and  reasonable  compensation  to  the  carrier.  Nor  would  it  fol- 
low from  the  fact  that,  by  comparison,  grain  rates  were  lower  than 
rates  upon  other  commodities  that  the  rates  upon  these  com- 
modities could  not  be  advanced  so  as  to  relieve  grain  from  part  of 
the  cost  of  transportation  if  sound  business  principles  justified  or 
justice  to  the  public  demanded  such  action.  And  when  making 
the  finding  that  the  evidence  failed  to  show  that  there  was  any 
class  of  traffic  upon  which  the  rates  could  reasonably  be  increased 
so  as  to  make  good  the  loss  to  the  carrier  arising  from  the  reduc- 
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tion  of  revenues  caused  by  the  order  the  court  seems  to  have  dis- 
regarded the  rule  that  the  burden  of  proof  was  on  the  respondent 
to  show  that  the  rates  upon  some  other,  or  all  other,  classes  of 
traffic  could  not  be  raised  so  as  to  cover  the  reduction  and  make 
good  any  decrease  in  its  revenues  growing  out  of  the  operation  of  • 
the  order.  And  to  have  overlooked  the  important  fact  that  it  was 
not  incumbent  upon  the  complainant  to  show  by  a  x>reix)nderance 
of  evidence  that  the  carrier's  loss  by  reason  of  the  reduction  of 
tariff  rates  upon  the  grains  mentioned  in  the  order  could  be  made 
good  by  increasing,  without  injustice  to  any  one,  the  tariff  rates 
upon  other  classes  of  traffic.  It  is  well  known  that  in  the  business 
of  transportation  common  carriers  are  continually  applying  prin- 
ciples which  are  forced  upon  them  by  reason  of  peculiar  conditions 
and  situations.  Competition  between  carriers  and  producers  brintc 
about  these  conditions  and  situations  and  the  result  is  that  arbi- 
trary rules  must  yield  to  hard,  unyielding  facts.  Because  of  this 
the  rate  for  carrying  any  particular  commodity  cannot  always  be 
regulated  and  governed  by  comparison  with  the  rates  fixed  for 
other  articles.  These  rules  compel  what  appears  at  first  glance  to 
be  discrimination  between  commodities.  That  this  is  an  every 
day  practice  with  carriers,  that  it  is  well  known  and  justified  in 
business  circles  and  is  tolerated  and  approved,  because  of  the 
necessity,  cannot  be  overlooked  by  the  courts,  any  more  than  it  is 
by  legislatures,  or  by  commissioners,  or  by  the  carriers  themselves 
when  making  schedules  of  rates  for  the  transportation  of  either 
passengers  or  merchandise.  And  if  this  business  policy  actuates 
and  influences  the  carriers  themselves  to  disregard  a  rule  of  strict 
comparison  and  strict  equality  as  between  bulk,  or  weight,  or 
value,  of  the  various  commodities  and  to  carry  one  article  many 
more  miles  for  the  same  money  than  they  do  another,  although 
there  may  be  no  substantial  difference  in  bulk,  or  weight,  or  other- 
wise, between  these  two  articles,  and  this  is  approved  by  the  public 
as  good  business  policy  under  the  circumstances,  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  legislature  or  the  commission  should  not  be  actuated,  in- 
fluenced and  governed  by  the  same  rule.  And  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  courts  should  not  heed  and  act  upon  it  when  called  upon 
to  consider  and  review  an  order  of  the  character  of  the  one  at  bar. 
No  better  rule  for  the  government  of  a  public  commission  or  a  court 
when  investigating  rates  can  be  adopted  than  one  applied  by  the 
railroads  themselves.  A  rule  which  will  so  adjust  rates  as  to 
secure  the  largest  interchange  of  commodities,  a  rule  which  will 
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stimulate,  encourage  and  induce  the  movement  of  any  commodity 
which  can  be  produced  in  any  section  of  the  country  in  large 
quantities.  Of  course  such  rates  should  not  be  established  so  low 
as  to  impose  an  unreasonable  burden  on  other  traffic,  but  "should 
be  fixed  so  as  to  have  reasonable  relation  to  the  cost  of  production 
and  the  value  of  the  transportation  service  to  the  producer  and 
shipper." 

The  rule  I  speak  of  as  being  constantly  recognized  and  acted 
upon  by  railroads  has  often  been  referred  to  and  countenanced  by 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  when  considering  the  ques- 
tion of  long  and  short  hauls.  In  re  L.  &.  N.  Ry.  Co.  1 1.  C.  Rep. 
31;  Thurber  v.  Ry.  Co.,  3  ib.  473;  Lehan  H.  Co.  v.  Ry.  Co.,  4  ib.  1; 
Warren  v.  Ry.  Co.,  ib.  32;  in  re  Excessive  Freight  Rates,  ib.  48. 

In  fact,  the  rule  which  permits  a  greater  rate  per  mile  on  the 
short  haul  than  is  charged  upon  the  long  is  based  upon  the  same 
principle  as  that  which  allows  a  greater  rate  to  be  charged  upon 
certain  classes  of  freight  than  upon  other  classes  where  there  is  no 
material  difference  in  weight,  bulk,  value  or  cost  of  transportation 
and  is  justified  by  the  same  argument.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
evidence  should  have  been  introduced  in  this  case  which  would  have 
supported  a  finding  to  the  eflfect  that  there  was  no  class  of  traffic  in 
the  state  upon  which  rates  could  have  been  reasonably  increased  or 
fixed  so  as  to  make  good  the  amount  of  reduction  upon  articles 
mentioned  in  the  order  appealed  jfrom  and  that  without  such  a 
finding  of  fact  the  conclusion  of  the  court  below  reversing  the 
order  of  the  commission  was  erroneous.  I  see  no  reason  for  hold- 
ing, as  claimed  by  the  appellants,  that  the  court  below  erred  in 
receiving  the  evidence  tendered  by  the  N.  P.  Ry.  Co.,  or  that  it 
erred  in  basing  its  order  of  reversal  upon  the  condition  of  the 
aflFairs  of  that  road  as  shown  by  the  evidence,  if  it  was  so  based. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  learned  trial  court  adhered  very 
closely  upon  the  hearing  to  what  was  said  in  this  cause  when  it 
was  here  before  upon  this  subject. 

I  do  not  quite  understand  what  was  meant  by  the  court  below 
when  it  used  the  following  language  in  its  18th  finding  of  fact: 
"The  order  appealed  from  does  not  constitute  a  tariff.  It  cannot 
be  published  as  a  tariff.  It  simply  fixes  the  maximum  rates  upon 
the  mileage  basis."  I  think  that  the  court  failed  when  examining 
Schedule  A,  in  which  the  rate  in  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for 
various  distances,  commencing  with  4  cents  per  hundred  for  five 
miles  and  under  and  increasing  for  every  five  miles  until  the  rate 
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for  400  miles  was  fixed  at  16.7  per  hundred,  the  order  itself  was 
overlooked  for  that  concluded  as  follows:  "It  is  therefore  ordered, 
that  the  tariflf  rates  and  charges  on  the  above  mentioned  articles 
be  reduced  and  fixed  at  the  rate  shown  in  said  schedule  A."  This 
was  a  fixing  of  the  tarifiF  rates  by  the  commission,  although  it  is 
quite  possible  that  a  schedule  of  rates  based  thereon  would  have  to 
be  prepared  by  the  ccurier  for  the  use  and  guidance  of  its  employes. 
The  order  must  be  regarded  as  a  tariff  of  rates  upon  a  mileage  basis 
between  the  points  mentioned  in  the  complaint.  It  is  not  operative 
elsewhere,  although  in  terms  it  may  be  broad  enough  to  cover  the 
entire  line  of  road  owned  or  operated  by  the  Great  Northern  Com- 
pany. 

If  by  the  fourth  subdivision  of  the  main  opinion  this  court  means 
to  hold  that  the  district  court  can  upon  appeal  from  an  order  fixing 
a  tariff  of  rates  made  by  the  commission,  determine  what  the  rates 
should  be  when  unable  to  affirm  the  order,  I  must  dissent.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  court  below  did  not  err  when  it  refused  to 
find  a  just  and  reasonable  freight  rate  for  the  commodities  men- 
tioned in  the  order,  and  when  it  held  that  it  is  without  the  purview 
of  a  court  of  law  to  determine  the  question.  The  claim  of  the 
appellant  on  this  point  is  that  power  to  find,  fix  and  determine 
what  are  reasonable  rates  is  conferred  by  the  stature  which  author- 
izes the  court  on  appeal  to  affirm,  modify  or  reverse  the  order,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  as  justice  may  require.  G.  L.  1891,  Ch.  106,  Sec. 
3,  Sub.  D.  The  fixing  of  rates  is  a  legislative  or  administrative 
function.  It  is  not  a  judicial  question,  except  as  judicial  power 
may  be  invoked  and  used  to  prevent  and  restrain  an  abuse  of 
legislative  or  administrative  authority,  by  the  exercise  of  which  a 
rate  unreasonably  low  and  confiscatory  in  fact  has  been  established. 
When  we  consider  that  the  commission  has  power  to  make  many 
orders  which  do  not  affect  or  fix  rates,  but  which  are  appealable 
and  may  be  modified  by  the  courts,  I  am  obliged  to  hold  that  the 
word  "modify''  comprises  "only  those  modifications  which  would 
be  an  exercise  of  judicial  power,  and  as  not  including  modification 
essentially  involving  an  exercise  of  legislative  or  administrative 
power."  Thus  construing  the  word,  we  can  give  it  an  effect  which 
harmonizes  the  section  in  which  it  is  found  with  what  was  said  in 
Reagan  vs.  L.  &  T.  Co.,  154  U.  S.  362,  as  follows: 

"Courts  are  not  authorized  to  revise  or  change  the  body  of  rates 
imposed  by  legislature  or  a  commission.  They  do  not  determine 
whether  one  rate  is  preferable  to  another,  or  what  under  all  the 
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circumstances  would  be  fair  and  reasonable  as  between  the  carrier 
and  shipper.  They  do  not  engage  in  any  mere  administrative 
work,  but  still  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  their  power  and  duty  to 
inquire  whether  a  body  of  rates  prescribed  by  a  legislature  or  the 
commission  is  unjust  or  unreasonable,  and  such  as  to  work  a 
practical  destruction  to  rights  of  property,  and  if  found  to  be  so 
to  restrain  its  operation." 

Commenting  on  this  and  other  cases  the  circuit  court  remarked 
in  Ry.  Co.  v. 36  Fed.  Rep.  83: 

"It  would  be  strange  indeed  after  the  various  adjudications  of 
the  supreme  court,  if  any  court  should  assume  to  prescribe  a 
schedule  of  rates." 

It  has  been  invariably  held  that  courts  are  without  authority  to 
change  rate  tariflFs  when  fixed  by  either  legislature  or  commission. 
I  see  nothing  in  our  statute  which  suggests  that  the  well  settled 
rule  should  be  departed  from.  Collins,  J. 


I  concur  in  the  result  arrived  at  in  the  foregoing  opinion  and  in 
most  of  the.  grounds  upon  which  it  is  based  ;^  but  in  view  of  the 
importance  of  the  case*I  wish  to  emphasize  a  few  principles  which 
I  think  should  govern  this  class  of  cases  in  the  courts. 

I  will  do  this  in  the  form  of  a  statement  of  certain  propositions 
without  entering  into  any  extended  argument  in  their  support. 

(1)  It  must  now  be  accepted  as  the  settled  law  that  when  rates 
of  charges  by  railway  companies  have  been  fixed  by  the  legislature 
or  a  commission  the  determination  of  the  question  whether  such 
rates  are  "reasonable"  or  "unreasonable"  is  a  judicial  function. 

But  this  is  so,  not  because  the  fixing  of  rates  is  a  judicial  func- 
tion (for  all  the  authorities  agree  that  rt  is  a  legislative  one)  but 
solely  by  virtue*  of  the  constitutional  guaranty  that  no  one  shall 
be  deprived  of  his  property  without  due  process  of  law.  Therefore 
the  only  function  of  the  courts  is  to  determine  whether  the  rates 
fixed  violate  this  constitutional  principle.  Courts  should  be  very 
slow  to  interfere  with  the  deliberate  judgment  of  the  legislature  or 
a  legislative  commission  in  the  exercise  of  what  is  confessedly  a 
legislative  or  administrative  function.  To  warrant  such  interfer- 
ence it  should  clearly  appear  that  the  rates  fixed  are  so  ^ossly 
inadequate  as  to  be  confiscatory  and  hence  in  violation  of  the  con- 
stitution. It  is  not  enough  to  justify  a  court  in  holding  a  rate 
"unreasonable"   and   hence   unconstitutional,   that    if  it  was  its 
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pro\^nce  to  fix  rates  it  would  in  its  judgment  have  fixed  them 
somewhat  higher.  Any  such  doctrine  would  result  in  effect  in 
transferring  the  power  of  fixing  rates  from  the  legislature  to  the 
courts  and  making  it  a  judicial  and  not  a  legislative  function. 
AVheu  there  is  room  for  a  reasonable  difference  of  opinion  in  the 
exercise  of  an  honest  and  intelligent  judgment  as  to  the  reason- 
ableness of  a  rate  the  courts  have  no  right  to  set  up  their  judgment 
against  that  of  the  legislature  or  of  a  legislative  commission.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  only  when  a  rate  is  manifestly  so  grossly  inadequate 
that  it  could  not  have  been  fixed  in  the  exercise  of  an  honest  and 
intelligent  judgment  that  the  courts  have  any  right  to  declare 
it  to  be  confiscatory.  This  seems  to  be  substantially  the  doctrine 
suggested  in  Spring  Valley  Waterworks  v.  Schottler,  110  U.  S. 
347-354,  which,  so  far  as  I  can  discover,  is  the  first  case  in  which 
that  court  suggested  any  modification  or  limitation  of  the  doctrine 
of  the  socalled  '^Granger  Cases."  And  I  think  it  is  the  doctrine 
which  the  courts  must  finally  settle  down  on,  unless  they  are  pre- 
pared to  assume  the  function  of  themselves  fixing  rates. 

(2)  What  is  a  reasonable  rate  is  a  most  difficult  question,  and 
it  is  doubtful  whether  any  single  rule  for  determining  it  can  be 
laid  down  that  would  be  complete  and  alike  applicable  to  all  cases. 
But  as  good  a  gontiral  rule  as  I  have  found  is  that  stated  by  coun- 
sel for  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  this  case,  to-wit: 
"If  a  railroad  is  built  and  operated  wisely  and  economically,  if  it  is 
located  when^  public  need  requires  it,  where  there  is  a  business  to 
justify  its  existence,  and  constructed  so  as  to  be  fit  and  well  adapted 
for  the  business  wliich  it  aims  to  accommodate,  it  should  be  en- 
titled to  return  as  good  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  reproduction  of 
the  road  as  capital  invested  in  the  average  of  other  lines  of  enter- 
prise/' 

It  seems  to  rue  that  it  follows  as  corollaries  from  this  rule  that 
( 1 )  the  cost  <  >t  reproduction  must  be  estimated  on  a  present  cash 
basis  and  that  it  can  make  no  difference  whether  a  road  was  orig- 
inally built  with  cash  capital  paid  in  by  the  stockholders  or  with 
borrowed  money  secured  by  mortgage  on  the  property,  and  (2)  a 
rate  may  be  reasfiuable  during  times  of  general  financial  and  busi- 
ness depression  wlien  capital  invested  in  all  lines  of  enterprise  is 
yielding  a  small  return,  which  would  be  unreasonable  in  prosper- 
ous times,  when  capital  invested  in  business  enterprises  is  yielding 
a  much  larger  return.  There  is  no  constitutional  principal  which 
guarantees  the  capital  invested  in  railroads  immunity  from  business 
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vicissitudes  to  which  capital  invested  in  all  other  enterprises  is 
subject.  These  propositions  are  fully  discussed  in  the  opinion. 
The  courts  should  take  notice  of  the  general  depression  in  business 
prevailing  in  1894. 

(3)  Where  capital  (including  labor)  invested  in  the  production 
of  any  article  or  commodity  is  comparatively  unremunerative, 
yielding  but  a  small  return,  a  rate  for  the  transportation  of  silch 
article  or  commodity  may  be  reasonable,  although  if  the  carrier 
was  required  to  do  all  his  business  at  rates  fixed  on  a  correspond- 
ing basis,  such  rates  would  be  unreasonable  to  the  extent  of  being 
confiscatory. 

This  is  but  an  enlarged  application  of  a  principle  already  sug- 
gested. It  is  a  principle  upon  which  railroads  themselves  act 
every  day  in  fixing  rates,  recognizing,  as  they  do,  that  rates  are 
largely  dependent  upon  competition  among  producers  or  shippers. 
Of  course  this  proposition  has  its  limitations,  but  it  is  unnecessary 
to  discuss  them  here. 

The  courts,  I  think,  should  take  notice  of  the  small  profit  in 
raising  grain  in  Minnesota  in  and  about  1894  owing  to  the  com- 
paratively low  prices  then  prevailing. 

I  will  not  go  into  any  discussion  of  the  evidence  or  any  analysis 
of  the  labyrinth  of  figures  and* estimates  presented  in  the  testi- 
mony. That  has  been  very  exhaustively  and,  as  I  think,  correctly 
done  by  Justice  Canty.  Applying  the  rules  I  have  suggested  to 
the  evidence  I  do  not  think  any  court  would  be  justified  in  hold- 
ing that  the  railroad  company  has  satisfactorily  proved  that  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  commission  for  the  transportation  of  grain  are 
"unreasonable"  that  is  that,  if  enforced,  they  would  be  confiscatory. 

Two  propositions,  however,  are  advanced  in  the  foregoing 
opinion  to  the  entire  correctness  of  which  I  do  not  care  to  commit 
myself.  I  refer  to  the  proposition,  first,  that  a  railway  company  ia 
entitled  to  a  much  less  percentage  on  the  value  of  its' terminals 
than  it  is  on  the  cost  of  reproducing  the  rest  of  its  road  and, 
second,  that  in  determining  what  are  reasonable  rates  on  the  rest 
of  a  line  or  system  of  railway  a  state  has  a  right  to  reject  from  the 
calculation  such  portions  of  the  line  or  system  as  are  not  self-sup- 
porting. While  it  is  doubtless  true  that,  rightly  understood  and 
rightly  applied  there  is  at  least  an  element  of  truth  in  both  of 
these  propositions,  yet  they  open  up  such  a  vast  and  difficult  field 
for  discussion  and  would,  at  best,  be  subject  to  so  many  limitations 
and  qualifications  depending  upon  the  facts  and  circumstances  of 
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each  particular  case  that  I  do  not  now  wish  to  either  affirm  or  deny 
the  correctness  of  what  is  said  on  those  T)oints,  especially  as  they 
are  not  discussed  by  counsel  and  are  not  in  ray  judgment  necessary 
to  the  determination  of  the  present  case.  Mitchell,  J.

Subsequently  the  first  division  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was  organized 
under  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  authorizins:  certain  stock- 
holders of  the  St.  Paul  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  to  or^nize  and  operate  a  portion  of  its  line 
covered  by  mortgages  executed  by  it,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  and  as  confirmed  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  state,  approved  Feb.  6,  1866. 

Mortgages  executed  by  the  St.  Paul  &  Pacific  Company  and  the  First  Division  Company  were 
foreclosed  and  the  property  purchased  at  foreclosure  sales  by  a  syndicate,  which  organized  the  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  under  provisions  of  Chapter  30,  Laws  of  1876, 
state  of  Minnesota,  being  Section  87  of  Chapter  34  of  the  General  Statutes  of  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota.

DEFINING  DUTIES  OF   RAILROAD  COMMISSIONERS. 

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  the  Transportation  of  Passengers  and  Property  by  Com* 
mon  Carriers,  and  the  Receiving,  Delivering,  Storing  and  Handling  of  Prop- 
erty Between  Points  Within  this  State  by  Railroads,  Raikoad  Corporations,. 
Railroad  Companies,  Express  Companies,  Car  Companies,  Sleeping  Car 
Companies,  Freight  and  Freight  Line  Companies,  and  Common  Carriers, 
Engaged  in  the  Transportation  of  Passengers  or  Propert^y  on  Railroads  in 
this  State  Operated  By  Steam,  and  Bridge  Corporations  and  Ferry  Com- 
panies the  Property  oi  Which  is  Used  or  Operated  for  Railroad  Purposes; 
to  Provide  for  the  Control  Thereof,  in  the  Matter  of  Rates  to  be  Charged  for 
Such  Transportation  and  the  Manner  Thereof;  to  Define  the  Powers  and 
Duties  of  Commissioners  of  Railroads,  Courts  and  Other  Officers  in  Regard 
to  Such  Regulation  and  Control;  to  Prescribe  Penalties  for  the  Violation  of 
this  Act,  and  the  Rules,  Regulations,  Orders,  Judgments  and  Decrees  Made 
Under  this  Act  by  Such  Courts  and  Commissioners  for  Such  Regulations 
and  Control ;  Also  to  Repeal  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  in  Conflict  Herewith. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota: 

Section  1.  Duties.  The  Commissioners  of  Railroads  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  all  railroads,  railroad  corporationa 
and  common  carriers  in  the  state  operated  by  steam,  and  of  all 
bridge  corporations  and  ferry  companies,  the  property  of  which  is 
used  or  operated  for  railroad  purposes,  and  shall  inquire  into  any 
neglect  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  state  by  any  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation,  bridge  corporation,  common  carrier  or  ferry 
company  doing  business  therein,  or  by  the  officers,  agents  or  em- 
ployes thereof,  and  shall  also  from  time  to  time  carefully  examine 
and  inspect,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  condition  of  each  railroad 
and  railroad  corporation  in  the  state,  and  of  its  equipment,  and  the 
manner  of  its  conduct  and  management,  with  reference  to  the  pub- 
lic safety  and  convenience.  Every  railroad,  bridge  corporation  or 
ferry  company  doing  business  in  this  state  shall  make  semi-annual 
reports  in  each  year  to  the  Commissioners  of  Railroads  as  to  the 
safety  of  their  bridges  and  ferries.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Railroads,  it  shall  appear  that  any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  fails  in  any  respect  or  par- 
ticular, to  comply  with  the  terms  of  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the 
state,  or  whenever  in  their  judgment  any  repairs  are  necessary  upon 
its  road,  or  any  addition  to  its  rolling  stock,  or  any  addition  to  or 
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change  of  its  stations  or  station  houses,  or  any  change  in  its  rates 
or  fares  for  transporting  freight,  property  or  passengers,  or  any 
change  in  the  mode  of  operating  its  road  and  conducting  its  busi- 
ness, is  reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security, 
convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  said  Commission- 
ers of  Railroads  shall  inform  such  railroad  corporation  of  the  im- 
provements and  changes  which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper,  by  a 
notice  thereof  in  writing,  to  be  served  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof, 
certified  by  the  commissioner's  secretary,  with  any  station  agent, 
clerk,  treasurer  or  any  director  of  said  corporation,  and  a  report  of 
the  proceedings  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  com- 
missioners to  the  Governor.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued as  relieving  any  railroad  company  or  railroad  corporation 
from  its  present  responsibility  or  liability  for  damage  to  person  or 
property. 

§  2.  Report.  The  said  Commissioners  of  Railroads  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  December  in  each  year,  make  a  report 
to  the  Governor  of  their  doings  for  the  preceding  year,  containing 
such  facts,  statements  and  explanations  as  will  disclose  the  work- 
ings of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in  this  state,  and  its 
relation  to  the  general  business  and  prosperity  of  the  citizens  of 
the  state,  and  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  in  respect 
thereto  as  may  to  them  seem  appropriate.  Said  report  shall  also 
contain,  as  to  every  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
doing  business  in  this  state,  the  total  number  of  miles  of  main  line 
and  branches  owned  or  operated;  the  total  number  of  miles  of  main 
line  and  branches  owned  or  operated  in  each  county  within  this 
state;  the  total  mileage  of  sidetracks  within  each  county  or  taxing 
district  in  this  state.  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock  issued;  the 
amount  paid  therefor;  the  manner  of  the  payment  of  the  same;  the 
dividends  paid;  the  surplus  fund,  if  any;  the  number  of  stock- 
holders; the  amount  of  its  preferred  stock,  if  any,  and  the  condi- 
tion of  its  preferment;  the  amount  of  its  funded  debt  and  the  rate 
of  interest  paid  thereon;  the  amount  of  its  floating  debt  and  the 
interest  paid  thereon ;  the  amount  expended  for  improvements  each 
year,  and  how  and  where  expended,  and  the  character  of  the  im- 
provements  made;  the  earnings  and  receipts  from  each  branch  of 
its  business  and  from  all  sources;  the  operating  and  other  expenses; 
the  balances  of  profits  and  losses;  the  cost  and  actual  present  cash 
value  of  its  franchises,  road  and  equipment,  including  permanent 
way,  buildings  and  rolling  stock,  all  real  estate  used  exclusively 
in  operating  the  road,  and  all  fixtures  and  conveniences  for  trans- 
acting its  business;  the  estimated  value  of  all  other  property  owned 
by  such  corporation  with  a  schedule  oE  the  same,  not  including 
lands  granted  in  aid  of  its  construction;  the  number  of  acres  orig- 
inally granted  in  aid  of  construction  of  its  road  by  the  United 
States  or  by  this  state,  the  number  of  acres  of  such  land  remain- 
ing unsold;  a  classified  list  of  its  officers  and  directors,  with  their 
respective  places  of  residence  and  the  salaries  paid  to  each  class; 
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the  number  of  its  employes,  classified,  and  the  salaries  paid  each 
class;  such  statistics  of  the  road  and  of  its  transportation  business 
for  the  year  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners,  be 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  information  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly, or  as  may  be  required  by  the  Governor.  Such  report  shall  - 
exhibit  and  refer  to  the  condition  of  such  corporations  and  the 
details  of  its  transportation  business  transacted  during  the  year 
ending  June  30th.  The  average  amount  of  tonnage  that  can  be 
carried  over  each  road  in  the  state  with  an  engine  of  given  power. 

§  3.  Reports  of  railroad  companies.  To  enable  said 
commissioners  to  make  such  a  report,  the  president  or  managing 
oflBcer  of  each  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
doing  business  in  this  state  shall  annually  make  to  the  said  com- 
missioners, on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  of  July,  such  returns 
in  the  form  which  they  may  prescribe  as  will  afford  the  informa- 
tion required  for  their  said  official  report;  such  returns  shall  be 
verified  by  oath  of  the  officer  making  them;  and  any  railroad,  rail- 
road corporation  or  common  carrier  whose  return  shall  not  be  made 
as  herein  prescribed  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  after  the 
sixteenth  day  of  July  that  such  return  shall  be  willfully  delayed  or 
refused;  provided,  however,  that  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  this  act  during  the  year  1897  said  returns  shall  be 
made  to  the  said  commissioners  as  herein  provided,  for  the  year 
1896,  within  thirty  days  after  this  act  takes  effect. 

§  4.  Examination  of  books  of  officers.  The  said  com- 
missioners  shall  have  power,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
office  to  examine  any  of  the  books,  papers  or  documents  of  any 
such  person,  company  or  corporation,  or  to  examine  under  oath  or 
otherwise  any  officer,  director,  agent  or  employe  thereof,  and  any 
person  who  may  willfully  obstruct  said  commissioners  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  or  who  may  refuse  to  give  any  informa- 
tion within  his  possession  that  may  be  required  by  said  commis- 
sioners within  the  line  of  their  duty,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  thereof  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

§  6.  Duty  of  railroad  to  famish  and  transport  cars. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  railroad  corporation,  when  within  its 
power  to  do  so,  and  upon  reasonable  notice,  to  furnish  suitable 
cars  to  any  and  all  persons  who  may  apply  therefor,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  any  and  all  kinds  of  freight  or  express,  and  to  receive 
and  transport  such  freight  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  and  to 
provide  and  keep  suitable  facilities  for  the  receiving  and  handling 
the  same  at  any  depot  or  receiving  office  of  such  corporation  on 
the  line  of  its  road ;  and  also  to  receive  and  transport  in  like  man- 
ner the  empty  or  loaded  cars  furnished  by  any  connecting  road,  to 
be  delivered  at  any  station  on  the  line  of  its  road,  to  be  loaded  or 
discharged,  or  reloaded  and  returned  to  the  road  so  connecting; 
and  for  compensation  it  shall  not  demand  or  receive  any  greater

sum  than  is  accepted  by  it  from  any  other  connecting  railroad 
for  a  similar  service. 

§  6.  Charges  to  be  reasonable.  All  charges  made  for  any 
service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  by  any  railroad,  railroad  corpor- 
ation or  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in 
the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  in  this  state  as  afore- 
said,  or  in  connection  therewith  or  for  the  receiving,  delivering, 
storage  or  handling  of  such  property,  shall  be  reasonable  and  just; 
and  every  unjust  and  unreasonable  charge  for  such  service  is  pro- 
hibited and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

§  7.*  Penalty.  Any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common 
carrier  which  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  to 
extortion  or  unjust  discrimination,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such 
offense  to  the  person,  company  or  corporation  aggrieved  thereby 
three  times  the  actual  damages  sustained  or  overcharges  paid  by 
said  party  aggrieved,  together  with  the  cost  of  suit  and  a  reason- 
able attorney's  fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  and  if  an  appeal  be 
taken  from  the  judgment  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  appellate  court  to  include  in  the  judgment  an  additional 
reasonable  attorney's  fee  for  service  in  the  appellate  court  or 
courts,  or  the  same  may  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  therefor. 
And  in  all  cases  where  complaint  shall  be  made,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  8  hereinafter  provided,  that  an  unreason- 
able charge  is  made,  the  commissioners  shall  require  a  modified 
charge  for  the  service  rendered,  such  as  they  shall  deem  to  be 
reasonable,  and  all  cases  of  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commissioners  shall  be  embodied  in  the  report  of 
the  commissioners  to  the  governor;  and  the  same  shall  apply  to 
any  unjust  discrimination,  extortion  or  overcharge  by  said  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  or  other  violation  of  law. 

§  8.  Examinations  of  rates.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
commissioners  upon  the  complaint  and  application  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  any  city  or  the  president  and  trustees  of  any  incor- 
porated town  or  the  su^^orvisors  of  any  township,  to  make  an  exam- 
ination of  the  rate  of  iDassenger  fare,  express  or  freight  tariff 
charged  by  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  the  condition  or  opera- 
tion of  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  any 
part  of  whose  location  or  route  lies  within  the  limits  of  such  city, 
town  or  township,  and  if  twenty-five  or  more  legal  voters  in  any- 
city,  town  or  township,  shall,  by  petition  in  writing,  request  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  such  city,  the  president  and  trustees  of 
such  town  or  the  supervisors  of  such  township,  to  make  the  said 
complaint  and  application,  and  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  pi^es- 
ident  and  trustees  or  supervisors  refuse  or  decline  to  comply  with 
the  prayer  of  the  petition,  they  shall  state  the  reason  for  such  non- 
compliance in  writing  upon  the  petition,  and  return  the  same  to 
the  petitioners;  and  the  petitioners  may  thereupon,  within  ten 
days  from  the  date  of  such  refusal  and  return,  present  such  petition

to  said  commissioners  and  said  commissioners  shall,  if  upon  due 
inquiry  and  hearing  of  the  petitioners,  they  think  the  public  good 
demands  the  examination,  proceed  to  make  it  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  called  upon  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  city,  the  presi- 
dent and  trustees  of  any  town  or  the  supervisors  of  any  township. 
Before  proceeding  to  make  such  examination,  in  accordance  with 
such  application  or  petition,  said  commissioners  ^hall  give  to  the 
petitioners  and  the  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  car- 
rier reasonable  notice,  in  writing,  of  the  time  and  place  of  entering 
upon  the  san^.  If,  upon  such  an  examination,  it  shall  appear  to 
said  commissioners  that  the  complaint  alleged  by  the  applicant  or 
petitioners  is  well  founded,  they  shall  so  adjudge,  and  shall  inform 
the  corporation  operating  such  railroad  or  such  railroad  corpora- 
tion or  common  carrier  of  their  adjudication  within  ten  days  and 
shall  also  report  their  doings  to  the  governor,  as  provided  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act. 

§  9.  To  -whom  applicable.  In  the  construction  of  this  act 
the  phrase  railroad  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  common  car- 
riers, railroads  and  railways  operated  by  steam,  whether  used  or 
operated  by  the  corporation  owning  them  or  by  other  corporations 
or  otherwise.  The  phrase  railroad  corporation  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  the  corporation  which  constructs,  maintains,  uses  or  oper- 
ates a  railroad  operated  by  steam  power,  and  used  for  tbe  transpor- 
tation of  persons  or  property,  or  leases  cars  by  whatever  name 
known  to  such  railroad  for  such  purpose. 

§  10.  Cumulative.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
stop  or  hinder  any  persons  or  corporations  from  bringing  suit 
against  any  railroad  company  for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  laws 
or  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  for  the  govemm^t  of  rail- 
roads, except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  11.  Decrees  of  commissioners  enforced.  The  district 
courts  of  this  state  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce,  by  proper 
decrees,  injunctions  and  orders,  the  reasonable  rulings,  orders  and 
regulations  affecting  public  right,  made  or  to  be  made  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Railroads,  such  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  to  be  made  by  them  for  the  future  direction  and  observ- 
ance of  railroads,  railroad  corporations  or  common  carriers  in  this 
state.  The  proceedings  shall  be  by  equitable  action  in  the  name 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota,  and  shall  be  instituted  by  the  attor- 
ney general,  whenever  advised  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Railroads  that  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  commoti  carrier 
is  violating  and  refusing  to  comply  with  any  rule,  order  or  regula- 
tion made  by  such  commissioners  of  railroads,  and  applicable  to 
such  railroad,  railroad  corporations  or  common  carrier.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  court  in  which  any  cause  shall  be  pending  to 
require  the  issues  to  be  made  up  at  the  first  term  of  the  court  to 
which  cause  is  brought,  which  shall  be  the  trial  term,  and  to  give 
the  same  precedence  over  other  civil  business.  If  the  court  shall 
find  that  such  passenger  fare,  freight  or  express  rate,  rule,  regula- 
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tion  or  order  is  reasonable  and  just,  and  that  in  refusing  compli- 
•ance  therewith  said  railroad  company,  railroad  corporation  or  com- 
mon carrier  is  failing  and  omitting  the  performance  of  any  public 
duty  or  obligation,  the  court  shall  decree  a  mandatory  and  per- 
petual injunction  compelling  obedience  to  and  compliance  with 
such  rule,  fare,  rate,  order  or  regulation  by  said  railroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier  or  its  officers,  agents,  servants  and 
employes,  and  may  grant  such  other  relief  as  may  be  deemed  just 
and  proper  with  costs.  All  violations  of  such  decree  shall  render 
the  company,  person,  officers,  agents,  servants  an^  employes, 
who  are  in  any  manner  instrumental  in  such  violations,  guilty  of 
contempt  of  court,  and  the  court  may  punish  such  contempt  by 
fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  ofiFense,  or  may 
imprison  the  [person]  guilty  of  contempt  until  he  shall  sufficiently 
purge  himself  therefrom.  And  such  (decree  shall  continue  and 
remain  in  effect  and  be  enforced  until  the  rule,  fare  or  rate,  order 
or  regulation  shall  be  modified  or  vacated  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  Railroads. 

§  12.  Compensation  of  attorney.  Costs.  The  attorney 
general  is  hereby  authorized,  in  case  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  so 
to  do  in  order  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  employ  an 
attorney  to  assist  him  in  any  proceedings  brought  under  this  act, 
and  such  attorney  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  for  his  services  an  amount  to  be  approved  by  the 
attorney  general  and  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and 
all  necessary  and  usual  costs  of  actions  brought  by  the  attorney 
general  under  this  act  shall  be  itemized  and  paid  from  said  fund 
upon  his  approval. 

§  13.  Costs.  Whenever  a  decree  shall  be  entered  against  a 
railroad,  railroad  corporation,  common  carrier  or  person  under 
Section  11  the  court  shall  render  judgment  for  coste,  including  a 
reasonable  attorney's  fee  for  counsel  representing  the  state  in  said 
case,  and  said  judgment  shall  be  enforced  by  execution. 

§  14.  To  what  applicable.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property,  and  to 
receiving,  delivering,  storage  and  handling  of  property  wholly 
within  this  state,  and  shall  apply  to  all  railroads,  railroad  corpora- 
tions and  railway  companies,  express  companies,  oar  companies, 
sleeping  car  companies,  freight  or  freight  line  companies,  and  to 
any  common  carrier  or  carriers  engaged  in  this  state  in  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  or  properly  by  railroad  therein,  and  shall 
also  be  held  to  apply  to  shipments  of  property  made  from  any 
point  to  some  other  point  within  the  state,  whether  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  same  shall  be  wholly  within  this  state  or  partially 
within  this  and  an  adjoining  state  or  states.  The  term  "railroad" 
as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  all  bridges  and  ferries  used  or 
operated  in  connection  with  any  railroad,  and  also  all  the  road  in 
use  by  any  corporation,  receiver,  trustee  or  other  person  used  as  a 
common  carrier  or  operated  as  a    railroad,   whether  owned  or 
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operated  under  contract,  agi'eement,  lease  or  otherwise,  and  the 
term  **transi)ortation"  shall  include  all  the  instrumentalities  of 
shipment  or  carriage,  and  the  term  ^'railroad  corporation"  con- 
tfdned  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  mean  all  corpora- 
tions, companies  or  individuals  now  owning  or  operating  or  using 
©r  which  may  hereafter  own,  operate  or  use  as  a  common  carrier 
any  railroad  operated  by  steam  in  whole  or  in  part  in  this  state, 
or  leases  cars  by  whatever  name  known  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
portation and  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  persons, 
firms  and  companies  and  to  all  associations  of  persons  whether 
incx^rporated  or  otherwise  that  shall  do  business  as  common  carriers 
upon  any  of  the  lines  of  railway  operated  by  steam  in  this  state 
the  same  as  to  railroad  corporation^  herein  mentioned. 

§  16.  Unjust  discrimination.  If  any  railroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  draw- 
back or  other  device,  charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any 
person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service 
rendered,  or  to  be  rendered,  in  the  transportation  of  i)assengers  or 
property  subject  to  the  provisions-  of  this  act,  than  it  charges, 
demands,  collects  or  receives  from  any  other  person  or  persons  for 
doing  for  him  or  them  a  like  and  contemporaneous  service  in  the 
transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic,  it  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  prohibited  ard  declared 
unlawful;  this  section,  however,  is  not  to  be  construed  as  pro- 
hibiting a  less  rate  per  one  hundred  pounds  in  a  carload  lot  than 
is  charged,  collected  or  received  from  the  same  kind  of  freight  in 
less  than  a  carload  lot. 

§  16.  No  preference  or  advantage.  Interchanges. 
It  shall 'be  unlawful  for  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  com- 
mon carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  make  or  give 
any  preference  or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  company, 
firm,  corporation  or  locality  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic, 
in  any  respect  whatsoever  or  to  subject  any  particular  person, 
company,  firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  particular  description 
of  traffic  to  any  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatso- 
ever: Provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
from  giving  preference  as  to  time  of  shipment  of  live  stock, 
uncured  meats  and  other  perishable  property.  All  railroads,  rail- 
road corporations  and  common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  according  to  their  respective  powers,  afford  all 
reasonable,  proper  and  equal  facilities  for  the  interchange  of 
traffic  between  their  respective  lines,  and  for  the  receiving,  forward- 
ing and  switching  of  cars,  and  the  receiving,  forwarding  and 
delivering  of  passengers  and  property  to  and  ^from  their  several 
lines;  and  to  and  from  other  lines  and  places  connected  therewith; 
and  shall  not  discriminate  in  their  accomodations,  rates  and  charges 
between  such  connecting  lines.     And  any  railroad,  railroad  corpo- 
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ration  or  common  carrier  may  be  required  to  switch  and  transfer 
cars  for  another  for  the  purpose  of  being  loaded  or  unloaded,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Railroads. 

§  17.  Long  and  short  hauls.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensa- 
tion in  the  aggregate  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  of  a 
like  kind  of  property  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  over 
its  railroad,  all  or  any  portion  of  the  shorter  haul  being  included 
within  the  longer.  And  said  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  com- 
mon carrier  shall  charge  no  more  for  transporting  passengers  or 
freight  to  or  from  any  point  on  its  railroad  than  a  fair  and  a  just 
rate  as  compared  with  the  price  it  charges  for  the  same  kind  of 
transportation  to  or  from  any  other  point. 

§  18.  Freight  pooling.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  to  enter  into  any  contract^  agreement  or  combination 
with  any  other  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  C4irrier  for 
the  pooling  of  freight  of  different  and  competing  railroads  or  rail- 
road corporations,  or  common  carriers,  or  divide  between  them  the 
aggregate  or  net  proceeds  of  the  earnings  of  such  railroads  or  rail- 
road corporations  or  common  carriers  or  any  portion  thereof;  and 
in  any  case  of  an  agreement  for  the  pooling  of  freights  as  afore- 
said, each  day  of  its  continuance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
offense. 

§  19.  Schedules  of  rates  and  fares.  Every  railroad,  rail- 
road corporation  or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  print  and  keep  for  public  inspection  schedules  show- 
ing the  rates  and  fares  and  charges  for  the  transportation'  of  pas- 
sengers and  property  which  any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation 
or  common  carrier  has  established,  and  which  are  in  force  at  the 
time  upon  its  railroads  as  defined  by  this  act.  The  schedules 
printed  as  aforesaid  by  any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or 
common  carrier  shall  plainly  state  the  places  upon  its  railroads 
between  which  property  and  passengers  will  be  earned  and  shall 
contain  the  classification  of  freight  or  express  in  force  upon  it,  and 
shall  also  state  separately  any  terminal  charges  and  any  rules  or 
regulations  which  in  anywise  change,  affect  or  determine  any  part, 
of  the  aggregate  of  such  aforesaid  rates,  fares  and  charges.  Such 
schedules  shall  be  plainly  printed  in  large  type  of  at  least  the  size 
of  ordinary  pica,  and  a  copy  for  the  use  of  the  public  shall  be  kept 
in  every  freight,  express  or  receiving  office  or  passenger  station  of 
such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  where  it  can 
be  conveniently  inspected,  and  it  shall  keep  a  printed  notice  posted 
in  everj^  such  office  and  passenger  station  indicating  where  therein 
such  schedules  can  be  found.  No  advance  shall  be  made  in  the 
rates,  f ares^  and  charges  which  have  been  established  and  published 
as  aforesaid  by  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  comn^on  car- 
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rier  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  except 
after  ten  days'  notice,  in  writing  to  the  commissioners  of  railroads 
which  shall  plainly  state  the  changes  proposed  to  be  made  in  the 
schedules  then  in  force -and  the  time  when  the  increased  rates, 
fares  or  charges  will  go  into  effect;  and  the  proposed  charges  shall 
be  shown  by  printing  new  schedules,  or  shall  be  plainly  indicated 
upon  the  schedules  in  force  at  the  time  and  kept  for  public  inspec- 
tion. Reduction  in  such  published  rates,  fares  or  charges  may  be 
made  without  previous  notice,  but  whenever  any  such  reduction  is 
made,  notice  of  the  same  shall  immediately  be  publicly  posted, 
and  the  change  made  shall  immediately  be  made  public  by  jjrinting 
new  schedules,  or  shall  immediately  be  plainly  indicated  upon  the 
schedules  at  the  time  in  force  and  kept  for  public  inspection. 
And  when  any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  car- 
rier shall  have  established  and  published  its  rates,  fares  and 
charges,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall 
be  Unlawful  for  it  to  charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any 
person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers  or  property,  or  for  any  service  in  connection 
therewith  than  is  specified  in  such  published  schedule  of  rates, 
fares  and  charges  as  may  at  the  time  be  in  force.  Every,  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  c^ommon  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of 
this  state  copies  of  its  schedules  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  which 
have  been  established  and  published  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section,  and  shall  promptly  notify  said  com- 
missioners of  all  changes  made  in  the  same.  Every  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  shall  also  file  with  said 
commissioners  copies  of  all  contracts,  agreements  or  arrangements 
with  other  railroads,  railroad  corporations  or  common  carriers  in 
relation  to  any  traffic  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  which 
it  may  be  a  party.  And  in  cases  where  passengers  and  freight  pass 
over  continuous  lines  or  routes  in  this  state  operated  by  more  than 
one  person  or  company  and  the  several  railroads,  railroad  corpora- 
tions or  common  carriers  operating  such  lines  or  routes  have  estab- 
lished joint  tariffs  or  rates  or  fares  or  charges  for  such  continuous 
lines  or  routes,  copies  of  such  joint  tariflFs  shall  also  in  like  manner 
be  filed  with  said  commissioners.  Such  joint  rates,  fares  and 
charges  on  such  continuous  lines  so  filed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made 
public  by  such  railroads,  railroad  corporations  or  common  carriers 
when  directed  by  said  commissioners,  in  so  far  as  may  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  commissioners  be  deemed  practicable;  and  said  com- 
missioners shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  the  measures  of  pub- 
licity which  shall  be  given  to  such  rates,  fares  and  charges,  or  to 
such  parts  of  them  as  they  may  deem  it  practicable  for  such  rail- 
road, railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  to  publish  and  the 
places  in  which  they  shall  be  published;  but  no  railroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier  party  to  any  such  joint  tariff  shall 
be  liable  for  the  failure  of  any  other  railroad,  railroad  corporation 
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or  common  carrier,  party  thereto,  to  observe  and  adliere  to  the 
rates,  fares  or  charges  thus  made  and  published.  If  any  such  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  file  or  publish  its  techedules  or  tariif  of  rates, 
fares  and  charges  as  provided  in  this  section  or  any  part  of  the 
same,  it  shall,  in  addition  to  other  i^enalties  herein  prescribed,  be 
subject  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  be  issued  by  any  district  court  of 
this  state  in  the  judicial  district  wherein  such  offense  may  be  com- 
mitted. And  if  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  car- 
rier be  a  foreign  corporation  then  such  writ  may  be  issued  by  any 
district  court,  in  the  judicial  district  where  such  common  carrier 
accepts  traffic  and  has  an  agent  to  jierform  such  service,  to 
compel  compliance  with  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this  section, 
and  such  writ  shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  slate  of  North 
Dakota  at  the  relation  or  upon  the  petition  of  the  said  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  this  state;  and  failure  to  comply 
with  its  requirements  shall  be  punishable  as  and  for  a  contempt; 
and  shall  make  said  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  Car- 
rier liable  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  day's  failure 
to  comply  therewith,  and  when  any  such  writ  of  mandamus  shall 
be  so  applied  for  by  said  commissioners,  no  bond  shall  be  required 
o  fthem  \)y  any  court  or  judge,  in  which  or  before  whom  any  such 
application  may  be  made. 

I  20.  Continuous  shipments.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  to  enter  into  any  combination,  contract  or  agree- 
ment, expressed  or  implied,  to  prevent  by  change  in  time  sched- 
ules, carriage  in  different  cars,  or  by  other  means  or  devices,  the 
carirage  of  freights  from  being  continuous  from  the  place  of  ship- 
ment to  the  place  of  destination  in  this  state:  and  no  break  of 
bulk,  stoppage  or  interruption  made  by  such  railroad,  railroad  cor- 
poration or  common  carrier  shall  prevent  the  carriage  of  freights- 
from  being  and  being  treated  as  one  continuous  carriage  from  the 
place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of  destination,  unless  such  breaks, 
stoppage  or  interruption  was  made  in  good  faith  for  some  neces- 
sary purpose  and  without  any  intent  to  avoid  or  unnecessarily  in- 
terrupt such  continuous  carriage  or  to  evade  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

§  21.  Liability— Treble  damages.  In  case  any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  do,  cause  to  be  done  or  permit  to  be  done  any  act, 
matter  or  thing  in  this  act  prohibited,  or  declared  to  be  unlawful, 
or  shall  omit  to  do  any  act,  matter  or  thing  in  this  act  required  to 
be  done,  it  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby, 
for  three  times  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  in  consequence 
of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  costs  of 
suit  and  a  reasonable  counsel  or  attorney's  fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
court  in  which  the  same  is  heard  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  which 
shall  be  taxed  and  collected  as  part  of  the  cost  in  the  case;  Pro- 
vi(lrd,  that  in  all  cases  demand  in  writing  on  said  railroad,  railroad

<^orporation  or  common  carrier  shall  be  made  for  the  money  dam- 
ages sustained  before  suit  is  brought  for  recovery  under  this  sec- 
tion and  that  no  suit  shall  be  brought  until  the  expiration  of  fifteen 
days  after  such  demand. 

§  22.  Remedy — Evidence.  Any  person  or  persons  claiming 
to  be  damafjed  by  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common 
carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  either  make  com- 
plaint to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  this  state, 
who  may  bring  suit  in  their  own  name  when  they  deem  it  advisa- 
ble, or  such  person  or  persons  may  bring  suit  in  his  or  their  own 
behalf  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  which  any  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  may  be  liable,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  any  court  of  this  state  of  competent 
jurisdiction;  but  such  person  or  persons  shall  not  haye  the  right 
to  pursue  both  of  said  remedies  at  the  same  time.  In  any  such 
action  brought  for  the  recovery  of  damages,  the  court  before  whom 
the  same  shall  be  pending  may  compel  any  director,  officer,  receiver, 
trustee  or  agent  of  the  defendant  in  such  suit  to  attend,  appear  and 
testify  in  such  case  and  may  compel  the  production  of  the  books 
and  papers  of  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
party  to  any  such  suit;  the  claims  that  any  such  testimony  or  evi- 
dence may  tend  to  criminate  the  person  giving  such  evidence 
shall  not  excuse  such  person  or  witness  from*  testifying  or  pro- 
ducing said  books  and  papers;  but  such  evidence  or  testimony 
shall  not  be  used  against  such  person  in  any  way,  on  the  trial  of 
any  criminal  proceedings. 

§  23.  Penalty  against  individuals.  Except  as  otherwise 
p  ecially  provided  in  this  act,  and  unless  relieved  from  the  conse- 
quence of  a  violation  of  the  law,  as  provided  in  Section  twenty- 
seven  (27)  of  this  act,  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common 
carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  arfy  director  or 
officer  thereof,  or  any  receiver,  trustee,  lessee,  agent  or  person 
acting  for  or  employed  by  it,  who  alone  or  with  any  other  corpora- 
tion, company,  person  or  party  shall  willfully  do  or  cause  to  be 
done  or  shall  willingly  suffer  or  permit  to  be  done  any  act,  matter 
or  thing  in  this  act  prohibited  or  declared  to  be  unlawful,  or  who 
shall  aid  and  abet  therein,  or  shall  willfully  omit  or  fail  to  do  any 
act,  matter  or  thing  in  this  act  required  to  be  done  or  shall  cause 
or  willingly  suffer  or  permit  any  act,  matter  or  'thing  so  directed 
or  required  by  this  act  to  be  done,  not  to  be  so  done,  or  shall  aid 
or  abet  any  such  omission  or  failure  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
infraction  of  this  act,  or  shall  aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any 
district  court  of  this  state  of  competent  jurisdiction  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  and  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  24.  Inquiry  by  commissioners.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
and  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  state  shall 
have  the  authority  to  inquire  into  the  management  of  the  business 
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of  all  railroads,  railroad  corporations  And  common  carriers  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  keep  itself  informed  as 
to  the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  is  conducted  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  obtain  from  them  full  and  complete  infor- 
mation necessary  to  enable  the  said  commissioners  to  perform  the 
duties  and  carry,  out  the  object  for  which  said  board  was  created 
and  which  are  contemplated  by  this  act;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
this  act  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books, 
papers,  tariffs,  schedules,  contracts,  agreements  and  documents 
relating  to  any  matter  under  investigation,  and  to  that  end  may 
invoke  the  aid  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  state 
in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books,  papers  and  documents  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section.  And  any  court  of  this  state  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  such  inquiry  is  carfied  on,  shall  in  case  of  contumacy, 
or  refusal  to  obey  a  subpoena,  or  other  proper  process  issued  to 
any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  or  person 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  other  persons,  issue  an  order 
requiring  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation,  common  carrier  or 
other  person  to  appear  before  said  commissioners  (and  produce 
books  and  papers  if  so  ordered)  and  give  evidence  touching  or  in 
relation  to  the  matter  in  question;  and  any  failure  to  obey  such 
order  of  the  court  shall  be  punished  by  such  court  as  a  contempt 
thereof;  the  claim  that  any  such  testimony  or  evidence  may  tend 
to  criminate  the  person  giving  such  evidence,  shall  not  excuse 
such  person  or  witness  from  testifying;  but  such  evidence  or 
testimony  shall  not  be  used  against  such  person  on  trial  of  any 
criminal  proceeding. 

§  26.  Complaint.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion, or  any  ftiercantile,  agricultural  or  manufacturing  society,  or 
any  body  politic  or  municipal  organization,  complaining  of  any- 
thing done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  by  any  railroad,  railroad  corpo- 
ration or  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in 
contravention  of  the  provisions  thereof,  may  apply  to  said  commis- 
sioners by  petition  which  shall  briefly  state  the  facts,  whereupon  a 
statement  of  the  complaint  thus  made  with  the  damages,  if  any  are 
alleged,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  said  commissioners  to  such  rail- 
road, railroad  c(3rporation  or  common  carrier,  who  shall  be  called 
upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint,  or  to  answer  the  same  in  writing 
within  a  reasonable  time  to  be  specified  by  the  commissioners.  If 
such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  within  the 
time  specified  shall  make  reparation  for  the  injury  alleged  to  have 
been  done  or  shall  correct  the  wrong  complained  of,  it  shall  be 
relieved  of  liability  to  the  complainant  only  for  the  particular  vio- 
lation of  law  thus  complained  of.  If  it  shall  not  satisfy  the  com- 
plaint, within  the  time  specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any 
reasonable  ground  for  investigating  said  complaint,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  investigate  the  matters  com- 
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plained  of  in  such  manner  and  by  such  means  as  said  commis- 
sioners shall  deem  proper/and  said  commissioners  whenever  they 
may  have  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  any  railroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier  is  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  at  once  institute  an  inquiry  in  the  same  manner, 
and  to  the  same  effect,  as  though  complaint  had  been  made.  No 
complaint  shall  at  any  time  be  dismissed  because  of  the  absence 
of  direct  damage  to  the  complainant  or  petitioner. 

§  26.  Investig^ation.  Whenever  an  investigation  shall  be 
made  by  said  commissioners,  as  provided  by  this  act,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  make  a  report  in  writing  in  respect  theretoi,  which 
shall  include  the  findings  of  fact  upon  which  the  conclusions  of 
the  commissioners  are  based,  together  with  its  or  their  recom- 
mendation or  orders  as  to  what  reparation,  if  any,  should  be  made 
by  the  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  to  any 
party  or  parties,  who  may  be  found  to  have  been  injured;  and  such 
finding  so  made  shall  thereafter  in  all  judicial  proceedings  be 
deemed  and  taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  as  to  each  and  every 
fact  found.  All  reports  of  investigations  made  by  said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  entered  of  record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  party  who  may  have  complained  and  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  directly  interested,  and  to  any  railroad,  railroad  cor- 
poration or  common  carrier  that  may  have  been  complained  of. 

§  27.  Findings.  If  in  any  case  in  which  an  investigation 
shall  be  made  by  said  commissioners  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  comr.iissioners,  either  by  the  testimony  of 
witnesses  or  other  evidence,  that  anything  has  been  done  or 
omitted  to  be  done  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of 
any  law  cc^gnizable  by  said  commissioners,  by  any  railroad,  rail- 
road corporation  or  common  carrier,  or  that  any  injury  or  damages 
has  been  sustained  by  the  party  or  parties  complaining,  or  by 
other  i>arties  aggrieved,  in  consequence  of  any  such  violation  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  forthwith  to  cause  a  copy 
of  their  report  in  respect  thereto  to  be  delivered  to  suoh  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  together  with  a  notice  to 
said  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  to  cease  and 
desist  from  such  violation,  or  to  make  reparation  for  the  injury  so 
found  to  havo  been  done,  or  both,  within  a  reasonable  time  to  be 
specified  by  the  commissioners;  and  if  within  the  time  specified 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  commissioners  that  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  has  ceased  from  violation 
of  such  law,  and  has  made  reparation  for  the  injury  found  to  have 
been  done,  in  compliance  w^ith  the  leport  and  notice  of  the  com- 
missioners, or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  party  complaining,  a  state 
ment  to  that  effect  shall  be  entered  of  record  by  the  commissioners, 
and  the  said  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  shall 
thereupon  be  relieved  from  further  liability  or  penalty  for  such 
pai-ticular  vi'  lation  of  law. 

§  28.     Enforcement  of  orders.      Whenever    any    railroad. 
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railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  violate  or  refuse  or  neglect'to  obey  any  lawful  order  as 
to  passenger,  freight  or  property  rates  or  fares,  or  as  to  any  require- 
ment of  the  said  Board  of  Commissioneis  of  Railroads,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  commissioners  and  lawful  for  any  company  or  per- 
son interested  in  such  order  or  requirement,  to  apply  in  a  sum- 
mary way  by  petition  to  the  district  court  in  any  county  of  this 
state  in  which  the  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
complained  of  has  its  princijjal  office,  or  in  any  county  through 
which  its  line  or  road  passes  or  is  operated,  or  in  which  the  viola- 
tion or  disobedience  of  such  order  or  requirement  shall  happen, 
alleging  such  violation  or  disobedience  as  the  case  may  be;  and  the 
said  court  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter,  on 
such  notice  to  the  party  complained  of  as  the  court  shall  deem 
reasonable;  and  such  notice  may  be  served  on  such  party,  his  or 
its  officers,  agents  or  servants,  in  such  manner  as  the  court  shall 
direct;  and  said  court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  mat- 
ter speedily  as  a  court  of  equity,  and  without  the  formal  pleadings 
and  proceedings  applicable  to  ordinary  suits  in  equity,  but  in  such 
manner  as  to  do  justice  in  the  premises;  and  to  this  end. such  court 
shall  have  power,  if  it  think  fit,  to  direct  and  prosecute  in  such 
mode  and  by  such  persons  as  it  may  appoint,  all  such  inquiries  as 
the  court  may  think  needful  to  enable  it  to  form  a  just  judgment 
in  the  matter  of  such  petition;  and  on  such  hearing  the  report  of 
said  commissioners  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  matter 
therein;  or  in  any  order  made  by  them  stated;  and  if  it  be  made  to 
appear  to  such  court  on  such  hearing,  or  on  the  report  of  any  such 
person  or  jjersons,  that  the  order  or  requirement  of  said  commis- 
sioners drawn  in  the  question,  has  been  violated  or  disobeyed,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  court  to  issue  a  writ  of  injunction,  or  other 
proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  restrain  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  from  further  continuing 
such  violation  or  disobedience  of  such  order  or  rbquirement  of  said 
commissioners  and  enjoining  obedience  to  the  same;  and  in  case 
of  any  disobedience  of  any  such  writ  of  injunction  or  other  proper 
process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  courts 
to  issue  w^its  of  attachment,  or  any  other  process  of  said  court 
incident  or  applicable  to  writs  of  injunction  or  other  proper  pro- 
cess, mandatory  or  otherwise,  against  such  railroad,  railroad  corpo- 
ration or  common  earner,  or  against  one  or  more  of  the  directors, 
officers  or  agents  of  the  same,  or  against  any  owner,  lessee,  trustee, 
receiver  or  other  person  failing  to  obey  such  writ,  writ  of  injunction 
or  other  proper  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise;  and  said  court  may, 
if  it  shall  think  fit,  make  an  order  directing  such  railroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier  or  other  person  so  disobeying  such 
writ  of  in j notion  or  other  process,  mandatory  or  otherwise,  to  pay 
such  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  for  each  corporation,  carrier  or 
person  in  default  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  every  day 
after  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order  that  such  corporation,  carrier 
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or  other  person  shall  fail  to  obey  such  injiiuction  or  other  proper 
process,  mandatory  or  otherwise;  and  such  moneys  shall,  upon  the 
order  of  the  court,  be  ^jaid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  in  which 
the  action  was  commenced,  and  one-half  thereof  shall  be  trans- 
ferred by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  state  treasury  and  the  pay- 
ment thereof  may,  without  prejudice  to  any  other  mode  of  recover- 
ing the  same,  be  enforced  by  attachment  or  order,  in  the  nature  of 
a  writ  of  execution,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  same  had  been  recov- 
ered by  a  final  decree  in  personam  in  such  court,  saving  to  the 
commissioners  and  any  other  party  or  i:>erson  interested  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  under  the  same 
regulations  now  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  appeals  to  said 
court  as  to  security  for  such  appeal,  except  that  in  no  case  shall 
security  for  such  appeal  be  required  when  the  same  is  taken  by 
said  commissioners;  but  no  appeal  to  said  supreme  court  shall 
operate  to  stay  or  supercede  the  order  of  the  court,  or  the  execu- 
tion of  any  writ  or  process  thereon;  and  such  court  may  in  every 
such  matter  order  the  payment  of  such  costs  and  attorney  and 
counsel  fees  as  shall  be  deemed  reasonable.  Whenever  any  such 
petition  shall  be  filed  or  presented,  or  be  prosecuted  by  the  said 
commissioners,  or  by  their  direction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
attorney  general  of  the  state  to  prosecute  the  same,  and  in  such 
prosecution  he  shall  have  the  right  to  have  the  assistance  of  any 
states  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  any  such  proceedings  are 
instituted,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  any  such  states  attor- 
ney to  render  such  assistance;  and  the  costs  and  expenses  on  the 
part  of  said  commissioners  of  any  such  prosecution,  or  proceeding 
in  court,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  state  under 
the  approval  of  the  attorney  general,  governor  and  state  auditor. 

§  29.  Commissioners  to  make  schedules.  The  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  this  state  are  hereby  era- 
powered  and  directed  to  make  for  each  of  the  railroads,  railroad 
corporations  and  common  carriers,  subject  to  this  act  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  schedule  of  reasonable 
maximum  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
freight,  property  and  cars  on  each  of  said  railroads;  and  said  power 
to  make  schedules  shall  include  the  power  of  classification  of  all 
such  freights  and  property,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners to  make  such  classification;  and  said  schedules  so 
made  by  said  commissioners  shall  in  all  suits  brought  against  any 
such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carriers  wherein  is 
in  any  way  involved  the  charges  of  any  such  railroad,  railroad  cor- 
poration or  common  carrier  for  the  transportation  of  any  passen- 
ger, freight,  property  or  cars  or  unjust  discrimination  in  relation 
thereto  be  deemed  and  taken  in  all  courts  of  this  state  as  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  rates  therein  fixed  are  reasonable  and  just 
maximum  rates  or  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
freight,  property  and  cars  upon  the  railroads  for  which  said 
schedules  may  have  been  respectively  prepared.     Said  commis- 
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sioners  shall  from  time  to  time,  but  not  oftener  than  once  in  six 
months  unless  upon  appeal  from  the  order  fixin<^  such  rate  the 
court  should  modify  or  reverse  such  order,  and  then  only  to  the 
extent  made  necessary  by  such  modification*or  reversal,  chaneje  and 
revise  said  schedules.  When  any  schedule  shall  have  been  made 
or  revised  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners 
to  forthwith  serve  a  copy  of  said  schedule  upon  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  affected  thereby  and  a 
notice  stating  when  such  schedule  shall  go  into  efPect,  and  to 
cause  notice  thereof  to  be  published  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
one  public  newspaper  published  in  each  judicial  district  in  this 
state,  which  notice  shall  state  the  fact  that  a  new  schedule  has 
been  made  and  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  said  schedule  and  said 
schedule  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  sp  stated  in  such  notice  and  a 
printed  copy  of  said  revised  schedule  shall  be  conspicuously  posted 
by  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  in  each 
freight,  express  or  receiving  office  and  passenger  depot  upon  its 
line  or  lines.  All  such  schedules  so  made  shall  be  received  and 
held  in  all  such  suits  as  prima  facie  the  schedule  of  said  commis- 
sioners without  further  proof  than  the  production  of  the  schedule 
desired  to  be  used  as  evidence  with  a  certificate  of  said  Commis- 
sioners of  Railroads  that  the  same  is  a  true  copy  of  the  schedule 
prepared  by  them  for  the  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common 
carrier  therein  named,  and  that  notice  of  making  the  same  has 
been  published  as  required  by  law;  providedj  that  before  finally 
fixing  and  deciding  what  the  original  maximum  rates  and  classifi- 
cations shall  be,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Rail- 
roads to  publish  ten  days'  notice  in  two  daily  papers  published  in 
this  state,  setting  forth  in  such  notice  that  at  a  certain  time  and 
place  they  will  proceed  to  fix  and  determine  such  maximum  rates 
and  classifications;  and  they  shall  at  such  time  and  place  and  as 
soon  as  practicable  afford  to  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  who  may  clesire  it  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  an  explanation  or  showing,  or  to  furnish  informa- 
tion to  said  commissioners  on  the  subject  of  determining]^  and 
fixing  such  maximum  rates,  fares  and  classification;  and  a 
schedule  of  rates,  fares  and  classification  of  freights  or  property 
on  all  lines  of  railroad,  railroad  corporations  or  common  carriers 
subject  to  this  act  in  North  Dakota  shall  be  fixed  within  sixty 
days  from  the  taking  eflfect  of  this  act. 

§  30.  Complaint  of  violation  of  schedule.  Whenever  any 
person  upon  his  own  behalf,  or  class  of  persons  similarly  situated, 
or  any  firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  any  mercantile,  agricul- 
tural or  manufacturing  society,  or  any  body  politic  or  municipal 
organization,  shall  make  complaint  to  said  Board  of  Commission- 
ers of  Railroads,  that  the  rate  charged  or  published  by  any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  or  the  maximum  rate  fixed 
by  said  commissioners  in  the  schedule  of  fares  or  rates  made  by 
them  under  the  provisions  of  Section  29  of  this  act,  or  the  maxi- 
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mum  rate  that  now  or  may  hereafter  be  fixed  is  unreasouably  high 
or  discriminating,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to 
immediately  investigate  the  matter  of  such  complaint.  If  such 
complaint  appears  to  be  well  founded  and  not  trivial  in  character, 
the  board  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  the  same  and  shall  notify  such 
railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  of  the  time  and  place 
of  suoh  hearing  by  serving  a  notice  properly  directed  on  any  divi- 
sion superintendent,  general  or  assistant  superintendent,  general 
manager,  president,  secretary  or  agent  of  such  railroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier,  which  notice  shall  contain  the  sub- 
stance of  the  ccimplaint  so  made,  and  the  board  shall  also  notify 
the  person  or  persons  complaining  of  such  time  and  place. 

§  31.  Hearing  evidence.  Upon  such  hearing  so  provided 
for,  the  said  commissioners  shall  receive  whatever  evidence,  state- 
ments or  arguments  either  party  may  offer  pertinent  to  the  matter 
under  investigation,  and  the  burden  of  proof  shall  not  be  held  to 
be  upon  the  person  or  persons  making  the  complaint,  but  the  com- 
missioners shall  add  to  the  showing  made  at  such  hearing  whatever 
information  they  may  then  have,  or  can  secure  from  any  source 
whatsoever,  and  the  person  or  persons  complaining  shall  be  entitled 
to  introduce  any  published  schedule  of  rates  of  any  railroad,  rail- 
road corporation  or  common  carrier  or  evidence  of  rates  actually 
charged  by  any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
for  substantially  the  same  kind  of  service,  whether  in  this  or  in  any 
other  state;  and  the  lowest  rate  published  or  charged  by  any  rail- 
road, railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  for  substantially  the 
same  kind  of  service,  whether  in  this  state  or  in  any  other  state, 
shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  person  or  persons  complaining,  be 
accepted  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  reasonable  rate  for  the  ser- 
vices under  investigation,  and  if  the  railroad,  railroad  corporation 
or  common  carrier  complained  of  is  operating  a  line  of  railroad  be- 
yond the  state  of  is  orth  Dakota,  or  if  it  appears  that  it  has  a  traffic 
arrangement  with  any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  com- 
mon carrier,  then  the  commissioners  in  determining  what  is  a  rea- 
sonable rate,  shall  take  into  consideration  the  charge  made,  or  rate 
established  by  said  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  car- 
rier, or  the  company  with  which  it  has  traffic  arrangements  for 
carrying  freight,  passengers  or  property  from  beyond  the  state  to 
points  within  the  state,  and  from  within  the  state  to  points  beyond 
the  state;  and  if  such  company  be  operating  a  line  of  railway 
beyond  the  state  they  shall  also  take  into  consideration  the  rate 
charged  or  established  for  a  substantially  similar  or  greater  service 
by  such  company  in  any  other  state  in  which  said  rauroad,  railroad 
corporation  or  common  carrier  operates  a  line  of  railway. 

§  32.  Decision.  After  such  hearing  and  investigation  the 
said  commissioners  shall  fix  and  determine  the  maximum  charge 
to  be  thereafter  made  by  the  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  com- 
mon carrier  complained  of,  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  render 
their  decision  in  writing,  and  shall  spread  the  same  at  length  in 
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tho  record  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  such  decision  shall,  specific- 
ally, set  out  the  sums  or  rates  which  the  railroad,  railroad  corpora- 
tion or  common  carrier,  so  complained  of,  may  thereafter  charge 
or  receive  for  the  service  therein  named  and  including  a  classifica- 
tion of  such  freight  or  property,  and  the  said  commissioners  shall 
not  be  limited  in  their  said  decision  and  the  schedule  to  be  con- 
tained therein  to  the  specific  case  or  cases  complained  of,  but  it 
shall  be  extended  to  all  such  rates  between  points  in  this  state  and 
whatever  part  of  the  line  of  railway  of  such  company,  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  within  this  state  as  may 
have  been  fairly  within  the  scope  of  such  investigation;  and  any 
such  decisions  so  made  and  entered  on  record  of  said  commission- 
ers, including  any  such  schedules  and  classifications,  shall,  when 
duly  authenticated,  be  received  and  held  in  all  suits  brought 
against  any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier 
wherein  is  in  any  way  involved  the  charges  of  any  such  railroad, 
railroad 'corporation  or  carrier  mentioned  in  said  decisions,  in  any 
of  the  courts  of  this  state,  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  rates 
therein  fixed  are  reasonable  maximum  rates,  the  same  as  the 
schedules  made  by  said  commissioners  as  provided  in  Section  29 
of  this  act;  and  the  rates,  charges  and  classifications  so  established 
after  such  hearing  and  investigation  shall  from  time  to  time  there- 
after upon  complaint  duly  made  be  subject  to  revision  by  said 
commissioners  the  same  as  any  other  rates,  charges  and  classifica- 
tions. 

Any  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  other  person  interested  in  the 
order  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  Railroads  may  appeal  to  the 
district  court  of  the  proper  county  in  the  judicial  district  of  this 
state  from  which  the  complaint  arose  and  which  is  the  subject 
and  basis  of  the  order  from  any  order  made  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Railroads  regulating  or  fixing  its  taritfs  of  rates,  fares,  charges 
or  classifications,  or  from  any  other  order  made  by  said  commis- 
sioners under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  serving  a  notice  in 
writing  upon  the  secretary  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  one  of 
said  commissioners,  within  twenty  days  after  such  railroad,  rail- 
road corporation  or  common  carrier  shall  receive  notice  from  such 
commissioners  of  the  making  and  entry  of  such  order.  If  the 
order  appealed  from  does  not  regulate  or  fix  the  tariff  of  rates,  fares 
or  charges,  the  district  court  to  which  the  appeal  is  taken  may  in 
its  discretion  suspend  the  operation  and  effect  of  the  order 
appealed  from  pending  such  appeal.  The  district  courts  of  this 
state  shall  be  deemed  to  be  always  in  session  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  and  determining  all  appeals  taken  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  party  taking  such  appeal  may  bring  the  same  on 
for  hearing  and  determination  at  any  time  after  taking  such  api)eal 
upon  serving  a  notice  to  that  effect  upon  any  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners or  their  secretary  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  set  for 
such  hearing.     The  district  court  shall  upon  the  hearing  of  such 
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appeal,  receive  and  consider  such  evidence  as  raay  be  adduced 
by  either  party  and  shall  rescind,  modify  or  alter  said  order 
appealed  from  in  such  manner  as  may  be  equitable  and  just. 
Any  railroad,  railroad  corporation,  common  carrier,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Railroads  or  any  party  interested  in  the  decision 
of  said  court  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  district  court  to 
the  supreme  court  of  this  state  by  serving  a  notice  of  such  appeal 
upon  the  opposite  party  within  twenty  days  after  the  rendition  of 
such  decision  and  service  of  notice  thereof.  For  the  purpose  of 
hearing  such  appeal  the  supreme  court  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in 
session  and  appeals  to  it  may  be  heard  summarily  by  either  party 
serving  upon  the  other  a  notice  of  hearing  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  day  fixed  f6r  such  hearing.  When  evidence  has  been 
taken  before  the  district  court  such  evidence  shall  be  signed  by 
the  judge  of  said  district  court,  the  party  presenting  such  evidence 
to  said  judge  for  signature,  giving  the  other  party  five  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  presentation.  The  evidence  signed 
as  aforesaid  shall  become  a  part  of  the  record  in  the  case  and.  upon 
an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  being  taken  as  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, shall  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  to 
the  supreme  court  together  with  all  the  records  and  files  in  the 
case.  The  supreme  court  may  reverse,  aflSrm  or  modify  the 
decision  of  the  district  court  as  may  seem  equitable  and  just. 

§  33.  Proceedings  of  commissioners.  That  the  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Railroads  may  in  all  cases  conduct  its 
proceedings  when  not  otherwise  particularly  prescribed  by  law  in 
such  manner  as  will  best  conduce  to  the  proper  dispatch  of  busi- 
ness and  to  the  ends  of  justice,  a  majority  of  the  commissioners 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  no 
commissioner  shall  participate  in  any  hearing  or  proceeding  in 
which  he  has  any  direct  personal  pecuniary  interest.  Said  com- 
missioners may  from  time  to  time  make  or  amend  such  general 
rules  or  orders  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  order  and  regulation  of 
proceedings  before  them  including  forms  of  notice  and  the  service 
thereof,  which  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  those  in  use  in 
courts  of  this  state.  Any  party  may  appear  before.said  board  of 
commissioners  and  be  heard  in  person  or  by  attorney.  Every  vote 
and  official  action  of  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  be  entered  of 
record  and  its  proceeding  shall  be  public  upon  the  request  of  either 
party  or  any  person  interested.  Said  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Railroads  shall  have  an  official  seal,  which  shall  be  judicially 
noticed,  and  every  commissioner  shall  have  the  right  to  administer 
oaths  and  affirmations  in  any  proceeding  pending  before  said  board. 

§  34.  Special  reports.  The  Commissioners  of  Railroads  are 
hereby  authorized  to  require  of  any  and  all  railroads,  railroad  cor- 
porations and  common  carriers,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  such  special  reports  besides  the  annual  reports  hereinbefore 
required,  as  in  the  judgment  of  such  commissioners  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  and  reasonable.     Such  special  reports  shall  be 
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in  such  form  and  concerning  such  subjects  and  be  from  such 
sources  as  the  ooramissioners  shall  require,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein.  The  time  when  such  special  report  [shall  be  filed  J 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Railroads.  Any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  any  of  the 
special  reports  provided  for  herein  by  the  dat^  fixed  by  the  com- 
missionei-s  of  railroads  shall  be  subject  to,  and  pay  a  penalty  in 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  a  delay  in 
making  such  reports  after  the  date  fixed. 

§  36.  Extortion.  Penalty.  If  any  railroad,  railroad  corpo- 
ration or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  charge,  collect,  demand  or  receive  more  than  a  fair  and 
reasonable  rate  of  toll  or  compensation  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers,  property  or  freight  of  any  description  or  for  the  use 
and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  upon  its  tracjc,  or  any  of  the 
branches  thereof,  or  upon  any  railroad  within  this  state  which  it 
has  the  right,  license  or  permission  to  use,  operate  or  control,  or 
shall  make  any  unjust  and  unreasonable  charge  prohibited  in  Sec- 
tion 6  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  extortion,  and 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  provided;  and  if  any  such  rail- 
road, railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  any  unjust  discrimination  as  defined  in  Section  15  of  this 
act,  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

§  36.  Discrimination.  Punishment.  If  any  such  rail- 
road, railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  shall  charge,  collect 
or  receive  for  transportation  of  any  passenger,  property  or  freight 
of  any  description  upon  its  railroad  for  any  distance  within  this 
state  a  greater  amount  of  toll  or  compensation  than  is  at  the  same 
lime  charged,  collected  or  received  for  transportation  in  the  same 
direction  of  any  passenger  or  like  quantity  of  property  or  freight 
of  the  same  class  over  a  greater  distance  of  the  same  railroad;  or  if 
it  shall  charge,  collect  or  receive  at  any  point  upon  its  railroad  a 
higher  rate  of  toll  or  comjjensation  for  receiving,  handling  or 
delivering  property  or  freight  of  the  same  class  and  quantity,  them 
it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge,  collect  or  receive  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  any  passenger,  freight  or  property  of  any  description  over 
its  railroad  .a  greater  amount  of  toll  or  compensation  than  shall  at 
the  same  time  be  charged,  collected  or  received  by  it  for  the  trans- 
portation of  any  passenger  or  like  quantity  of  property  or  freight 
of  the  same  class  being  transported  in  the  same  direction  over  any 
portion  of  the  same  railroad  of  equal  distance;  or  if  it  shall  charge, 
collect  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  higher  or  greater 
amount  of  toll  or,  compensation  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time 
charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  other  person  or  persons  for 
receiving,  handling  or  delivering  property  or  freight  of  the  same 
class  and  like  quantity,  at  the  same  point  upon  its  railroad;  or  if  it 
shall  charge,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or  i3ersons,  for  the 
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transportation  of  any  property  or  freight  upon  its  railroads  a  higher 
or  greater  rate  of  toll  or  compensation  than  it  shall  at  the  same 
time  charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  other  person  or  persons, 
for  the  transportation  of  the  like  quantity  of  property  or  freight 
of  the  same  class,  being  transported  from  the  same  point  in  the 
same  direction  over  equal  distance  of  the  same  railroad;  or  if  it 
shall  charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons,  for  the 
use  and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  or  cars  upon  its  railroad 
for  any  distance,  a  greater  amount  of  toll  or  compensation  than  is 
at  the  same  time  charged,  collected  or  received  from  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  for  the  use  and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  of 
the  same  class  or  number,  for  a  like  purpose,  being  transported 
in  the  same  direction,  over  a  greater  distance  of  the  same  railroad; 
or  if  it  charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons,  for 
the  use  and  transportation  of  any  railroad  car  or  cars  uj)on  its  rail- 
road a  higher  or  greater  compensation  in  the  aggregate  than  it 
shall  at  the  same  time  charge,  collect  or  receive  from  any  other 
person  or  persons  for  the  use  and  transportation  of  any  railroad 
car  or  cars  of  the  same  class  for  a  like  purpose,  being  transported 
from  the  same  original  point  in  the  same  direction  over  an  equal 
distance  of  the  same  railroad;  all  such  discriminating  rates, 
charges,  collections  or  receipts,  whether  made  directly  or  by  means 
of  any  rebate,  drawback  or  other  shift  or  evasion,  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  against  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common 
carrier  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  unjust  discriminations  pro- 
hibited by  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  it  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
suflBcient  excuse  or  justification  of  such  discrimination  on  the  part 
of  said  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  that  the 
railway  station  or  point  at  which  it  shall  charge,  collect  or  receive 
less  compensation  in  the  aggregate  for  the  transportation  of  such 
passenger,  property  or  freight,  or  for  the  use  and  transportation  of 
such  railroad  car  the  greater  distance  than  for  the  shorter  distance 
is  a  railway  station  or  point  at  which  then  exists  cx)mpetition  with 
any  other  railroad  or  means  of  transportation.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  so  as  to  exclude  other  evidence  tending  to  show 
any  unjust  discrimination  in  freight  and  passenger  rates.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  extend  and  apply  to  any  railroad, 
the  branches  thereof  and  any  road  or  roads  which  any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  has  the  right,  license  or 
permission  to  use,  operate  or  control  wholly  or  in  part  within  this 
state;  J) ror/Jec/,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  railroad  corporations  from  issuing  com- 
mutation, excursion  or  thousand  mile  tickets;  provided,  the  same 
are  issued  alike  to  all  applying  therefor. 

§  37.  Discrimination  as  to  quantity.  It  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  caraier 
to  charge,  collect,  demand  or  receive  more  for  transporting  ajcar  of 
freight  than  it  at  the  same  time  charges,  collects,  demands  or  re- 
ceives per  car  for  several  cars  of  a  like  class  of  freight  over  the 
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same  railroad,  for  the  same  distance  in  the  same  direction,  or  to 
charge,  collect,  demand  or  rec<4ve  more  for  transporting  a  ton  of 
freight  than  it  charges,  collects,  demands  or  receives  j^er  ton  for 
several  tons  of  freight  under  a  carload  of  a  like  class  of  freight 
over  the  same  railroad  for  the  same  distance,  in  the  same  direction, 
or  to  charge,  collect,  demand  or  receive  more  for  transporting  a 
hundred  pounds  of  freight  or  property  than  it  charges,  collects, 
demands  or  receives  per  hundred  for  several  hundred  jjounds  of 
freight  under  a  ton  of  a  like  class  of  freight  or  property  over  the  same 
railroad  for  the  same  distance,  in  the  same  direction;  all  such  discrim- 
inating rates,  charges,  collections  or  receipts,  whether  made  directly 
or  by  means  of  any  rebate,  drawback  or  other  shift  or  evasion,  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  against  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or 
common  carrier  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  unjust  discrimina- 
tion prohibited  by  this  act;  provided^  however,  that  for  the  pro- 
tection and  development  of  any  new  industry  within  the  state* 
such  railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  may  grant 
concessions  or  special  rates  for  any  agreed  number  6f  carloads,  but 
such  special  rates  aforesaid  shall  first  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Railroads,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  in  the  oflSce 
thereof. 

§  38.  Penalty  for  discrimination.  Any  such  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  guilty  of  extortion  or  mak- 
ing any  unjust  discrimination  as  to  passenger  or  freight  or  other 
rates  for  the  use  and  transportation  of  railroad  cars  or  in  receiving, 
handling  or  delivering  freights  or  property  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  for  every 
subsequent  offense  not  less  than  five  thousand  dgllars  nor  more 
than  ten  thousand  [dollars]  such  fine  to  be  imposed  in  a  criminal 
prosecution,  as  provided  by  law,  or  shall  be  subject  to  the  liability 
prescribed  in  the  next  succeeding  section,  to  be  recovered  as  therein 
provided. 

§  39.  Forfeiture.  Any  such  railroad,  railroad  corporation 
or  common  carrier  guilty  of  extortion  or  of  making  any  unjust  dis- 
crimination as  to  passenger,  property  or  freight  rate  or  rates  fqr 
the  use  and  transportation  of  railroad  cars  or  in  receiving,  handling 
or  delivering  freights  or  property  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  state 
of  North  Dakota  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  not  less  than  five 
thousand  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars  for  every  subsequent 
offense,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  by  proceedings  instituted 
in  the  name  of  the  state  of  North  Dakota.  And  the  release  from 
liability  or  penalty  provided  for  in  Section  27  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  either  a  criminal  prosecution  or  a  civil  action  brought 
under  this  act. 

§  40.  Suits  by  commissioners.  Whenever  said  Commis- 
sioners of  Railroads  have  good  reason  to  bi^ieve  that  any  railroad, 
railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions

of  this  act,  has  been  guilty  of  extortion  or  unjust  discrimination 
and  thereby  become  liable  to  the  penalties  prescribed  in  Sections 
38  and  39  hereof,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  immediately  cause  suits 
to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  against  any  such  railroad,  rail- 
road corporation  or  common  carrier.  Such  suits  and  prosecutions 
may  be  instituted  in  any  county  of  this  state  through  or  into  which 
the  line  of  the  railroad  corporation  sued  for  violation  of  this  act 
may  extend.  And  the  court  may  in  its  discretion  give  preference 
to  such  suits  over  all  other  business  except  criminal  cases. 

§  41.  Free  transportation.  Reduced  rates.  Nothing  in 
this  act  shall  aj^ply  to  the  carriage,  storage  or  handling  of  property 
free  or  at  reduced  rates  for  the  United  States  or  this  state  or 
municipal  governments  or  for  charitable  purposes  or  to  and  from 
fairs  and  expositions  for  exhibition  thereat,  or  for  the  employes  of 
such  common  carriers  or  their  families,  or  private  property  or 
goods  for  the  family  use  of  employes  of  such  common  carriers, 
or  the  issuance  of  mileage,  excursion  or  commutation  passenger 
tickets.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any 
railroad,  railroad  corporation  or  common  carrier  from  giving  reduced 
passenger  rates  to  ministers  of  religion,  or  to  prevent  railroads 
from  giving  free  carriage  to  their  own  officers  and  employes  and 
their  families  or  others  and  to  persons  in  charge  of  live  stock 
being  shipped  from  the  point  of  shipment  to  destination  and 
return,  and  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any  way  abridge 
or  alter  the  remedies  now  existing  at  common  law,  or  by  statute, 
but  the  i^rovisions  of  this  act  are  in  addition  to  the  such  remedies; 
provided,  that  no  pending  litigation  shall  in  any  way  be  affected 
by  this  act. 

§  42.  Commissioners  transported  free.  The  said  Com- 
missioners of  Railroads  and  their  secretary  shall  have  the  right  of 
free  transportation  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  concerning 
railroads  on  all  railroads  and  railroad  trains  in  this  state. 

§  43.  Repeal.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  44.  Emergency.  An  emergency  existing  in  that  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  North  Dakota  do  not  sufficiently  define  the  duties 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Railroads  of  this  state,  this  act  shall  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval.
